WAS. for the dolefull Embleme of the difmall 
WSN. darkeneffe in the depth of Popery, wherein 
Berengarius lived, the fubje& of our enfuing difcourfe, and 
before whom, from the expiring of the Primative Age till 
his entrance into the.Church,, little confiderable light of 
knowledge fhined amongft many Errours and much ig- 
norance. : 
2 We havenot been idle in feeking, but unfuccesfull in 
the finding the date of Berengarius birth 3 and can likewife

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vive na account of his Parentage and extraction. Herein he 
was not unlikethe River Nilus, unknown and obfcure for 


its Fountaine, but famous and renowned for his Streamess |: 


and his birth may feeme to be eclipfed, by the refplendant 
la tre of his life.

gie may probably becolleé&ted. And itis obfervable, that 
as the City of Towres gave the firft being to Borengarins, fo

which, they ufed to meet) gave the denomination to the 
Huganites,or modern French Proteftants,which in the point 
of Tranfubfantiation fucceed to the opinion of Berengarius 
sc rather to the truth of the do“tcrine it felfe. 

3 Here we muft not omit, that fome have maintained 
chat this Berengarins came over with William the Conque- 
cour into England, and by his bounty received the Caftle of 
a Barnewell in Northampton{bire for his poffeflion. But che 


miftake arifeth, by confounding him with another Beren- 


garius his namefake, furnamed Le Moigne, or the Monke, 
(which alfo added countenance to their firft error) though 
indeed he was a Martiall mar, and no Ecclefiafticall per- 
fon,on.whom the King conferred that Cattle. T hus,though 
we fhould have heene ‘right glad to have had this- worthy 
Schollar our Country-man, though not by birth yet by 
habitation, accounting it Exglands honour that he was in- 
feofted with faire demeynes therein; yet becaufe all is 
grounded upon an Errour, no counterfeit credit, nor falfe 
favours thall be affaumed by us on others miftakes, 

4 Having profited in the Schoole above his equals un- 
der Fulbertus his Mafter, the World began. to take notice 
of his abilities, and at aft he was. preferred to be Arch- 
deacon of Angiers 3; amanof a bold ipirit, and daring re- 
folution, as God alwayes fuits men: for the worke they 
undertake. We may obferve in BatteJs, that they fet chofe 
whe are beft arm’d to charge in the firft ranke, and order 
them to follow who are not fo compleatly weaponed :

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God in like manner, in his wifdome appointed that {uc! 
Confeffours of the Truth, who were to make the firfi

Heis reported not to have fuffered any woman to come 
in bis fiybt ; not becaufe he was a hater of their fex, but be- 
caufe he was to deale with dangerous adverfaries,he would | 
warily cut off all occafions of fufpition; and in fome ca- | 
fes we may fay, that oversmuch warineffe is but even)

6 The maine.matter wherein he diffented from the cur- | 
rent of the.Romax Church, and. is honoured for a Champion’ 
of the Truth, was, in the point of Tranfubftantiation; 
an Errour which crept one of the laft into the Church, 
and was the firft that was moft vigoroufly oppofed. It took 
therife from fome extravagant expreflions of Dama|cene 
and Theopbilaé, who endeavouring to fhew the reality of 
Chrifts prefence in the Sacrament, {cattered fuch florifhing 
language to that purpofe (flowers, though they cannot 
feede, may fometimes infe&) that though well intending, 
yet illinterpreted, gave occafion to their unskilfull Red- 
ders, who more minded the words then the matter, from 
fuch Rhetoricall premifes to conclude a Dogmaticall 


| point of the Elements being corporally tranfubftantia- 


ted, againft the very being and nature of a Sacrament. 

_ 7 The firft that effeually oppofed this Errour was 
Leuthericus (remarkable for hisname, confining on Laghe- 
tus) Archbifhop of Senesin France. But the French King fo 


kept him under with his heavy weight uponhim, that he 


never grew up to any generall notice in the world. More 
| Aa 2 _ attive 
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active was the undertaking of dur Belengarius (who is chal- i 
leaped by Buroniwe for reviving the opinions of Leuthericus) 
and would not be taken off by the {miles or frowns of any 
who endeavoured by all meanes poflible to perfwade him 
‘to defiftin his oppoficion. 

8 There was one Adelinanns Bifhop of Brixia {choole- 
fellow with Berengaitus, who by moft loving letters per- 


fwaded him to be reconciled co the Romifo Churchshe often | 


in his Epiftolary addreffes intituled Berengarius Ceven when 
little better than ander the Popes curfe)fantie Frater, holy 
Brother; andaddulced his difcourfe with all luf{cious ex- 

veffions unto him. Moreovéer,he minded him of the:coun- 
Cell which Fulbertus their Mafter often gave him in borto, 
inthe'Garden; who fufpetting the a&ivity (nick-named 
by hith turbulency ) of Berengariw, often forewarned him 
with teares, not’to innovate any thing in matters of Reli- 

ion, and humbly to fabmit his judgement to the cenfure 
of the Church. Nor were promifes of preferment wanting, 
on condition he would comply with the Court of ‘Rome 
who, on the revocation of his opinion, might ‘eafily have 
turned his Arch-deaconry intoa Bifhopricke: Bat all was 
in vaine, he ftill perfifted loyall to his firft principles, ‘and 
no golden promifes could*bribe his jadgement againft his 
confcience. 


9 Hereitis no part of our'imployment, much leffe-of 


| our purpofe tobeadvocate forall the fauls of Berengarins, 
Ic being madnéffe in any man, who is ‘unable to 'pay the 
{core.of his owne'faults, utterly to breake himfelfe ‘by be- 
ing furety for the offences ‘of othé's. Onely we fubmic the 
lenfuing particulars ‘to'the judgement of the invparciall 


| Reader; that when he meets with the manifold charges 
| drawneupagainft this party accufed, he would be pleafed

| 10 Fir&, that he was a man, and fo fubje& to errour < 
And therefore he is no man who will ‘not afford -him a 
pardon of courfe, for thofe failings proceeding from hu- 
man infirmity.

need not condemne him that his errours were 10 many ; | 
| bu t rather praife'Gods goodneffe,thatthey were nomore; | 


| yea, this | dare bouldly affirme,thac if the morning grow 
fo proud as to feorne the dawning of the day, becaufe mix- 
ed with darkenefle, Midde day will revenge her Quarrel, 
and may juftly cake occafion to contemethe Morning, as 
in luftre infiriour to her felfe, Thirdl y, Berengarinswas vexed 
with opofition, which makes men reele into violence, and 
no reafon it is,that the conftant temper of his foule,fhould 
be gueffed from fom ague- fits (as I may termethem) of his 
paflion,and that his pofitive opinion fhould be ftated ‘from 
his polemicall heate, when he was chafed in difputation. 
-Liaftlystorender him whileft living, and‘his memory when 
dead more odious his Adverfaries have faftened many falfe 
accufations upon |him. 
11 Wethat flivein this diftra&ed age, know too well 
howiready men are tovcaft afperfions on'thofe who differ 
‘from them in point :of ‘opinion: which theuld ‘make us 
more charitable in :paflmg our verdifts ‘on thole in‘former 
ages,which diffented from the received opionions, ‘Where- 
fore, when we read Bzronis calling shim bominem-mendaci{- 
| fimum, impudentifimum , with other epithets to the fare 


fence, we know ‘how to:defalce our credit accordingly. | 


True it is, one'faule-he was guiley of , which weare fo far 
from excufing or extenuating, that:we weuld throw the 
| Arftftone againtthim ‘our felves, but-chat confcioufneffe to 
our owne frailtyes commands us tohold sour hands, left 
hitting of him we wound -our felves, as fubje& without 
heavens efpeciall fupportto the fame infirmiitics. However 
feeing God isiglory fied in his fervants weakneffe, and eve- 
ry ftumble of manis afteppe to Gods throne, wewill 
plainly and fimply fer downe theunexcufable inconftancy 
of Berengarius. 
12 Being {ummoned to.appeare before Pope Leo ithe 
ninth, at firkt herefafed to :dbey'his command jtherein fol - 
lowing the Councell :of Peter de waldex (from whom the 
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| Waldenfes received their names) but afterwards being o- 
therwife advifed, and wearied with the importunity of his 
adverfaries, he not onely made his perfonall appearance 
before the Pope, but alfo folemnely in the prefence of the | 
Councell at Rome retra&ted and abjured his opinions. In- 
deed formerly he had fet forth a wofke in the nature of an 
Expedient, wherein he did much qualifie and mitigate his 
expreflions, abating much of their edge and fharpneffe, if 
poflibly he might have made them comply.with the Sence ef 
Rome, But this proving ineffeGuall and not giving exe 
pected fatisfaction totheConclave, he was laft fainein 
terminis to renounce and recant his opinion in the prefence 
of 113.Bifhops. 

13 But having got out of the reach of his enemies 
pawes he reaflumed his Tenents again, remitting nothing 
of his former zeale,but rather aflerting them with more ar- 
dour and vehemency then before, But alaffe,;no fooner: was 
he feazed on the fecondtime, but that he again abjured 
his opinions in the Lateran Councell under Pope Gregorie 
the feventh,to the indelebleft ftaine of his name for his in- 
conftancy. 

14, After his fecond Recantation, we find little of the 
manner of his demeanour unto the day of his death. And 
we eafily conceive, that clouded with fhame for his former 
fathe affected obfcurity,and lived as invifible as might be |- 
in the World. We find not that he excepted of any prefer- 
ment inthe Church, or that any was offeredhim. A pre- 
fumption that he was not re-eftated in the favour of the 

‘| Popifh party, not confiding.in him as thorow paced in 
their Religion. Charity commands us to hope that at the 
crowing of the Cocke of his Confcience, he might awake 

| out of his former flcepeyand weepe bitterly with him, who 
on his repentance was received into Chrifts favour. 

15 Two efpeciall advertaries Berengarius had, Guitmun. 
dus, and Lanke Franke a Lumbard, the latter of more learn- 
ing than Piety,more parts then learniug, more pride then 
both, was well rewarded for his paines for difputing and 
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| _ The Life and Death of Berengarius. qa 
writeing againft Berengarius with the rich’ Arch bifbopricke “a 
of Canterbury. But Be rengarius: never mounted higher then 
his Arch Deaconry of -Angiers: where he died on Epiphanie 
or Twelfe-day, Anno 1088. Different is che judgement of 

| learned men concerning his finall eftate. Heildebert bifhop 
of Maine and our William of Malmesbury, fay that he died 
bomo novus,a reclaimed man,and dandle him in the Jappe of 
the Romifh Church as a true childé thereof. But Cardinal] 
Baronius lookes upon. Him under the notion ofa Hereticke, 
accounting his Recantation. but fuperficiall indited rather 
from his Cowardife then Confcience. Our Illyricus, in His 
catalogue of the witueffes of the Truth,affords him a principal] 
place therein. We leave himto ftand or fall to his owne 
mafter, according tothat concluding Difticke, which we 
find in an Aauthor : 


Cum nihil iple vides propria quin labe laboret, 
Tu tua fac curesscetera mitte Deo. 


Seeing nought thon feeft but faults are in the beft, 
Loske Thou unto thy felfeleave God the reft. 


16 Remarkeable are hid words wherewith he breathed 
out his laft gafpe, which Illyricus reporteth to this Effea : 
now am I te gory and appeare before God, either to be acquitted by 
bim as I bope,or condemned by him as I feare.. Which words, as 
they favour not of that full affurance of Salvation which 
God vouchfafeth to many of his fervants, fo they carry 
not with them any offenfive Breath of Defpaire, And itis 
no contradition in Chriftianity, to rejoyce before God 
with trembling. And inthis Twilight we leave Berengari- 
wstothat mercifull God, who knoweth whereof we are 
made and remembereth we are but duft,

fs Mongftmany famous Writers in this Nation, as Beda, 
| ee 
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thorpey Ockam, Hampoole of Armach, this Wicklief is not the 
leaft of worth, he was famous buth for Life, and Learning 5 
he was brought up in the famous Vniverfity of Oxford, in| 
Merten Colledge; he gave himfelfe, after he was Mafter of 
Arts, tothe ftudy of Schoole Divinity, wherein having an 
excellent acute wit, he became excellently well qualified, | 
and was admired of all for his fingular Learning, and | 
{weetnefle of behavior,inKing Edward the thirds time: who } 
rotefted that his chiefe end and purpofe was to call backe 
the Church from her Idolatry, efpecially in the matter of| 
the Sacrament. He was much favoured by Fobn of Gaunt | 
Duke of Lancafter, andthe Lord Henry Percy, who defen- | 
ded and prote&ted him from his raging adverfaries and | 
Bifhops. | 
And when PopeGregory the eleveeth fent hisBull toOxford; 
to require them toroot out Wicklief’s Tares (as he called | 
them) the Proctors, and Mafters were in long debate whe- | 
ther they fhould receive it, or reje& it. In the time of King | 
Richard the fecond, this Wicklief was brought. before the} 
Bifhops at Lambeth, and had many Articles put in againft 
him, but what by the meanes of fome Courtiers, and Ci- 
tizens of London, he was again releafed. After this William 
Barton Vice- chancellor of Oxford,with fome other Doctors, 
fet forth an Edi& againft him, and his followers : where- 
upon he publifhed a confeflion of his Dottrine. Arno 
Chrifti 1382. the Archbifhop of Canterburie held a Convo- 
cation at London, and condemned the Articles of Wicklief as 
Heretical : and when the faid Archbifhop with many of 
his adherents were gathered together about this bufinefs, 
juft as they were readie to begin their debate,there fell out 
a great.and generall Earthquake, which fo affrighted ma- 
nie of them, that they defilted from their bufinefs : yet all 
means were ufed for the fupprefling of his opinions ; but 
through God's mercie they could never bee exftirpated to 
this daie. He was a great enemie to the {warms of begging 
Friers, with whom it was harder to make war, then with 
the Pope himféfe. Hedenied the Pope to be the Head of the 
Bb 
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&c. The Bifhop of Rome lo& by his Do&rine the power of 
making and ordaining Bifhops in England, and the Tenths 
of {pirituall promotions, & alfo the gains of his Peter. pence. 
Whereupon Polidore Virgil cals him an infamous Hereticke. 
He aflirmed the Scripture to be the {fupreme Judg of Con- 
troverfies, condemned Tranfubftantiation, &c. He was a 
painfull, and faichfull preacher of che Gofpef under that 
tamous King Edward the third, who alwaies favored and 
protected him againft the rage of his adverfaries, In the 
raign of Richard the fecond, he was by the power of his 
adverfaries banifhed, yet in al! his affli@ion he fhewed an 
undanted fpirit. Atlaftreturning from Exile, he died in 
the yeere of our Saviour Jefus Chrift, (whom he had 
Preached) 1 3 87. and was buried the laft day of December 
at his Parfomage of Lutterworth in Leicefter-(biree But in 
the yeer 1428. which was 41. yeeres from the time of his 
death, his dead body was by the Decree of Pope Martin the 
fifth, and Couniell of Sene, dig’d up, and burned with the 
Execreations of that fiery Pope 3 thus he found the cruelty 
of them being dead, whom he had, being living, taught to 
be fo. He writ(as Pius neas teftifies) more then two hun- 

| dred faire volumnes,moft of which were burned by Subinck 
Arch-bifhop of Prague in Bobemia: The Catalogue of his.

ing the harmony of the Evangelifts: And thus went out 
this Lampe of England : of whom one thus hath faid:

Coutending floutly, *gainft Romes Errours, 
Nere daunted by their threats or terreurs 3 
But, to his death, ftill,fought faiths fight, 
And thus went out this Lamp of Light.

Hufs his Sermons, tild 
their profit began to be concerned in his confuting the 
gainefull errouss of Rome, and their malice muftred all op- 
pofition again him, Firft, by order from his. holineffe, 
the Arch-bifhop of Suinco was commanded to, fupprefle 
him; but allin vaine, his commands. prevailing no more 
with Hy/s,than the peoples prohibitions toBartimeus com- 
manding him filence, Marke 10. 48. which onely made 
him cry owt the mare agreat deale. In fo much.that the Pope 
himfelfe was faine to. take the matter in hand, 3 
6 Here happined a moft remarkable Accident,very advan- 
tagious for the propagating of Hujfes doftrine,, A Scifme 
happened in the Church.of Rome betwext three Popesiat 
the fame time, fo that Peters chaire was like to be broken 
betwixt fo. many fitting downe together. This conduced 
much to the benefic of Hu{s,who hereupon took advantage 
to decline (fo good awitt having an ulefull Theame, 
would loofe nothing, in handling ic), againft the Chuch 
of Rome: Pleading that having three, ic hadno leagall 
head: That this monftrous apparition offthe Man; of fin, 
prefaged his life was fhort ; that thefe three Anti-Popes 
made up one Antichrift. Ina word, there was opened unto 
iém a great doore of utterancesmade out ofthat; cracke or-cleft, 

which now happened in this feafonable fchifme at Rome. 

7 \cwas now high timea generall Councell fhould be 
called. The Church was growne fowle with long want of 
{cowring : however the vicious Court of Rome declined it 
(wonder not if theeves be unwilling to heare of ai? Affifes) 
expecting that theretheir faults. would be difcovered and 
cenfured. All the world ftood on the Tiptoes of Expec- 
tation, what the Councell would produce. Where fora 
while we leave them with the three Popes tugging one 
againft the other ; where all Three at laft were depofed and 
Pop Martin tub{tituted in the roome of them. 

8 Hx{s during the beginning of this Counfell remained 
at Pargue,conftanily preaching in his Church of Bethlehem. 
Where his adverfaries chofe out of his bookes and preaches 
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ing feverall Articles, which they charged againft him for | 
Hereticall. And it may feeme wonderfull, how varioufly 
the number of them is rekoned up, fome times eight er- 
rours, fometimes nine, fometimes one and twenty, fome- 
times five and fourty, which numbers the do&tors and 
Mafters of the Univerfity of Prague, colle&ted and objected 
againft him. Yet none need juftly admire at this difference, 
as if Hu{s his opinions were like the ftoncs on Salsbury plain, 
falfely reported that notwocan count them alike. The 
variety arifeth, firitbecaufe fome count onely his primi- 
tive Tenets, which were breeders ; whileft ochers count all 
the yong Frye of Confequences derived from them. 
Secondly, fome were more induftrous to fecke, capatious 
to expound, malicious to deduce far diftant Confequences. 
Excellent at the inflaming of a Reckoning, and to difco- 
ver an infant or Embryo, errours which others over 
looked. Thirdly, It is poffible thatin procefle of time, 
HuJs might delate himfelfe in additionall and fupplemen- 
tall opinions, more than what he maintained at firft. His 


principall accufations were,that he maintained, the Sacra- 
ment was to be miniftred to the people under both Kings, 
Secondly, That Prieftsin a mortall finne might not mi- 
nifterthe Sacrament. Thirdly, That the Popes power a- 
bove other Priefts, was onely invented for covetoufneffe, 
Fourthly. That Priefts once ordained are not to be for 


bidden preaching &c. 

9 For thefe Tenets Hu/s was excommunicated by Car- 
dinall Delobynna, afure prop of the Romifh Church. But 
all in vaine,leeing the Gentry and Nobility of Bobemia did 
highly favotir him. Whereupon he was brought to the 
Counfell of Constance under the Sateguard of the whole 
Empire, and a folemne Condu& of the Emperour Sigif- 
muna’s double written, both in Latine and Almane, (that 
whether learned or unlearned might pretend ignorance 
thereof) drawne in amoft favourable’ Latitude: for him, 
and itrongeft legall forme, given at Spire the eighteenth of 
Ottober Anno Dem. 14146 Yea when the Pope was inforene 


ee 
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q ‘by a Bohemian Gentleman, what liberty Hufs had granted 
himto remaine in Cenftancey without any trouble, vex- 
ation,or interruption : his Holineffe replied, that if Hufs 
bad killed bis brother, no violence (bould be offered unto him during 
bis abode in this City. 

10 Butasthe man poffeffled with a Divell, Mark 5, 3. 
| None -could binde him, no not with chaines: So ftron& was the 
uncleane. Spirit of Cruelty in che Romifh Court, that no 
duplicates or double cords of fafe Condud&s in Dutch and 
Latine, granted and accepted, could prote&.the innocence 
of this godly man: but that contrary to the folemne faith 
formerly pledged,he was perfecuted and imprifoned. 
11 And now, what can be facred, what armour of 
| proofe againft the Artillery of malice, when fuch Con- 
duéts are fhot thorow ¢ In vainedo men make Contracts, 
and ftipulations when faith publickly given, the beft waxe 
of all Indentures, and faireft feale of waxe,fhall thus be pro- 
fticuted to private defignes. Had thefe great pretended 
Sch ollers read and ferioufly confider Davids Pfalmes 15.4 
He that (weareth to bis owne hurt and changeth not, (and did not 
the Emperour paffe on his honour, and Popes word fpeak- 
ing alwais in verbo {acerdatis amount to an oath: ) yet had 
they but wayed the anfwere of Fetus a Pagan, Ads 25, 16. 
It is not the manner of the Pomans to deléver any man to dye be- 
fore he that as accufed have his Accufers face to face, erce They 
could never had adventured on fo unexcufable a Marter. 
12, Here we conceive we fhall not unprofitably beftow 
our paines,if we tender a catalogue of the principal friends 
and Enemies of Hu/s, that Pofterity may know who added 
the part of helpfull One/ipborusto this Paxt in bonds, and 
who were like Demetrius the Copper-{mith, the active per- 
fecntors of him.

Thus though Hy/s had many friends, yet the number, 
power and activity of his Foes did preponderate ; fo that 
notwithftanding his many appeales and proteftations, he 
was caft into a ftinking Prifon, loaden with chaiiies 0° I- 
ron, kept with hungry and bad Fare. But as Men thrown 
flat on their backs, alwayes have their faces looking up to 
heavens fo this godly Man, being over-thrown with the 
fury of his Enemies, made the more fervenily his addreffe 
unto God, by a lively faith, having all his dependance on 
dame Providence, even in the depth of cruel! Sicknefle, 
which in the Prifon feized upon him. 

13 The fentence of condemnation being at laft folemn- 
ly paffed upon him, Hus falling downe on his knees, Lord 
Jelus Chrift {aid be} forgive mine enemies, by whom thon knoweft 
‘that Iam falfely accufed. How ‘did his charity triumph over 


his perfecutors malice? ana 


&ion which will finde more 
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commienders, than followers in our age. Whereas indeed 
he that revengeth himfelfe of his adverfarie, is but’even 
with him,and in ‘his owne éxpreflion cries quits with him : 
whiles {uch ‘as forgive him, are above’ him ; it being the. 
Prerogative of Princes to pardon. 

14 Then the feaven Bilhops, who were app>inted for 
that purpofe, began to degrade Hu/s of his feaven Orders, 
and fuch Veitments as were the badges thereof. The beft 

| wae, though they uncafed him our of his other garmerits, 
they could not ftrip him of che white robe of his inno- 
cence. Yea, fo cruelly did they a& their part therein, that 
they refolved inftead ofa rafor, with fheares to pare a way 
a part of his crowne, left (forfooth) any relique of their 
holy oylefhould remaine upon it. However Hu/s was no 
loofer thtreby, for God no doubt made good to him his 
promife, Revel, 2. 10. Iwill give'unto thee a crowne of life. 
Which did cover his deformitie, and plentifully com. 
penfate the‘loffe of His Skin. 

15 Herel confefle it was once my defigne, to contract 

| and infere the lait {peech of Fobn Hujs tothe people, bue 
my revifed thoughts diffwaded me from it. For itis al] 
fo excellent,that compendium would be difpendium there- 
of, Init felfe the onely faule thereofis the fhortneffe of it, 
and pity it fhould be more abridged; for he that under 
takes the fame, will leave Out as good'as he choofeth in, 
Wherefore we remit the Reader to the entire narration of 
Matter Fox, where his {peech is recorded ; which left an ec- 
cho in the eares and hearts of all that heard him. 

16. Hence Hu/s was hurried to the ftake, where the Em- 
perour, Duke of Bavaria chanced to be prefent, profering him 
pardon but on fuch unworthy conditions,as Hu/s his con- 
{cience could not accept. He did love, but did not-dote on 
lifes as he fhall never grow rich by the bargaine, who pur- 

| chafeth it with the prife of his foule; no doubt-he called to 
| mind what was written, Heb. 116 35. And othérs*were-tor tue 
red not accepting deliverance, that. thay might obtaine a bettet re- 
furrediion. And now the fire was kindled, with which Hus 
muft 
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muft grapple, being in this kind as Itakeit, the firtt that 
fuffered in this manner. For as.tor Wicklief, only his corpes 
were burnt after his death, more to his enemies fhame;who 
in vaine revenged themfelves on the empty.Cage after the 
bird was flowne: whereas Hu/s was the firf that entred the 
lift wich that furious element, and: fought body to body 
With the fice, Scriveners.ufe with gawdy flourifhes to decke 
and garnifh the initiall caratters of copies. The like may 
be expe&ed from me, feeing Hus may be tearmed a leading 
letger ; in the patterne of patience, that femnably,with rheto- | 
rical] flufculations! fhould endevour to adorne his memo- | 
riall. But-fuch {uperfluous paines may well be {pard, feeing 


this Letteris confpicuous enough in it felfe, died red in| 
| ics own blood. Being tyed with a chaine to the ftake, by| 


chancehe was.turned towards the eaft; And here behold} 
the Criticifme of Superftition; For fome cryed out, Hee 
foould. not looke towards the Eaft, becanle he was.an hereticke. 
Whereupon his tormentors (who had. power to turne his 
body, not to:move his mind) reverfed him weftward. Sad 
indeed it is to come out of Gods Blefling into the warme 
funne; but happy. he that is turned out of the warme fun 
into Gods blefling, and denyed the benefit and beauty of 
the orient beames, had the inward Comfort of heayenly 


| grace to folace and fupport him. 


17. A paper whereon devils were antiquely painted was 
put upon him, he wearing thofe fhadowes on his head, 
whofe Subftance his enemies felt in their heart. But when 
the fire began to be kindled, that furious Element was} 
more mercifull unto him then were his Executioners. For 
whereas fire hatha double property to burn and to ftifle, 
here ic was plealed to make ufe of the latter: quality, as 
the milder and mecker of the twainé. Except>we fhall fay 


it was rather the Pitie of the wind, .than the favour of the’ 
fire, which drove the flame fo. full upon his. face that it 


quickly choaked- him; and may. be prefiumed fenfelcfle, 
though he.moved awhile after: His heart which was 
found amongft*his bowels;: ficft: beaten with flaves and

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Clubbes, was afterwards pricked upon a fharpe Rticke, and 
rofted at the fire apart untill ic was confumed. The leaft 
remnant of his afhes were gathered up and caft into the 
rever of Rhine, foif poffible for ever to extirpate his me- 
mory. 
3 Oxae memorable paffage muft not be forgotten, in 
the life time of Hu/s, whichis conceived almoft to amount 
toa prophecy, he hada dreame (as he writes in his forty 
fifth Eriftle, beingaletter written to the Lord Fobn de 
Clumme) how he beheld in his Church at Bethlehem in Paris, 
certaine men toraceand pull outthe images of Chrift, 
andthenext day (asic feemed unto hin) many other 
Painters made more and fairer images thin formerly ; and 
the Painters with much people about them faid, Cin mere 
riment and kind of ‘derifion) Let the Bifhops and Priefts 
come now and put outthefe Pictures. Hereat the people 
much rejoyced and Ha/s.himfelfe fell a laughing,. which 
caufed him to awake. 

19. [know that generally dreames are nothing, but 
Facies defcant. on the former dayes worke. And he that 
layeth too much preffure onfuch flender props may be 
layed in the duft.How ever it was verified in the event,that 
many worthy Chriftians the trueft Images of Chrift (as 
Chrift is the image of God,) were by Ha/s his preaching 
and fuffering converted to the cruth, in defiance of all An- 
chriftian oppofition, who endeavored to deleate and ex- 
punge all impreffions of Truth in them.

4, Hitherto Férom was but a wilde ftocke and ungrafted, 
going on withthe maltitude in Erronidus'wayes, having 
deunke as deepe as the reft of Romes bewitched Cupp, till his 
converfion hapned on this Occafion: The Bobemians which 
brought their‘lady Anne over into England to be married'to 
our King Richard the fecond, brought back the books of | -

We read of Elephants,thac | 
though their whole Body be by reafon of the hardneffe of

His very name Hu/s 
which in the Bohemian Tongue Signifieth a Goofe, was a ple- 
fant inftrument ready ftrung and tun’d, for the wanton 
fingers of his Enemies, to make mirth and muficke upon it, 
and every dull wit was fharp enough to ufe a jeere made to 
hishand. Butlet them breake fefts on his name, whileft 
he breake their Superftitions in Earneft,and as once the Geefe 
keptthe Roman Capitall from their Enemies; fo this Goofe 
kept the Capital of Truth from the Romans. Though Naball 
was his name, yet foly was not with him, being of a Solid 
judgement, fubtill wit, and difcreet deportment in his 
Converfation.

rafhly {natch to themfelves. The former is ever attended | 
with inward joy and quiet of Confcience, the Soule Sola- | 
cing it felfe, not onely in the end attai ned, but alfo in the 
iawfulnffe of the means ufed therunto; wheras when men | 
doe not ithue out of a danger by a doore of Gods opening 
unto them, but breake through the wall, (as Ferome by per- | 
jury) by violent and unwarrantable wayes, their minds are 
daily haunted wich fcruples. and perplexities, even fome- 
times to dolefull diftration: befides, fuch efcapes never 
grow profperour, rather eafing then curing, and thecom- 
fort got by them unraueleth againe, as it hapned_in Ferome 
of Prague.

Ferommoft valiently and elequently affeffed 
the truth, recanting his recantation ? And protefting that 
nothing more troubled him in his: life, then his former 
cowardize. Thus,as the well levelled Canor,though at the 
difcharging by the force of the powder it recoyleth fome 
paces backward, yet it tendeth the Bullet to the right 
marke. So Ferom now hit home , notwithftanging his 
former fearfull failing,and became the more couragious in 
Gods caufe, yea bafhfull biufhing for their former faults, 
fo becometh the faces of good men, that it maketh them

The Life and Death of Jerom of Prague. 
19 I had almoft forgot a perpetual! fpeech of this Ferom, 
I fummon you all {aid he) a bundred yeers hence to appeare before 
Ged, and give an account of my innofent blood ; feverall coments 
are made of this text, his enemies derided his words asthe 
fantafticall iflue of an idle prayer, onely wife and wary in 
taking the fafe terme of a hundred yeers, that nonethen 
prefent might have the advantage to confute him of falf- 
hood. Orhers conceived the expreffion, a generall commi- 
nation,ufing a certaine time for an uncertaine, amounting 
to this efe&; that the longeft lived of them all fhould one 
day be called toa fad reckoning for their cruelty. But ma- 
ny Proteftants not content to have his words an arrow 
fhot at rovers , but ayming at and hitting a marke, inter- 
pret them of Martin Luther, who in oriticall computation 
at the end of chat Century(as herein to Feromes opinions & 
Exceuter of his will herein) gave that deadly wound to 
that man of fin, which hath brought him to an incurable 
confumption attended with an he€ique Fever, the infallie 
ble forerunner of the fpeedy approching of his finall deft- 
ruGion. | : 
This brave Bohemian worthy may, indeed, 
His brother Hufs moft worthily fucceed 5 
And, as tee Twins, for their beroick Spirit, 
The one, the others honour may inherit. 
For, by John Hufs, Jerom was bleftly ayded, 
Where by the Romith- rout be was invaded 3 
And, Jerom, hearing Hufs was wrong’d by Rome, 
To vindicate his quarrel, did prefume. 
But, in the tryally found his beeles tript up. 
Fearfull (by Romith rage ) to tafte bis Cups 
Tet, at the laft, that tempting blaft ore blown, 
His doubled and redoubled Zeal was fbown : 
Stoutly recanting bis fort’d recantation, 
To th’ Death he batéd Pomes aboinination. 
Which did their Romith furie fo enflame,

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M Artin Luther was born at Ifleben, Aim. Dom, 1 483. No= 
vember 10.at 9.a clock at night on Saint Martins day, 
and was call’d Martix. His parents brought him up in 
knowledge and feare of God, according to the capacitie of 
his tender yeeres, and taught him to read at'home.and ac- 
cuftomed him to vertuous demeanour. The father of George 
Aemilius (as Lather often hath related) fir put him:to |. 
Schoole, where though the traeth was much darkned by | 
clouds of Popery, yet God preferved ftill ‘the heads of Ca- | 
sechifme, the Blements of the Ciftotan Grammer, Lome: P{almes | 
and formes of prayer. . : 7 
_. Atfourteene yeeres of age, he with Fobm. Reineck, who 


proved } 
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ang Lath of Martin Luther. 
proved a man of efpeciall vertue and authority in thole 
parts,. were fent to Magdeburg: theace by his Parents he | 
was removed to Ijenak, where was a Schoole of great 
fame; There he prefe&ted his Grammer learning, and 
being of a very quick wit, and by nature fitted for elo- 
quence, he foone furpafled his School- fellowes in copiouf- 
nefle of fpeech and matter,and excelled in expreflion of his 
minde both in profe and verfe. 

-. He went to Erford Anno 1501. Where he fell upon the 
crabbed and thorny Logick of that age: which he foone 
attained, as one who by the fagacitie of his wit, was bet- 
ter able co dive into caufes and other places of Arguments 
then others. Here, out of adefire of better learning, he 
read over Cicero, Livy, Virgil, and other monuments of an- 
cient latine Authors. 

When at Erpbord he was graced with the degree of 
Mafter of Aarts at twinty yeeres of age,he read,as Profeffor, 
Ariftotes Phtficks, Etbicks and other parts of Philofophy. After- 
ward his kindred feeing it fic chat fo worthy indowments 
of wit and eloquence fhould be cherifhsd for the publque 
good, by their advife he betooke himfelfe to the ftudy of | 
the Law. But not long after when he was 21. yeeres old, 
of a fudden befides the purpofe of his parents and kindered 
(upon ‘an affright from his faithfull mates violent death) 
he betooke himfelfe to the -4ugu/tine Monks Colledge in Er- 
phord.But before he entred the Monaftryshe entertained his 
fellow ftudients’with a cheerefull banquet : and thereupon 
fent them letters valediGtory; and fending to his parents 
theRing & gown of his degree of Mafter of Arts, unfolded 
to them. the reafon of the change of his courfe of. life: Je 
much grieved his.parents that fo excillent parts fhould be 
fpent in a life little differing from death. -But for a 
moneths {pace no man could be admitted, to {peake with | 
him: running over the Bookes thereof in order, he met 
with a.copie of the.Lanine Bible, which he: never faw be-.| 
fore; there with admiration he obferved that there were} 
moe Evangelical and Apoftolicall, Texts. then what were read}

great attention he read the ftory of Samuel ands4una his | 
mother; and began to wifh, that he was che owner of the | 
like book’; which not long after he obtained. Hereuyon } 
he {pent his time onthe Propheticall and Apoftolicall} 
writings, the fountaines of all heavenly do@rine, feekin 2 | ) 
thence@o enforme his minde with Gods will, and to nou- 
rifhin himfelfe the feare of God, and true faith in Chrif 
from true and undoubted grounds. Some ficknefle and 
feare whet him on to attempt thefe ftudyes more earnefily. 
Ic is faid,thatin this Colledge Luther in his younger years 
fell into a moft violent difeae, in fo much that there was 
no hope of life; and that an ancient Preaft came to him, 
and with thefe words comforted him; Sir, Be of good cour ape 
for your difeafe is not mortal ; God will raife you up to be a man who 
foall afford comfort to many other. He was often cheered up by 
conference with the ancient Prieft: to whom he revealed 
his feares and f{cruples of minde. 
Then he began to read 4uguftins Works : where both in 
his Comment on the’P/aintes, and in the book, Of the Spirit | 
and letter, he found many evident places, which confirmed 
this do&rin concerning faith & the comfort which was be- 
fore kindled in his breaft. Yet did he not utterly caft of the 
reading of Gabriel and Camaracenfis, writers on the Senten- 
ces, but was able to recite them by heart ina manner.. He 
fpent much time in often reading @ccam, and efteemed him 
tor acuteneffe of wit before Thomas Acquinas and Scotus : al- 
fohe ftudioufly perufed Gerfon. But chiefly he read often 
Auftines Workes, and kept them well in memory. This 
earneft profecution of his ftudyes he began at Erphord: and 
{pent there five years in the Colledge. | 
~ In the year 1507. he put on the priefts hood. The firt 
Maffe which he celebrated, was May 2. Domini Cantate, 
Then was he 24. years old. In this courfe he continued 15. |. 
years; to the year of our Lord1 5 27. At that time Joon 
Staupiciuss who endeavoured to promote the Uniyerfity of | 
Wittenberg lately begun, defired that the ftudy of Theology 
bs: Ee | - fhould 
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“TV thould there flourifh, and wel! knew the wit and learning 
of Luther : and removad him to Wittenberg, 4n. 1508. when 
he was 26-years old.Here in regard of his daily exercifes in 
the Schools & his Sermons,the eminency of his good parts 
did more and more fhew themfelves. And among other 
learned men, who attentively heard him Martinus Mellu:ftad 
commonly cai’d Lux mundi, the light of the world, often 
{aid of Luther: that there was in himfo Noble a ftraine of wits |: 
that be did verily prefage, that he would change the vulger courfe 
of Studyes, whicd at that time was x,nall in Scholes, and pre- 
vailed, : 

At Wittenberg Luther firft explained A:iftotles Logick and 
Phyficks; yet incermicted noc his ttudy of Divinity. Three 
years after, chat is Anno 1510. he was fent into Iraly and to 

"Rome inthe behalfe of his Covent, for the deciding of fome 
controverfies among the Monkes. There he faw the Pope 
and the Popes palace, and the manners of the Roman 

| Clergy. Concerning which he faith; I was not long at Rome, 
There I jaid and beard otbers {ay Maffe : bm.

For the Prince heard him Preach, and admired 
the foundneffe of his invention, the ftrength of his arga- 
mcnts, and the excell-nce of the things which he dilivered,- 

_} Now was Lutber thirty years old, and had attained a ma 
turity of Judgement. Lurber himfelfe ufed to profeffe, that 
he 
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he would have refufed this honour, and that Staupicins 
j would have him permit himfelfe to be grac:d with this de- 
gree, faying fleafently; That there were many bufin:{fes in Gods 
Chui ch, wherein he would ufe Luthers helpe. This {peech then 
fpoken in acomplemencall way, at length proved tras by 
the event. Tous many prefages goe before great changes. Soon af- 
ter he began (as the place required) to explainie the Epi(tle 
tothe Romans and {ome Palms : which heTo cleared, thac af- 
ter along and darke night, there feemed a new day to arifé 
inthe judgement of all pious and prudent men. Here he 
fhewed che difference of the Law and Go'pell, and refuted an 
errour then moft frequent both in the Schools and S:r- 
mons ; hatnely, that men by their workes can delerve remijion of 
their finnes 3 and that menare juft before God by obferding the dif- 
cipline commanded : as the Pharifees taught. “Luther therefore 
recal’d mens mindes to the fon of Gad, and (as Fain Baptift) 
mab hy them the Lams of God, who taketh away the fins of the 
worlde 
And taught them that for Chrifts fake their fins are fors 
‘| given, and that this benefit is received by faich. He cleared 
alfo other points of Ecclefiafticall truth: This beginning 
made him of great authority, and that much the more, be- 
caufe his demeanor was futable to his doGrine, fo that his | 
fpeech feemed to come from his heart, ’ not from his lippes 
onely. For the faying is as true'as Old, Kverdsary S40 zis 
7 it@-, A mans pious carriage makes his Peech per|wafive. Hence 
| ic was that men eafily aflented cohim, when afterward he 
' |changed fo:meof their rites. As yet he'atcempted not to | 
doeit; bat»was a rigid obferver of good order, and added | 
| fomething more ftri& then-ufaall. With the fweetnefle of 
this doGrine all godly minded men were inamoured, and 
much it affected the learned, that Chrift, the Prophets and A- | 
poftles were brought out of darkenefle and prifon, and that |

This Tecelins arrived(as other matters, fo efpecially) that be 
bad {olarge acommifion. from the Pope, that though a man foould 
have defloured the bleffed Virgin, for money he could pardon the fine 
And further he didnot onely give. Pardons for fins paft, 
but for fins to comes Luthers godly zzale being inflamed 
with thefe proceedings, fet forth certaine propofitions 
concerning Indulgences. Thefe he publickly affixed at the 
Church next to the Caftle of Wittenberge, on All-Saines 
Eve, Anno 1517. 

When Luiber perceived that the Pofitions were very well 
liked of, and entertained as found and Orthodox: which 
he at firtt propounded to be difeaffed by Difpatation, till .

About the beginning of Ogfober, Luther came on’ foot to 
Aupurg, and upon affurance of his fafety -was admitted to 
the Cardinals prefence,. Who admonithed him ficft, To be- 
| come a jound member of the Church, and to recant the erreurs which 
i be bad divulged : fecondly,:10 promife that he would not againe teach 
| W bis former dotirines: thirdly, that he would abftain from other Do- 
Grines which would difturb the Peace of the Church. Here alfo it 
was objetted to.bim, that he denyed the Merit of Chrift to be a trea~ | 
fure of Indulgences. and that be taught that Faith was neceflary for 
Gl which fhould came to the Sacrament. Luther intreated fome | 
time to deliberate thereon: and returned the next day, and / 
| in the prefence of fome witneffes and a Scribe, and four of | 
the Empeours Counfellors, profeffed,thac he gave the Church | 
| of Rome all due obfervance, and if he bad'{poken any thing difenting:| 
from the judgement of the Church, he would reverfe it = but could re~ 
voke no errours being not yet convicted’ by Scripiure of anys and did’ 
appeale to. the judgement of the Churchi: But Lz -her not fanitaree 
ed as yee by Scripture, perfifted in the truth. Yet at length* 
fearing leaft the Cardinall Mould make more ule of his} 
power and. greatneffe, then Scholarlike difputations, he | 
appealed to Rome, and-deparced from Auparg, Odober 20. 
Becaufe the Cardinal charged himmnot to co vi into his pre- 
fence,unlefle he would recant: Yet Latier lef behind him an ' 
| Epiftle to the Cardinall, and affixed thereunto aformall | 
| 'appeale unto the Pope. KS Cajetan |

} Cajetan tooke Luibers thers deparsure i in ill part, and wrote to 
the Duke of Saxonys that he would, either fend Luther: to Rome, | 
or banifh bim out of bis territories. andintreaied him not to pive| 
credit to Luthers defenderssand to take heed of flaining the ilaftrions 
Family, whence be was. dif cendede The Elegior returned an- 
Cwer; That now it was not in his power to doe thiss becaufe Luther 
was not convicted of any errours and did much good fervice in the U- 
niverfity, and did offer his-caufe.to triall and di[putation.. The re- 
{olution of the Duke was more confirmed by an Epiftle of 


Era mas, and the interceflion and vote of the Uaiverfity of 
Wittenberg. Here I may vot pafle over anotable proofe of 


Luthers Herotke courage. When Luther came to Anfpurg, he 
by the counfel of fuch as the Prince Ele&tor fent with him, 
waited three days for. to bave the Emperours Letters for his 
fafecy. In che meane time the Cardinal fent one for Luther 5 
but he denyed to come, untill the Emperour granted what 
he defired. At this the meflenger was off-nded and faid 5 Do 
you think that.PrinceF rederick wil take’ up armes in your bebalfe 2 
tach it not {aid Luthersin ony wife. Then the Party 3 Where 
then will you abide ? Luther anfwered, Under the cope of Hea- 
ven. The Italian replyed, Had you the Pope and the Cardinals in 
your powers what would you doe ? LT would [aid Luther,give tiem all 
due bonor and reverence. At this the Meflenger after the Italian 
manner biting his thumbs, went away. 

Upon thefe dealings Lurhers {pirit-fainted not, yet leaft 
he fhould caufe detriment or danger to any one, or derive | 
fulpition on his.

i ass | Thither 
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Thicher came Andres Caroloftadius accompanied with La- 
ther, Melanéthon and Barninus Duke of Pomerania. He at that 
time was in office in the Univerficy of Wittenberg. Thicher 
came.alfo Fobu Eckius a Divine of Ingolftad. Hereupon, Fune 
the 17. Fobn Eckius and Carolaftodius began the Difputation 
about Free-will. Namely, whether there be in man any free will 
to doe good as of himjelfe? that is, as they fay 5 whether in con- 
gruity we deferve graces when we doe what is in us to doe ? Eckius 
granted that there is not in man a genuine and naturall power 
aud ability to doe a good worke, butan acquired. On this poynt 
eight dayes were {pent by his playing the Sophefter. Luther 
could by no meanes obtaine leave of Duke George freely 
with his fafety to difpute, and thereupon came not as a 
Difputer, but asan Auditor to Leipfick, under the protecti- 
on granted to Caroloftadiu. 

In the year 1520. upon Multitins advife, Lather wrote to 
the Pope, and fent him his booke lately written concerning 
Chriftian liberty, and offered conditions of peace. About 
this time Frederick the EleGor fell into a grievous fickneffe. 
Whereupon Lather moved by fome of his friends, and out 
of Chriftian charity wrote the book called Tefferadecas to 
comforthim. Then alfo he wrote the book Of Confeffon of 
fins: in which he took occafion to fpeak of Vowes, and 
deplored their torturing of mens coniciences. Charles the 
Emperour requefted to hear Era/mus judgement concerning 
Luthersand wondred that fo great & extream hatred fhould 
be raifed by fome Monks and the Pope againft Luther,whofe 
life and carriage he conceived to be commendable, and his 
doctrine not impious: Era/mus anfwered in a pleafant man- 
ner; That his Highneffe needed not wonder at thar; for Lutheg 
bad in bis dijputations dealt againft the Monks bellies, and the Popes 
Crowne. 

Ic is reported that thefe advocates of the Pope did pro- 
mife Era{mus aBifhoprick of rich revenew, if he would 
write againft Luther. Buc he anfwered 5 That'Luther was a 
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man~too great for him to write againft 5 and that be'leained more 
“|from one fhort page of Luthers writings, ‘then from all Thomas 
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wes ; when they anfwered, that he was an unlearned Monke,the 
replyed : Why then, (ce that all you learned men, being a great 
multitude, write agan{t that one unlearned fellow : and doubtleffe the 
world will give more credit to many of you being learned, then to him. 
being but one and unlearned. 

Luther knowing what was don wth his writings, 4n.1520. 
Decemb. 10. called the Students ‘of Wittenberg together, and 
in a frequent aflembly of learned men, before the gate of 
Elifter near to.the great Colledg, where a fire was made,caft 
the Popes lawes -and the Bullof Leo with [ome writings of Eckius, 
Emfer, .and others thereinto; and faid , Becaufe thou troubleft 
Chrift the boly one of God, eternall fire will trouble thee. The next 
day he expounded the Pfalmesand earneftly charded his au- 
ditors that as they loved the faluatéon of their fouls, they (bould 
take heed of the Popes ftatutes. And in writing gave a reafon 

-prefently of this his action. 
> Here-Frederitk Prince Eleffor obtained of the Emrerour‘to 
call Luther to the Court held at Wormzesin March An, 1521.

Luther 
being in his journey fent Letters backe both to Cefar and 
the Pirinces Electors,& Statcs.of ther Empire, ** commend+ 
‘ing himfelfe and his caufe'to them ; aud {aid he was rea- 
** dy to doe any thing which was meet, except torevoke 

| $§ any thing, that he knew to be warranted by Géds word. 
Frederick the Eleciora prudent’ Prince, feeing Luther to have 
incurred ‘the hatred of all ; that no danger might feize on 
him, committed the bufinefs of conveying Luther into fome 
fafe plaice, where he might be free’ from accefle, to fome 
‘faichfull friends: of .che Nobility, chat cherehe fhonld’ be 
Kept private, till Ce/arwas departed out of Germany. They 
prefently, faichfully «and f-cretly conveyed him to the

ward ufed to call his Patmos, [ 

At length not enduring farther ‘delay and innovations, 
he returned from his Patmos to' Wittenberg. In chis'2 2.year 
the- New Teftainent came forch, as ic was tranflated into 
the German tongue in his Pyimos, & afterward revited fome 
what by M_lanéhon, He wrote alfo a letter to the Bobemians 
concerning matters of great moment, and exhorted them to 

confiancy'tn the trath which they had received, and that they-would 
noi fall back: toAntichrift for a vaine hope of peaces He:alfo diffwad- 
ed thei from making them{clves guilty of the innocent'blood of Jolin 
Hus‘ and Jerome of Prague. 

Adout this time alfo, Lather donfuted Nicolas Stork, Tho~ 
mas Muncer and other fanaticall ringleaders,cand Prophecs 
broaching‘néw| do@rines, who pretended revelations An- 
gilicall, and conferences’ wich God,: and denyed. the Bup- 
tilme of infants: and thereby fowed: thedeed of Anabap- 
tifme. Thefe falfe prophets came fromthe Cygnean Ciiy to 
Wittenbercsini Luthers abfence,and molefted Caroloftade and 
Melancibon. Now aifo Lusher antwered Henry the eight King 
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of England, who as other adverfaries alfo, fet outabooke; 
again{t Luther, andhad given him by Pope Leo the title of 
Defender of the Faith of the Church. | 

Then Luther fet forth the book concerning the dignity 

‘and office of the Civil Magiftrate. He alfo fet forth the five 
books of Mofes. in the German tongue, three thoufand years 
fince the death of Mojes. He publifhed alfo a book: to the 
Senate of Prague, about ordaining of Minifters, and another, 
about avoyding the dodtrine of men. | 

The year 1526.in Oétober, Luther laid afide his Monkith- 

hood : and declared his judgement concerning the Synod 

to be called for determination of the Ceremonies. Now al- 

fo Luther renewed the ordination of Minitters of the Go- 

{pell in the Church: Of whom George Rorarius was the fick; 

Luther being forty two years old, of afudden and unex- 

fpe&tedly married Katherin a Bora a noble Virgin, late a 
un. 

Luthers adverfaries not onely abferved the time of the 
marryage, but proclaimed the marriage to be inceftuous, 
in which aMonk married a Nun. Hereupon the King of 
England in his Anfwer to Luther, ftiles this marriage inceftu- 
ous, and there faith among other opprobries put upon Le= 
ther, that he could not have committed:a fin of higher na- 
ttre. Againft thefe difgraces Luther thus animated himfelfe,

About the beginning of the year1527+ Luther fell fud- 
denly fick of a congealing of blood about his hears, which 
almoft kil’d him : but the drinking of the water of Carduus 
Benedicius » whofe vertues then was not fo commonly. 
knowne, he was prefently helped. This year alfo he put 
forth the Story of Leonard Keifar his friend, who was burnt 
for the Gofpels fake, at the Command of Wiliam Duke of 
Bavaria. 

In the beginning of the year 1529. Luther put forth his 
greater and leffer Catechi(mes for the good of the under fort 
of people, and admonithed the Paftors and Minifters that 
they would ferioufly attend their offices, and teach care- 
fally in the Villages. That they would preach ffill the fame things 
about the {ame points andoften preffe them upon the people. Here 
alfo Luther put forth a book againft the Turk in the Ger- 
mantongue. In this year. was held that folemne and nune- 
rous aflembly before the Emperour & the States of the Em- 
pire, weh was printed & made known to all the Nations of | . 
Europe. Luther compofed the feventeen Articles, before the 
Divines of Saxony took their journey to Axgufta : In 
thefe Articles he omitted: fcholaftick difputes and points 
unneccflary for the peoples in ftruction, and comprifed the 
famme of whelfome and neceflary do@rin for the falvation 
of mens fouls and true piety. | 

After this the Confeflion: written by Melanéthon accord- |

-This year Luther began 
publickly to. preach. on Gene/is, which taske he ended (as 
himfelfe was. wont to ominate) wich his life, fixyeares | 
after. InFebruary the year following the Duke Elector of 
Saxoxy with the Confederate Princes and Cities,and their 
Divines held an Affembly at.

He took nothing of Printers 
for his copies, a8 he writeth,taying, Ihave no plenty of moneys | 
and thus yet Ldeale with the PrinterssI receive nothing from them for 
recompence of my many Copies, fomnetimes I receive of them one copy. 

This I thinke is due to meywhereas other writers, yea tranflaters, for 
every eight leaves have an Angel. Concerning money given him 
thus he writeth ; The bundreth Angels given me I rofeived by 
Tanbenhem, and Schare gave me fifty: that I ftand in feare,that 
God ‘will give me my reward bere. But Iprotefted that would not 
(o be fatisfied by bim,I will either prejently repay it or [pend it. For 
what (vould Idoe with fo much money ? Izave one balfe of it to P. 
Prior, and made him a joyfull man. 

He was very lovingly affetioned towards his children, 
and gave them liberall education: He keptin his houfea 
School-mafter to trainethemupin good arts anda godly 
life; When he faw Magdalen his eldeft daughter ready to 
dye, he readtoher in Ejay 26. 19. Thy dead fervants foal 
rile againe, togetber with my dead body (ball they arife. Awake and 
fing ye that dwellin the duff: For thy dew is at the dew of beaibs, 
and the earth foall caft out the dead. Come my people, enter ito thy 
chambers, and fbut thy doores about thee: Hide thy Jelfe as itwere 
for a littie moment,untill the indignation by over-paft,. My daugh- 
ter enter thou into thy chamber with peace, I {ball ere lowg be with 
thee. For God will not perm#t me to {ee the punifbments hanging o- 
ver the head of Germany. And apoa this wept plentifully. 
‘But in publick when he went along with the Herfe he 
bridled his affetion, and was not-feen to fhed one teare. 
And a8 all men of excellent fpirits have a:zealous anger in 
due place :‘So-Luther by nature was vehement, but yet 
placable :As appeareth in this, that when Melanéthon niuch 
moved to paffion once came unto hins, and all the reft were 


very mute, Luther utcered this Verfe.

_He forefaw and. foretold many things, as the combufti- 
on which rofe in Germany 3 faying,I am very much afraid, tbat 
if the Princes give eare to Duke George his ill counjelly there will 
arife [ome tumult which will deftroy all the Princes and Magiftrates' 
in all Germany,and ingage in it all the Glergy. O° the death of 
Frederick Ele&or of Saxony, thus he writeth, If God in beaven 
hath reldtved in wrath to deale with usythat neither our prayerssnor 
counfels. ef amendment can binder it, let us obtaine this that our 
Jolias may fleep in peaces though the world be left to goe into its 
Babylon.

He was ofan indefferent ftature, of ftrong body, of fo 
Lion-like a quicknefle of his eyes, that fome could not en- 
dure to looke dire&ly uponhim, when he intentively be- 
heldthem. They fay that one of mild fpirit, who could 
aot endure in private to talke wich Luther ; was courteoutly 
ufed by Luther, yet was fo pierced with the quickneffe of 
his eyes, that being amazed he knew no courte better then 
to run from him. His voyce was mild and not very cleare ; 
wh<reupon, when on a time there was mention at table a- 
bout Pauls voyce, which was not yery perfec and full : Lu- 
ther faid, I.alfo have alow {peech and pronuntiation. To whom 
Melanibon anfwered, But this [mall voyce is beard very farre and 
neere. 

Inthe year 1544. the 17. of November he finifhed his ex- 
plication of Genefis : which was his laft publicke reading 
in the Univerfity, which he concluded with thefe words : 
Thus end I my explication on Genefis 3 God grant that others may 
more rightly and truely expound it; then I have done I cannot proceed 
farther therein, my ftrength faileth me, pray for me, that it would 
pleafe God to grant me a quiet and Hee departure out of this 
life. . 

In the year 1546. Luther accompanyed with Melanébon. 
viated hisowne Country, and returned againe in fafety. 
Not long after, the Councell of Trent being begun, and hae 
ving fate once or twice, Lather was'called againe by the 
Earles of Mansfield to his owne Country, for to compofe a 
diffention among them concerning their bounds and heri- 
tages. Luther was not wont to dealein matters of this na- 
cure, having been verfed in facred ftudyes all his life time : 
but becaufe he was borne at Ifleben, a towne in the territo- 
ries of Mansfield, he was willing to doe his Country fervice 
in this kind. Wherfore making his laftSermon at Wittenberg 

|the17. day of Fanuaryshe tooke his journey on the twenty 
third day: And’ at Hall in Saxony lodged at Fuftas Foxes 

his houfe, where he ftayed thtee dayes becaufé of the} ’ 
roughnefie of the waters, and preached the 26. of Fanyary 
eee Pauls Converfion. On the 28. day being Thurfday at 
Had 
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Hallhe pafled over the river with 7uftas Jonas and his owne 
three fons, and being in danger of drowning faid to Dr. 
Fonas s Thinke you not, that it would rejoyce the Divell very much, 
if I and you and my three fons fbonld be drowned ? When he came 
to the Earles of Mansfirld, he was entertained by a hundred 
horfemren or more of the Court, and was brought into 
Lfleben-very honourable, but very fick, and almoft paft reco- 
very: which thing hefaid did often befall him when he had 
any great bafinefle to undertake.But ufing fome meanes tor 
cure of his infirmity, he fate at (upper with the coinpany 3 
and fo continued to doe from the 29. of Fanuary tothe 17, 
of February, and treated of the dfferences, for whofe deter- 
mination he came thither. In this time he preached fome- 
times, and twice received the Lords Supper, and publickely 
received two Students into the facred order of the Minitte- 
ry. And at his lodging ufed much godly conference at Ta- 
ble with his friends, and every day devoutly prayed. The 
day before his death, though he was fomewhat weake, yet 
he dined and fipped with his company sand at fupper {pak 
of divers matters, and among other paflages asked, Whether 
in heaven we (hould know one another ? when the reft defired to 
| heare his judgement thereof. He faid, What befell Adam ? be 
never faw Eve, but was at reft in a deep fleep when God formed ber 
yet when be awaked and faw ber, be asketh not; what {he was, nor 
mbence (be came ; but faith, that fhe was flefb of bis flefh and bone of 
bis bone. Now how knew be that ? Hebeing full of tue Haly Shoft, 
and endued with the knowledge of God, thus fpake. After the fame 
manner we alfo ball be in the other life renewed by Chrift 5 and (ball 
know our parents, our wives and children, and all about wy much 
amore perfeéily then Adam knew Eve at her bringing to him. 
After fupper, when he went afide to pray, as was his 
cuftome, the paine in his breaft began to increafe: where- 
upon by the advife of fome there prefent, he tooke a little 
Unicornes hornein wine: and after that flepe quietly an 
houre or two on a pallatneer the fire. When he awaked, 
he becooke himfelfe to his chamber, went to bed, & bidding 
his friends good nght, rier} chem, who were pre- 
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fent to pray God for the propagation of the Go|pell; becaufe the Couns 
cell of Trent and the Pope would attempt wonderfull devifes againft 
it Having thus faid, after a litcle filence he fell a fleep ¢/- 
But was awaked by the violence of his difeafe after mid- 
night. Then complained he againe of the narrownefle of 
his brea{t,and perceiving that his life was at an end,he thus 
implored Gods mercy, and faid : 

O heavenly father 5 my gracious God, and Father of our Lord Fe- 
{us Chrifts thon God of ConjolationyI yive thee all bearty thanks,that 
thou haft revealed to me thy Son fejzs Chrift; whom I beleeve,whom 
I profe ff, whom I loves whom I glorifies whom the Pope of Rome and 
the rout of the wicked perfecnte aud difbonour. Ibefeech thee, Lord 
Telus Chrift to receive my foul. O my gracious heavenly. Father, 
though Ibe taken out of this life, though I muft now lay downe this 
fraile body : yetI certainely know, thatI (hall live with thee 
eternally, and that Icannot be taken out of thy bands. He-added 
moreover 3 God fo loved the world, that be vave his onely begotten 
Son, that every ones who beleeveth in him (bould not perahs but bave 
life everlafting. And that inthe 68. Pfalme; Our God is the 
God of falvation ; and our Lord is the Lord, wbo can deliver from 
death, And here takinga medicine and drinking it; he fure 


jtherfaid, Lord I render up my {pirit.into, thy bands and come to 


thee. And againe,Lord into thy bands Icommend my [piritsthou,O 
God °f truth haft redeemed me. Here as one falling -afleep and 
without any bodily pain, that could be difcerned, he de- 
parted this life. And when Do&tor Jonas and Celine faid, O 
reverend father doe you dye.in the conftant confeffion of that doffrine’ 
of Chrift, which you have hitherto preached? He an{wered fo as 
he might be heard 5 yea: which was the laft word he {pake. 


| Thus he in his native Country, not having {een ic many 


years before,dyed much lamented by many. This fell on the 
eighteen day of Febru. on the day inthe Calender afcribed 
to Concord, about three a.clock.in the morning, in the great 


‘climaericall year of his age.. Soon after his body put into 


a cofiin of Lead, was carried in Funerall manner tothe 

Temple of I/-ben : where Fuftas. Fonas preached, 
Then the Earles of Mansfield defired that bis body fhould be}. 
interred 


interred within their territories : But the Elector of Saxony,re- 
quired that he’ fhould be brought bark to Wittenbergee In 
the returne thereof, which way.fo ever it went, it was ho. 
‘nourably attended, and with much g riefe accompanied out 
of each Princes Dominion : and at lengh upon the ewenty 
two of February in the afternone, was brought to Witten- 
ergy and was carried into the Temple neare adjoyning to 
the Cattle, wich fuch a troope of Princes, Earles, Nobles, 
there living as Students,and other people,that the like was 
feldome or never feen in that towne. When .the funerall 
- | rites were performed, Pomeranus preached to.an.aflembly of 
many thoufands. And after that Melancthon with many 
teares and fighes made a funerall Ocation. When this was 
don,the coffin with his body was put by the handsof divers 
learned men, into the tombe near to the Pulpit, in which 
he had made many learned Sermons, before divers Prin- 
ces, Ele&tors, and the Congregation of many. faithful 
Chriftians. In‘a brazen plate his pi&ture, lively deciphered 
was there fet up, with Verfes by it to this effe& s: .

In: Wedlock he lived chaftly and godly above twenty | 
yeers, and when he dyed, leftthree fons and Catbarin de Bora | 


anita 
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a widdow, who lived after his death feven years. To 
her ic was a great gciefe chac her husband died ina place far | 
from her, fo that fhe could not be with him, and performe 
the laft conjugall offices to him in his ficknefle. In the time 
of the War which prefently followed,fhe wandred up and 
down with her Orphans, and in.banifiment was expofed 
to many difficulties and dangers: And befides the miferies 
of widowhood (which are full many) the ingratitude of 
many did much affli& her-;. for where ‘fhe hoped for kinde- 
neffe in regard of her husbands worthy and noble deferts of 
Gods Church, often fhe was‘pat’of with great indignity. 
When afterward her houfe at Wittenberg in time of pefti- 
lence was infec&ted( the for her childrens fafety)) as became a 
godly mother, betaok her felfe to Torg, where was alfo an 
Unsiverfity. But in the way, when the horfes affrighted ran 
out and feemed to indanger the Waggon,fhe amazed not fo 
much for her owne, as her childrens prefervation, lept out 
of the Waggon,whereby poore wretch fhe grievoufly bruie 
fed her body in the fall,and being caft into’a poole of cold 
water, caught thereby a Difeafe, of which he lay fick three: 
months in banifhment, and pining away at length dyed 
quiecly in the year 1552.

\there ornot. But what talke we of Roterdam? Rhenamus 

fticks not totimpute his Nativity to the fortune of Em- 
perors, and felicity of the whole German Empire: within 
the limits whereof he was.born, upon the vigil or Eve of 
Simon and Iude, under Frederick the third : But in what yeer 
of our Lord,or that Emporors taigne, is not remembred ; 
this is certainé in'the yeer Of grace'1519. he waseither 50. 
or 52. his mothers name was Margaret, daughter to one 
Peter, a phyfician of Zavenberg; his father Gerard. Thefe 
accompanied together fecretly (but not without promife 
of marriage) untill the young woman proved with childe. 
Gerards father was named Helias, & his wife Catherine : each 
ofthem lived till paft 95. They had ten Sonnes, wihout 
any daughters, al! married except Gerard, who was the 
youngeft faye one. All of them much refented this Clan- 
deftine combination and.commixture betwixt Gerard and 
Margaret ; wherefore to prevent their marriage, to gaine 
his portion to themfelves, and yet not loofe a brother,able 
in time, to feaft them at his owne coft; they refolye out 
of ten, to give Gerard, as the Tieth, unto God : that is to 
dedicate him to the Church ; whereby perceiving himfelfe 
excluded, from marriage, and not yet refalved to enterin- 
to tidly Orders he fledto' Rome. By the way he'wrot bick-to 
his friends ; the reafon of his journey he intimated by the 
impreffe of his feal,which hiad’ one band infolded'm anotber..In 
the meane time Margaret was brought'to bed, andthe child 
(the fabje& of this difcourfe) cheerfully received, and care- 

| fally nourifhed by his grand- mother. Gerard after his arri-

Which 
caufed Era/mus (now an Orphane) to returne into his own 
Country ; where he found three Curators or Gardians af- 
figried him by h’s Father (the cheiefe was one Peter Winkel 
a{choolmafter)thefe three trufty Trojans in hope to make 
a bootie of his Patrimony,in fted of anVniverfitystor which 
he was ripe, refolve tofcrvehim intoa Monaftery : From 
Daventry therefore they committed him to a convent of 
Friers regular at Boflednt in Brabarc 5 Here he lived, that is 
(as himfelfe expounds it) almoft loft three yeers, Romboldus 
their reader, partly out of affeGion, and partly prompted 
thereto by Winkel, did what he could to draw him to their 
Order,but in vaine; he had already feen enough to difiwade 
him from that, or any other Fraternity of that kinde. 
Whilft he remained a Reclufe at Bofleducshe became intimat- 
ly acquainted with Hermannus Gaudenjis, a learned young 


man, and a notable ftudent,by whofe perfwafion,and help, | 
he moft accurately red over almof all the Claficall Authors | 


extant in the Latin tongue; whether in profe or verfe.. But 
whilft, for bettering his minde, he overcharged and neg- 
le&ted his tender body, he fell into a tertian Ague: His 
Guardians lay hold on theoccafion, preffe him ag aine’ & a- 
gaineto aRegular profeflion,to blandifhments adde threats 
leaving no ftone unroled,in profecution of their perfidious 
defigne : He excufeth himfelfe modeftly, and by many-ar. 
guments defendeth his diniall 5 but they pricked oniby a- 
varice, refolve not to be fatisfied with reafon. 


Wherefore from Bofleduc, they hurry him to Sion, a Mo- | 


naftery neer Delfe: At Emaw a nighbouring Convent, it 
was his fortune to meet with Cornelis his Companion 
and Chamberfellow’ at Daventry 5 by whofe importunity 
rather then arguments, he was perfwaded to {pin out his 
Probafion yeer at Emaus; which almoft finifhed, through 
poverty, which hindered his prefent removall, aud fhame 
to feem averfe from Religion, though he perfifted in his o- 
pinion, he made a fhifc for fome few dayes longer, to dif- 
femble his refolution. In the meane time Henricus a salsa 
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noble man by extra&tion, and Bifhop of Cambray, prepar- 
ing for Rome, in hope of a Gardinals Cap, wanted nothing 
fo much’as ready money, and a young man skilfullin the 
Latin tongue, toaccompanie him; this fell out pat for 
Erefinus, whofe great abilities in that kind, being reported 
to the Bifhop, he thought it needles to go farther and ipeed 
worte. And Era{mus (now in Sacred orders)to avoid the pro- 
feffion he fo much difaffetted, readily undertook the jour- 
ney. The Bifhop of Vtrecht with the confent of the Prior 
and Generall of the Order, was eafily perfwaded to licence 
his departures but Cambray,in whom avarice counterpoy fed 
ambition, choofing rather to keep his old Mitre with his 
money, then purchafe a new Hat at fo vaft a fumme as was 
demanded, upon better confideration ftay’d at home: this 
made Era{mus, fearing his inconftancy in other things, beg 
leave to profecute his Studies at Paris; which he obtained, 
with promife of ayeerly penfion for his better incourage- 
ment, and many other good-morrows, which. like other 
reat men in like cafes, he never performed, At Paris in the 
Colledge (named) of the Mounts he ftudied Schoole- divi- 
nity, applying bimfelfe therein according to the cuftont of 
the place, tu the precepts and principles of Scorms, who for: 
his great wit, and inextricable diftin&ions, was there | 
chiefely followed,and in greateS admiration: but thefe co- | 
nimbrums, whether Reall or Noimiriall,went downe with E- | 
rafmus like chopt hay, having fome fhew indeed of folidi- | 
tie, but {carce the fubftance of a meer fhaddow.-He was a 
(worne enemy to whatfoever favord of barbaritie, and heer 
he found nothing, whether for food or phyfick, but Ra- 
barbarum, unlefle you will needs reckon rotten eggesjand a | 
flinking infe€tious chamber into the bargaine 5 which in | 
procefle of time fo poyfoned his dainty and amiable com. |

plexion, as inforced him to quit the place, & return to his} | 


old Patron the Bifhop of Cambray:with whom he not only 
advanced his private ftudies, but fcrued himfelfe into the 
familiar acquaintance. of many famous and learned men, | 
amongft whom. tlie principall were Antonins Abbas,: and | 
Facobus Battus Recorder of Be rgen. Having ! 
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Having recovered his health, he returned into Holland, 
with a full purpofe to fettle himfelfe in his owne Coun- 
trey : from whence not withftanding, whether by advife of 
friends, or upon fome emergent difcouragement, he went 
immediatly back again to Paris, Where the Peftilence raging 
for along time without intermiflion,& benevolences com- 
ing either fhort, or but flowly from the Bithop, for his 
private fupply he was forced to make a journey once everie 
yeere into Holland, to the great interruption of his other 
imployments ; this madehim lend amore willing eare to 
| the motion of young Montjey, who being at that timea 
Traveller in Prarce, made choife of him for his Tutor: and 
thereafter invited him into England, where his civilities far 
exceeded his manificence. Howfoever upon this occafion, 
he began: here firft tobe taken notice of; at his returne, 
there befell himia very {hrewd misfortunein Dover, where 
all the gold he brought with him, or was given him by 
way of viaticum here, (no inconfiderable fumme ina poore 
Scollers purfe ). except five pounds,. was. feazed and 
taken from himby the Cuftomers; hewasnot ignorant of 
the danger, but Sic Thomas Moore perfwaded him that no 
forreigne coyne was liableto fuch forfeiture : it is ftrange 
aman fo well feene in the Lawes could be fo foully mifta- 
ken; but more ftrange that. neither he, nor. the Lord Mount- 
joy at'any time thereaftter, incerpofed with:the King, in his 
behalfe : perhaps being a lavith and indigent Prince, they 
knew him inexorable in fuch cafes. All. men expected 
fome bitter inve&ive, and not without reflexion upon 
the whole Nation, fhould have followed . this . bare 
barous: plunder executed upon fo .poore, and yet fo 
confpicuousa ftranger : buthe patiently fwallowed the 
gudgion,whereby he infinitly gained upon the.affeGtion of 
the Englifb ; and-was fo far from any thought of revenge, | 
that not onely in atreatife written. of purpofe immediatl 
therafter, he made honorable mention both of the King 
and Kingdom.But, having recruted in Hollandyhe forthwith 
returned-into Exgland, drawa thither by his affe&ion.co 
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Grocinws, Linater, More, Paceus, Colet, Latimer, and Tonffall,

of his Conncell, being thereto admitted before the death of 
Silvagius the Chancellor. ‘The Diet ended, and Tourney fur- 
rendred to the Emperor,he made what haft he could back 
againe unto Bafil; from whence the world firft faw, and 
admired his Parapbraje upon the foure Evangelifts, and Saint 
Pauls Epiftles ?.a work uncercaine, whether undertaken, or 
received with greater: alacrity : in compofing . whereof, he 
applyed himfelfe, amongft the Latines, to Ambroffe, Auguftins 
Hierom, and Hilary ; amongft the Greekes, to Saint Chrifo- 
ftom,.and his follower Theophylac? ; the contexture and ftyle 
were his owne. The whole,he dedicated by parts,to Charles 
the 5. and Ferdinaxd his Brother ; by. both he was highly’ 
efteemed, and might (if he pleafed) have been as richly re- 
warded. But fince preferment and he ran on(not by chance 
but choife) like Parallels, fome may wonder how he fup- 
ported fovaft.a charge, as the fetting forth of fo many 
Bookes of his owne, the Emendation of. fo many written 
by others ; And,.( which was an antecedent to both ), the 
purchafe or tran{cription of fo many Manutcipts ( to fay 
nothing of his frequent.and ‘expenfive travels) mult needs

offered him a Bifhoprick in Sicily, made him of his Coun- |. 
cell, and (befides many of his expreflions of his liberality) 
beftowed upon him a yeerly penfion of cwo hundred Flo- 
renes ; Ferdinand his brother King of Hungary made hima 
tender of four hundred Florenes yeerly, with promife to 
make them up five hundred, to profeffe at Vienna. Sigi{mond 
as much to come into Poland,and further with a Royall and 
liberall hand fupplyed his prefent neceflities : Mary Queene 
of Hungary wrote to him often, and ever with her owne 
Hand; her bounty (without queftion)eqnalled her exceeding 
Humanity. Anne Princefs Veriana gave him a yeerly penfion 
of one hundred Florenes. F rederick Duke of Saxony prefen- 
ted him with two Medals, the one Gold, the other filver, 
which in a letter to Spalatinus,he prefers before two Attick 
Talents : George Duke of Saxony, with diverfe Ingots of fil- 
ver digged out of his owne Mines, anda great drinking 
Bole of the fame : Wiliam Dake of Gulick imitated him 
in the Jatter,but outftript him in the Capacity : Adrian the 
Se to whom he confecrateth Arnobéis, wrot to him thrice, 
which grand refpe&s from the Pope, much abated the fury 
ofthe Friers his enemies : and there is no doubt, but he 
largly contributed towards the charge of that worke, un- 
dertaken efpecially for his owne honor ;He congratulated 
the Papacie to Clement the 7. who in requitall fent him five 
hundred Florenes, and by his Apoftoticall letters invited 
him to Rome:Paul thez-had brought him into the Colledge 
| of Cardinals, but that he was prevented by death : in the 
*nterim he fent him a Collation to the Prepofiture of Daven- 
try, which he refufed, faying he was now neer the end of 
his journey, and hoped to get thither without it : William 
Warbam Archbifhop of Canterbury changed his Prebend in- 
to a penfion, and fcarce ever wrote to him, but in letters of 
Gold shis laft token was a Gelding, of whom he BP to

Cardinall #ol/ey 
a ftately Prelate,and not eafie of accefle,yet wrot unto him 
letters full of fingular humanicy and befides other remem- 
brances, beftowed on hima Penffon out of a Prebend in 
York? The Bifhop of Lincolne, and Rochefter, bountifully 
fupplyed him upon all occafiones ; Hammond and Vr{wick 
fent him a brafe of Geldings; Pohdore Virgil money to buy a 
third. Cromwell the firft,out of his facrilegious broak-age, at 
twife, 30. Angels: Montjoy, More, Tonftal,and Colet, were his 
‘continuall fupporters ; to fay nothing of many others 
within this kingdome: Cardinall Matthens offered him a 
yeerly penfion of five hundred Ducats to live at Rome, 
and fent him a Cup of beaten Gold : he received another 
of the fame mettle, but greater and more cut ioufly engra- 
ven with fundry poeticall fancies, from Albert ' Arch- 
bifhop and Cardinall of Mentz; Cardinall Gampegine ae 
mongft other tokens, fent hima Diamond Ring of no 
meane value :Staniflaus Olmucenfis, a filver bole double gilt , 
with four peeces of Gold,the coyne of ancient Emperors ? 
the Bifhop of Bajfil offered him for his fociety halfe his 
Bifhoprick,which alluding to the name he termed half his | 
Kingdome. Thurzo Bifhop of Vratiflavie went ten dayes | 
journey out of his way to behold him; and you muft not 
imagine that when they parted, he gave him nothing. An- 
other of the fame name fent him foure Watches, foure in- | 
gots of pure gold, anda Muntiro lined with rich Sables. | 
Chriftpher Shcidlovitz Chancellour of Poland, a Clocke, | 
Spoone, and Forke all of pure gold. Peter Bifhop of Cra- | 
covia thirty Duckets. Febannes Paungarnerus a@ good quan- 
tity of gold uncoyned, with a filver Bole of no meane ca- 
pacitie ; Rinkins another ; Fuggerus athird ; all gifts (as 
himfelfe jefted) not unbeficting a Hollander. Facobws Pifo two 
peeces of ancient Coyne, the one Gold, the. other Silver, 
refembling Gratian and Hercules. Vigilius Zuichemus a gold 
Ring, which explicated, became an exaftceleftiall fphere. 
And William Earle of Ey/enburg a Dagger, which by the in-

thele he held intercourle by Letters, and was often fup- 
plyed by Eraflus Duke of Bavaria, Croyws Cardinall of Toe 
ledo,and Alphon{us Fonieca Archbifkop of the fame, Dominicus 
Cardinall Crimanus, Fobn Cardinall of Bernard Cardinall of 
Trent, Joon Sylvagius Chancellour of Burgundie,, the Bifhop 
of Paris and Baion, Erardus Leodienfis, Philippus Irajectenfis, 
Christopherus Augustanus, Jacobus Sadoletws, Eunius Vernlanus, 
| Hugo Conftantienfis, Aloifius Marltanus, Conradus Wircembure 
genfis, and Antonius a Bergis Abbot of Saint Bertines. This 
may feeme a large Nomenclature of Friends, Patrons and. Ac- 
quaintance; and yet a farre larger migat eafily be gathered 
out of his owne Epiltles and Prefaces. This (-whatfoever 
it is) | am {ure without wrong to pofterity, could neither 
be omitted nor contrated, feeing thereby we fhould either 
deprive him of the honor of fo great friends,or them of the 
glory of fo great Munificence.

What a Totquet of Archbifhopricks, Bifhoprieks, Pre- 
bends and fat. Parfonages might not this fo Patroned a 
Clerke(had he had but the confcience to digeft them)have 
accumulated under one red Hat: but he declined civill. pre- 
ferments as not fo futable to his Priefthood, and had he 


accepted Ecclefiafticall,he forefaw(having already fo much |. 


fpent himfelfe to inlighten others) that he fhould either 
ruine his.body by difcharging, or his more precious foule, 
by neglecting them; and therefore chofe rather to caft 
himfelfe upon the benevolence of his friends, though with 
difparagement to himfelfe, then with fcandall upon the 
Church , which likea genuine Apoftle he laboured to be- 
nefit, whether gratis or ingrati#e Learning was never at a 
greater loffe or lower ebbe, either in France or Germanie, 
then he found it: within few yeeres after the publication 
of his Adages and Bookes de copia, foloecifme(in both began 
to be whooted at ; Preffes to f{weat under the Inftitutions of 
Theodorus the Grammarian,and other Greeke Authors newly 
tranflated into Latine 3 and all men, who either were or 
| defired to feeme,whether learned or promoters of learning 
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to blow the coale that was already kindled, To this onely 


end and purpofe Hieronymus Buflidius bequeathed the greatett 
part of a very great Eftate ; and Era{mus fo prevailed with 


‘his Executors, that putting the money into one Purfe,they 


therewith founded & endowed a Colledge in Lovaine, wherin 
the three learned Tongues are exaly taught by as many 


exquifite Profeffours,he himfelfe inlivened it withStatutes. 


In emulation of the Spaniard, the French. King fhortly after 


ere&ted juft fuch another at Paris; and becaufe he would | 


have it in nothing inferiour to that at Lovane,fent a Com~ 
miffion under his great Seal to Era{/mus to prefcribe it Sta- 
tutes, and furnifh it with Profeflors; but he accepted not 
chereof, perhaps hindered by ficknefle, or fome other im- 


ployment. The ‘Trojane'Horfe was never more pregnant 


with armed men, then thofe two €olledges have beene ever 
fince, with men learned in all thofe, and many other lan: 
guages. | 

His judgement was much queftioned, efpecially beyond 
the Alpes, for proftituting in his Chiliades, fo vatt and’ in’. 
valuable a treafure of humain Learning to every purblinde 
eye aid vulgar capacity’; in which winde Aldus Manutins 
fuffered before him, for his Commentaries upon Sophocles 
and Exripides, as though it were an effentiall of learning 
to be acquired onely in Italie. Bat of all Monopolies he ab- 
horred that’ of Ledrning moft, accounting nothing’ too 
good tobe communicated ; nor any thing below him)that 
might bring others to the fame height of knowledge wher- 
unto he himfelfe had already afcended ; we caniot have a 
better proofe of the one then his Adages, ot witnieffe of the 
other, then his‘Commentaries upon Cato de Moribus. 

France (I confeffe) may with greatreafon glory in Bude- 
us : No: man’ hath’ hitherto better difcovered! whatfoever 
Belorigeth unto Money, whether you'refpe@ithe'Greck of 
Roman ftandard ; His'Commentaries of the Greek torigueyatid 
Annotations on'the°PandeGs, ate two' ufefull and éxcellent: 
Peeces. But Era(inus was ticthing his inferior if humanity): 
whenifirft’ he'applyed himfelfeto Theologie ya ftudys by 
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Budeus, either not attempted, or perfecuted onely upon 
the bye. The next who with beft reafon can be brought 
into this Competition, is Ludovicus Vives, who can hardly 
excend his Paralell as far as Budeus, and therefore all I will 
fay of him, is, that he was borne in Spaine, bred in Italie 5 
Era/mus brought with him more learning out of Germany, 
then he found in both; who but Era(mus, durft ever have 
attempted .to bring a generation of fupercilious, and yet 
ignorant Friers,bred up in meer Sophiftry,and barbarifme, 
co atrue relifh of Divinity, as itis delivered to us by the 


| Fathers 2? moft of whole Workes miferably corrupted, he 
| reftored to their genuine and native {plendor 3; others un- 


dertook what he was not able to overtake, provoked by 
his letters, or aminated by his example: So that dire@ly 
or indire&ly, he was the true caufe of the Refticution of 
all of them. And yet this was but halfe his taske,he found 
the Difcipline of the Church in no better cafe then the 
Dottrine, this turned into Sophiftry, that into Ceremonies 3 
which he labored to abridge, not to abolifh ; being as in- 
feperable and proper unto Religion, as fhadowes are unto 
Subftances. Although we may truely account her farre 
paft the Meridian, in chat Church, where fhe can hardly be 
feene, for. the length of her owne fhadow : But how great 
foever his defire was, to fee Church difcipline purged, and 
reftored to its primitive fimplicity and integrity, he at- 
tempted nothing ( with our late Reformers) by way of tue 
mult,or Schifmatically: And yet this very attempt,though 
it never exceeded an unwearied and legall application to 
thofe in authority, bred him as many Enemies, as there 
were then wafpes and hornets, who had wanted food, if 
they had wanted Corruption in that kinde to have fed 
upon: of thefefome accufed him of a Correfpondency; 
others, of a confederacy with Martin Lather? the firft he: 
pever denyed, the fecond they were never able to prove. 
As for the fufpicion of Arianijm: , whereof cnvy it felfe 
durft not accufe him whilft he lived, I hold it a Calumnie 
fcarce worth the anfwering. All that can be faid againgt 
him

but goingly, who ties himfelfe to another mane footfteps. 
Erafmus had his owne Genius as well as Cicero ; held:a Bull 
as compleat a creature as a Baboon, and that moft comely, 
which ‘was moft genuine and mafculine 5° not fo much 
taken with the Cadency ‘and Chyming of words, as the!

Many of his'nobleft Workes he elucubrated at Bajil, the 
reft at Friburge, whether he was(in a manner compelled to 
retreat by Bernard Cardinal of Trent,doubtfall. what might 
befall himiin the Reformation of Religion:at Bafil. | com-| 
mend the Cardinals providence;but in that Reformarion there 
was no indignity offered to = Clergie mans wii 
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ther Regular or Secular: they had all free libercy to difpofe 
of their Perfons, and Perfonall eftates, as they pleafed; Ac 

his fict Comming to Friburdge, he dwele in a houfe fome- 

' cimes inhabited by Ferdinand Vnckle to Charles the fiftyand 
built for a retreats to his’ old age, by Villingerws his-Trea- 
{urer: which proving as much to big for Erajmus, at it 
was 8o little for Ferdinand, he purchafed one of his owne, 
and fold it within feaven yeeres after ; at what teme he was 
recalled into the Low- Countries by Mary Queene of Hungary, 
who fucceeded her Aunt in the Government of thofe Pro- 
vinces : by the way he vifited Baji/, where he publifhed his 
Ecclefiaftes. and intended to finifh feverall other of his 
Workes yet imperfe&, before he paft into Hoxand. But he 
mutt. paffe no further, being arrefted by a more violent. fit 
of the Gout, then at any time formerly. His convulfions 
were fo thick and vehement, that oftentimes he was forced 
to goe upon all foure : he thought himfelfe in a jumping 
condition , when Crutches ferved his curne. In the inter. 


lume of his owne Epiftles, perhaps intending to fet them 
forth more fully : as many of them fell into his hands, he 
would fay, Et bic mortus eft: but upon juft account, when 
he found the number of his dead Correfpondents exceed 
the living, he burft forth into thefe words, Nec ego diutins 
vivere Cupioft Chrifto. Domino placeat. Nor defire I (if fo it 
would pleafe the Lord Fe/ws)to live any longer. About the 
beginning of Autumne, from the Gout, he dropt into an 
Hepaticall flux: fo that fora whole moneth together, he 
came feldome out of bed, and but once over the threfhold 
of his Chamber: yet whilft his body lay tortured upon this 
double rack, he wrote a Treatife De puritate Ecclefie, and 
made a hard: fhift to finifhhis Recognitions upon Origen: 
Thefe were the two laft Songs of this dying Swan, whofe 
patience ever increafed with his torments, and in the end 
{urmounted them. He retained his {peech to the laft gafp, 
and breathed out his Soule in chefe Ejaculations ; Mercy 
froeet Felus :. Lord loofe thefe bands: How long Lord Fe(us? How

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He changed this mortall life into an immortal], the twelfe 
day of July about midnight, in the yeer of grace rz 5 3 6.

-other three dayes before ; multitudes of people flocked to 
fee, and touch his dead body. The Confulland Senaters of 
Bajil accompanied it to the grave, few of che chiefe Burgers 
were abfent, noneof the Univerfity. He lyeth buried in 
the Cathedra# Church, ina Chappell Confecrated co the 
blefled Virgin, and Monument of Parian marble ? fre- 
quently vifited both by the Citizens, and Srangers. He was 
of a middle Scature, well compacted body, and ofa {weet, 
but tender Complexion, which eafily yeelded to every 
little alteration, whether of aire, or dyet : His haire in- 
clined to yellow, his eyes were gray, his countinance 
amiable and cheerfull, but fome what of the paleft, and 
his voice {hrill, though none of the ftrongeft.. His appre- 
henfion was invincible, his judgement exa&, and for Me- 
mory, he knew not what it was, to forget any thing ex- 
cept injuries : Terence and Horace he could have intirely re- 
peated without booke, when he was but a Schoole-boy ; 
He was charitable tothe poore in generall, bountiful! to 


peor Schollers, and Travellers; fo farre from craft that 


he inclined rather to fimplicity,and fo free from fufpition 
that he often unbofomed himfel fe co his friends (though 
but feeming)further then ftood with his owne fafety:Such 
was his bathfulnefs,chat though he had agood face, his pic- 
ture was hardly extorted from him by extreame importu- 
nity: in the-point of friend fhip he was of an unremoveable 
Conftancy ; eafily placable being offended : onely. he had 
fuch an antipathy with lying, that from his. youth, he 
_|weuld ufually tremble at the very fight of a noted Lyer ; 
His habit neither garifh, nor fordid, fpake him at the fame 
time, a Prieftto God, and Councelor to Cefar ; His conver- 
fation was an exa&. mixture of {weetnefle and feverity , 
without any the leaft admixture of pride, ambition or a- 
K k 2 varice : 
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yarice: whic rendred him inflexibleto imbarque:in any 
ching inteftupcive of his Studies, or deftruCtive of his li- 
berty. And thougt few hath written, either more, or bet- 
ter; none, whofe Bookes have been further, or more fre- 
venily exported $ yet upon all occafions, he ufed no leffe 
rigidity iti the Cenfure of his owne workes, then Candor, 
in giving judgement upon’ other mens: He feldome injoy- 
ed perfe& health, for any Confiderable time together : a- 
bundance Of rhume ( the bane of a fedeutary, and cellifh 
life)inclinéd him to the ftone, wherewith he was often,and 
fometimes above meafure tormented ; Eating of fifh, the 
very fell whereof heabominated, drove him into many 
and dangeratis Agues, efpecially every Lent? And the 
Gout was no ftranger to his elder yeeres.. The Monkes and 
Friers were generally his enemies,the greater by how mach 
che more illicerate’ and yet their fucceffors by his painfull 
labours,and example,are fince become exquifitely learned, 
Before the fiftieth yeere of his age, no man wrote againit 
hiny, he againft none ; refolved Cif poffible) not to imbrue 
iis tile in any mans repatation; The flame betwixt him & 
Doris was quickly quenched 5 Faber was the firft,who'put 
| him to ajutt Apology: By his laft will and’ Teftament,

[: the yeer of our Lord God one thoufand four hundred. 
eighty and feven, Huldericus Zuinglius the Angel of the 
Church at Tigurum, was borne,.and on the firft of Fanuary 
in a little village which in the language of the Switzers, 18 
called Wild-houfe : he was defcended from pious ,vertuous 
and Religious Parentsshis Father alfo being aman advan- 
ced unto great dignity and authority, amongft the Swit- 
zers in regard of his approved and well deferving parts. 
He by. daily obfervation, ( without doubt to his great 
comfort) feeing and perceiving more then an ordinary to- |. 
wardlineffe inhis Sonne ; and beholding a future worth 
to difcover it felfe, even from his infancy and cradle : not 


onely ) a

onely for the advancement of the glory of God. but alfo 
for the benefit and profit, of his native foyle and Coun- 
trey, (therein conferring a more charitable and friendly 
cenfure on him, then that School mafter on Theniftocies ) 
and cauling others alfo to make triall of his ingenious dif- 

pofition, who beheld his naturall parts wich aftonifhment 
and admiration :he was very carefull to perfec nature by 

Art, & for that caufe Chis age condefcending thereunto) he 
committed him unto the tuition of a certainSchool- matter, 
living not far fromthe place of his birthto be inftru@ed & 
trained up in the elements & grounds of the Latin tongue : 
with whom in fhort time,by reafon of the vigilancy and 
watchfulneffe of the one, and the carefulnefle and induftry 
ofthe other, he attained not without great appleafe to 
that difcretion and judgement, that he efteemed thofe 
things which, were read unto him, as a fubje& fitter and 
more convenient for duller braines, then for his quick and 
ready apprehenfion. 

This proceeding therefore not anfwering his expectati- 
on, he removed thence and being not yet fully ten yeeres 
old, he was fent unto Bail a City in Germany fituate up- 
on the River of Rhine, where he obtained for his Tutor 
Gregorius Bintzliys eminent in thofe dayes for the excellent 
endowments of learning and piety wherewith he was in- 
vefted; under whom this Huldericus attained unto that per- 
fection both in civil behaviour and learning, that he feem- 
ed alwaies to exceed, out-ftrip,go beyond, and catry away 
the victory from thofe who were his contemporanean 
School-fellowes; and that nothing might feem to be want- 
ing tothe perfection of fo hopefull a Plant, he reached 
unto the knowledge of the Scince of Muficke, wherein he 
fhewed himfglfe fo excellent,and fo compleat anArtift,that 
hisjudgement compared with the tenderneffe of his yeeres, 
enforced his fpe&ators to the greater admiration : and his 
Mafter Bintzlius, well perceiving thathis Studies and 
learning were incongruous and too mean for fo apt and fo 
vertuous a difpofition, fent him back againe unto his Fa- 


ther 
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ther together with his judicious opinion concerning him, 
advifing him to provide otherwife for him, and to fearch 
out for fuch a Mafter whofe learning. might be correfpon- 
dent unto the promptneffe of his natural! difpofition. 
His Father being joyfull with this approbation of his | 
Mafter,and alfo fearfull leaft thefe {pringing vertues fhould 
fuffer an Eclipfe by the interpofition of that odious vice | 
of Idleneffe, he forthwith fent him unto Berna, a famous 
| City in Switzerland, to be inftru&ted and brought up by 
Henricus Lupulus, a man well learned, and excelling in Po- 
| etry 3 from whom,through the reading of Claflie Writers 
| he became a good Orator & got fome knowledg in the are 
| of Logickes: having now {pent at Berna almof two yeers, 
| and longing after the knowledge of Phylofophy , whofe 
| ground and Bafis was already laid, he removed unto Vien- 
nay a famous City of Auftria, fituate on the river Danubius, 
where he not onely attained tothe knowledge of Phy lo- 
fophy, but healfo augmented and perficted thofe things 
Si | which in former time he had learned ; and having {pent 
4) here fome few yeeres, he returned againe to Ba/il, where he 
» | firft-began to imploy that talent which God had beftowed 
Tae | on him; for here he began firft to teach others that which | 
t| he himfelfe had learnedsand having {pent fome time in the | 
aie | inftructing of others, and.in furnifhing himfelfe with the | 
ie | knowledge. of the’ Liberall Arts, he was advanced unto | 
. | the title of Mafter, which being obtained, he forthwith | 
yn Ht addicted himfelfe( being guided thereunto by the fpiric of | 
God) unto'the fludy of Schoole- Divinity, wherein he re- 
a | mained filent for a while, being rather a {peStator then an 
ft] Aéor,untill he was called by the Glareanes to the difcharge 
| of a Paftorall fun&ion & office amongft them, where with | 
| | allalacrity and cheerfulneff2, he finifhed thae-which ‘had 
ae | beene formerly begun by others. | 
i And by this meaneshaving received holy Orders, he 
| gave himfelfe wholy tothe ftudy of Divinity, {pent all his 
time in fearching into the old and new Teftament, that ‘fo 
he might be able not .onely to fpeake, bat alforto inde 
: Oo 
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of the Scriptures :.as for the writings of the Ethnicks, he did 


not greatly efteem: and accompt, onely he made ule of 
Valerius Maximus, who by reafon of the variety of his ex- 
amples, he perceived itwould be beneficiall unto him. 

But becaufe he well underftood, thac he could have no 
found judgement concerning the Scriptures, nor concern- 
ing che writings of pious and learned men, unleffe that he 
were wel skild in the tongues; he forchwith betook himfelf 
to the ftudy of the Greek tongue,wherin in fhort time he fo 
well profited,that the Greek feemed more eafier unto him 
then the Latin,and he better able to judge of a Greek then 
of a Latin Author ; and for the better underftanding of the 
tongue, he ufed help of the beft Lexicons and tranflati- 
ons, and with chem tranflated Saint Pauls Epiftles, com- 
mitting chem all to Memory, and other bookes of the New 
Teftament. But when he had found it written in Saint Pe- 
ter, that the Scripture was not of private interpretation : 
he lifted up his eyes to heaven, befeeching the holy Ghoft, 
and earneftly wreftling with him by prayer, that he would 
be pleafed fo co illuminate his underftanding that he might 
rightly and truely underftand the fenfe and meaning of the 
holy Scriptures : fo that he might neither decieve himfelfe, 
nor lead away others with a falfe image of the fpirie. 

Having thus in fome meafure fitted himfelfe for the beat: 
ing down of fin,& advancing & furthering of the truth ; he 
then firft began to condemne theHeélvetian Penfions,labour- 
ing to overthrow them, and to reduce and bring backe a- 
gaine former fan&ity and worthip into the Countrey; and 
hence hatred and reproachfull {peeches had and took their 
beginning againft this good, pious and laborious: man’; 
who notwithflanding this affront, at the firft thewing 
of himfelfe for the glory of God, and that in his owne 
Country,chearfully proceeded Preaching the Gofpel, and 
endeavouring rather-as yet to plant truth in the hearts of 
his Auditors, and to caufe them fully ¢o underftand ‘ic ra- 
therthen to open andto difcover unto them the vices and 
wickedneffles of the whore of Babilon. 
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cending to continue for atime, but indeed the chiefeft 
caufe of his reparing unto that place, was the happy op- 
portunity of preaching Chrift and his truth unto diverfe 
remote and forreine Nations, being at that time gathered 
togethered unto that place, from all parts of the world. 
| In the meane time it fell out that the Church of Tiguram, 
was defticute of a Curate or Prieft; many there were which 
greatly laboured to bring in Zuinglius, he being altogether 
ignorant of this matter comes to Tigurum ; where being de- 
manded, by a certaine Canon who accidentally met him ; 
Whether he could preach the word of the Lord unto thofe 
of Tigurum : he prefently anfwered, that he could; upon 
which anfwer he is called unto the Church of Tigurum, 
not without the great joy of many godly minded perfons : 
and that which he promifed, he began with happy fucceffe 
to performe, (the Lord being with him and giving a blef- 
fing unto his labours) in the yeer of grace one thoufand 
five hundred twenty and one: During the time of this 
happy proceeding of his at Zigurum, the Switzers had taken 
| great notice of the name of Martin Luther, by reafon many 
of his writings which in all places came unto their hands, 
thefe he exhorted them to read and to perufe, that fo they 
might perceive the vnity of the fpirit drawne out of thofe 
holy writings in them botk, and fo by that meanes, no- 
thing doubting but that they would be the more willing 
to confent and to give place unto the truth. 

This is alfo remarkable inthe godly man, that not- 
withftanding his continued painesin the difcharging of 
his Paftorall office,he omitted not his reading of the diffi- 
culteft Greek Authors for the preferving of that knowledg 
web he had formerly gotten, & not ceafing here,he adven- 
tured on the Hebrew ; wherein,by the helpe & affiftan ce of 
fome who were his affociates- he profited fo much that.he 
was able aptly to expound the two major Prophets, Ifaiab 
and Jeremiah. M m About 
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About the fame time Francifcus Lambertus a Frier Mino- 
site forfaking his Monaftry cameto Tigarum, who dif- 
puted pubdliquely with Zuinglius , concerning the inter- 
ceffion of the Saints, and concerning the facrifice of the 
Maffe ; but being eafily confuted he recanted, confeffed his 
error, and gave thankes unto Almighty God that had 
prepared fo excellent an inftrument to open his eyes, and 
to fhew unto him cleerly the knowledge of the cruth. 

This his denial! of theinterceffion of the Saints and 
facrifice of the Maffe, ftirred up Hugh Bifhop of Conftance, 
to make an oppoficion againft him, infomuch that Zuing- 
lius was inforced to declare publikly unto the world, that 
which he beleeved concerning thofe and other differences 
betwixt himfelfe and the Church of Rome;by reafon whers 
of his report and fame was brought unto Adrian the fixt' 
then Pope of Rome, who forthwith wrote unto him after 
this Manner: ; 


Beloved Sonne, greeting and Apoftolscall 
Benedtitz0n. 


We fend our venerable brother Ennizs Bifhop of Verulan 
our Domiftick Prelate and. Apoftolicall Nuntio, aman 
wife and trufty, unto that ftrenuous and warlike motion 
which hath: beene friendly and faithful! unto us, and to 
our Apoftolicall See « that he may treat with then about 
{erious affaires which concerne not onely us and our See, 
but alfo the whole Chriftian Common-wealth ; now al- 
though’ we have ftreightly commanded him that he {hall 
relate thofe'things in publicke before.all in generall, yet 
neverthelefle feeing that fy eciall notice is given unto us O 
thofe ‘excellent vertues wherewith thou art endewed, we 
cannot but entirely love and greatly rejoyce in thy azeale, 
repofing a fpiciall kind of Confidence in thee ; wherefore 
we have commanded the fame Bifhop our Legate, that he 
deliver thefe our letters unto thee in, particular, and with-

Letters were alfo written by the fame Pope, unto Frane | 
ci{cus Zinggixs to.this intent, that he fhould not be wanting | 
. |toufe all meanes to draw.and to allure this godly man to 
-| the profeffion of the do&rine of the Church of Rome;which | 
Franci{cus. being damanded by My;conius; what reward the 
Pope had promifed unto him, on» condition that he could | 
perfwade Zuinglius to revoke his opinion ; he ferioufly an- | 
{wered that Peters Chaire excepted, he had promifed him 
all things elfe. 
Whence itis evident that the Divell and his members 
laboured as much as in them lyed to hinder the know- 
ledge of the truth of Chrift, and to detaine men in blind. 
nefle and ignorance. | 
And hence wemay. obferve the conftancy of this holy 
jman, who could-not beallured to forfake.and fall from 
the truth of Godand of his word, no nor for all the pre- 
ferments of the world, efteeming with Saint: Pexl, all 
things as dung in refpe& of Chrift. 
The Gofpel now with the blefling of God being received 
| and embraced of the Tigurins and gathering ftrength every 
day more and more, Zuinglius began to enter into.a ferious 
confideration of changing the forme of things prefent in- 
to abetter ftate and condition, reducingthe Monks and 
Priefts unto three orders : {ome for labour, fome for Mar-, 
riage, fome for learning. ; becaufe the number of them: 
feeme greater then might ferve for the ufe of Religion. 
Being bufied about this Reformation, there crept in the 


Herefie of the Catabaptifts, who forbad the Baptizing of 
Mm 2 A __Anfants, | 
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Infants, and did rebaptize themfelves ; with thefe Zuinglius 
dealt friendly atthe ficft, difputing: with them and con- 
vincing them of their errors :but they being obftinate in 
their opinions, he caufed the Senate feverely to punifh 
them,fome with imprifonment fome with death. 

But to returne againe, his alteration of the ftate at Tigu- 
ram concerning Priefis and Monks, and the decree againft 
Penfioners being by his meanes fealed and confirmed, 
caufed him to be every way furrounded with enemies,who 
waited daily, and hourely to take away his life : and alfo 
in the night feafon; infomuch that he durft not walke a- 
broad without a ftrong guard to defend him from his ene- 
mies: who ufed openly in the ftreets all reproachfull 
{peeches againft him; and thefe wicked and ungratious 
villaines, when they fawthat they could neither prevaile 
againft the Gofpel, nor againft this good Preacher of the 
Gofpel, then they bent all their forces againft thofe who 
were obedient tothe word of God, imagining nothing 
but miichiefe towards them, alwaies intending their def- 
trucion and ruine. 

Hence it was concluded and. refolved onto take up 
Armes for the defence of the truth of the do&rin of Chrift, 
and they all enter into a new League, the old being not- 
withftanding no way violated but remaine firme, and that 
by the great labour and induftry of Zuinglius: not that he 
intended any thing hurtfall unto his Countrey but to ex- 
tirpate andto roote out their vices, and to plant in it 
firmely the do&rine of the Gofpel, both for the glory of 
God, and alfo for the good of all Switzerland : for he de- 
fired nothing more; then that all Nations might confeffe 
the Lord Jefus, and therefore he exhorted thofe that were 
his friends, and which ftood up for the truth of Chrift, to 
undergoe the hazard of their lives,in fo good a caufe with 
thefe exprefle words following : 

That whith heretofore I have written unto you,! exhort 
you unto it ftill, befeeching you to remaine conftant and 
immovable, and not to be afraid of your enimies ; for that 

; eace 
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peace which fome fo greatly urge and preffe, is open warre 
and not peace, and that warre which we are to undertake 
is peace, and not open warre:for we doe not thirft after 
any mans blood,neither do we defire to {pill it by fuch tu- 
multuous ations ; but this we maintaine and defend,that 
the nerves and finewes of an Oligarchy,are to be cut off: and 
unleffe it be the truth of the Gofpell and the Minifters 
thereof, will never have any fafe and quiet refidence and 
dwelling amongft us. Alas,it is not cruelty that we thinke 
of, but our actions are both fatherly and friendly, we de- 
fireto bea meanes to fave thofe who are like to perifh 
through ignorance, our greateft ambition is to preferve 
our liberty : therefore doe not fo much eftrange your 
felves from our determinations, you fhall find them more 
peaceable and more juft, then fome have related unto you; 
you are aptto beleeve thofe which f{peake falfe of us, who 
notwithftanding hitherto have had good and fufhicient 
triall of our truth and of their inconftancy ,1 will not fay,. 
lies. In this fhew your felvesto be men, that ye remaine 
Conftant and immovable as we doe, for our faith towards 
God and men 3!n a word, let not feare difmay you, for 
through the goodneffe of God, we fhall fo behave our 
felves in this League, that it fhall. neither. purchafe fhame 
nor griefe to your felves.. 3 
Thus did he cheerefully animate and encourage thele his 
friends to fight for the glory of God, and to give fufhicient 
teftification of his zeale towards God : he was himfelfe 
prefent in Perfon in two feverall Battels fought betwixt 
them neare unto Capella,a Monatftery ficuate in the fields of 
Tigurum : unto the firft he came freely of his owne accord, 
that he might be prefent at their Confultations, and to 
fee that there wereno declining from, truth and_ equity. 
This Battell was finifhed without: the fhedding of blood, 
concerning which he was often-heard to fay,,that he had 
feene more. malice and more wicked Counfell in-ic, chen 
he knew all his life time either by. experience. or from read- 
ing. :

Unto the fecond he was elected and chofen as chiefe 
Commander, and being unwilling at the firft to undertake 
{uch a burden ; the ground of that quarrell being fome- 
thing difpleafing unto him, it being onely Grameatus dene- 
gatio: yet at the laft he refolved to goe, prefaging as it were 
his owne death by the uttring of thefe words, Scio,{cio quid 
vei fit, ut ego tollar fiunt omnia. 1 know, I know, how the cafe 
ftands now, all thefe preparations are for my ruine and 
deftru&tion. 
Wherefore being well horfed and compleatly armed, 
he followed the Tigurines in the Reare, being ready to 
joyne battell ; he went not forth as a Captaine or Com 
mander of the Army, but as a good Citizen and faithfull 
Paftor, who would not forfake his friends in their greateft 
perill. In this Battell Zuinglins was flaine together with 
three hundred eighty and three of his confederates; ic hap- 
pening on the eleventh day of OGober, in the yeer of our 
Lord 1531.after that he had Preached the Gofpel of Chrift 
at Tigurum the {pace of 12.yeeres, and at Glarona and Eremus 
the {pace of a 11. yeers, himfelf being 44.yeers of age. 
They which were neere unto him when he fell, wound- 
ed even unto death, heard him ucter thefe words ; What 
misfortune is this ? Well, they ‘canindeed kill the body, but 
they cannot kill thefoule : being inthis mifery, he was dee; 
manded by hisenimies , Whether he would yeeld unto 
Papifticall invocation of the Saints ; being not ableto 
{peake, he refufed it apparantly by the motion of his head, 
and by the lifting up of his eyes to heaven, he gave them 
to underftand, that he would invoke and callon none 
but on the Lord above; wherefore ina raging and cruell 
manner tooke his life away from him, condemned his bo= 
dy tobecut in foure quarters, and to be burnt unto afhes 
in the fire. ) 
Some of his faithfull friends greatly lamenting his death, 
,| came full of forrow unto the place where his body was 
(| burnt, and lightly moving the afhes,found his heart found 
| and untouched with the flames ; fome afcribing it unto the 
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the world both his innocency and alfo his zeale : others 
{pending their judgements accordingly as they were af- 
fe&ted toward the Perfon... : 

And this was the end of the godly Minifter of Chrift, 
whofe great defire for the advancement of thetruth of 
Chrift, will clearly thew it felfe, by chofe painfull and 
learned labours of his which are extant in the Church, 
being comprehended and contained in foure Tomes,

few complements, his Boy red him a parcell of holy.Scrip- 
ture, whereupon he ufually raminated till he wentto bed. 
In his travels he'was cheerfull, but. his chiefe.Companion 
jwas ever fome chiefe Booke: Solecifme he accounted the 
‘worft point of Slovenry; affeting neatnefle.,in his houfe- 
hold: ftuffe, and cloathes, Books, meat, and all things 
elfe, magnificence in nothing, much \lefle prodigality : 
Black he loved above all Colours, preferring it farre be- 
fore Purple, which preferved his Doforall robes the long- 
er. His upper garment was alwaies of broad-cloath, and 
that too none of the fineft, which againft had frofts, he 
fortified wich deep Furres ; whatfoever accrued unto him 
by the Church, he intirely committed to his fteward, to be 
fpentin Houfe-keeping : His. owne hereditary rents ‘and 
profits (which, were great, for he -was heir to his Father 
and fome'of his brethren) he himfelfe purfed up, and dif- 
tributed to pious ufes. But perceiving the manifold dif- 
| trations which accompanied the managing of fo plenti- 
full an eftate, he called in his Fathers debts, and fold his 
whole Patrimony, which in the totall amounted to a vee 
ry great maffe of money : and wherewith he ere&ted and 
indowed that ftately and famous Free-{choole in Saint 
Pauls Church-yard : whereunto he joyned a faire dwelling 
houfe Capable of.two School-matfters, to whom he aflign- 
ed liberall Stipends, becaufe they were to teach gratis. 
The whole fabrick he divided into four parts,whereof one 
is ( asit were) for your Catechumany, and beareth the in- 
{cription of Catechizationis ; the fecond for fuch as are une 
der the Ufber, divided from the third part, by availe 
| drawen upon great Curtaine-roddes,and.containeth onely- 
fuch youths as are difciplined by the chiefe School-mafter; 
the forth and laft party confifteth of an Oratory or‘Chap- 
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pell: for Prayer; and other religious _ exercifes : Above 
the. Mafters head (if: che. Reformation have not pulled it 
downe,and levelled him with his Croffe,)ftandeth the child 
Fe{us. curioufly ,ingraven, and.asic were in the pofture of 
one reading a LeGture, with this Motto,Jp/um audite : whom 
the Children .as they entered the Schoole, were wont to 
falute with a facred Hymne, compofed (ifI be rightly in- 
formed:) by Era(mus: Every Form containeth fixteen, and 
the Captaine or, Dux of every Glaffe, fitteth by. himfelfein 
a Pue or Throne fomewhat more eminent then the reft; 
great refpe& had wont tobehad, both to the Ingine and 
Ingenuity of the Intrants ; how matters are now carried, J. 
know not? This.is certaine, though, the. whole amounted 
to an ‘infinit charge, yet Colet would therein admit of no 
Copartners. An hundred pounds left by a charitable Cit- 
tizen, for advancement of the Scructure, he beftowed 
(with the Bifhops licence) upon Books, and facred Velt- 
ments for the Quire ; Andyet though he would permit no 
Lay-man to have a finger in the building, he incrufted no 
Clergimen’ with the over-fight of its Revenewes : As all 
men praifed him for this Schoole, fo many wondred what 
he meant to build fo magnificent ahoufe for himfelfe, 
within a Curtilage of the Carthujtans and fo neer the honur 
of Richmond.But-to take both the beft-& the worft together, 
He was by nature high minded,impatient of inivries,much. 
given to. fleep, and (as he confeffed, but not {ub Sigillo, to. 
his beft friend)no ftranger to the temptations. both of Luft. 
and Luxury.; agreat admirer of witty jefts, and inclinable 
enough unto Covetoufneffe ; Over all which imperfe&i- 
ons, through grace, he became: more then conqueror: for 
his haughtinefle of minde and proud ftomake, he leveiled,| 
even to humility, by the common grounds of reafon and |" 
Phylofophy : being then beft pleafed, when he was moft | 
freely admonifhed. Covetoufnefle he put to flight, bya 
charitable profufion, of his whole temporall Eftate, upon 

works'of mercy & piety :. Venery, fleep and Luxury heno; 
bly. profligated by, holy confercences, fafting,, praying,

brought wicl him fome learned: Second, with ‘whony he} 
conferred\ in‘ Latin, Ne iniellizerent Sacérdotes ; His cattome |

‘tence hinifel fe with “one glaflé-of Beer, or two at the mows | 
;and though he loved rich Wines; yet he drank of thebeft 
bue very {paringly, knowing that ‘all mienseycs' thet pre | 
fent, were upon him. He! had a:wonderfall happy ‘wie 
| himfelfe, and was muchtaken with it in others, efpecially 
young Boyes and’Maids with: whofé natural! purity; foft- 
nefle, and fimplicity heifeemed greatly effedted; and the ra« 
ther, becaufe our Saviour himfelfe; commendei in: then 
thofe qualities, to our imitation. In many thing s he'dif- 
fented trom thofe who thought themfelves learned, in 
fome, from thofe'who.indeed were fo: to whom onely: he 
unbofomed himfelfe, efpecially if they were his friends: 
your Scotifts, who then feemed! to monopolize, and divide 
the whole ftock of wit amongt themfel ves, he efteemed 
of all others, the: moft dull, barbarous, ftupid, and'in- 
fufferable dunces. And yet of Acquinas (know not upon 
what grounds)‘he had a worfe Opinion, then of Scotus: In 
whofe defence, when it was objected by Erafmus Cperhaps 
ironically for/he was no'great friend to elther)that ofall che 
ancient Schoolmen, Aguina onely feemed to-havereadtthe 
Fathers; witneffe his Aurea Catena, and that fome of his 
Works ‘were highly commended: for itirring up mens af- 
|feGtions to piety : Coletanfwered, what tell you me-of his 
reading, or ftirrring up affections ? unlefle he had:beene 
tranfporced with the Spirit of Arrogance, he had never fo 


tathly, 
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tathly;’ and yee fo magifterially & peremptorily prefumed 

codetine all points of Religion : andifhe had not favored 

coo tiuch of che Heth, he had not therewith mixed { much 

Vaitie and fruitleffe Phylofophy. He was no great admirer 

of Monks, not that he hated the Profeffion, but becaufe he 

faw the Profeffors lived not accordingly : wherfore whilft 

he lived hé'gave thet little, when he dyed, nothing : And 

yet His ifitent and purpofe was, to end his dayes in a Mo- 

nafterys ‘if te could have found one qualified to his mindé : 

This; by many, ‘was cenfured in him, that although he 

himfelfe lived moft chaftly, and’ as Eralinus verily beleev- 

éth, dyed'a pure Virgin, notwith tanding his naturall in- 

clifation’to-the Contrary, yet he had a very charilable 

Opinion 6f fuch’ Pitelts and Friets, whofe greatett faule 

Was thei uincleatineffe. For faid he; thee out of the Gon- 

fciétite of their owneimperfeGion, are (for the mok part) 

humble, modeft, and tra&able: whereas the divell him- 

felfé,; were he not what he is, could hardly abide the pride, 

avarice aiid hypocrifie of the other ::Noc that he thought 

incontitience a light:Sinne, but dacra@abiliry and pride 

far mofe iticompatible with piety. And therefore though 

it was his ill luck to live under a perverfe and wranpling 

Diocefah (of whom we fhill fay more anon) yet he was a_ 

true friend to Epifcopacy,by being a mortal eneiiy to fach |

but; like the dir) fpoken’ of in the Proverb, cleerly be 
wrayed diverfe Syimptonis of an exulcerated minde: but lec 


like Sthovles and Vniverficies; he was not onely heterodox, 
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that pafle amongft Moles in the moft beautifull faces :Se- 


cret Confegion he generally approved, as that whereby him- 
felfe had received much comfort and benefit, but as much 
difliked that which was too anxious, and defcended toa 
needleffe enumeration, of what can no more be numbered 
then the ftarres in heaven, or fand upon the Sea fhore. 
Priefts here,in his time,Ofiiciated once every day, hecon- 
tented himfelf with S undayes and Holy-daies;it may be to 
fec the greater edge upon his Devotion,which by thefe in- | 
tervals was the more fharpned, or perhaps to gaine the 
more time for his private {tudies, the better to fit himfelfe 
for his Cathedrall or Pulpit imployments. Learning he 
really loved, and laboured for; onely that Encuclopedicall 
wifdome, which cannot be: attained but by knowledge of 
all Arts, and devouring of all bookes, he efteemed rather 
a learned fort of madneffe, then any true provocation to 
Chriftian fimplicity and charity. He deferred much to the 
Apoftolicall Epiftles, but when he compared them: wich that 
{weetnefle, wifdome,.and majefty, which is to be found in 
our Saviouss owne fayings and Sermons, he thought them 
fapleffe,and {carce to be named the fame day; which as one 
of his Paradoxes, 1 leave to be fenfured by the Reader, for 
both proceede from the fame Spirit ; Howloever,omiiting 
the former, the Jatter he intended to trichotomize or reduce 
unto Terxaries, but was prevented by death : Gods: wor- 
fhip and Service(as much as in him lay)he performed with 
an equall decency, and magnificence: and was no great 
approver, either of their zeale, or wifdome, who. tyed 
Priefts every day (chofe wherein they travell, not excep- 
ed)to the private repetition of fo many and long prayers : 
which perhaps he knew by experience, they rather: mum- 
bled over wich cheic lips, then confiderately evaporated 
from their hearts. He willingly and attentively read over 
many Hereticall bookes, profefling he fometimes bettered 
himfelfe more by them, then theirs who wichout difpute, | 
| define what they pleafe, and.as they pleafe. Heindured 
not that any man fhould fquarehis ftile by the rules of 


Grammer, 
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Grammer, ot Grammarians, but by reading and imitating, © 
the moft approved Authors; which opinion brought its 
owne punifhmeat with it, for though he was eloquent 
both by nature, and erudition, yet when he fet himfelfe 
to write in Latin, he often tript, even in things common 
and obvious to every School-boy : which did fo much dif 
courage him, that he never fet forth any thing : it were 
to be wifhed, his modeftey had not fo much ftumbled at 
this ftraw 5. for certainly howfoever his expreffion had 
taken the eare,-his conceptions could not have difrel« 
lifhed the underftanding : but in this, as in many things 
elfe, he diffented from thecommon Tenets and piadtice 
both of his owne and former times ; yet fo as his private 
opinions never troubled the publike peace, his friends 
Were as many, as there were men of learning and:Candor | 
in the whole kingdome. His greateft enemies were'certaine | 
illiterate and irregular Friers : and amongft thefe his own 
Bifhop, of whofe Sophifticall Scoiiftry the Deane made no 
great account, and the Bifhop as lictle of his Ciceronian 
Divinity ; The heart burning went fo farre, that at lat it 
broke forth into Articles; wherein the Bifhop aflifted by | 
two ofhis brethren, almoft.as learned and Cordat as him= 
felfe, accufed him before the Arch-bifhop of Canterbury, 

. | that preaching, upon the triple Pa/ce ous meas he expound- 
ed the firlt, by good example 5 che Second, by Sound Doctrine R 
according to thecommon Interpretation and confent of 
the Docforse Bat that in thethird, which they expound 
Subfidio vite, he had deffented from them : affirming that 
fomething elfe muft be there underftood, and chat the 4. 
poftles being extreame poore, could not be bound to feed 
their flocks with what they had not chemfelves. Secondly, 
that in another.Sermon he had Preached againit worthip- 
ing of jmages : and thirdly, that in the fame Sermon, he 
feem’d to tap thofe,whoPreached out of their note books; 

-| which the Bifhop took to himfelfe, for at that time-he-was 
aged eighty ; and forced by this help to piece out a Seni'e 
and decayed Memory. The Archbilhop received the accue 
ae Oo fation, 
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(fation, but anfwered ic himfelfe; not fuffering Colet to be 


fo much as Summoned to his Confiftory. Their fecond | 
attempt at Court fucceeded little better, the occafion this» 
The King being refolued: upon a warre with France, Colet 
was invited to Preach at Court; His Theame was Chrifts 


‘| vi&tory, in handling whereof, he preferred the moft un- 


jut peace, before the jufteft warre : for, faid he, when the 
evill;out of hatred or ambition fight againft the evill, 
and kill one another, there they fight not under Chrifts, 
but the Divels Banner ;fhewing how difhcult a thing it 
was, todye like a good Chriftian, how few followed the 
Warres, not tainted with envy or avarice : and how almoft 
inconfiftent brotherly charity is, with fheathing our {word 
inthe Bowels of our brethern. Concluding, that it was. 
better for Chriftians,to imitate in their warfare ,their blef- 
fed Lord and Saviour, then either Ce[ars or Alexanders. At 
this Sermon(amongft others)were prefent the Bifhop and 
two Friers Minorites, whereof the one was the chiefe ine 
cendiary to the warre, for which his ghoftly counfell, he 
was foone after rewarded with a Bifhopricke ; the other, 
an obftreperous & ftentorian whorfon, who in all his Ser- 
mons €which in all were not many)was fure to have a fling 
at Poets and poetry: intending thereby tomump Colet, 
who though he had skill in muficke, yet never wrote a 
verfe inhis life: But fo ignorant was the vulgar ofthat 


| frye, in thofedayes, that they knew not the difference be- 


twixt a peece of Jully and Virgil;accounting all Poetry that 
was not meere barbarifme. Thefe three made agrievous 
complaint of him both to the King & cheife Martialifts, as 
though Colet had done all this of purpofe, to weaken the 
hands of his Majefties Forces, and difcourage the Com- 
mons, from fo noble and neceflary expedition ; and to 
fpeak the truth, the King himfelfe was fomewhat ftartled 
at it. But in the Carthufian gardens at Greenwitch, he gave 
his Majefty fuch fatisfa&tion, thac when moft men gave | 
him for loft, he never parted from the King, more loaded 
with promifes, both of protection and preferment : who 


injoyned ! 
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injoyned him onely in his next Sermon, to cleere {\:ch’ 
mifpriilions. and Scruples; asthe Common people, and 
Souldiery had ignorantly colle&ed from his former ; after 
wh neither the Bifhop nor his Bricot durft meddle no more 
with him. But he lived not long to reape and injoy the 
fruits of this double victory : for after the third relapfe 
into a peftilentiall Fever (a difeafe almoft peculiar to the | 
Englifh)he fell into a Dyflentery,where of he died. 

Some of his Phyfitians judged him far gone in an Hy- 
dropfie, but upon his imbowelling,there appeared no fuch 
thing to the Anatomilts, onely the extremities of his liver | 
feemed (as it were) bearded with certaine rough and curl- 
ed ftrings or pendants : he lyeth buried in Saint Pauls upon 
the fouch fide of the Quire; a place defigned by himfelfe ; 
and almoft in the eye of all who pafle that way.

Hi rious Minifter inthe Church of God; being fometimes H la 


Chaplaine untothe Duke of Saxonie. ia 
His Parents were greatly efteemed amongft their neigh- | 

laid bours, for their vertuous and civill demeanour, being en- r 

ait | dewed with a {ufficient competency of outward neceffaries, | 
i both for the fupporting of themfelves and alfo for the edu- | 

| cation of fuch Children as it pleafed the Lord to bleffe | 
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them with,and with a great number of thefe they were for 

atime beautified; butit pleafed God to take againe thofe 

which he had given during the life of thefe Parents 3 leav- 

ing unto them onely this Occolompadius , unto whom he 

had granted a longer life for the good and benefit of his 

Church, | 

Both of them beholding the ingenious difpofition of 
the childe, and finding him to be capable of Learning,they 
carefully fent him to be inftru&ed and brought up in the} 
rudiment of Learning ; his Father intending that after he 
had attained unto fome knowledge and perfection,to place 
him with aMerchant,fuppofing that courfe of life to be the 
moft fitteft for him; but hisMother being acquainted with 
this refolution of her Husbands; and finding it not futa- 
ble to her owne will, fhe never ceafed from intreating him 
to defitt from his intent, untill fuch time as fhe obtained 
of him,that he fhould continue longer in the Schooles,un- 
to which there appeared in hima naturall inclination ; the 
Lord beginning even in his Infancy to frame his minde un. 
to that wherein he afterwards ufed him. as his inftruament 
for the converting of many unto himfel fe. 

Not long after, his Father yeelding unto the requelt of 
his Mother, who was ascarefull of Oecolompadius as ever 
Monita was of Aypustine, hefent. him unto Heilbronna,, 
which place was famous in Germanie for an exa& training 
up of Youth in the knowledge of the Lacine tongue; where 
lie having remained afew yeeres, he removed him unto 
Heidelberge, an Accademy eminent both for the Arts and 
tongues; here he attained unto that perfection in Learn- 
ing, that at the age of 14. yeeres he-priiceeded with great 
approbation Bachiler of Arts. And unto his proceeding in 
che knowledge of humaine Learning, he adjoyned.a Reli- 
gious and civill behaviour, perfwading himfelfe, eum, qui 
proficiat in literis & deficiat in moribus, non proficere | ed deficere. 
“That he which went forward in Learning, without having 
refpe& unto an orderly carriage of himfelfe, would prove 
to be retrograde in his motion. 
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Arts, in the fame Academie 5 after which dignicy conferred 
by the advice of his-Parents, he went unto Bonnonia, with 
an intent to apply himfelf unto the ftudy of the Civil Law; 
but becaufe the alteration of the ayre proved adverfe unto 
his former healch, after that he had made triall for ‘the 
{pace of halfea yeere, and in that time finding no amend- 
ment, he returned againe unto his Father, with whom he 
remained until that he had recovered his former health,and 
then he went unto Heidelberge againe, where contrary-to the 
will of his Father, he left the ftudy of the Civill Law,and 
gave himfelfe wholly unto the ftudy of Theologie, being 
thereunto led and guided by the fpitit of God. In the per- 
formance of which A& he imitated theexaniple of that 


burning Lampe of the Church Fobn Chryfoftome, the fame 


a& being alfo approved.and embraced by Martin Luther, 
Fobn Calvin, Peter Martyr, Theodore Bea, Lambertw Daneus, 
and others, 

Here he began to acquaint himfelfe with fuch Schoole- 
men, whofe judgements in points of Controverfie were 
moft approved of in that Academie,as Thomas Aquinas,Gere 


fon, and others ; thefe he profecuted with an indefatigable | 


labour, ftudying them day and nighe, defiring the ex- 
planation of fuch diftinctions which he could not under- 
ftand, &c. 

This more then ordinary induftry procured unto hima 
generall approbation, together with a certaine demonftra - 
tion of his future worth, not onely in Heidelberge, but alfo 
in the-adjacent places ; infomuch, that he was recommen- 
ded unto that illuftrious Prince Phillip Elettor Palatine, who 
fent for him,and committed his yongeft Sons unto ‘his tui- 
tion, - bearing alwayes a reverend refpe& unto him, for the 
excellency of thofe parts wherewith he faw he was endew- 
ed: After that he had continued a feafon ‘in this employ- 
ment, and perceiving that Courtly life to difagree with his 
natarall inclination, he left it, and returned againe (as one 

chat had been long captivated) unto the ftudy of Divinity. 
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His Parents perceiving that his minde was altogther 
fet on. that ftudy, and having no other child but onely 
_thim, they made ufe of that meanes wherewith God had 
bleffed them,: for the procuring of a Priefthood for him, 
‘| @ > }in the towne wherein he-was borne, unto which was al- 
| |fo added the authority of Preaching ; unto this place he 
was called, but finding himfelfe after a fortnights per- 
formance to ,be unable to undergoe fo laborious an office, 
he defired leave to returne againe unto Heildelbirge ; for the 
farnifhing of himfelfe with a greater meafure of know- 
ledge, that then he might returne from thence better fit- 
ted for the difcharging of that facred Fun@ion. 
Having obtained leave, he alters his refolution:& thapes 
his courfe towards Tubinga,and from thence untoStatgardia, 
where Reachiling lived, a man famous for his excellent 
knowledge in the tongues : here he ftayed for a fhort {pace, 
daring which time, he received from him fome light con- 
cerning the Greeke,which being increafed by daily exercife 
he fo well profited himfelfe,that he did fet forth a Greeke 
Grammer, at his returne againe to Heidelbirge: where he 
alfo learned the Hebrew of a Spanifh School*mafter, | 
whofe evill nature was to envy that knowledge of that | 
holy tongue in thofe that were his Schollers. | 
_ Finding himfelfe fomwhat better provided; by the addi- | 
tion of the tongues, he recurnes unto his native place, ard 
cheerfully underwent his Paftorall office, Preaching Chrift 
fo powerfully unto them, that he was greatly admired of | 
his Auditors, neither was he onely excellent for dottrine, | 
but alfo for his life and converfation, giving good ex- | 
ample unto thofe unto whom he Preached, being familiar | 
alwayes with the better fort, and efpecially with Woifan- 
gus Capito, with whom he was acquainted during his refi- 
dence at Heidilbirge : their friend{hip being here renewed it 
continued firme untill they were feperated each from the | 
other:by death. . 
Daring his difcharge of his Paftorall office, in his na 
tive place, Wolfangus Capito was called unto Bafel, be 
| their 
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| their publick Le&turer, which advancement caufed him 


not to forgit his old friend Occolampadiys, but rather mov. 
ed him unto a eonfideration, how he might be a meanes of 
promoting him, unto a more eminent place : Pitying that 
fo bright a lampe of piety, fhould obfcure it felfe, by being 
fhut up and confined unto iuch a narrow and unregarded 
angle of the countrey; Wherefore he ufed all meanes to 
perfwade the inhabitants of Bafel, unto whom hecom- 
mended the worth of the man, to invite him unto this 
City, and to conferre a dignity on him correfpondent-un- 
to his defert ; which was no fooner attered but they con- 
difcented thereunto, and he was called unto the difcharge 
of a Paftorall office in that City, in the yeer of grace 1515. 
Where after that he had received that Fun@&ion tor the 
{pace of a yeer with great applaufe, he was honoured in 
the fame Academy with the ticle of Do&tor, about the fame 
time that Erajmus Rotherodamus came to Ba/el, to fet forth 
his annotations on the New Teftament ; for the perfecting 
whereof he ufed the affiftance of this Occolampadius in regard 
of the eminency of his parts, as he himfelfe freely con. 
feffeth. 

Which worke being finifhed, he left Bafel and went unto 
Aufpurge, being called by the Comons of the Cathedrall 


}Church to Preach in that place unto the people, but here 


he remained not long (partly becaufe he feared and hada 
diftraft in himfelfe that he was not fit for. fo eminent a 
place, and partly by reafon of that melancholy humor 
which was predominate in him, infomach that he efteem- 
ed not the fociety of men, but would remove himfelfe 
from them intofome folitary place) but departed from 
them and entered into'a Monaftry lying without the City 
of Au/purgesand confecrated unto Saint Bridget 5 yet making 
his covenant fo with the Monks, that he would have li- 
berty to ftudy, & to beleeve what he would, and to depart 
from them. when he pleafed ; for faid he, Etiamj fexcentis 
jaramentis me obftenixerosnequaquam ea fervare potero, fi guando 


utilis minifterio verbi {um futurus. Although I fhould bind

my felfe by the vertue of fix hundred oaths, I fhall not be! 
able by any meanes to keepe them, if at any time! hall 
perceive that any profit will come unto the Church by my 
Miniftery. 
The Morkes perceiving his worth joyfully received him 
into cheir focicty, beftowing all things liberally on him 
that he defired, ‘and alfo acquainted him with all their pri- 
viledges and’ in generall he found fuch content amongit 
them, for’ the pace of a few months, that he intended to} — 
{pend all the reft of his dayes in chat lazy manner of life: 
but it pleafedGod to call him from this manner of life,and_ 
for that caufe he ftirred up his friends,& amongft thé more 
efpecially Capito, who ferioufly perfwaded & earneftly ex- 
horted him,'to give over that Monafticall life; upon which 
perfwafion he intended to forfake the Monaftery and to 
betake himfelfe againe unto his former profeffion,and for a 
preparation thereunto, being as yet in the Monaftery he| .. 
fet forth a booke of confeflion, wherein in many things he 
oppofed the doérine of the Churchof Rome, whereby he 
brought himfelfe not onely into danger of his life, but the 
Monks alfo were greatly afraid, left any inconvenience 
might happen unto them by reafon of his adtions, and 
therefore they greatly laboured to free their Monaftery of | 
him; during their plodding, he fharpely reprehended them 
for their errors,perf{wading them to embrace and lay hold 
on the truth, whereby they came to be more and more in- 
cenfed againft him,and privately laboured with his friends, 
to be more earneft ‘with him in the leaving of the Mona. 
ftery. | 
Having been refident in this place not fully two yeeres 
he departed, and went unto Franci(cws Sickingen, a man no- 
bly deestided by whom he was entertained, and in the 
fame houte he laboured to put downe the Maffe, afirming 
it to be an Idolatrous worfhip ; but Franci(cus being at chat 
time greatly diftreffed with an unhappy warre; heleft him 
and went to Bafél, in the yeer of our Lord 1,5 2.2. to pub- 


lifh fuch things as he had at vacant times collected. 
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Here he. was againe advanced by the Senats untoa Pafto- 
rall office,and an annuall ftipend defigned unto him, which 
he performed with great zeale and.conftancy to the glory 
of God and good of his Church; here he bouldly difco- 
vered unto his Auditors thofe errors which by continu- | 
ance had got firme footing in the Church, he openedbunto 
them the perfe&tion and fafficientcy of the Merits of Chrift, 
he declared unto them the true nature of faith; he revealed 
unto them the true doftrine of Charicy; infomuch that the 
authority of the Popith religion began to ftaggerin the 
mindes of many : Whilit he was totally occupied about 
thefe things fome there were who laboured to. draw him 
againeto the Pjeudo Catholicke religion, but more efpecially 
Fobannas Cachlews who in the yeere 1524. wrote letters un- 
to:him, wherein. he teftified himfelfe, to. be deeply affli&ted, 
with. forrow, to heare that a man fo excellently learned, 
(hould lay afide his coule, and adhere unto fuch -hareti- 
callcopinions, and withall exhorted him-to revoke his o- 
‘pinion, and. to returne againeinto the Monaftery, pro- 
| mifing him a difpenfation trom the Pope, and. the favour of 
the Prior, which, he had formerly, enjoyed: : but thefe and: 
fach like things were flighted by Oecolampadius, who bring- 
ingthem:unto the word of God, found:that chey.would 
not endure the trialli. : | i 
, Tn the performance of:his; Paftorall office an afiftane 
was appointedunto him by: publicke authority, and he 
began to fettle a more excellent Reformation in. the 
Church,:commanding the Sacrainent of Baptifmeto:bead- 
miniftred inthe mother tongue, and the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supper to be received: under’ both kinds. 3 he taught 
that the Maffe. was nota facrifice, for che living andithe 
'dead, or for thofe who were tormented in their feigned | 
Purgatory.; but that-perfe& fatisfa&ion was obtained for | 
alkbeleevers.:by the paflion: and Merits ofChritt: he.dif- 
({waded them from f{prinkling themfelveswith holy- water, 
jand'from-theconfectation.of Palmes.and the like,declaring 
junto them. that they. whoidid: attribute. vertue unto any 
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fuch things did detra& from the glory. andipower of God ; 
which doctrine of his tooke fuch deepe rooting in the 
hearts of his Auditors, that it gave.a period unto many 
fuperftitious a&ions amongft them. 

The foundation of future reformation was no fooner 


aid, but the cld Dragon, began to play his part, andco 


difcover his malicicus«nvy, againft {uch things asmake 


forthe glory of God. either by. hind:ing their proceed~|_ 


ings, or laying fome foule afperfion on them ; for at that 
time broke forth that, yet continued facramentary diffen- 
tion, by meanes whereof that. good worke begunin the 
Church was hindred : Martin Luther at this time openly 
oppofed and contradi&ing by writing the doétrine of Hul-,

difleation betwixt the Churches of Helvetia, and Saxony 3 
for the taking away of web, Occolampadins fet forth a booke

corpus meum; and by many ftrong arguments he affirmed, 


|that:a trope Jay. therein, and yet his induftry and Ia- 
Jobour, therein tookenoc away the contention betwixe the 


cs This intended reformation was againe hindred by Eecius 
and his followers, who taught(1) that the fubftanciall 


| . pbedy and blood of Chrift was in the Sacrament of the 


Altar 5. (2) that they were truly. offered up in the Maffe, 


| both for the living and the dead 3 (3) that the virgin Mary 


andthe Saints were tobe worthipped as interceffours 5\(4) 
that theimages of Jefus and the Saints were not tobe-a 
bolifhed;'(5 chat after this life there was a Purgatory. 
Thefe pofitions were vehemently oppofed by Occolampa- 
dims, at the publicke difputation held at Badez : che event 
whereof was this, fomeof the Helvetians fub{cribed unto 
Ecciusg fome unto Oecolampadius; and fo there remained 
fill a diflention amongftthem which could.by no meanes 


| betaken away, although attempted by many worthy in- 


ftraments of Cheift, who have undergone many dangers, 
: i ome _. for 
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for an effeCtuall performance of the fame, yet Occolampadius 
wrought fo with the Saints, that liberty of confcience was 
granted unto the Citizens as touching religion. 

Inthe yeer following there was a difputation held at 
Berne, which continued for the fpace of twenty dayes, 
wherein Occolampadius labored fo powerfully for a reforma- 
tion that his aé&ts chere recorded give a fufficient teftimony 
‘thereof, unto the world. 

In the yeer 1529. an affembly was aprointed by the 
Lantgraw of Haffia at Marpurge touching a reformation in 
the Churches, concerning which more in the life of Melan- 
Gone cit 3 

; After the. painfull fuftaining of fo many labours, at 
home and abroad, he returned to Bafil, where he {pent the 
refidue of his life in Preaching, reading, writing, fetcing 
forth of books, vifiting the ficke, and having alfo acare 
of the adjacent Churches, untill the yeer 1531. wherein it 
pleafed God to vilit him with fickneffe, wherewith he was 

‘| conftrained totake his bed, hourely ex{pe&ting death. And 

forthwith fending for the Paftors of the fame place, he 
welcommed them: with afhore & pichy oration,wherein he 
exhorted them to remaine conftant and firme in the purity: 
of the do&rine which they profefled, becaute it was con- 
formable unto the word of God: as. for other things he 
willed them to-be leffe carefull, affuring them that the 

Al- fafficient God would care for them, and that he: would 

not be wanting unto his Church, | 

‘ His Children ftanding before him, he tooke them by 

their right hands, and afterwards gently ftroking their 
heads, he adviled them to love God, who would be unto 
them in the place of a Father. | 

A little before his death one of his intimate friends 

‘coniming unto him,he asked him what newes'? he anfwer- 

ed, none. But faid he I will till thee newes, being demand- 
ed what it was, he anfwered, Brevi ero apud Chriftum Domi- 
num, 1 (hall in fhore time be with Chrift my Lord. In the |’ 
morning before he died he repeated the 51.P{alme of David, | 


at 
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at the ead whereof. he added’ Saloa'me Chrifti Feu; being 
never’ heard afterwards to‘utter any word ; thofe who 
were prefent betooke theinfelves unto their prayers, where- 
in they continued‘ untill he had furrendered:his - Spirit 
unto his Creator : which was willingly and cheerefully 
performed ‘by him, on the fic of December, in the yeer of 
our Lord’ 1531. andin the 49. yeer of his age, and was 
buried with great lamentation in the fame City.

Obn Frith was borne at Weftramein Kent ;in whom being 
a child,nature had planted amarvelous love unto learn- 
ingshe had alfo a wonderful Promptnefle of wit,&.a ready 
Capacity to receive and underftand any thing, neither.was 
there any thing wanting in him, equall unto that toward- 
nels of difpofition;wherby it came to paffe that he wag not 


Onely a lover of Iearning, but alfo became an exquifite | 


learned man. He firft begun: his indy at Cambridges where 
he profited much in all forts of learning ;.At lat he fell 
into knowledge of and acquaintance. with Wiliam Tis 

through whofe pious inftru@ions, that feed.of the Gatpel 
and fincere godlineffe was firft inftilled into his heart. At 
that time( Cardinal Wolfey) prepared. to build a fumptious 
Colledge in Oxford, now called Chrifts celledge: And ughe 
out for fuch as did excell in knowledge and learning to be} 
Fellowes in the fame, and amongtt others, Fobn Frith was 
appointed one : Now thefe choice yong men there placed, 
conferring together upon the abufes of Religion, which at 


‘that time were crept into the Church, were therefore ac- 


cufed of herefie,and ¢aft into prifon, where many of them, 
through the filthy ftink thereof lyed : Afterwards Jobn 
Frith, (with the others’ remaining alive) being difmiffed 
out of prifon, went beyond the fea; and too'yeeres after 
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returning, he was taken fora Vagabond at Reading, and 
fet in the ftocks, where he remained untill he was almoft 
pined with hunger ; at lenght he defired that the School- 
mafter of the towne might he brought unto him, which 
1 was Leonard Coxe a learned man; affoone as he came (in 
the Latin tongue) he bewailed his captivity unto him: 
The Schoolmafter being overcome with his eloquence, did 
not onely take pity and compaffion upon him,but alfo be- 
gan to love & embrace ‘him, efpecially when he fpake unto 
himin the Greeke tongue, and reherfed by heare diverfe 
Verfes out of Homer ; whereupom the Scholemafter went | 
with all fpeed unto the Magitrates. and procured his en- 
largment.: Yet this his fafety continued not long, through 
thedeadly hatred of Sir Thomsr ‘Moore, at that time chan- 
cellor of England, who perfecuted him bothby Sea and 
land,promifing great: rewards to any man that could bring 
tidings of him. Thus this good man being befes with 
troubles.round about, wandred up and. downe, from place 
to place, untill ac the length: being betrayed by a feeming 
friend, he was apprehended, and fent unro.che Tower of 
Londin, where he had many difpuces wich Sir Thonias Moore, 
and others,touching the Sacrament of the body and:blood 
\of Chrift,, In.which.quarrelkhe withftood:the violence of 
three moft.obftinate enemies, wich the Bifhop of: Rochefter, 
Moore and Refill, but: he fighting :withi them! all ehaee at 
once, did {0 refixte, and.confound chen, that he.converted 
-Raftall'co his parte But when neither Scripture; nor-reafon 
‘would prevaile: again{t- the firce! and crueley of thefe:fur 
bpioug-foessthe twentieth day-of Fune 15.33. he'was brought 
chefore:the Bithops fitting) in: Pauls Church, where thay; mi- 
miftred Certaine interrogatives, unto hin,touching che Sa- 
eerament & Purgatory;to wrt he:anfwered:according to his 
fonmen difprtation ,and: fabftnibeduntohis.anfwer, thefe 
words with) hisowhe, band;.

conftancy and courage, for when as the fire and faggots 


were put unto him, he willingly embraced the fame,there- 


by declaring with what uprightneffe of minde he fuffered 
thofe torments for Chritts and the truths fake, whereof 
that day he gave with his blood a perfe& °and firmé 
teftimony ; The winde drove away theflame from him, 
unto his fellow Martyr Andrew Hewet, who was burned 
with him, which made his death the longer, and his paines 
the greater’; But God aflifted him with fuch ftrength, 
and fortifyed his foule with fuch patience, that he feemed 
rather to rejoyce for his fellow, then tobe carefull for 
himfelfe, as ifhe had felt no paine in that long torment. 
There is one thing more very obfervable concerning 
this conftant Martyr: Fobn Frith; that whereas the Bifhop 
of Canterbury fent two of ‘his fervants to fetch him to Groy- 
don,there to be examined, they were fo convinced npon the 
way, with his learned & pious difcourfes, {weet and hum- 
ble carriage, that they contrived betwixt themfelves how 
to let him efcape 5 and at the length one of them delivered 
himfelfe. unto him, in this manner, faying, Mafter Frith,the 
journey which I have taken in hand to bring you to Croy- 
don, as a Sheep to the flaughter, fo grieveth me, that I am 
over-whelmed with care and forrowsneither regard J what 
hazard undergoe, fo that] may deliver you out of the 
Lions mouth. And then made knowne unto him how that 
they had plotted betwixt themfelves to let him efcape : to 
whom Frith anfwered with a fmiling countenance,Doe you 
thinke that lam affraid to deliver my opinion unto the 
Bifhops of England in a manifeft truth? the Gentleman re- 
plyed,I marvell that-you were fo williug to flye theRealme 
before you were taken; and now fo unwilling to fave your 
felfes Mafter Frith anfwered, before Iwas attached I'would 
fain have enjoyed my liberty for the benefit of'the ny 
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Inall patt ages and preceding dayes, 
Weaven (to his honour, and efernall pratfe) 
Path never left his Church. pet delitute 
DE faithfull CHitnetles, both fo difpute,

Homas Bilney, an Ergli(b-man by birth, was brought up: 

in the Univerfity ot Cambridge froma childe, where 

he profited fo much iv all the liberal! Sciences, that he ina 

| fhort time commenfed Bachelour ot both Lawes;But the holy 
| Spirit of Chrift: by fecret infpirarion, endewing his heart 
with the knowledge of better chings, he left the ftudy of 
mans lawesy and fet himfelfe wholly a part for the ftudy of 
: Qq | Divinitys: 
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Divinity, accounting godlinefle his greatneft gaine ; And 
as his owne heart was enflamed with a fincere love to 
Chrift and the Gofpell of Chrift, fo his great defire was 
to bring othersto embrace the fame; and his labour was 
not in vaine, for he converted many of his fellowes to the 
knowledge of the Gofpel,and amongft the reft Mafter Huzh 
Latimer, (who afterwards fealed to the truth of Chrif 
with his blood) Mafter Latimer being crofleskeeper at that 
time in Cambridge, bringing it forth upon proceffion dayes: 
Ac the laft Bilney forfaking the Univerfity, wer.¢ up and 
downe, Preaching the Gofpz],where ever he came,{harpely 
reproveing the pride, and pompe of che Clergie, and ftrive-

Oxford, where he grew up, and encreafed in the knowledge i 
of the Tongues,.and the Liberal] Arts,but efpecially in the : 
Scriptures, whereunto his minde Was fingularly addifted - : 
infomuch as beingin Magdalen- Hall, he read Privately to 
fomF ellows & Students fom parts of Divinitie,inftru&in 
ya them in the knowledge and truth of the Scriptures : his life 
mie, alfo was fo blameleffe, that he acquired much love, and e 
|) fteem thereby: After he had profited exceedingly,and taken 
bt his degrees there, he removed to C ambrid, 


g> and being well 
ripened in the knowledge of God's Word, he went to live 


with

with one Matter Welch in Glocefferfoire, where he was Tutor 
to his children : and many Abbats, and Doétors refortin 
thither,Mafter Tindal difcourfing with them of EuibersBrat 
mas ycxc. {hewing them plainly his judgement in Religion, 
proving the fame by the Word of God, & confuting their 
| errors ; which caufed them to bear a fecret grudg in their 
| hearts againft him: and afterwards they took occafion cto 
| rail,and rage againft him, charging him with Herefie, and 
| accufing him to the Bifhop and-Chancellor, whereupon 
| the Chancellor appointed thofe Priefts, and Mafter Tindal

The rage of the Priefts encreafing, Mafter ‘Tindal told 
Mafter Welch, that he well perceived that he could ftay

while, as he had done in Countrie before : and then hear- 
ing a-great commendation of Cuthbert J onftal Bifhop of Lon-

furnifh their children with books, and all other neceflaries, 
for which they would take care to pay. him againe quar-

Anno Chriffi 1530. when the Diet was held at Augufta for 
quieting of the controverfies about Religion, the Duke of | 
-Brun[wick, coming thither, by importunity prevatled with | 
Regius co 9 to Luneburg in his Country, ‘to take care of che | 
Church there, in which journey at Gobu:g he met with Lz- | 
ther, and {pent a whole day in familiar conference with 
him, about matters of great moment, of which himfelfe 
write’s, That he never had a more comfortable day in his 
life. Ereneftus Duke of Brun{witk loved him dearly, and e- 
fteémed him as his father ; infomuch as‘ when the City of 
Auguftafent to the Dake, defiring him to returne Regiw to 


wich his eyes as with him: and prefently after he made him 
Bifhop, and over-feer of all the Churches in his Country, 
wich an ample falary for the fame : afterwards going with 
his Prince to a meeting at Haganew, he fell fick by the Way; 
and within few dayes, with much cheerfulneffe yeelded up 
his foule into the hands of God, Anno Chrifti 1541 : he of- 
ten defired. of God that he might dyea fudden and eafie 
death, wherein God anfwered his defires. He was of an 
excellent wit,holy of life,and painfullin the worke of the 
Lord. ;

The Life and Death of CAR ALOSTADIUS 
who died Anno Chrifti 15 41. 


Ans Bodenftein Caraloftadius was borne in France, in a 
towne called Caraloftadium, by which he received his 
name : he was brought up at Schoole there, where after- 
wards he went to Rome, and having {pent fometime in the 
ftudy of Divinity, he went, thence to Wittenberg, where he 
commenfed Dottor in Divinity, ‘and was a publicke Pro- 
feffor Anno Chriftt 1512. afterwards.he became an earnelt 
affertor of Luther’s doctrine, and’ a defendor of it againft 
Ecctws, both by difputation and writing : at the time of 
Enther’s being in his Pathos, ‘Caraloftadius obtained of the 
Ele&or the abolithing of private Maffe, Auricular cons 
feffion, Images, &c. at Wittenberg ; which Luther being of- 
fended at,returned prefently thither, and Peeached eagerly 
againft that alteration, whereupon Caraloftadius wrote in’ 
juftification of it, which was the firft beginning of greater | 
differences betwixt them about the Sacrament; whereupon | 
he left Wittenberg 1524. and went to Orlamund,being called | 
toa Paftcrall charge there : but afcer a while he was called 
back to his place in Wittenberg; yet before he went, Luther 
being fent: by the Elector to Fene, and O/lamund, in a Ser- | 
mion where Caraloftadius was prefent, he enveighed bitterly | 


againft the Anabaptifts, and faid wichall, That the fame || 


fpiric reignd in the Image-haters, and Sacramentaries ; | 
whereupon Caraloftadius, being much offended, wentto his | 
lodging to confer with him -about it: afterwards Luther 
coming to Orlamund went not to falute Caraloftadinss but in 
his Sermon quarrelled with.their abolifhing of Idols: and, 
fhortly after he procured the Elector to, banith Caraloftadi- 
us ; whereof Caralostadins afterwards complained in a letter 
to his people in Wittenberg, that unheard and saab 
Rr e

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he was banifhed by Luther's. procurement:: from thence he 
went to Bafil, where heprinted fome books that he had 
written about the Lord’s Supper.for which the Magiftrates 
(being offended with the novelty of the Do&rine) caft the 
Printers into prifon, and the Senate of Tigurine forbad 
their people to read thofe books : but Zuingliys in his Ser- 
mon exhorted them firft to read, aad then to pafle judge- 
ment on them, faying, That. Caraloftadius. knew the truth, 


but had not well expreffed ic : afterwards Caralostadins | 


wandring up and downe in upper Germany, when the fedi- 
tion of the boorifh Anabaptifts brake out,(unto which they 
were ftirred up by Muncer, and for which many of them 
were brought to punifhment) Caralostadius alfo elcaped 
very narrowly, being let downein a basket over the walls 
of Rottenberg : & being in great ftreights he wrote to Luther, 
and purged himfelfe from having any hand in thofe up- 
roars, entreating him to print his book, and UE Feat ip 
his defence, which allo Luther did, defiring the Magittrates 
that he might be brought to. his juft triall, before he was 
condemned : Caraloftadius wrote againe to him a Letter, 
wherein he faid, That for his opinion about the Sacra- 
ment, he rather propofed it for difputation fake, then that: 
he pofitively affirmed any thing, wc many imputed to him 
for levity : but Luther thereupon procured his return into 
Saxonie : yethe finding little content there, went to Ligue 
rine, and taught in that place till the death of Zuinglius,and 
then he went to Bajil, where he taught ten yeers, and An,

Bafil, where he 
ftudied Phyfick, and proceeded Do&or of it :.after his Fa- 
thec’s death, he ftudied Divinity Anxo Chrifti 15043 and 
under Zafiu(a great Lawyer )he ftudied Law alfo, and pro- 
ceeded Do&tor of ic: Hie wasa great loveriand admirer of 
godly Minifters : ‘at Heidleberg he grew into, acquaintance 
with Oecolampadius, and there was aneer tye of friendthip 
betwixt them all their lives : after with him alfo he ftudi-= 
ed Hebrew, and became a Preacher, firft in Spire, and thence 
‘was called to Bafil: from thence he was fent for by the E- 
le&for Palatine,who made him his Preacherand Counfellor, 
and fent him of divers Emibaffies : alfo by Charles the fifth 
he was made of the order of Knights : from Mentz he fol- 
lowed Bucer to Argentine, where he was called to a Paftoral 
charge : he was a very prudent and eloquent man, a good

Ridevicus Myconius was borne in Franconia, of religious 

parents, and bred up at Schooletill he was thirteen 
yeeres old, and then he was fent to Anneberg, where he 
ftudied till he was cwenty,and then entred into a Monaftery 
there, without the knowledy: of his parents: the firft 
night after his entrie, he had a dream, which proved pro- 
pheticall. Ia that place he read the Schoole-men, and 4u- 
gujtine’s Workes. He read alfo at meal-time the Bible with 
Lyra’s notes on it, which he did feven yeeres together, with 
fo much exactneffe, that he had it almoft by heart: but 
difpairing of attaining to learning, he left his ftudies, and 
fell to Mechanicall Arts : About which time Tecelins 
brought his Indulgences into Germany, boafting of the vir- | 
tue of them, and exhorting all as they loved their owne| 
and theic dead friends falvation that they fhould buy them, 
ec. Myconius had been taught by his father;,the Lord's 
Prayer, the Creed, the Decalogue, and to pray often : and 
that the blood of Chrift onely could cleanfe us from fin : 
and that pardon of fin & eternall life could not be bought 
‘with money, &c.. Which caufed him to be much trou- 
bled whether he fhould beleive his father or the Priefts; but 
underftanding that there was a claufe in the Indulgences 
that they fhould. be given freely to the poore: he went to 
Tecelins, entreated him to give him one, for he was.'a poor 
finner, and onethat needed a free remiflions of fins, and a 
participation of the merits of Chrift: Tecelins admired 
that he could fpeake Latine fo well (which few Priefts | 
could doe in thofe dayes) aud therefore he advifed with 
his Colleagues, who perfwaded him to give Mycenius one : 
but after much debate, he returned him anfwer, That the 
Pope wanted money, without which he could not pare 
with an Indulgence : Myconius urged the aforenamed claufe

in the Indulgences : whereupon Tecelius his Colleagues, 
prefled againe that he might have one given him, ple ading 
his learning, and ingenuity, poverty, &c. And that it } 
would be a difhonor both to God and the Pope to denie. 
him one: but ftill Teceléws refufed: whereupon fome of 
them wifpred Myconius in the eace to give a little money, 
which he refufed to doe, and they fearing the event, one of |: 
them profered to give him fome to buy one with, which he 
ftill refufed, faying, That if he pleafed he could fell a book 
to buy one; but he defired one for Gods fake, which if they 

| denyed him, he wifhed them to confider how they could 

| anfwer ic to God, &c. but prevailing nothing, he went 
away rejoycing, that there was yet a God in heaven to 
pardon finners freely, &c. according to that promife ; 4s | 
Tlive (faith the Lord) Idefire not the death of a finner, ec. Not 
long after heentred into Orders ; and read privately Ly- 
ther’s books,which the other Friars tooke very haynoufly, 
and threatned him for it. From thence he was called to be 
a Preacher at Vinaria, where at firft he mixed fome Popith 
errors with the ‘truth, but by the illumination of Gods 
Spirit, and-by his‘ reading Luther heat laft began to preach 
againft Popery,andto hold forth the truth clearly ; which 
{pread fo {wiftly, not onely through Saxonie, but through 
all countries, as if the Augels had been carryers of it. 
Afterwards he was called to Gotha to teach and govern the 
Thuringian Churches, where he lived with his Collegues 
twenty yeeres in much peace, and concord’; of which him- 

| felfe faith; Cucurrimus, certavimus, laboravimus, pugnavimus, 
vicimus, & viximus [emper convindifiime, ec. In the tumule 
of the Boores he tooke much pains to pacifie their mindes, 
and to keepe them quiet : Yea, hefo quieted with an O- 

| ration fome that were pulling downe fome Noble. mens 
houfes, that they went away in peace : that yeerealfo he 
married a wife, by whom,through Gods blefling, he had 
a numerous pofterity.. He accompanied the Ele&tor of Sax- 
onie, in many of his journyes into the Low- Countries, and o- | 
ther places, where he preached the Gofpel fincerely,though

{ometimes to the hazard of his life. About this time Henry 
the eighth King of Enyland, fell out with the Pope, for not 
divorcing of him from his wife Katharine of Spain, fitter to 
Charles the fifth, by reafon of whofe greatnefle the Pope 
ducft not doe it: whereupon the King of England fent over 
to the Germane Princes (efpecially to the Duke of Saxonie) 
.to confederate againft the Pope, and tojoyn with them in. 
anagreement about Religion; upon which occafion My- 
conius Was dent over into England, partly about matters of 
Religion, but efpecially about a match between Henry the 
eighth, and Aune of Cleve:.but coming thither,he difcover- 
ed the Kings hypocrifie about Religion, not onely by the 
fix Articles about that time eftablithed, but alfo by hisim- 
prifoning of Latimer, and cutting off the Lord Cromwel’s 
head, and burning of Matter Barnes, &c. and by his feiz- 
ing upon all the Abby-lands : whereupon he left England, 
and being come home, he was called by Henry of Saxonie to 
vifit and reforme the Churches of Mi(nia, together with 
Luther, Jonas, Cruciger, é&c. Which fell out upon this oc- 
.cafion , George Duke of Saxonie, lying on his death-bed, 
fent to his brother Henry ( all his owne fons being dead 
before) defiring him, that fucceeding him, he fhould ifino- 
vate nothing in Religion, and wichall promifed him gol- 
den mountains by his Ambaffadors if he would affent 
thereto : to whom Henry anfwered, This Embaffie of yours is 
juft like the Divels dealing with Chrift, when be promifed bim all 
the world if he would fall downe and worfbip him : but for my owne | 
part Iam. refolued not to depart from the Truth which God:hath re- 
vealed unto me : but before the returne of the Ambafladour, 
Duke George was dead : whereupon this Henry ( notwith- 
ftanding all the oppofitions of the Papifts):made this Re- 
formation in the Churches: which worke being finifhed 
Myconius vifited all the Churches in Thuringia, and with 
the help of: Melanébon, and.fome other,. he provided them 
Paftors and Schoolmafters, and procured ftigends to be 
fetled upon them for-their maintenance. 
Anno Chrifti 15.41.he fell into a Confamption, whereof he 

wrote 
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wrote to Luther, That he was ficke not to death,but to life: which 
interpretation of the cext pleafed Luther excellently well ; 
unto whom he wrote back 5 I pray Chrift our Lord, our falva- 
tion, our health, Sec. that I may live to fee thee, and [ome others of 
our Colleagues to die, and goe to heaven, and to leave me bere a- 
mong ft the Divels alone I pray God that I may firft lay down this 
drie, exbaufted, and unprofitable tabernacle: farewell, and God for- 
bid that I fhould heare of thy death whit I live: Sed te fuperftitem 
faciat mihi Deus : hoc petos & volo, & fiat voluntas mea, Amen; 
quia hec voluntas gloriam nominisDei,erete non meam voluptatem, 
nec copiam querit.A: while afterMyconius recovered according 
to this prayer,though his difeafe feemed to be defperate, 
& out-lived ic fix yeers,even till after Luthers death;where- 
upon Fuftus Fonas, (peaking of Luther, faich of him, Ifte vir 
potuit quod voluit, That man could have of God what he pleafed. A 
little before Myconius his death, he wrote an excellent E- 
piftle to Foan. Fredericke Elector of Saxonie, wherein he 
praifeth God for raifing up three fucceflively in that Fa- 
mily, viz. Fredericke, Fobn, and Fobn Fredericke, to under-. 


take the patronage of Lu,her, &c. He was a man of fingular 
piety, of folid learning, of a dextrous judgement,of a burn- | 
ing zeal, and of an admirable candor and gravity. He died 
ofa relapfe into his former difeafe Anno Chrifti 1546. and 
of his Age 55. | |

Obn Diaxias was borne in Spaine, brought up at Schoole, 
Mafterwards he went to Paris to fludy the Arts, where he 
continued thirteen yeers ; bucitpleafed God that whileft 
he read over the holy Scriptures, and fome of Luthers 
bookes, and other Proteftant Divines, he began to fee and 
abominate the errours of Popery ; and therefore to further 
him(elfe in the knowledge and ftudy of the Truth,he went 
to Geneva, where he {pake with Calvin, and was very dear 
unto him : From thence he went to Argentine, where Mare 
tin Bucer obferved his learning, piety and diligence in his 
ftudie, obtained ofthe Senate, thathe fhould be joyned 
with him to goe to the Difputation at Ratisbane ; and when 
he came thither, he went to Peter Malvinda a Spaniard, the 
Popes Agent in Germanieswho when he knew that he came 
in the company with Bucer, and the other Proteftant Di- 
vines, he was much aftonifhed, and admired how he was 
fo much changed from that which he knew him tobe at| 
Paris: and withall, he fretted exceedingly that they had 
gotten aSpaniard amongft them, prefuming that they would 
triumph more in him then in many Germans : whereupon, 


| he left no meanes untried to draw hin\ backe a

thither ; where, after long debating of matters of Religi- 
on between the two Brothers, Alphon{w feeing the heart 
of his Brother Fobn to be fo conftantly planted en the fure 
rocke of Gods Trath, that heither Preterménts could al- 
lurehim, nor threats terrifiehim, both having beene ufed 
by the Popes Agent, nor he by perfwafion nor love could 
perfwade him to returne to Popery; he feigned himfelfe 
friendly totake his leave of him, and fodeparted: but 
fhortly after he returned againe with this ruffianly mur- 
therer, and by the way they bought an Hatchet of a Car.’ 
pinter; and Alpbon{us fending this man difguifed with let- 
ters tohis Brother, he himfelfe following, after, as Fobx 
‘Diazins was reading the letters, this bloudy murtherer cleft 
his head with the Hatchet, and taking Horfe they both 
rode away, -2nno Chrifti 15.4.6. and this inhumane Cain was 
highly commended by the. Papifts for ir. But the Lord 
would not fuffer fuch an unnaturall villanie to goe unpu- 
nifhed ; for not long after,-he was fo dogged and haunted 
by. the Furies of his own Gonfcience, that-being at T rent, 
when the Council was held there,he hanged. himéelf about 
the neck of his own Mule. 
Diazius tn bis pouthfull dapes bad cloath’o 
Hisheart wth Poperp, and after, loath’o 
Ga hat be bad Done; fo2 twohen he was tufpir’d 
Wy Weaben, he fearchf for truth, and fon unfpe’d 
Pinlelfe ; and having found the pathes of truth, 
45e hated what he acted in his pouth. 
2 bus beta furn’d from thofe ivapes that lead 
900 uffer rutie, Fame began fo fpread 
Der witas abroad, and hover-tn the eare 
Of the diftatied Pope, tobe could not heare 
Gonodnelle without tnpatience, but trove 
Wo win him with reward of nrontie:a lobe + 
Ibut finding tivas in baine, be chang’d bis minde 
From Love fo Murther, and with fped inctin’d 
Dimielte to mifchiefe being boyd of qrace, 
Put out that light which hhin’d fo much in’s face.

| (Pe Cruciger was born at Lipfich in Mi(nia, Anno 1504. 
of religious Parents, who carefully brought him up in 

the knowledge of God,and in learning.He was melancholy 
by nature,and ofa retired difpofition,much in meditation, 
and of few words: being principled in the Latine, he learn- 
ed Greek, and profited much therein, and {0 went to the 
Univerfity of Wittenberg, that having ftudyed Divinity 
there, he might be more ufefull to the Church : he fludyed 
alfo the Hebrew tongue, and" grew very exquifite therein : 
from thence was called to govern the School at Magdeburg, 
‘where he taught with much profit and applaufe till 1527. 
and then being called back to Wittenberg, he preached and 
expounded the Scriptures with fo much dexterity, that he 
was graced with the degree of a Do&or ; in that Univerfi- 
ty he fludyed and praG&tifed Phyfick alfo.He was very help- 
full to Luther in his Tranflation of the Bible. He wrote fo 
{wiftly, that he was chofen Scribe atthe difputation at 
Worms,and yet withall fuggefted to Melanéthon many things 
for anfwer to Eccius his fubtilties, infomuch that Glanvell 
(who fupplyed the Enperors room) faid of him, That the 
Lutherans had.a Scribe that was more learned then all the 
Pontificians. He alwayes oppofed the Anabaptifticall errors, 
end was very careful to preferve the Truch from corrupti- 
ons : he alwayes hated new, and ambiguous expreflions, 
which often caufed much troubles in the Church : he of- 
ten contemplated the foot. fteps of God in Nature, faying 
| with Paul, ThatGod was fo near unto us, tha: he might 
be almoft felt with our hands. He ftudyed the Mathema- 
ticks inhis Jater time, and grew fo skilfull therein-chat 
few excelled him : he was excellent alfo in the Opticks : 
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bue with exceffive pains, and inceffant fludyes night and 
day, he contraéed to himfelfe a mortall difeafe, whereby 
he walted away, and yet his intelle&uals decayed not : he, 
lay fick for above three moneths, all which time he gave | 
forth cleer & notable demonftrations of his Faith, Patience | 
and Piety: hecalled up his two young daughters, and 
caufed them torepeate their prayers before him, and then 
himfelfe prayed with great fervency for himfelfe : the 
Church, and thofe his Orphans, concluding, Invoco te quan- 
quam languida e& imbecilla fide, jed fide tamen credo promifsioni 
tue, quam {anguine tno, e> re(urrections obfignafti, ec. I call up- 
onthee with a weak, yet with atrue Faith ; I beleele thy 
promifes which thou haft fealed to mee with thy blood, 
‘and refurre&tion, &c. In his ficknefle he intermitted not 
his ftudies; for during the fame, he turned into Latine Lz- 
thers books concerning the laft words of David: heread 
the Pfalms,and other Autors : his ordinary difcourfe with 
his friends was about the Principles of Religion ; the ad- 
mirable government of the Church ; Immortality, and our 
| {weet Communion in heaven. Upon the fixth of November ' 
| | there was a great Chafin, or opening in the heavens, and in 
fome places fire fell to the earth, and flew up into the ayre 
againe ; this Cruciger faw, as he lay in his bed in the night, 
and thereupon much bewayled the great commotions, and 
diffipations in the Church, which he forefaw by this Pro- 
digie.: He {pent the few dayes which remained in prayer, 
and repentance, and fo quietly ended his dayes November | 
16. Anno Chrifti 15 48. and of his Age 45. Confidering the 
mutabilitie of all earthly things, he ufed often to fay, 
Omnia pretereunt, preter amare Deum 
Befides God’s loye nothing is fure,- 
And that for ever doth endure.

N the yeer of our Lord God 15 0 4, Paulus Fagius, alias 
Lovie was borne in a Town fituate in the Palatinate,not 

| farre from Bretta, which in the Germain language, is called 
Rhbeinetaberne ; his Father was called by the name of Peter 


‘Buchlin,

Buchlin, being chiefe-Schoole-mafter of that Towne, his, 
Mother by the name of Margaretta -Feger, daughter unto 
Henricus Fazcer of Heidelberge : who wes much heloved of 
Fredericke the Prince Elector Palatine, by reafon of his ex- 
cellent knowledge in the art of War. 

He was firft acquainted with the grounds of Leaenrng in 

| tthe fame Towne, and that through the carefulneffe and 

-| paines of his Father, which indeed feemed pleafing unto 
him, becaufe of the fharpenefle of wit and quicknefle of ap- 
prehenfion. which he faw in the childe ; and therefore for 
the better perfe&tion of his naturall parts (when he had 
reached unto the age of eleven yeares) he fent him unto 
Heidelberge, and committed him unto the tuition of Foban- 

| nes Brentins and Martinus Frechtusy two learned men 3 by 
_{ whofe meanes he was furnifhed with an excellent infight 
‘In humaine Learning. | | 

When he had continued with thefe learned. men for the 
{pace of feven yeers, and being now eighteene yeers of age, 
and longing for a greater perfection of learning ; ‘he left 
Heidelberge and went unto Stratsbarge 5 and becaufe poverty 
twharted the good-will of his Parents, fo that they could 
not afford him such maintenance as they were willing, he 
framed himfelfe unto the teaching of Youth, during his a- 
bode in that place ; by which meanes he defended himfelfe 
from that miferable condition which was likely to enfue, 
and alfo furnifhed himfelfe with money for the procuring 
of fuch Bookes as he had moft ufe of for his Studies. 

About this time the ftudy and profeffion of the tongues, 
began to appeare and to thew it felfe in Germanie, and Wol- 
fanigus. Capite fet forth two Bookes, containing folid inttru- 
ctions for the obtaining of knowledge in the, Hebrew lan- 

| guage, a thing worthy of admiration in thofe times 5 ana 
there were alfo fome Fewes,, who wandring up and downe 
did'impart the grounds of that knowledge unto many in | 
Germanie. Fagins laying hold upon this opportunity, gave 
himfelfe whoily unto the ftudy of this tongue,and for thae 
caufe he happily infinuated himfelfe into the familar

of Capito Hedio, Bucer, Zellius, and other learned Profef- 
fours, who were the. firft planters of the Church of Chrift 
in thofe places. : 

Having here indifferentl y farnifhed himfelfe with learn- 
in g, and with the knowledge of the tongues, in the yeere 
1527. he left Strasburge, and betooke himfelfe unto Ina; 
atowne in Algaria, (being thereunto conttrained with his 
poverty, and alfo with the imall regard that thofe people 
had of learned men) where, by the iatreaty and further- | 
ance of his friends, he underwent the painfall office again 
of a Schoolemafter; wherein heufed fuch diligence that | 
he gained the love of all that knew him, but finding with- 
in himfelfe a natarall inclination unto the Miniftery, he 
left his Schoole and returned againe unto Strasburge, to 
furnith himfelfe with fufficient knowledge, for the dif- 
charge of that function : here he continued for the {pace of 
cwo yeeres, {pending them alcogether in the ftudy of Di- 
vinity, ac the end whereof, he was called from Ssasburge 
by the Senate of Ijna, to undergoe a Paftorall office in the 
fame towne,which he performed for the {pace of five yeers, 
with the great approbation of his Auditors ; when he gave 

Dimfelfe again unto the ftudy of the Holy tongues, wherin 
in fhort time he proceeded beyond expedtation, fo chat he 
was adjudged to be the moft abfolureft in thofe dayes; for 
the attayning unto this perfe&tion he ufed the helpe of E- 
lias Livita, amoft learned Jew. 

Petrus Buflerus one of the Senators of I{na having notice 
of his perfection in the holy tongue, and of his naturall in- 
clination unto the Arts, at his owne coft and charge he e-, 
rected a Printing houfe; to the end that Fagius might pub- 
ith fom works for the futur good of that Nation >& for the 
credit and good fame of himfelf; but the event not anf were 
ing their expectation , Fapius came at laft, to be deeply in- 
debted unto his friend Petras ; whereby he was difhartned, 
and kept from proceeditig any further; which being per- 

ceived by Buflerus he incouraged him againe to goe for- 

he lovingly forgave him all the 
debt

debt, which amounted unto the fumme of one thoufand 
Crownes and more. 

Bat he finding by experience that I/na was nota place 
for his purpofe, he refolvedto remove; and opening the 
fame unto the Inhabitants, they feemed unwilling, yet af- 
terwards they confented : receiving Fobannes Marbachius in- 
to his roome . Before his departure, the towne was greatly 
affli&ted with the Peftilence,and he underftandin® that ma- 
ny of che wealthieit of the Inhabitants intended to forfake 
the place, without having any refpe% or care of fuch as la. 
boured with chat difeafe, and that che houfes of fuch as 
were infe&ted, were commanded to be fhut up by the Mae 
giftrate ; he openly admonithed them, either to continue in 
the towne, or liberally to beftow their almes before their 
departure, for the reliefe of fuch as were ficke : and during 
the time of the vifitation, he himfelfe in perfon would 
vifit thofe chat were ficke ; he would adminifter Spirituall 
comfort untothem, pray for them, and would be prefent 
with them day andnight, and yet by the providence of 
God he remayned untouched, and waspreferved by the al- 
powerfull hand of God. | 

Atthe fame feafon the Peftilence was hot in Strasburyc, | 
and with many others, it tooke away Wolfangus Capito, by 
reafon whereof he was called by the Senate, and defigned | 
to be his Cacceffour in the fame City, where. he continued | 
Preaching untill the beginning of the Germain warres ; for 
then Fredecicus Secundus, the Prince Ele&or Palatnie, in- 
tending a reformation in thofe Churches which were fub- 
jetto him, hecalled Fagius from Strafbuege unto Heidel- 
berge, being then reputed to bea moft eloquent and learned 
|man, and confticuted him the publicke Profeffor in the 
{ame place ;but the Emperour prevailing again che Elec. 
or, & triumphing in Germany, that which was begun in Ger- 
many, touching reformation, fell againe to che ground and 
became extin& : during his refidence here, he fet forth ma- 
ny books, but more efpecially fuch as he adjudged would 
be moft profitable for fuch as intended to ftudy the Hebrew 
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The life and Death of Fagius. 
tongue; which were fo approved of by Bucer Martyr, and 
Hedio, then ordinary profeffors of Divinity, that he was 
advanced to the reading of a Divinity Le@ure on the week 
dayes, and defigned to difcharge their Paftorall fun&ions, 
in cafe they were reftrained either with fickneffe, or any 
other ferious imployments; and in this courfe he remained 

| for the {pace of fix yeeres. 

Atthe end of which time,the Church was greatly affli&- 
edin Germany, and banifhment was threatned unto fuch as 
would not adhere unto the do@rine of the Church of 
Rome, and in the beginning of thefe troubles, it pleafed 
God to ftirre up Thomas Cranmer, Arch-bifhcp of Canterbury 
and Metrapolitan of England, to call for him out uf Germa- 
ny, who together with Bucer was honorably entertained by 
the faid Arch-bifhop and difpofed of, &c- vide Bucer. 


He died in Cambridge, inthe yeere 1550. and was hoe | 


norably buried in the Chuch of Saint Michael; his bones to- 
gether with Bucers in the dayes of Queene Mary, were diged 
up and burned, becaufe he was condemned of herifie; A- 
mongftmany Epitaphs which were fer forth in the com- 
mending of this man, that of Gulielmus Day deferveth im- 


preflion, that his worth might be manifefted unto future 
times:

& damur, Hebree, gloria prima {chola,

I the yeer of our Lord 1 4.9 1. Martinus Bucerws was born 
at Selesfadt, a towne in Germanie, famous ior many learn- | 
ed Schollars, which it hath afforded unto the World in 
thefe‘latter times: amongft which this Bucer deferveth not 
the meaneit approbation, if we fhall but confider thofe ex- 
cellent vertues wherewith he was endewed, or his learn- | 
ed and laborious a&ts forthe propagation of the cruth of 
ChriftK 3 7 S 
In his youth he was trained up in the knowledge of the 
Jiberall Arts and Sciences in his owne Countrey, wherein 
he profited beyond expetation, tothe great credit of Ais 
Matter, and to the unfpeakable comfort of his friends. 
Vv About 
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About the yeer of our Lord 1506.and about the fifteenth 
yeer of his age, through the advice and perfwafion of his 
friends, he adjoyned himfelfe unto the order of the Domi- 
nicans, where he manifefted and gave them fo fingular a 
glympfe of his induftry and towardnefle, that che moft jus 
dicious and beft ey= fighted Fryers conceived him to be fet 
apart for the performance of more then ordinary A@s. 

Being now a D_minican he greatly defired to take a view 
of Heidelberge, which was granted unto him by the Pryor : | 
here he earneftly gave himfelfe to the ftudy of Rhetorscke | 
and Phylofophies and not to thefe Arts onely but alfo to Di- 
vinity; but when he found by experience that the know- 
ledge of the Tongues was fo neceffary unto the ftudy ther- 
of, that without them it could not by any meanes poflible 
be attained to any perfeGtion, he forthwith bent all his 
forces for the gaining of the knowledge of the Greeke and 
Hebrew tongues. 

About that time came forth the Workes of Era(mus Ro- 
terodamus, in the reading, whereof Bucer greatly delighted, 
and was by them fick inftrué&ted (God opening his eyes) 
in the grounds of Evangelicall truth; and happening alfo 
| on fome of Luthers Workes newly publifhed, and compar- 
| ing che Doétrine therein delivered and taught with the ho- 
j y'Scripeures, “he fell into a fufpition of the truth of the 
| doGrine of the Church of Rome. __ 
|. Bucer having now attained unto fome perfeétion of learn- 
jing, and notice being taken of thofe excellent qualicies 
| wherewith he was adorned, upon the commendation and 
| approbation of Franci/cus S ickingen, he was entertained by 
| Fredericke Prince EleCtor Palatine, to be his Chaplaine; and 
| forfaking that profeffion which he had formerly taken, he | 

profeficd himfelfe to be a Proteftant, and Preached the 
| word both privatly and publickly, as occafions were of- 
| fered and given ‘unto him, being mach ftrengthened and 

animated thereunto, by hearing the difputation of Lyther 
| at Heidelbergey concerning Free. will, whereby he became 
| becter fatisfied in the point of juftification. . | 


And 
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And this was the firft acquaintance which he had with 
that burning light of the Church,by whom it pleafed God 
to worke an alteration in his heart, and an earneft intent 
to beat downe the finnes of the times, to difpell the foggie 
mifts of darkenefle and ignorance, that the glorious'light 
of Chrifts Gofpel might the better appear. For the Prince 


| Eletor having urgent occafions to goe into Belgiuno, and 


taking him with him as his affociate, he fharpely reproved 
in his Sermons and Exercifes the fuperfticious impieties of 
thofe places ; wherein he proceeded with that eagernefle 
of {pirit, that the Monkes and Fryers there living, were 
much offended at his Do&trine, as a thing prejudicial] to 
cheir lazie manner of life: Wherefore to prevent his pro- 
ceeding, they intended fecretly to take away his life (an 
old pra@ife of that hellifh brood) but the providence of 
God would not fuffer this light to be thus extinguifhed 5 
for he having notice of the fnares which were laid for him 
fecretly fled away, and went unto Francifcus Sickingems of 


whom he was.kindely and lovingly entertained,premifing | 


him fafety untill that the times were better quieted as 


| touching Religion ; with whom he remained untill fuch 


ach timeas Luther was called anto /ormes, unto whom he 
went, and having {pent many dayes in conference with 
him, he departed from him, not without he embracing of 
his Do&rine, with an intent to make publicke profeflion 
of the fame, for the glory of God, untill he had finifhed 
that time which was alotted unto him here on earth : and 
refolving to-take his journey for Wittemberge, he was ftay= 
ed by the intreaty of the faithful Paflors of the Church at 


Wiffenduege, where he continued Preaching for the {pace of 
| halfe a yeere, not without the great benefit of the Church, 
lamtill that he with Henricas Mothererus were with great’ 
| forrow compelled to depart that place, through the means , 


of the Vicar of Spire,which at that time was a great enemy 
and an oppoferof the truth of Chrift.

Now although the Word of God had no good fticceHte| | 


in this place, yet ic pleafed God that it florifhed in’ S1raj~ 
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The Life and Death of Bueer. 
burgesby the’ pains of Matthias Lellius and Capper Hedio,faith- 
full labourers in the Lords Vineyard, hither came Bucer in 
| the yeere of our Lord 1523. and was by chem with all joy- 
fulnefle received, as one who laboured with them for the 
converting and wining of Soules unto Chrift, and for the 
propagation of his truth : and was by them appointed to 
Preach publickly in che Church, and to teach openly in 
the {choole, fo that within (hort time the do@rine of the 
Gofpell tooke firme rooting ia many places of the City. 
and they altered many things in the Church, concerning 
Maffe, the Sacraments, holy dayes, jmages, and the like, 
rendring ftrong reafons for what they did, ina booke fet 
forth by them, and dedicated, unto Frederick the Prince E- 
leGor Palatine. | 
Now becaule there was a difference betwixt the profeffors 
of che Gofpell,concerning fome important matters, there- 
fore a meeting was appointed at Marpurge,where Bucer and 
Hedio had conference with Luther and Zuinglins, where they 
agreed in all points, the Sacrament of the Lords Lupper 
onely excepted, wherein Confabftantiation was affirmed 
on the part of Luther,yet they departed each from the other 
friendly, intending to abftaine alcogether on both fides 
from ftrife and contention, and to pray unfainedly unto 
the Lord that he would vouchfafe to inftru& and guide: 
them with his holy Spirit ia the way of cruth, But. Bucer 
hearing that this diffention amongft them concerning the 
Supper of the Lord, was very gratefull unto the Papifts ; he 
went unto Luther againe, to urge him co a reconciliation 
in that poine; fron whom he received fuch. an an{wer,. 
that forchwith he went to Zuinglims and the Switzers, to 
| per{wade them to adhere unto the Came Do&rine, for well 
ihe forefaw what great hurt that Sacramentary diffention 
| would bring unto the Church, if it were not quickly cut 
off, and taken away. 
In the yeere of our Lord, 1531. it pleafed God to open 
the eyes of the Inhabitants of Vimes, fo that they greatly 
defired a reformation in their Churches, and for-that caufe 
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they requeited the Senate of Strasburge, thac Bucer might be 
{ent over unto them to lay the ground of fo happy a bulld: 

ing, which was faithfully ‘performed by Bucer, together 
with the helpe and affiftance of Oecolampadius, and a forme 
of Divine worthip prefcribed unto them; but perceiving 
fill the courfe of the truth, tobe hindred and ftopped by 
this difference about the Sacrament, with the confent of 
the Ele&tor; he repaired againe to Luther, being refident at 
Wittenberge, where afcer {ome difcourfe ;' conclufions con- 
cerning the Sacrament were agreed on betwixt the Divines 
of Wittenberge and Highec Gumanie, in the yeere 1536. yet 
afcer fome, confideration, Bucer renounced the opinion of 
Luther concerning Confubftantiation, (although he had fab- 
{eribed: unto it at Wittenderge) and taught the Contrary ; 
wherefore Bucer with many others were there deteined by 
the Lantgrave of Hafia untill they came to an agreement 
amongft themfelves, the chiefe heads whereof were fent 
unto Bafil, which were not approved of by the Senate 5 
then Bucer ‘returned to Strasburge, went forward in his ex- 
ercife of Preaching and Teaching, not only in the Church, 
but alfo in a publick fchoole, wc" had been newly erected at 
the proper coft and charges of the Senate, where he remain- 
edunto the yeere 1541. about which time the Emperor 
Carolus Augustus returned into Germany, and commanded 
apublick conference at Reinfpurge a City in Bavaria cone 

cerning the reformation of Religion, and through the 
meanes nnd intreaty of Frederick, Prince Eletor Palatime, 
and other Proteftants and Princes, he appointed Julius A- 
lugius, Fobannes Eccius, Fobannes Gropperus, Papifts, and Phile 
lip Melanéthon, Martinus Bucer, and Fobannes Piftorivs Prote- 
ftants for the performance thereof; the Emperor him felfe 
greatly charged them, Cin fo weighty a matter.to have re- 
fpe& onely to the glory of Godand of his truth, and not 
to be carryed away wt any other favour or affe&tion what- 
foever; butintheir conferences fuch difagreements were 
found amongft them, that by no meanes their opinions 
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could-be reconciled,& becaufe alfo that Germany at that time} 
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~~~ | feared the approching of the Turkes, the affembly was dit 
folved. | | 
Inthis Aflembly Gropperus tooke great notice of Bacer, 
much applauding him for his lenity, conjoyned with a 
comely gravity, and wichall commended him unto Heir- 
manna, then Areh- bifhop of Colen, who ae that time en- 
deavoured alfo a reformation in the Churches, and told 
him that he was aman moft fit for fuch a purpofe, being 
excellently learned, a lover of peace, anda man of an un- 
{potted life and converfation : wher upon Hermannus fends 
for Bucer,who in the yeer 15 42.came unto him,who wth ex- 
ceeding joy received and entertained him, where together 
with Melanéthon he wrote the manner of reforming Chur- 
ches,which they dedicated unto the fame Arehbifhop ;ma-= 
ny of the inhabitants approved of the worke,and willingly 
yeelded untoa reformation, but the Clergy and thofe of 
the Colledge, were mightily incenfed againft Bucer,greatly 
reproaching and reviling him, afirming that they had ra- 
ther lead their lives under the Turk,then under aMagiftrate, 
who intended to fettle that reformation, and therefore 
they defired that Bucer, and all thofe new Doctors (as they 
termed them)might be far removed from that City, thuting 
as it were the gates of mercy againft their owne foules,and 
|Gropperus who formerly had fhewed and profeffed much 
love unto him, came now to be his greatelt enemy;and the 
Archbithop for his defire of a reformation,was excommus 
nicatedby the Pope and deprived of his fun@ion and go- 
vernment, by the Empercr, and all thofe parts returned a- 
gaine, like dogs unto their vomit, 0s 
In the yeere 15.46. there was ahother affimbly appoint: 
ed by the Emperour at Kenifpurge, unto which alfo Bycer 
was called, who at that time had a great confli& with Pe- 
trus Malvanda a Spaniard, touching the juftification ofa 
finner before-God, but in regard of diverfe troubles which 
| did accompany thefe times nothing could be concluded: 
|. Inthe yeere 1 548. Fulins Phlagins,Michael Heldingus and 
| fobannes Agricola, by the commandement of the Empe- | 
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rour, wrote a forme of Ecclefiafticall reformation, little | 


or no way ae from the opinions of the Church of 
Rome ; which worke was approved by the Emperour, and 
Bucer was craftily called by a Magiltrate of Brandenburge un- 
co Auppurge, to fubfcribe unto the fame worke, perfwading 

him that ic was Colle&ted out of the moft learned writers 5 
but Bucer uderftanding the matter fully, told him after 2 
freindly manner, that he could not approve of it,becaufe it 
{favored too much of the doétrine of the Church of Rome, 
neither would he be drawne thereunto, although the fame 
party promifed'to confer large benefits upon him. 

- This Booke, bythe command of the Emperour, was 
thruft upon the: Reformed Churches, and thofe who with- 
ftood it were feverely punifhed, either wich imprifonment 
or banifhment; and asithappily fell our, the fame of Br- 
cer and hard fortune of his painfull contemporaneans came 
into England, in the reigne of that vertuous Prince of blef- 
fed: memory Edward the fixc, even when a Reformati- 
on began to be eftablifhed in the Church : wherefore 
Thomas Cranmer. Archbifhop of Canterbury, perceiving 
that he would be advantagious in that behalfe, fent over 
letters nnto him, wherein he perfwaded him with Paulus 


|. .| Faging to come into England ; affuring chem both of kinde 


entertainment and a fufficient ftipend, if it would pleafe 
them to continue amongft them. 
Thefe Letters comming to their hands(becaufe they faw 
| little or no‘hopes of doing any good. in Germanic) they re- 
folved to vifit England; and Bucer taking his leave of the 
Senate of Strasburge, after he had fupplyed a Paftorall of- 
fice amongit them the {pace of twenty yeeres, he with Fa- 
gius went for England in the yeer of grace 1549. where they | 
arrived in good health, and were moft courteoufly enter- 
tained, anda place provided for them in the Univerfity of 
Gambridge, for che expounding of the holy Scriptures, and 
a large’Stipend allotted unto them ‘for the maintenance of 
their Families; the Univerfity conferring one priviledge 
on him, which was not‘given unto any before him 5 ti 
this | 
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th is that according to his defire, he was inaugurated into 
his Office without any publicke Ceremony. He was much 
admired of in the Univerfity for his learning, for the inte- 
grity of his life and converfation ; for his plaineneffe in his 
apparell,for his temperateneffe in his dyet,for his conftancy 
in his labours, and for his patience in his fickneffe. 
Within fhort time after they came hither, they both fell 
into an irrecoverable ficknefle, by reafon of the change of 
the ayre and dyet ; Fagius was the firft that yeelded his foul 
into the hands of God; Bucer followed fhortly after, who 
before his death prayed unto almighty God, that he would 
not fuffer England to fall into thofe finnes, which had 
brought Germany unto great mifery ; and withall, defired 
that thofe things which he had written unto the King cone 
cerning the difcipline of theChurch,might take firme foot- 
ing in the Kingdome. Matter Fohn Bradford coming to him 
in the time of his fickneffe, and telling him that he would 
remember him in his prayers, being that day to Preach, he 
uttered thefe words,Ne abiicias me Domine in tompore fenectutis 
mee cum defecerit virtus mea; forlake me not O Lord in the 
time of my age, and when my ftrength faileth me. Being 
admonifhed in his fickneffe that he fhould arme himfelfe 
againft the affaults of the Divell ; he anfwered,that he had 
nothing to doe with the Divell, becaufe he was wholly in 
Chrift, and God forbid;God forbid, but that I fhould have 
fome experience of his heavenly comfort. 

After Sermon Bradford came to. him againe, and after 
fome words, declared unto him the great feare which the 
Phyfitians had to prefcribe any ching unto him, by reafon 
of the weakneffe of his body, which he apprehending, with 
his eyes fixed towards heaven, he uttered thefe words : ile, 
ile regit & moderatar omnia, he, he it is, chat ruleth and gO- 
vermeth all things; and fo in the midf of many godly 
prayers he quietly yeelded his foul unto the hands of God, 
on the 27. of February, in the yeere of our Lord 1551. be- 
ing 61. yeeres of his age, he was buried with great folem+ 

nity in Saint Maries in Cambridge, to the griefe of many 
ftuderts, 
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ftudents; before his buriall a Funeral! Sermon was deliver. ; 
ed by Gualterus Haddon, at his.buriall by Do&tor Parker. 
After thedeath of Edward the fixt, his fifter the Lady | 
Mary comming to the, crowne, fhe reftored the doGrine of 
| |the Church of Rome, andin her dayes Cardinall Poole, the 
| Popes Legate being a man of great Authority,Jaboured with 
might and maine; for the rooting out of herefie and here- | 
| tick( for fo he termed the Gofpell and the profeffors there- 
of ) and for that caufe he appointed five Inquifitors, for 
the reformation of the Univerfity of Cambridge, thefe ob- 
tained that the bones of both thefe faithfull Minifters of 
Chrift fhould be digged up, condemned of hzrifie, and des 
livered to the Magiftrate to be burnt, together with all the 
bookes of theirs which were extant in the kingdome ; 
‘but in the raine of Queene Elizabeth, this fentence was not 
approved but rejected, and they were reckoned amongft 
che number of Martyrs which had fuffered for the truth of 
Chritt. 
The labours which he lefe behind him, as fo many wict- 
nefles of his fufficiency and worth, are thefe which fol- 
low.

Ajper Hedio was born at Etling, in the Marquifat of 
‘Baden, of honeft Parents, and educated in learning at 
Friburgey where alfo he Commented Matter of Arts ; and 
from thence went to Bajil, where he ftudied Divinity, and 
Commenfed Door : whence he was called to Preach in 
the chiefe Church at Mentz,but fome, not liking fuch plain 
Preaching, and the Monkes raifing a perfecution againft 
him, he went thence to Argentine, Anno Chrifti 1533. where 
he was a great afliftent to Capito, and Bacer in reforming of 
Religion by the command of the Senate: there alfo he 
married.a wife Anno Chrifti_ 1533. and though the Papifts 
raifed a great perfecution in that City, yethe Preached 
boldly againft Maffes,-Indulgences, Auricular Confeffion, 
gc. and wrote againftthem allo. Anno Chrifti 1543. when 
Herinan Archbifhop of Collen began a Reformation, hefent: 
for Bucers and Hedio, to affift him therein, whence (after he 
was drivenby Cz/ar, and his Spaniards) efcaping through 
many difficulties and danger, he-returned to Argentine 3 
what time he could {pare fromhis Minifteriall employ- 
ment, hefpent in writing Commentaries, and Hiltories. 
Anno Chrifii 15 52-:he fickened and died. | 
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| [he Life and Death of CEoRGEPRINCE. 
of Anhalt, mao dved Anno Chrifti 1553. 


Eorg Prince of Anhalt was born 4n.Chr.1507-his Father 
vas Prince Erneft,who was carefull to bring himup in 
the fear of God;and for that end he placed him with George 
Forcheme, who was eminent for training up of youch,under 
whom he profited exceedingly, both in humane literature, 
and in principels of Divinicy : then he was fet to the ftudy 


of the Law, wherein he profited very muchalfo: having} 


attained to the age of twenty two yeeres, he was chofen by 
Albert, Ele&tor of Mentz to be one of his Councell,where- 
in he carried himfelfe wich high commendations, in ma- 
naging the greateft State-affairs : But the Controverfies a- 
bout Religions waxing hot at this time, and Luthers books 
coming abroad, he fell to reading of them, and fufpetting 
| his owne injudicioufneffe, he would often pray with tears 
to God to encline his heart to the Truth, faying, Deal with 
thy fervant according to thy mercyy and inftruc? mee in thy righ'te 
ou(neffe. He was frequent in reading the Scriptures, Eccle- 
fiafticall Hiftories, Auguftine, Hierom, and Lombard : he ftu.

Falling fick of a molt croublefome difeafe, he 
was frequent in holy prayer, for himfelfe, for all che 
Princes of that family, for his country, and for Germany 3 
he had fome portions of holy Scriptures daily read to him: 
‘he made his, Will, wherein he fet downe the Confeflion of 
his Faith, and commended the defenfe of his Churches to 
his brother : he added fomething to the ftipends of all the 
godly Minifters under his charge : He often ruminated up- 
on thofe texts, God.[o loved the world, that he gave, ec.

Obn Rogers was bornein England, and brought up at the 
Univerficy of Cambridge, where he profited very much in 
good learning; and from thence was chofen by the Mer- 
chant Adventurers to betheir Chaplaine at Antwerpe, to 
whom he Preached many yeeres,and there falling into ac- 
quaintance with William Tindall and Miles Coverdal ( who 
were fled from perfecution in Eugland ) he,by their meanes, 
profited much in the knowledge of J efas Chrift,and joyn- 
ed with them in that painefull and profitable worke of 
| Tranflating the Bible into Englifh: there he married a wife, | 
and from thence he weat to Wittenberg,where he much pro- | 
ficed in learning,and grew fo skilfall in the Datch tongue, | 
that he was chofen Paftor to a Congregation there, where 
he difcharged his Office with diligence and faithfulneffe 
many yeeres : but in King Edwards time, he was fenc for 
home by Bifhop Ridley, and was madea Prebend of Pauls,in 
which place he Preached faithfully till Queen Maries days; 
| and in che beginning of her Reign, ina Sermons at Pauls- 
| Croffe, he exhorted the people conftantly to adhere to that 
| Doétrine which they had been taught,and to beware of pe- 
ftilent Popery,&c.for which he was called before theLords 
of the Councill, where he made a ftout, witty and godly 
anfwer, and was difmiffed: but after the Queens Procla- 
mation againft True-Preaching, he was agai called (the 
Bifhops thirfting for his blood) and committed prifoner to 
his owne houfe, whence he might have~efcaped, and had

Germany, where hecould not want preferment, &c. But

| not depart,though to the hazard of his life; from his own 
houfe he was removed by Bonner to Newgate amoneft thieves 
and murtherers : he was examined by the Lord Chancellor, | 
and the reft of the Councell, and by them was re-commit- | 
ted to prifon: he was much prefled to recant, but ftoutly | 
refufing, was fir ft’excommunicated and degraded, and then | 
condemned : after which hedefired that his wife(to whom | 
he had been married eighteen yeeres, and by whom he had | 
ten children, and fhe being a ftranger) might be admitted | 
to come to him whilft he lived : but Stephen Gardiner, then 
Lord Chancellor, would by no meanes fuffer it, February the 
fourth Anno Chrifti 1555+ he was warned to prepare for 
death before he rofe: If it be jo,faid he,I need not tie my points, 
and fo he was prefently had away to Bonner to be degraded, 
of whom he earneftly requefted to be admitted to fpeake 
with his wife, but could not prevaile; from thence he was 
carryed into Smithfield, where fcarce being permitted to 
{peake to the people, he briefly perfwaded them to perfeve. 
rance in that cruth which he had taught them, which alfo 
he was now ready to feale with his blood : then was a par- 
don profered to himifhe would recant, but he utterly re- 
fufed it 5 his wife, with nine {mall children, and the tenth 
fucking at her breft came to him, but this forrowfull fight 
nothing moved him,but in the flames he wathed his hands, 
and with wonderfull patience took his death ; all the peo- 
ple exceedingly rejoycing at his conflancy, & praifing God 
for it.

Owland Tailor was Do@or in both the Laws, ard Re- 
| Pe. of Hadleyin Suffolke, where Mafter Thomas Bilney 
| had formerly been a Preacher of the Word, and in which 
place there were few either men or women that were not 
well learned in the holy Scripcures ; many having often 
read over the whole Bible, and could fay agreat part of 
Paul's Epiftles by heart. Here this Do&or Tailor Preached 
conftantly on Sabbaths, Holy-dayes, and at other times 
when he could get the People together. His life alfo, and 
converfation was very exemplary, and full of holineffe: 
he was meek and humble, yet would ftoutly rebuke fin in 
the greateft: to the poorey blinde, lame, fick, bed: rid, or 
that had many children, he was a father, caufing the Pari- 
fhioners to make good provifion for them, befides what of 
his owne bounty he gave them : he brought up his.chil- 
dren in the fear of God, and good learning. In the begin- 
ing of Queen Maries reign, two Popifh perfons fuborned.a 
Prieft to come and fay Maffe in his Church; he being at 
his ftudy, and hearing the Bell to toul, went to Church, 
and finding this Prieft guarded with drawn {words, in his: 
Popith robes, ready to begin the Maffe, he faid unto him, 
Thou Divell, who made thee [o bold to enter into this Churchy to pro= 
phane and defile it with this abominable Idolatrie 3 I command thee 
thou Popifo Wolfe in the name of Ged to avoid bencey and not to pre-

out hooking in either Heretique or Schifmatique,or any O- 
ther,who tuffered for nothing leffe then well doing. And 
from a chiete place amongft thofe holy men, and witnefles 
co the truth of the Gofpell of Fe/us Chrift, all Stapletons ex- 
ceptions, bitter rayling, and intemperat {Coffes,can not,

He was borne in Manchefter, the qualicy of his Parents 
(though their meanes be not recorded) may be eafily ga- 
thered. by his Edacctiong which was the beft thaceither that 
place, or thofe times could afford; for he arrived very €ar- 
ly at the knowledge of the Latin Tongue: and for Arithma- 
ticke, he had few «quals in thofe parts, both which being 
adori’d, and helped forward by a faire, and {peedy band, 
he became fit for imployment abroad, before any great 
notice wastaken of him at home : which moved Sir Foon 
Harrington, a noble Knight, and in good efteem both with 
King Henry the eighe, and his Son Edward the fixt, to af= 
fume him into the number of his fellowes = and imploy 

imin his moft private and andurgent affaires both at 


home, 
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home and abroad. For at Bulloigne he was Treafurer at 
warres, and here he had the charge and overfight of all his 
Majefties buildings : In both imployments, he found the 
fervice of young Bradford (who befides his honefty and dili- 
gence, had anotable dexterity in cafting up, and Auditing 
accoumpts) of fuch importance, that where ever he im- 
ploy’d him, he committed all to his truft, and own’d 
whatfoever he did, as immediatly done by himfelfe. And 
truly therein he more favored himfelfe, then Bradford, who 
in the whole courfe of his imployment, fo acquicted him- 
felfe, asit ishard to determine, whether therein he ufed 
greater diligence, or integrity. But having {pent diverfe 
eeres in this honeft and thrifty courfe of life ; wherein if 
he had perfitted, he was in a faire way both of wealth and 
worthip : he began to Elevate his thoughs above thefe tem- 
porary things, and afpire to a fervice lefle profitable, but 
much more honorable : wherefore making up his ac- 
coumpts with his Mafter (whoneither would nor could 
difwade him from what he had once refolved)he gave him- 
felfe wholly to the ftudy of Divinity, and reading of the 
Scriptures. But perceiving how ufefuil and neceflary a 
Hand-maid Humanity is to Divinity, avd how fhort he 
came of thofe Tongus and Sciences, without which it was 
improbable, if not impoffible for him, to attaine any per- | 
fe&tion in the nobleft, and moft fapereminent of all, 
other Sciences, at which he chiefely aimed : leaving the 
Temple at London, where he ufually beftowed fome few | 
|houres every day in hearing the Reader of the Common- 
Law; hebetooke himfelfe tothe Univerfity of Cambridge, 
ag neither able nor defirous, to fuppreffe chat which in- 
wardly moved him, to fit himfelfe for an able workman 
in amore fpirituall building. After a yeere and fome few 
moneths {pent in the Univerfity, he attained his degree of 
Mafter ift Arts, whereunto others. are hardly admitred, 
after long examination, and feven yeeres painfull ftudy : 
But fach was his Carriage, diligence and proficiency, that 
this favour, though extraordinary and. infolent, was 
Zz thought’ 
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thought well beftowed upon him by the whole Univerfi- 
ty : And leaft any man may chinke, it was rather (cut of 
Charity) defer'd to his yeeres, thea abilities : he was im-

ing One timeCamongft many) moved by Bucer, to defer the 
imployment of his Talent no longer, and he pretending 
(as formerly) his prefent inability. If thou. canft not at- 
taine unto Manchett (Laid Bucer) mayeft thou not therefore 
feed this poore and Soul ftarved People with Barly loaves; 
which proceeding from aman he fo fincerely lov'd, and 
upon whofe jndgment he fo much relyed ; made him lay 
afide all his former tergiverfations , and in good earneft 
buckle himfelfe to the worke: But becaule no man can 
take upon him that funGion, unleffe he be called, as was 
Aaron; though he doubted not of his inward vocation by 

od, yet would he bynomeanes thrutt his fhickle into 
that facred harveft, before he was called by the Church, and 
feperated thereunto by Impofttion of Hands : which, with a 
Licence to Preach, and a Prebend in Saint Pauls, he obtained 
from that renowned Bifhop, and glorious Mzriyr, Do&or 
Ridley, Bifhop of Londen: For three yeeres together, he 
Preached faithfully and diligently, in featon and out of 
feafon ; being a fharpe and impartiall reprover of vice, a 
vehement exhorter to vertue, no man oppofing Herefies 
with greater animofity, or afferting the truth with more 


evidence and perfpicuity : whereby his fame {pread it felf 
almoft over the whole kingdome ; And yet all this was but

of the place,the perfwafion of theBifhop,nor the authority 
and prefence of the Lord Major,could:ftop them from pul.

But the Sermon ended and Beurne(as he had rea: | 
fon) not yet daring to commit: himfelfe to the fo lately | 
inraged multitude, notwithftanding he was back’c by the 
Lord Major and Sheriffs, befought Mafter Bradford not to 
leave him, untill he brought him into fome place of fecu- 
rity;

men; yea fo far was he from being afraid or forry for what 
he had:done, that in his afternoones Sermon at Bow Church, 
he tharply reprehended his Auditors, for their forenoones 
tumultuo us Carriage and fedition :. And yet fach was the 
malice of che common adverfary, and iniquity of the times, 
that about three dayes after, for this very fa& he was fum- 
moned to appeare before the Councell, and by the Lords! 
Committed: to the Tower, from whence within few weeks, 
they removed him co the Kings Bench ; where (through the 
Keepers connivance) he had often. conference with Matter 
Laurence Saunders,at that time a prifoner in the Marthalfey. 
Bifhop Farrar he found in the.Kings Bench before hins, where 
having indured a clofe and tedious imprifonment,he began 
at length, through humane infirmity, to recoyle in the 
point of Tranfubftantiation, in fo mach that he under- 
tooke to Communicate under one Kinde at Eafter follow- 
ing. But Bradford dealt fo effeually wich him, that he re- 
vok'd this promife, and refumed his former principles. His 
occafions of efcape were as many asthe dayes of his im- 
prifonment, whereby any man may fee, to fave in life, he 
wovld not break his word with his Keepers ; being asked 
what courfe he would take, if God fhou!d deliver him out 
of prifon : he faid, he would not fly out of the Kitgdome, 
but there Preach, though fecrerly, as the times would per- 
nithim. During his long refiraint, he was oftentimes ex- 


amined 3° 
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amined firftby the Lords ofthe Councell at what time he, 
was clapt up inthe Tower ; which was in Auguft 1 5-5 3. 
but of that examination there is nothing now extant, ex- 

cert onely one paflage repealed in the fecond. After that | 
by the Bifhop of Winchefter Lord Chancellor of England,and 
other fele& Commiflioners, Fandary 22. 1555. The things 
laid to his chargé were principally thefe: That he was the 
Author of the tumult at Bournes Sermon,becaufe(forfooth) 
he foreadily and dextroufly appeafed the fame : That:he 
prefumed to Preach without Licence, though he had been 
a Divinity LeGturer at Pauls two yeeres before that tumult, 
And that upon his firft Commiittall to the Tower, he had 
anfwered the Qneens Councell peremptorily and faucily 

in the point of Religion : As that he was now more then | 
ever confirm’d in the fame; as it was reform’d and profefled 
under Edward the fixt, The firft. and laft of thefe Articles 
he denyed, faving the words laft repeated; the fecond he 
laboured to juftifie,as not requifite from them, by any law 
at that time in force,when he-Preached ; in the conclufion, 
the cwitted him inthe teeth with Herefie, and accufed 
him of-writing from the Tower feditious: letters into 
Lancafter : whereto, becaufe they defended not to particu- 
lars, he. gave them onely general! anfwers. The whole 
‘conference was larded with an often repealed tender of the 
Queens Mercy, in cafe he would confeffe his fedition, ac= 
knowledge and abjure his Herefies, and returne to che bo- 
tome of the Romifb Church after their example. To the

Spirit, and abundance of tears, that the hardeft hearted a- 
| mongft chem, could not choofe but Simpathize wth him.Ia 
the midft of this prayer, when he put on the {birt wherein 
he was to be burned, he inlarged himfelfe in a moft {weet 
meditation, of the Wedding Garment, and after that, about 
twelve a clock in the night, came dawne into the Court, 
where the prifoners tooke their finall leave of him, as he 
went from the Counterto Newgate, ( though it was about 
midnight, yet) great multitudes of people were gathered 
together in the ftreets, who. much lamented, and earneftly 
prayed for him;to whom he returned their curtefie in both 
inds, with intereft. About nine in the morning he was 
led forth to Smithfield with a very great Guard, as he came 
downe the ftaires he efpiedan old friend whom he called 
unto him, imbraced, and after fome private whifperings 
beftowed upon him his velvet night-cap , handkerthiefe, 
and fom other trifles. And yet Roger Be(wicke his brother in 
law had his head cruelly broken by Seriffe Woodrefe,for but 
offering to{peake to him: for which, and other his barba- 
rous inhumanities,committed againft the Saints,and faith- 
full wicnefles of Fefus Chrift at fuch times, a heavy and 
vifible judgment overtooke him, within few yeeres there- 
after 3 for befides the Palfie, which for eight yeers toge- 
ther, difinabled him from riding , walking, or turning 

| himfelfe in his bed, he fell intoa moft devouring, and in- 
fatiable Byulimy.

ed with him, and earneftly exhorted the people to repens 
tance: which fo intaged the Sherieffe, that(which was not 
ufuall)he commanded his hands fhould be tyed.His laft au- | 
diable Words were thofe of our Saviours 5 Strait is the way, 
and narrow is the gate that leadeth to Salvation, and few there be 
that finde it : He indured the flame asa frefh galeof wind 
in a hot Summers day, without any reluctancy ; confirm- 
ing by his-death the crath of that doctrine, which he had 
“| fo diligently and powerfully Preached, during his life ; 
which ended, Fuly.che firft 1556. in the prime, though 
in what yeere of his age, is not certainly knowne. He was, 
for his ftature, tall but {lender : of a faintith fanguine. 
Complexion, his heir and beard auburne, his countenance 
was full of fweetneffe mix’d with reverence and aufterity : 
He fpent the whole time of his inprifonment in reading , 
Preaching and praying: eating but once every day, and 
that but fparingly ; fcarcely ever rifing-from that nieale, 
wherein his tears'did notlargly bedew his trencher. He 
flept not (commonly) above four hours a night, from the 
time he went to bed, cill dead fleep:lock’d up his fenfes, his 
candle went not out nor his booke out of his hand. Halfe 
an hour-he fent. ufually after dinner in difcourfe, (which 
was all the recreation: he ufedy the reft of his time, in his 
owne private devotions: and tudies His death was gene-- 
rally lamented by all who knew, or bas heard of of him 5, 
| |yeamany Papilts themfelves, being convi&ed with his in- 
| noeency of his life, or taken wich the quickneffe and moe 
difty of his anfwers; but efpecially coniidering che implac- 
able malice and cruelty of his enemies, heartily wifhed his 
deliverance ;for all men obfervid,how they had ficft com- 
mitted him without law, and then after a ycers imprifon- 


ment made one to take away his life: He denyed indeed the

Weare inform’d by Mafter Fox, that he wrote many 
comfortable Treatifes, efpecially during his imprifon- 
ment, of which thefe onely have had the fortune to reach 
our times.

be not unfitly, nor unworthily be ftiled. For he was for a 
long time a maintainer’ and pra&ifer of Popith fuperftiti- 
ons, which his adverfaries. alfo twiting him with in the 
time of his troubles, hedenyed not, but freely confefled 5 
yet withall profefling, that he had fince that time repented 
him thereof; and God, he trufted had in:mercy pardoned 
upon his repentance, what in: ignorance hethen did: But 
after it pleafed God to reveale his ¢rath to him more clear- 
ly, he laboured as earneftly as any of his fellow labourers 
in 
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in the propagation of it; being indowed with as eminent 
parts as any of chem for that purpofe, and at length feal- 
ed it up, as did fome others of them alfo, with his blood. 
He was borne in Northumberland,as fome fay, or as others, 
in the Bithopricke of Durham, de{cended of a worthipfull 
Family bearing that name, and trained up in the firft radi- 
ments of literature in the Grammer {Choole at New=caftle 
upon Line; which towne fituate upon that river, which 
divideth thofe two Counties, though ftanding within 
Northumberland, is by a bridge joyned unto the Bifhoprick of 
Durbam: from the fchoole there he was firft tran{planted 
intothe Univerfity of Cambridge : and from thence, asit 
feemes, removed upon fome occafions to Oxford ; for that 
learned and induftrious Bifhop, who hath compiled a Ca- 
talogue of our Englifh Prelates,doth of his certaine knows 
ledge affure us, that he was fome time fellow of Univerfi- 
ty Colledge there. Thofe.of..Pembrooke Hall in Cambridge, 
among whom he was firft placed, could not, it feemes well 
be without him, or he without them : with whom, if he 
continued not at firft, yet he returned fhortly againe to 
them, whither of his owne accord, or inviged by them, 
doth not appeare. But certaineit is that he was head of 
that houfe, and there tooke his degree of Doftor in Divi- 


nity : Before which, or after I cannot certainly fay, being | 


defirous to fee what Schooles of learning are abroad, and 
to try ifbetter meanes for the inproving of himfelfe and 
hisexcellent parts elfwhere be found, he left thefe parts 
for atime, and vificed the Univerfity of Paris, being the 
prime place of note for {choole-divinity in thofe dayes : 
But there he made no long ftay, notfinding peradventure 
what he looked for; but returned againe to his own Coun- 
try and his former place of aboade. 

Upon his returne, or not long after, efpeciall notice be- 


ing taken of him, as his good parts. well deferved; he was} 


called to be Chaplaine unto King Henry the eight, and was 
in procefle of time preferred-to the Bifhoprick of Ruchefter 
becoming vacant by the tranflation of Hevr} Holbeach thence 
to 
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to Lincelnes: Concerning which his preferment I find diffe- 
rent relations; for Mt Fex in his Martyrologie affirmes ihe 
he was by & under’ King Henry promoted to that See;wher- | 
as the forementioned compiler of the Catalogue of Bi- 
fhops,: (who feemes to have followed theauthentick re- 
cords) referreth-both the removal! of Holbeach, and the ad- 
vancement of Ridley his fucceffor to the firft of King Ed- 
ward in the yeere of our lord 1547. However, inthat feat 
he fat-not long, for in the third ef King Edward, upon the 
deprivation ‘of Bonner, that bloudy perfecutor of Gods 
people and butcherer of Chrifts flock, he was tranflated to | 
the Bifhoprike of London : wherein how he bemeaned him- | 
felfe, fhall hereafter be related. | 
Before thefe his latter times, having long walked in the 


dark, he came at length tofee better and clearer light, in

the inner man he hath adorned, yea what his lookes tefli- 
fied, his life gave witneffe to ; wherein all manner of found 
piety and true vertue did moft iiluftrioufly thine forth. 

For matter of piety, he much addicted to contemplati- 
on and prayerswherein his common and conftant courfe(if 
not otherwife..enterrupted.) was this; So foone as he was 
up.in.che mofning,(nor was he any flaggerd, a liccle fleepe 
ferved. him ).and his’ apparellionce ons he’ retired himfelfe 
againe to his bed-chamber, and there on his knees he {pent 
fome halfean hourein prayer: That done he betook him- 
felfe to his ftudy, where he continued till ten of the clock, 
at which time he cameto the common prayer, which was 
ufed daily in his houfe :» After that he dined, feeding tem- 
porately,not.ufing much talke at table;but that he ufed,fo- 
ber, grave, wile and difcreete fometimes alfo not unplea- 
fant, if occafion were. After dinner(which he fat not long 
at) hefpent about: an houre ufually either in conference 
with others, or in.a game or two at chefle, the onely recre- 
ation he made ufe of for the refrefhing of bimfelfe : Then 
he returned againeto: his ftudy, »where he fat, unleffe fui- 
ters or fome other affaires knockt him off,untill five of che 
clock, his.conftane houre for the afternoone Common 
prayer, That finifhed he fupped 5: and after fupper havi ig 
paffed over abont:an houre before, ‘he reurned the third 
time.to hisfftudy; continting: there ‘untill eleven of the 
clock.at night, his ufuall-bed houre, which yet be went} — 
not co. before he had fpent:fome times a8 in the:morning |” 
in private prayer by liimfelfe. Thus ufed he co make his re- 
ligious addreffes unto God,both as a key to open the door 
in the morning to hisdaily employments, and as.a bolt to 
fhut and clofe them up:all at evening againe.

For his other vertues,, he was.amanof.a very patient 
{piric 3. which Salomin pron ounceth a priacipall point and 
part, not of wifedome onelys bat of true valour& honour 
though zealous in Gods caufe, when occafidn was, yet in 
his owne very moderate and temperate, taking all things 
in good part 5 nor retaining rancor apainft any, but very 
prone and ready to forgive and forget wrongs, and thofe 
no.fmall ones, and offced by thofe, as whofe hands he had: 
deferved better ufage. 

To his kindred very kinde, as nature it felfe required : 
but without partiality.or prepelterous affe&ion to all, his 
brother and fifter not excepted, not bearing with them in 
ought not agreeable co right;but giving them this general! 
rule,that if they did evill, they thould looke for nothing at 
his.hands, but they fhould be as meere ftrangers and aliens: 
tohim.; and thofe in their, fteed as his brother and fitter, 
that .carryed themfelves honeftly and followed: a'godly 
courfe of .Jife., Nor was his kinde carryage fuch to them | 
alone, but fo lovingly and courteouily demeaned he him-

they required: from him an anfwerby word-of mouth at 
prefent, who thereupon tould them that hee prefumed of 
their gentleneffe, that they would have given him time as 
they had'before faid, untill the morrow, that upon good 
advifement he might'make a determinite anfwer.And they

\he tho withall challenging them with former breach of

| part was performed ; yet condefcended to anfwer by word)

| | formetlyihe had done, maintaining difpute with them a-| 
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, bout the fame for fom: good {pace'of time, untill he was 


committed againe to the Major 3 and Matter Latimer called 
in to be baited by them, as he had bin. 

The next day appearing againe before them, with fuch 
gefture as before, and fo againe entertained, he delivered 
u) his anfwer in writing, concerning a proteftation a- 
gainit their autority and jurifdition as delogated and de- 
rived from the Pope, and his judgement concerning the Are 
ticles exhibited, explained and confirmed not by Scrip- 
ture alone, but by che teftimonies alfo of the Fathers ; 
which he required to have read, but could not obtaine it, 
fave a line or two here and there as they pleafed : they af- 
firming that it contained words of blafphemy ; and he a- 
verring, that a line or two excepted, there was nothing in 
it but the fayings of the auncient Doors, confirming his 
affertions;hardly could he have leave to utter a few words, 
and that not without oft interruption, and with tellin 


on their fingerseends how many words he had fpoken. At} 


length they excomunicated him with the greater excomu- 
nication, and haveing paffed fentance of condemnation 
againft him, turned him over to the Secular power. 

On the fifteenth day of the fame moneth he was by 
Brookes Bifhop of Glocefter affifted by fome other degraded, 
at whichtime he requefted the faid Bifhop to fecond his 
petition to the Queene, that fuch Tenants as he had made 


Leafes to, while he was poffeffed of the Bifhoprick of Lon- | 


don, &his Sifter among the reft might quietly enjoy the fam: 
this hepromifed to do,acknowledging it tobe agreeable to 
equity and right,but ic feemes ic could not be obtained; for 
that cruell bloud-fucker, whofe Mother and Sifter he had 
fo kindly dele wich, thruft his Sifter and her Husband, a- 
| gainft all Law and confcience out of the keeping of a Park, 
which he had conferred upon them: nor is it likely that 
che relt fared much better then they did. 
The-day following he fuffred together with Mafter Lati- 
mir: who much flrengthned him as by conference before, 
fo at the Stake then. The evening before he fuffered he 
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wathed his Beard and his Feete, and bad thofe at boord 
that fupped with him to his wedding the mext day: deman- 
ded of his brother Mafter Shipfide, whether he thought his 
fifter his wife could findin her heart to be there 5 .and he | 
an{wering, that he durft fay fhe would wich all her heart, 
| he profeffed to be thereof very glad. At fuppertime he was 
very cheerfull and merry, defiring thofe there prefent that 
wept (of web number M's Iri(h his Hoftefle tho a blind and 
eager Papift was one) to quiet “themfelves, afiirming that 
cho his breakefaft was like to be fomwhat fharp and pain- 
full, yet his {upper he was fure fhould be pleafant and 
fweet.. His brother offred to watch all night with him, But 
he refufed it ; telling him, that he intended to go to bead, | - 
hoping to fleepe as quietly that night as ever he did in his 
life. < 
So on the next day being the fixteenth of October, thi 
| Umeeke Sheepe of Chrift, and yet a ftout Bel- weather of his 
| flock,’ faith full and.conftant to his bleffed thepheard and | 
foveraign owner unto death,yea unto paines and torments 
worfe then death, was together with his copartner,both in 
defence of the Faith,and of affli&ions for the defence of it, 
brought out te the place of their Martyrdome, in a Ditch 
or low parcell of ground lying on the North fide of the 
City behind’ Baliol Colledge; where Door Smith, who 
had before in King Edwards time recanted, inftead of a Ser- 
mon made a bitter invective againft them ; which they of.- 
fredto anfwer: but when they could not be permitted to 
{peak,they committed their caufe toGod,commended their 
fouls into his hands, and with much readineffe and refolu- 
tion yeelded their bodies to the mercileffe flames,and fuch 
| cruel corments therein as other their breathern and fellow- 


witnefles of Chrift had before them undergone ; wherein 

this our-worthy and valiant fpirituall Champion,through 

thé indifcretion of thofe that compofed the pile, and ma- 

| naged che fewell about him, hindring there where they 

thought to helpe, ‘and lengthening his torments by thofe 

meanes whereby they car to have fhortened them, en- 
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dured along time'in grievous paines, to che heart griefe of 
the behoulders, burning in a manner by piece- mealestill at 
length having pafled chis fiery triall, his foule was as ina 
flaming Chariot with Elias, carried upinto the higheft 
Heaven. Sonte works of his chough not many remaine.

The 
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iB ty yeere from Chritts’ birth’ 1500. is for many’ mat- 
ters‘of much moment very retnarkable. Aniong others 
for the Jubilee, that Pope Alexaniter the fixe (whofe hellith 


Ife arid difmall end the ftories’of thofe tirnts relatey held 
that’ yeere at Rome,’ and the terrible’ cempeft chat enflied 
che faine, whereii the Angell that ftood on’ che top of the 
Pops Church’ was overthrown; and the Pops owne Charm- 
Ber by’ the fall‘of a tuttiell fo" beaten down’ upon him, 
chat diverfe of thofe werd’ flailt' that ateended then upon 
hit; dnd He’ him(elfe 16 buried'in the rubith, that he was 
hardly got out alivee The ‘fame yeére’ (ainids this height 
of Popifh impofture, together with'thefe direfull prefages 
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of its downefall) was born to Philip King of Spain his fon 
Charles after Emperor, the firft of that name, under whom 
the Gofpell (though much againft his will) gained good 

ooting in Germany. And the fame yeer alfo came into this 
world that famous Scholler and Divine Peter Martyr Ver- 
mily; one that much furthered the 


Italie 5 Stephen Vermily his father, 
Mother. 


His name was given him by his Parents from one Peter 
of Milaine a Martyr, reported to have been flain fometime 


and Mary Fumantine his 


by the Arrian faétion, whofe Churth ftood neere unto: 


their houfe. 


This Peter Martyr being the onely fon of his Parents 
that attained to any yeeres, was by them carefully trained 
up in good literature from a child ; his mother her felfe 
(a prety fcholler) reading Terence tohimin Latin. After 
which domeftick. difcipline he was turned over for further 
inftitution to Marcellus Virgilins then Town.cleark or Se- 
cretary of State to that City, aman.of much learning, as 
may appeare by his edition and tranflation of Diofcorides, 


with his Commentaries thereupon: He was willing to| 


take paines,notwithftanding'his imployments in the State 
otherwife, with many young Gentlemens fons, whereof 
diverfe alfo proved famous for their learning and learned 
writings; and this our Martyr among the reft, who albeit 
he furmounted the moft of his fellow- ftudents, in fhar 

nefle and readinefle of wit.to apprehend, and ftrength of 
memory toretaine what was taught, joyned with an in- 
fatiable ardor and unweariable endeavorour of continual] 
either hearing or reading, and a meafure of proficiency 
much more then ordinary proceeding neceflarily from the 


| the fame; yet fuch was his modefty and amiable demeanour 


that hedrew to him the affiGions of all his conforts, and 
there grew no emulation betweene-him and them. 
Being now grown up to riper yeeres, and affe&ing fuch 
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advancement thereof, | 
as well in thofe parts as elfe-where : He came of that anci- 


entand worfhipfull family of Vermily ; born at Florence in 


courfes 
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courfes, as might both further his ftudies, and keep him 
within compaffe, he grew into liking of a Monkith life ; 
and becaufe the Regular Canons of Saint Auguftines order, 
were at that timein greateft fame throughout ‘all ‘Italie, 
for the ftudy of Divinity, and for feverity of Difcipline, he 
betooke himfelfe to their fociety;.and being fixteen yeeres 
old was admitted into the Feffulane Colledge neer to Flo- 
_ | rence; which fa& of his was not greatly pleafing to his fae 
.{ ther 5 whether in regard of fome diflike of the profeffion 
it felfe, or becaufe he defired by hiny the propagation of 
| his: family, ; and: difpofing. therefore at his deceafe ‘his 
maine eftate to an Ho/pitall, he left his fon onely out ofit a 
{mall yeerly penfion : howbeic his fifter, his Parents onely | 
daughter liking fo well of it, that the followed him there-: 
in, and became a vailed Nan: : | nioy 
, Inthat.Colledge, wherein the younger fort were train- 
edup for the moft part in che Rules of Retoricke’ and the 
reading of Scripture which they’ ufed to get by heart, ha- 
ving paft over threeyeeres with great good: liking of the 
whole Society, he was from thence fent‘over'to the Uni- 
verfity of Padyz, and there: entred into ‘the Monaftery of 
Saint Fobn of Verdera,; whereof ‘albeit a:man not unlearned 
himfelfe and a lover .of ‘learning in\others) was Abbot. 
There hegave himfelfe tothe ftudy of Phylofophy, free- 
quenting the Leétures of diverfe of prime note thatithen 
red the fame in that Univerfity; :under’ whom alfo in dif- 
putations he frequently exercifed himfelfe ; {6 acquiting 
himfelfe in the fame, that the Readers themfelves' tooke 
{peciall notice of him ;in fo mach that Branda a chiefe man 
among them would oft call him our to difpute, tiling 
him his Florentine, as Crineus fometimes Arminius his 
| Hollander. , 

For his better furtherance in thefe his ftudies, he fpent 
fometime in getting skill ofthe Greek tongue, that he 
might read 47:/torle in his owne langvage : and in the ftu- 

- | dy of that tongue he fo profited, (as one apt to take ought 
that he benc-himfelfe to) that in a fhort time he was able 
to 
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to read anyGreek Author, Hiftorian,Orator rPoet without 
help of a tranflation.And withal he fo followed theftudy of 
Divinity, hearing diligently and conftantly thofe that read 
the fame there,, adjoyning alfo:his owne private endvours 
thereunto, thatibeing of fix and twenty yeeres/(a thing a- 
mong them then notufuall) he was by the Fellows/of the 
Colledg he lived in, made a publike Preacher and partaker 
of thote priviledges that to fuch of their orders were.an. 

nexed, | 

His fink preaching was at Brixia, inthe Churchof Afra: 

after that he preached at Rome, Uenis,; Mantua, : Mountferate; 
and in others the Cities‘of Jialy and. the confines of France : 

befides that:in:theColledg of his own focietyjhe read both 
Philofophy and Divinity and Homer in Geek; and hicherto 
haveing ftudied moft Schoole-divinity, Zhomasof Aguine 
efpecially, and Gregory of: imino; he nowibegan:in more 
fpeciall manner to addi& \himfelfe to the: -tudy of the 
Scriptures, and tothis purpofe laboured with much feduli- 

ty,ufing the help of one I/aak.a Few that profefled Phyfick, 
to.get the knowledge of the Hebrew tongue. 

His conftant paines in Preaching and teaching gained 
him that fingularefteme, that he was by generallsconfent 
chofen Abbot of Spoleto; in which place he fo wifely and 
worthily carried himfelfe, thac ic was much admired how 
aman fo bookifh, and io much adié&ed 'to his ftudies, 
fhould attaine {uch abilities for dexterity:of government. 
For henot onely reduced the Colledg and:two Nunineries 
belonging toit, that had bin very loofe and fcandalous in 
their courfes before, to a more regular and orderly demea- 
nour 3 but fo alfo by his authority, good perfwafions, and 
difcreet_ ordering the: matter, prevailed with two potent 

| fa&ions that hadlong defturbed the Statethere, that hee 
compofed their differences, and wrought concord between 
them ; which they alfo continued in, fo long as he conti- 
nued there with them, 

Three.yeere he aboad there, and at three yeeeres end in 
a folemneaflembly of the whole Order, |he was made'Go- 
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aes een Oe meine Mosatnions Deter Semeesesonensammennee( Hcy 
vernor of Saint Peters-at the Alear in Neples, a place of very, 
pleafant fituation, greate. dignity, and rich and large reve- 
new.Here addicting himfelfe more:diligently and ferioufly 
to fearch into the Scriptures, ‘the light began daily to ap- | 
peare more andmore tohim, andco. difcoverto him the 
errours and. fuperftitious conceits that he had formerly 
bin poffeft with» Andinow he fell co read fome of our mens 
writings ; Bucers commentaries. upon the P/almes, and the 
Evanglifts, Zuingliws his Treatife of true and falfe Religion, 
and another of Gods Providence, with {ome pieces of E- 
rafmus : whence having gained more ‘infight into thefe 
things, he communicated therein with fome others like. 
wile pioufly difpofed, to wit; Benedyé Gufane, Anthony Flami- 
ny, and Fobu Valdefte a Spaniord; by:whofe joyntendevour | 
a pretty Chuch of pious people was now gathered. at 
Naples. | | : 

Nor did this our Peter forbear publikely to Preach that | 
truth that God had now reveiled unto him. For hand- 
ling the firft. to the Corinthians,to which hisLeGures,among | 

| others,divers Noble men( whom that City never wanteth) 
and fome Bifhops allo reforted; when he:came to the third 
Chapter, the 13. and 14. verfes, he affirmed that place not 
to. be ment of Purgatorysfince that the fire there fpoken of 
is fuch a fire, as both good and bad all muft paffe. This 
‘| feeming to fhake.a maine piller of Purgatory, the Popes 
furnace, the fire whereof, like the Prilofophers ftone,meli- 
| Jeth all his leaden Bulls into pare gold ; his under Chy- 
| mifts fome of them, like Demetrius and his conforts, began 
to beftir themfelves, and fo wrought, that ‘from above he 
was inhibited to proceed in his reading. Which inhibition 
he yet refuted to obey; & appealing to the Pope,by help of 
fome Cardinals of better fort, among whom ourPoole was 
one, & fome other learned men in grace with the Pop-,he 
gat the interdi&t revoked.Howbeit he continued not long 
his readings chere afterwards,for falling not long after in- | - 
toa very dangerous ficknefle,whereof he hardly recovered, 
the Fathers of his Orde ina generall Affembly; fhortly 
dd : 


after 
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afcer his recovery, {uppofing that the ayre of that City did 
not fo well agree with him, made him their Generall Vifi- 
ter, when he had been yet but three yeeres at Naples. In 
which imployment, fupported by the Cardinall Gonzaga 
the Protetor of their Order 3 he fo carryed himfelfe, fup= 
prefling fome that carryed themfelves tyrannoufly in their 
places, & feverely chaftifiag others that lived loofly & leud- 
ly, that thoagh he gained much grace and credit to the Ore 
der, no leffz love and affe@ion to himfelfe from the better 
minded among them, yet incurred he withall much envy 
ill<will from thofe that were otherwife difpofed. 

Icis a point ofdivellith policy coo oft pra&ifed, under 
afemblance of honour to prefer men.to fuch places'as may 
prove prejudicial] to them, and becomea meanes of their 
overthrow. Some of thefe Machiavilians thereforein a ge- 
nerall meeting of the Fathers of the Order at’ Mantua, 
knowing a deadly fewd and inveterate hatred to intercede 
betweene the Inhabitants of Luca, and thofe of Florence our 
Martyrs Country, move to have him made Pryor of Saint 
Fridianin Luca, a place of great efteem, for that the Pryor 
of that Houfe hath Epifcopall Jurifdifion over the one 
moity of the City;hoping that forCountries fake he fhould 
there find oppofition and moleftation more then enough. 
The motion was onall hands foon affented unto, but the 
event anfwered not their expectation : For by his wife, 
‘kind and difcreet carryage among them,he gained fo much 
good will and efteeme with them,that they affe&ted him no 

otherwife chen as ifhe had been a native, and by a folemn 
embaffage made {uite to the Principall of che Order, that 

Peter Martyr might not be removed againe from them. 
Here to advance both Religion and Learning among 
them, he procured learned men of great note, to read to 
the younger fort the tongues, one Latine, and the other 
Greeke, and a third (which was Emmanaell Tremellins) che 
Hebrew. He himfelfe daily read to them fome part of Saint 
Pauls Epiftles in Greek, and examined’them in the fame ?’ 
|to the whole Company before fupper he expounded fome

Pfalme 5 to which exercife diverfe learned of the Nobility ai 
and Gentry did alfo ufually refort: and every Lords day 
he preached publikly to the People : By which his godly 
labours many attained to much knowledge,as appeaced af- 
terward by the number of thofe, who after his departure 
| thence faftained exilement for the truth; among whom 
that famous Zanchie one. 

Thefe his good proceedings his adverfaries much. ma- 
ligning held a meeting atGevoa,and convented him thicher. 
But he having intellidence of their complotment, and tak- 
ing warning by their late dealings with a godly Eremite 
of the fame Order,refolved to decline them, and to betake 

himfelfe to fome place of better fafety : Having therefore 
committed to his Deputy the charge of the Monatftery, and | 
his Library (his ‘onely wealth)to a trufty friend in Luca, to 

| be fent after him into Germany, he left the City fecretly, 
and from thence travelled firft toward his owne Country 
to Pifa where meeting with certaine religious Noble men 
he celebrated together with them in due manner the Lords 


| Supper : and from thence by letters both to Cardinall 
Poole, and to thofe of Luca he rendred a reafon of his depar 
ture fromthem. After that coming to Florence, but making 
no “7 ftay there, he departed from thence for Geimzny, 


and pafling the Alpes came into Switzerland,wher he ariived 
firft at Zwrick, and pafling thence to Bafil, was by Bycer: 
procurement called over to Strasbourge; where for the {pace 
of five yeers with much amity and agreement they joyned 
together in the Lords worke; during which time he 
expounded the Lamentations of Feremy, the twelve lefler 
Prophets,Genefis,E xodus,and a good part of Leviticus. 

Here he tooke him a wifesone of a religious difpofition, 
and in all refpe&s a meete match for one of his ranke and 
profeflion, who lived with him eight yceres, died in Eny- 
land at Oxford, where fhe had lived in great repute with the 
beft, for her fingular piety, and with the. mc ft for he cha- 
rity corrref{pondent thereunto : though after her deceafg in 
Queen! Maries dayes,her remaines were inhumanely digged|, 
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i againe and buried in a dunghill 3 butin Queen Elizae 


beths dayes reftored to theic former place of Sepulture a- 
aine. 2 ; 
. For after that our Martyr had fpent thofe five yeeres at 
Strasbourgeshe was through the procurement of Archbifhop 
Cranmer fent for by letters from King Edward into England, 
‘and made Reader of Divinity in the Univerfity of Cxford. 
: There in his readings, to which thofe of the Popith fa@i- 
‘on alfo reforted, he expounded the firft of Saint Paul to 
the Corinthians ; and though much envying and ftomaking 
him, yet with fome patience they his Popith hearers en- 
dured him, untill hecame to handle the Do&rine of the. 
Lords Supper ; but then they began to breake forth into 
fome outrage, to difturbe him in his Le&ures,to fet up mae 
licious.and fcandalous fchedules againft him, to challing 
him to difputes 5 which he waved not, buc maintained, 
firftin private in Dottor Coxthe Vicechancellors houfe, |: 
and after in publike before his Majefties Commiffioners de- 
puted to that purpofe; where with what ftrength of Argu. 
ment and authorty: of Scripture he convinced his Antago- 
nifts, the Acts yet extant: may evidently thew. This way 
little prevailing, they ftirred up the f{editious multitude a- 
gainft him, hy reafon whereof he was compelled to retire 
him to London, untill that tumult was fuppreft : Then re- 
turning againe, for his better fecurity, the King .made| 
him-a Canon of Chriits Church ;. by meanes. whereof he 
had convenient houfing within the Colledge with more 
fafety. | : 
Thus fetled the fecond time,he proceeded in his wonted 
employment, opening now alfothe Epiftle of Saint Payj 
to the Komans 5 and being in times of vacation called up to 
Loxdon by. the Archbifhop for his aid and advice in Ecclefi- 
afticall affaires, and in,compofing. of Ordinances for the 
‘government of the Church. And in this courfe he conti- 
nued being never out of action untill by the deceafe of that 
our Englifh Phenix, fo,much admired. in his life, and be-|. 
wailed at, hjs death, not. with ours:at home, but by os). 


thers 


Thither returning he was received with the greater joy 
in regard of the dangers he had paft and efcaped 5 and was 
reftored to his profeffors place againe: Therein being refet- 
led he read upon the booke of Fudges,’ and becaufe the Se- 
nate required that the Readers of Divinity fhould withall 
at certaine times read LeCtures alfo of Philofophy ; it was 
agreed betweene him and Zanchie,his fellow-profeffor, that 
the one of them fhould read Moral! Philofophy,which fell 
to cs lot, andthe other Naturall, which Zanchie. under- 
tooke. 

Howbeit here he was not long quiet 3 for fome fa&ious 
ones began to complaine of him to the Magiftrates, as not | 
concurring with the Axguftine confeflion in the Do@rine of 
the Lords Supper : wherein albeit he gave thofe in autho- 
rity good fatisfaction,. yet he perceived; much heart-burn- 
ing in other-fome, and that manifefted ofc times, as well 
by fcandalous‘libels {cattred abroad, as alfo by open oppo- 
fition. Whereupon fuppofing that he fhould not live qu’- 
etly there, anddo the good? that he defired,: he began to 
entertaine thoughts of departure ; and, as God in his holy 
providence pleafed to difpofe it, a fit’ and faire occafion 
thereof offredit felfeto him. Forthey at Zarick ( whereat 
firft he defired to have fetled ) wanting one co fucceede Pel= 
\1| | dicane lately deceafed in the Divinity LeQture, invite Peter 

Martyr to come over to'them,and fupply that place:thither 
Ke came, (tho with much griefe and unwillingneffe,difmil-

Ac Zuricke with much gratulation was he moft Jovingly 
and refpettively received by the Magiftrates, Minifters, 
Bullinger e{pecially, and the maine body of the people; and 
notwithftanding an Order before made to ‘the contrary, 
denying {uch admittance for fome yeeres unto any, enrol- | 
led inftantly for a free Denifons There he taught about fe- 
ven yeers,expounding the books of Samuel,and a good part 
of the Kings; and writing divers polemicall diicourfs a- | 
gaint the adverfaries of the truth.

howbeit being earneftly required by letters as well from 
the Queen mother of France, the King of Navarre, the 
Prince of Coxdee, and other Peeres of that Realm, as alfo 
from Beza and the reft of the Minifters of the refornied 
Churches in thofe parts, he obtained leave of the Senate to 
goe over into France tothe folemn Conference at Poyff , 
where how. wifely and worthily he demeaned himfelfe, by 
the A&s of it may appeare. 

Not long after his acceffe to Zuricke, defirous to conti- 
nue therace and name of the Virmilii, he tooke hima fe- 
cond wife, a Virgin of good note and name, commended 
to him from the Italian Church at Geneva, where fhe lived 
an Exile for Religion, by whom he had two children, a 
fon anda daughter, who died both very ycung, before 
him; and left her great with a third, that proved adaugh+

He departed this life quietly,after fome feven dayes fick- 
neffe, fitting in his chaire, in the prefence of his wife and

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Ugh Latimer, born at Thirkeffon in the County of Lei- 

cefter, being of a prompt and fharp wit, was by his 
Parents brought up in learning, and at the age of 14. he 
went to Cambridgeswhere after he had profited in other ftu- 
dies she gave himfelf to the ftudy of School- Divinity:com- 
menfed Batchelor in Divinity, and was. very zealous Pas 
pift, made an Oration againft Philip Melandhon ; railed a- 
gaint Mafter Stafford, Divinity-Le@urer, and willed the 
Scholars inno wife to beleeve him: he carried the Crofle 
before the Proceflion : Mafter Bilney feeing, and pittying 
his blinde zeal, came to his ftudy, and defired him to hear 


him make a Confeflion of his Faith, which Latimer con- 
E ee fenting 
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fenting to,was fo touched therby,that he gave overSchool- 
Divinity, and ftudied more Orthodox Divines. He ufed 
often to confer with Matter Bilnzy, and asked Mafter Staf- 
ford forgiveneffe before he dyed: ne became a powerfull 
Preacher, and inftra&ted tiany in private alfo; whereupon 
the Devill raifed "5 many Doctors and Fryers againft him, 
and the Bif.op of Elye forbad him to Preach Anno Chrifti 
152%, yet he continued three yeeres preaching with much 
applaufe, yea the Bifhop himfelf hearing him upon a time, 

commended him,and wifhed that he had the like gifts him- 
{elfe: he ufed often to vific the Prifoners, to relieve the 
needy, and feed the hungry. He was afterwards fent fos 

tothe Court, andemployed in the bufineffe about King 
Henries Divorce ; then by the King he had a Benefice given 

him at Wefl-King {ton neer Sarum,where with much diligence 

he inftru&ted his flocke; whereupon fome Popifh Priefts 

drew up Articles againft him ; and he was much molefted 

by the Bithop of London and the Archbifhop of Canterbury, 
| out ot whofe hands the King refcued him, and at the requeft 
| of the Lord-Cromwell made him Bifhop of Worcefter : where 
alfo he bufily employed himfelfe in inftructing his flocke, 
_and giving them a good example by his holy life: yet nei- 
‘ther there. was he quiet, for one of great.place accufed him 
ito the King for preaching Sedition, but the King refted fa- 
‘tisfied with his anfwer. At New-years-tide the Bifhops.ufed 
‘to prefent the King wich a New years gift, and Bifhop La 
timers amongft the reft,prefented him with the New Tefta-: 
ment, wrapped up in a Napkin, with this Pofie about it; 
Fornicatores., @& adulteros judicabit Dominus : Whoremongers 
and Adulterers God will judge. Bue the fix Articles com- 
ing out, and he feeing that he could not retaine his Office 
with a good Confcience, of his owne accord he refigned 
his Bifhopricke : and when he put off his Rocket in his 
chamber amongtt his friends, he gaye a skip in the floore 
for joy, feeling his fhoulders lighter,and being (as he faid) 
difcharged of {fo heavieaburthen. Yet neither then would 
the Bifhops fuffer hint to be quiet, till he was laid up in the 
Tower,

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‘A ower, where he remained till Edward the fat his reigne, 
at which time being reftored to his liberty, he continued a: 


faithtull and painfull preacher all chat Kings dayes;preach. 
__ ping.twice every Sabbath,though fixty feven yeares of age: 
{he rofe to his ftudy Winter and Summer at two aclocke in’ 
the morning: he evidently fore-faw, and fore-told all! 
thofe plagues which England afterwards felt under Queen 
Marie :.and fore-told concerning him(felfe, that his preach-} 
ing of the Gofpell would cofthim his life:x and that Win-' 
chefter was kept in the Tower forthe fame purpofe, which’ 
aiterwards proved fo. In the beginning of Quecn Maries’ 
Reign hewas fent for up by a Purfuivant, whereofhe had 
notice fix houres before he came to his houfe,yet inftead of: 
flying, he prepared himfelfe for his journey $and whenthe! 
Parfuiyant.came, he {aid him 5 My:friend’ you are weld 
|come,l goe as willingly to London'to give an account of my: 
Faith, as ever | went to any place in the world. The Par-. 
{uivant having delivered his Letter, told him that he ‘was 
commanded not to ftay for him, and fo immediately de- 
parted: but Latimer hafted after to London, and as he rode 
through Smithfieldshe faid, That Smithfield had groaned for 
him along time. Coming before the Councill, after many 
mocks & {corns,he was fent to the Tower,where the Lord 
gave him fuch a valiant {pirit, that he did not onéely bear 
the terribleneffe of imprifonment.but derided and laughed 
tofcorn the doings of his enemies. This aged Father being 
keptin the cold winter without a fire; he bad the Lievte- 
nants man to tell his Mafter, Thatif he did not looke bet- 
tertohim, perchance he would deceive him: the Lievte- 
nant thinking that b.eiatended to make an efcape,charged 
him with his words ; to whom he anfwered, You thinke I 
fhould burn, but ¢xcept you Jet me have'a fire, {hall deceiv 
| your expectatioy,, ‘for 1 am here like to ftarve with cold. 
From thencehy: was.carried to Oxford with ‘Cranmer and 
Ridley, where i.key fpent their.time in’ brotherly conference, 
ervént pray“rs and fruitfull writing; yea, many times he 
continued folong in fervent prayer, that he was not able 
| oh Ae to 
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to getup without helpe. Three things he more efpecially 
rayed for. 

Firft, That as God had appointed him to be a Preacher 
of his Word, fo, that he would give him grace to ftand to 
his Do&rine ; that he might give his hearts blood for the 
fame. © 

Secondly,that God of his mercy would reftore his Gof. 
pell to England once againe, once againe ; which he often 
inculcated in his prayer, and that with fo much ardor, as 
though he had ieen God before him, and fpoken to him 
face to face. 

Thirdly, that the Lord would preterve Queen Elizabeth, 
and make her a comfort to this comfortleffe Realm of Eng- 
land. The Lord moft gracioufly anfwering all thofe his re- 
quefts. When he came to the ftake,he lift up his eyes with 
an amiable and comfortable countenance, faying, Fidelis eft 
Deus ec. God is faithfull,who will not fuffer ws to be tempted above 
that which we are able, dc. As he was burning, his blood ran 
out of his heart in fuch abundance, as if all the blood in his 
body had been gathered thither, to the great aftonifhment 
of the beholders, according to his former requeft, That be 
might be fo happy as to (hed bis hearts ‘blood for the Truth. The o- 
ther two requefis we have found, and yet have the benefit. 
When the fire was firft kindled, he cryed, O Father of heaven 
receive my joule: and fo receiving the flame, and as it were, 
embracing of it, having ftroaked his face’ with his hands, 
and bathed them a little in the fires he foone died with ve-

brought up at Schoole, and fent from thence to New- 
Colledge in Oxford, where he ftuied the Liberall Arts, and 
the Tongues, and afterwards the Civil-law. He was\ofa 
pregnat wit,and fingulan courage, zalous in Religion, 
of nature apert, and far from flattery, hypocrifie, and dif- 
fimulation :. from Oxford he travelled into Italie, where he 
wasin fome danger for his Religion : In King Fdward the 
fixth dayes, he. returned into England againe, and had 
many confli&s wich Bifhop Gardiner > Hedid much good 
in Hamp{bire, being Archdeacon of Winchefter all King Edé 
wards dayes ; but in the beginning of Queene Maries Reign 
he was caftinto Prifon, where he lay.a yeer and a halfe be: 
fore he was examined 5 then he was fent for by Door Sto- 
ry, and after fomecaptious queftions propofed to him, he

Afterwards he was admitted into Felus Colledge in Cam- 
bridge where he proceeded Mafter of “rts, with generall 
applaufe for his learning and manners. Here he happened 
to marry the Inkeepers wives kinfwoman at the fign of the 
Dolphin : Ana& beheld by fome as deftruftive to his future 
preferment,and deepely condemned by thofe who preferred 
height before holineffe, anda fich and plentifull before a 
chafte and comfortable life.

Daughter, for her Zealein fearching the monuments of 
Chrifts nativity in Betblebam sof whom Saint Ambroffe,Bona 
Stabularia quadici maluit Stercoraria ut Chriftum lucrifaceret. 

But Gods Providence who orders all things to the beft 
fome yeere after tooke Cranmers. wife away, which lofles 
proved a great gaineunto him. For refuming his Studies 
(thereby to alliy his forrow and folitarineffe) he became 
fo eminent that the Society of Felus Colledge chofe him again 
into his Felow(bip. Indeed it was againft the Fundamental] 
Law of the Univerfitie, which provides Noltmus fecios-nostros 
effe maritos vel maritatos : yet feeing a Widdower is the {e- 
cond part of a Bachelor,and Cranmers extraordinary learn- 
ing a difpenfation for himfelfe, by peculiar favour he was 
reelected into that Houfe. 

How excellently he behaved himfelfe therein, one In- 
ftance for many ; At that time many unworthy Schollars

Herein he carried himfelfe 
with fach remarke:ble moderation, neither over remiffe 
to incourage any unworthinefle to prefume, nor too riged 
to difhearten the endeavours of the ingenious, that it is 
queftionable whether his Carriage brought more profit to 
‘| private Perfons, or credit to the Univerfity. Some whofe 
Graces for the prefent were ftopt by himreturned after- 
wards to thanke him, becaufe(prefering rather to difpleafe 
chen hurt them)the gentle Checke he gave them occafioned 
their greater diligence in the race of learning. | 
Here Cranmer lived till the infe&tion of the Plague forced 
the ftudents to leave their Colledges and he to entertaine 
the time with more fafety and privacy became a teacher to 
fome Gentlemans fonnes in the Country where we leave 
him for atime, requefting the Reader to accompany us to 
fome matters ofhigher Concernement. About this time 
the Divorfe betwixt King Henry & Katherine his wife was a- 
itated inthe Court of Rome ; Queen Katherines age was a- 
ie her Husbands, her Gravity-above her age, more pious 
at herBeades then pleafant in her Beda. better woman thei 
a wife, and afitter wife forany Prince then King Henry.

(where welcom news would quickly arrive) Cranmer is ‘fent 
for,& after wards imployed to the moft principal Univerfi- 
cies in Europe there publickly to maintain the truth of his 
aforefaid Affertions;and after his retcurne was rewarded for 
his undertaking (no leffe learned then Laborious) with the 
Archbifhopricke of Canterbary. | 
Here | have no leifureto liften to, much leffe faith to 
beleeve thofe falfe Afperfions,- which Dottor Sanders caft- 
‘eth on this reverend Prelate, bottoming the beginning of 
his Court Advancement onthe Bafeft Employments per- 
formed by him. Sufficeth itis to know chat as the Herne- 
fobaw when unable by maine ftrength to grapple with the 
Hawke doth Slice upon her, befpattering the Hawkes wings 
with dung or ordure; fo co conquer with her taile which 
(he cannot doe with her bill and beake. So Papitts finding 
themfelves unable to encounter the Proteftants by force of 
Argument out of the Scripture,caft the dung of foule Jan- 
pvage and filthy railing upon them, wherein Sanders, ex- 
céedeth allof his Society. Yea God may feeme to have 
‘vindicated che innocence of the one and punifhed the flan- 
defous mouth of the other.in that the forefaid Sanders was 
afterwards famifhed-in Ireland, that mouth being ftarved 
for want. of food, it furfetted with fuperfluity of Falfe- 
ood. 
Cranmer now Archbifhop, fo became the Place with his 
Piety and Gravity that he indeared himfelfe to all conditi- 
ons of People. This was the greateft faulc he was guilty of, 
That his nature was bad in being too good ; he was of too 
eafie and flexible a difpofition, which made him cowardly 
to comply with the Church of Rome. For although he ne- 
ver did any harme to the Proteftants, yet he did not unto 
them {omuch good‘as he might and ought. 
Some may conceive this paflage might well be omitted, 
but 
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our owne Infirmicies, if Gods grace be not more A&ive.in 
our'Hearts. Oh there is more required to make us Valiant, 
then barely to be able to call another Coward. 

During the Reigne of Henry the eight and Edward the 
fixth, our Cranmer flourithed in favour.But no fooner came 
Queen Mary tothe Crowne, but he was fcorched with the 
heat of her Anger As an earneft that his whole Body 
fhould afterwards be burnt by her cruelty. Indeed he well 
deferved of Queen Mary in this particular,becaufe he with 
Juftice Hales would never confent to the diflinheriting of 
Queen Mary, and refufed to fubfcribe the Will (thall fay | 
of Edward the fixt or the Duke of Northumberland )tranflating 
the Crowne onthe Lady Fane: But all this would not ad- |. 
vance him into the Queenes favour,no nor reconfile to her 
good Will, thee being ftill troubled with the fit of the mother, 
and meditating ‘revenge againft him, becaufe Cranmer had | 
been the principall promoter of Queen Katherines Divorfe : ' 
Or,which is more probable, (being the Queen-ofher felfe 
was not cruelly minded) fome underher, which did bite 

| where fhe did not barke (Gardiner the. Spanniell, Bonner the 
Bloudbound) projected his deftru&ion. 

For being pardoned of Treafon(of which he ftood guil- 
ty with the reft of the Privie Council he was charged with

‘Onrade Pelican was’ born at Rubeacin Swedeland, Anno 
1478, and brought up in learning by his Parents: at 
thirteen yeeres of age he went to Heidleberg, after fixteen 
moneths ftudy there, he returned home, where he entered 
into a Monaftery: yet afterwards returned to Heidleberg,and 
from thence to Tubinge, where he ftudied the Liberall Arts, 
and was much admired for his quick wit : he ftudied alfo 
School-Divinity, and Cofmography; wherein he profited 
exceedingly ; he tooke very great pains in the ftudy of He- 
brew: and at Bafil was made Doftor in Divinity, after- 
wards the Popes Legat took him with him towards Rome, 
being affected with his learning, but falling fick of a Fever 
by the way, he returned to Bail. Whilft he thus continued 
a Fryar,he was of great efteeme amongft ‘them, becaufe of 
his learning & integrity: but ic pleafed God at laft,chat by 
reading Luthers' bookes, and conference with learned and 
| godly men, he began to dif-relifh the Popifh Errors,and fo 
far.to declare his diflike of them, that he was much hated, 
and perfecuted for a Lutheran : but about the fame time the 
Senate of Ba/il chofe him Lectarer in Divinity in that City 
cogecher with Oecolampadius: where he began firft with 
reading upon Genefts, then on Proverbs, and Eccleftaftes. An 
Chrifti 1526. he was by the meanes of Zuinglius, {ent for to 
Tygurey and being come, was moft courteonfly entertained 
by him : there he laid downe his Monks Coul,and married 
a wife, by whom he hadafon, which he named Samuel, 
being then preaching upon the hiftory of Samuel: that wife 
dying, he married againe, but had no children by his fe- 
cond wife : he was prefent at the Difputation at Bern about 
Religion : after Zuinglins his death, there were chofen into 
his room, Henry Ballinger, and Theodor  Bibliander, who was 
an excellent Linguift, and began to read upon Jjaie, to the 
ercat : 
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great aftonifhment of his hearers, for that. he was not a- 
bove 23. yeers.of age. Pelican, at the earnett requeft of 
learned men, Printed all “his LeGtures, and Annotations, 
which were upon ‘the wholeBible, excepting onely the 
Revelations; which portion of Scripture he not intending 
to write upon, caufed the Commetary ef SchaRian Meyter 

| upon it, to be bound ‘with his, co make the worke com- 
pleat;) He tranflated many bookes out of Hebrew, which 
were printed by Robert Stevens.: ahd having been Hebrew 
Profetfor at Tygure for the {pace af thirty yeers, wherein he 
was'moft acceptable'to all, not onely in regardoof his ex- 
céllent learning, and indefatigable pains,but alfo in regard 
ofthis fweet, and holy Converfation. At laft falling into 
the pain of the ftone & other difeafes,he depart ed this life 
upon the day of Chrifts Refurre&tion 1556. of his Age 78,

yom Bugenbagivs was born at Fulinum in Pomerania Anno | 
chrifti 1485. His Parents were of therank of Senators, 
who bred him up carefully in Learning,and fenthimto the 
Univerfity of Gryp(wald, where he profited in the ftudy of 


the Arts, and the Greek tongue. Being twenty years old 
he taught School at-Trepta, and by his learning and dili- 
gence, he made the School famous,and had. many Scholars 


to 
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_jto whom alfo he red daily fome portion of Scripture, ‘and 
prayed wich then: : and‘meeting with Era{mu his booke a- 
gaine the Hiftrionicall ‘carriage of the Fryars,& the Idolas 
try ofthe times, he gat fo much light thereby, that he was 
ftirred up to inftru& others therein, and for that end in his 
Schoole he read Matthew, the Epiftles to Timothy, and the 
Pfalms,to which he.added Catechifing,and alfo expounded | 
the Creed, and the ten Commandements ; unto which ex- 
ercifes many Centlemen, Citizens, and‘Priefts reforted : 
from the Schoole he was called to preach inthe Church, 
and was admitted into the Colledge of Presbyters : many 
reforted to his Sermons of all bane: and hig fame {pred a- 
broad :infomuch “as Bogeflaws, the Prince of that Country, 
employed him in writing an Hiftory of the fame, aud ‘fur- 
nifhed him with, mony, books, and records for the ena- 
bling of him thereto : which Hiftory he compleated in two 
yeeres, with much judgement, and integrity. 
Anno Chrifti 1520. one of the Citizens of Trepta, having

Lutkerswent to Wittembourg Anno chriffi 152%. and of his age 
36. andcame thither a little before Luther’s going to the 
Diet at Worms : In whofe abfence he oppofed Caroloftadius, 
who would have all Magiftrates to rule by the Judicials of 
Mo{es,and Images to be caft out of Churches. Upon Lather’s 


| return out of his Pathmos, he was chofen Paftor of the 


Church of Wittembourg; which he taught and governed 
with much felicicy,; and in many changes of affairs, for thé 
{pace of thirty fix years, never leaving his ftation,neither 
for War nor Peftilence ; and when he was profered Riches 
and Preferment both in Denmark and Pomeron,yet he would 
never leave his Charge, though he lived but poorly.in it. 
Anno chriffi 1522. he was fent for to Hamburg, where he: 
prefcribed to them.a forme both of Doétrine, Ceremonies 
and Calling of Minifters ; where he ereted a Schoole alfo, 
which afterwards grew very famous : and Auno chriffi 1530 
being fent for to Lubec,he prefcribed to them alfo an order 
both for Preaching and Difcipline, and fet up a Schoole 
there alfo. Anno chriffi 1537- he was fent for by Chriftian 
King of Denmarke, to reform Religion in his Dominions ; 
at which time, he fet forth a Booke about the Ordination 
of Minifters : There alfo, inftead of ‘the feven Bifhops of 
Denmarke, he fetled feven Superintendents.to Ordain Mi. 
nifters,and to fee to the Government of the Church, whom 
he ordained in the prefence of the King and the Senate, in 
the chief Church of Hafnia. He fet up Le&tures alfo in that 
Univerfity, and Ordained-Minifters for the Churches of 
Denmark and Norway, of which there were foure and twen- 
ty thoufand. Anno chrifti 1542. he was employed by the 
elef&tor of Saxonie, to Reform the Churches in the Duke- 
dome of Brunfwick: the year following,the Senate of Hil- 
vefiafent for him to Reform their Churches; where he, 
with Corvinus and Henry Winckle, wrote them a Form of 
Ordination, and Ordained fix Pattors for their fix Con- 
( gregations. Anno chrifti 1533. he proceeded Do&or,at the 
initigation of Fob. Friderick, Ele&tor of Saxonie> After. 
| ward | 
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wards, in the Wars of Germanie for Religion, Wittenberg 


} was belieged,and Bugenbagizs being grown old,he met with 


many tronbles,yet would he never flye,but by daily prayer 
to God he much cheared up himfelf, confidering thatin fo 


| | great cempefts, the poor Ship of Chritt’s Church was not 
}fwallowed up and devoured. 


The Controverfies and Quarrels which fprung up in the 
Church, were the greateft grief tohim. Being grown old, 
and his ftrength fo decayed that he could no longer Preach 
he yet reforted daily toChurch, where he poured forth fer- 
vent Prayers both for.himfelf and the’ -affli@ed condition 
of the Church of God at that time. Afterwards, falling 
fick (though without much pain) he: continued inftant in 
prayer, and holy conference with his friends. And draw- 
ing near to his end, he often repeated, This is life eternal, 
toknow Thee the onely trae God; and himwhom thoa baft fent 
Jelus Chrift : and Lo quietly departed in the Lord ‘Anno chri- 
fti 1558. and of his Age 73. 

He was a faithfull Paftor; mercifull to the poor ; feyere 
and ftout in reproof : an earneft defendour of the Truth 
againft Errors : ardentin Prayer, &c. He joyned with 
Luther in the Tranflation of the Bible : which being finih-

Being by.thefe cwo furnifhed in fome meafure with the | 
knowledge of thofe. tongues; and being not yet fully} 


twelve yeers old(a fufficient teftimony of his future worth) 
he was fent'to the Univerficy of Heidelberge, where he ftu. 
‘died Poetry, and proved alfo-in fhort time an excellent 
Hiftorian, and he being but a child himfelfe, he caught the 
children of theGrave of Lionften, by which means notice 
being taken.of the excellency of his parts;he was graced in 
the fame Univerfity by a general! confent, with the title of 
Bachilor of Arts: and whichis:alfo moft remarkablein his 
youth, herehe frequented the Company of cthofe which 
were obferved to be the greaceft and beft learned men ; and 
efpecially he ufed the familiarity of Spangelus a Do&tor of, 
Divinity, a man learned,difcreet and ‘wife; having conti- 
nued here for the fpace of three yeers,he went unto Tubinga 
in the yeer 1512. where he became an Auditor unto Braffi- 
conus and Bebelius, the lavrell Poets of thofe parts ; and alfo 
junto Fobannes Stoflerus an excellent Mathematician and 


® | profeffor of thofe Arts in that Academie’: and alfo Franci{cns 


Stadianus, then’Logick Le&urer’, all of them being famous 
for their excellent endowments; and for the bettering of 
his underftanding in Divinity, and increafed of his know- 
ledge therein, he repaired unto Do&tor Lempus efteemed the 
foundeft and moft judicius in that place,concerning whom 
| he ufed to fay; that he would paint ‘that: horrid Monfter of

i { here-he was alfo an Auditor unto his Matter Simlerus pro- 
Sieger o76 . i Gig :2 ORE felling: 
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\ felling the civill Law, wherein: he cameunto found know- 
ledge, as is made apparent by his writings, and having at-! 
tained unto a fingular perfe&tion in the Arts and Tongus, 
he was in this Univerfity advanced unto the degree of Ma- 
fter of Arts or Doctor of Philofophy in the yeer 1513. and 
in the feventeenth yeer of his age: after this dignity con- 
ferred on him, he remained four yeers in the Academie, 
where he commented on Virgil and Terence,read the Rheto- 
rick & Hiftory LeGture wich fingular judgment, & with the 
great approbation and applaufe of his Audicors. About 
this time there being great cumults railed in Saxonie con: 
cerning religion, grounded on che doétrine taught by Ly- 
ther, he was called by the Duke of Saxonie (God fo difpof- 
ing by his providence) unto Wittenberge, in the yeer 1518, 
and inthe 22. yeer of his age, andin the tenth yeer of Lu- 
thers. refidence inthe fame place, to be a faithfull affittant 
unte him. for the advancing of the Gofpell ; and in this 
may that City juftly glory, that.ic hath been blefled with 
the labours of thefe two undaunted Champions, whote 
ations can hardly be parraleld by any living either in the 
auncient or in thefe moderne times. 

At his departure from Tubinga, his Matter Simlerys aid 
that his going away was to be much lamented of the whole 
City, and forthwith added, Quotquot ibi effent dotti bomines, 
non effe tam dotios ut intelligerent, quanta effet doéirina C]WSs qui 
inde evocatus dilcedecet : that amongft all the learned men in 
the City, none could be found guilty of fo much learning 
as to judge truely of that worth which was to be found in 
that man. | 

Prefently after his comming unto Wittemberge, he pubs 
likely began toread his L@ures,where Luther being prefent 
he received anexcellent approbation from him, concern- 
ing his fufficiency,& fo he proceeded in opening the Scrip- } 
tures,to the great benefit and inftru@ion of his Auditors, 

In the yeer 1519. he was prefent at the difputation be- 
twxt Luther and Eccius,at Leipfich where fometimes he utter- 
ed his opinion amongit them concerning the points in 

contraverfie 
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contraverfie ; Eccixs not well brooking +his'sforwardneffe 44 
eryesoutunto Luther, Amovea'te iftamfaccum diftimttionum ; 

remove from thee that budget of diftin@ions, and after a 
fcornfall manner ftiled him the Grammarian. 

In the year 1520. he expounded the Epiftle of S. Paul to 

the Romans at Wittemberge ; which worke of his was fo well 
approved by Luther, that hecaufed it to be Printed for the 
generall benefit of the Church : and jin his Preface to the 
fame Booke, he ufethithefe words unto Melanéthou,Ego,quod

anto thee. And in the year following,having intelligence 

that the Divines of Parishad condemned’ the Bookes and 
Do&rine. of Luther, he oppoted by writing their heady De- 

cree, afirming his Do&rin to be found and Orthodox. 

_ Inthe year 1527: he was appointed by the Dake of Sax- 

onie to-vilit all the Churches within his Dukedome; in the 


performance whereof he wanted neither painfull labour 
| norenvious backbiting. | And finding in chem many difor- 
‘ders and corruptions, ‘he .prefcribed unto them. a forme 
| written in the German tongue, which he willed chem to em- 
brace and to make ufe of in their Churches.| This aétion | 
of his caufed great contention and ftrife in the Countrey, 
which by the wifdome and-vertue of the fame Duke was 


{peedily quieted.and taken away. 
Inthe year 9529. an aflembly of Divines was appointed 
at Spire, where the Duke of Saxonie was prefent wich Poilip 
Melanéihbon ;-who efpying his Mother, went unto her, and 
being'demanded by her, What fhe fhould beleeve amongit 
fo many different opinions and controverfies ; he anfwered 
chat Pergeret boc credere quod credidiffer, nec pateretur ‘fe, turbari 
conflectibus difputationum. That the fhould beleeve what the 
had hitherto beleeved'3 and. withall, willed her not to lay } 
to heart, nor to be difquieted with thofe Scholafticke

That in 
aigenerall' Council all occafions, defendings,opinions and 
judgements ought to be free ; and that it was 2 tying voyd 
of fence and'reafon, to yeeld'a fubfcription unto thofe 
things which as yet hedid neither know nor anderftand, 
And fo remaining unmoveable in this refolution,there was 
no generall Councill' called, becaufe it lay not in the pow- 
er of the Emperour tocommand it, and becaufe the Pope 
was unwilling to exercife his authority in that kinde, leaft 
the event fhould have proved fatall: unto the Apoftolicall 
Sees About this time Comets were feen in the ayre for the’ 
{pace of three whole yeeress; concerning which Melanghon 
wrote many learned obfervations unto his friends. 

In the yeer 1535. the fame of Melanéthon came into the 
Kingdome of England and France 3 wherefore he was fent 
for by Henry the eight, and invited by the King of France, 
to fettle a Reformation in their Churches; but he went un- | 
to neither of them, in regard theDake of Saxonie would not 
confent thereunto.

Which when Luther 
heard, he joyful !y uttered thefe words, Matle Philippe tu erie 
puifti Pontificiie, quod ego non axfus fuiffem : all happinelfe at- 
tend thee Philip,-for thou haft overthrown the Papilts: in 
that Point, which Idared not toattempt. And-wich that 
fentence Eccius was fo confuted, that he-had not a word to

Which points he. caufed’ tobe difperfed amongft the 
Churches,but they wrought liccle or no Reformation £ the 
yeer following Germanie was opprefled with civill Warres 5 
which when it was greatly lamented by Melan&hon, fome 
out of malice mifinterpreting his words, accufed him unto 
the Emperour;,: as one who laboured to hinder his procee- 
dings in the Reformation of Religion; for which caufe the 
Emperour intended his death, but he was defended and de- 
livered by the intreaty of Mauritius the Prince Ele@or,who 
poffeffed che Emperour with a contrary opinion. Not long 
after it happened that there were great preparations for 
che Councill of Trent, and fafe going and returning ; being 
concluded on, Melanétbon was fent with the Letters of the 
forelaid Maxritius,and taking Norimberge in his way he was 
commanded to ftay there untill he received an anfwer con- 
cerning that faith which was generally to be embraced of 
all the Churches. 

Daring his aboad at Noremberge he heard the newes of 
the Expedition of Mauritius againft the Emperor, in regard 
of theLantgrave of Hafia who was detained captive. Where- 
fore Melaniibon left Noxemburge & returned again to Wittem- 
berge. Many are of opinion that if he had been prefent at 

the faid Councill,and had been fuffred to declare his mind 
freely amongft them, he would have redified many of cheir 
judgements concerning matters of religion. 

Being come unto Wittenberge he contiantly went forward 


in 
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The\Lifeiand Death of Melan&hon. 
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in his exercife of teaching,and preaching the word of God 
untill he. fell. into an. irrecoverable difeafe, whereby his 
vitall {pirits grew fo feeble thathe was mede unfit for the 
performance of his paftorall office, and weaknefle increaf- | 

> | ing every day more and more upon him,he was conftrain- 
| ed at the laft to yeeld unto deathsand in the midft of many 
heavenly prayers he furrendred his foul unto him that gave 
it,in the yeer of our Lord 1560s inthe 63. yeere of his 
age, and after that he had preached the {pace of 42. yeeres 
unto the inhabitants of Wettemberge. Where he was buried 
with great forrow and lamentation, being laid fide by fide 
with Luther. Ae a ee 

For. his excellent. gifts he was not onely reverenced by 
Proteftant Divines then living, but he alfo gained a fingu. 
lar approbation of fuch as were his profefled enemies. 

He was ofa meane ftature not exceeding the common 
fort of men, his forehead {mooth and high, his haire thin, 
his neck Jong, his eyes beautifull and peircing, he was 
broad breafted, and in generall there was a proportionable 
agreement betwixt all the parts of his body ; in his youth 
he ftammered fomething in his {peech, but reaching unto a 
maturity of age, he fo corr:&ed that infirmity that ic gave 
no offence unto his Auditors ; the learned treatifes which 
he left unto the Church (whofe reformation both in do- 
&rine and difcipline, he greatly laboured for in his life)are

| jae La{cus was born of anoble family in Poland, and 
A brought up in learning : afterwards travelling to Tygure 
in Helvetiay he was by Zuinglins perfwaded to betake him- 
felfe to the ftudy of Divinicy: and when he might have 
been preferred to great honor in his owne Country, fuch 
was his love to Chrift, and his Church,and {uch his hatred 
to Poperysthat he chefe with Mojes to iuffer afliGion with 
the people of -God, rather then to live in worldly honor,

Reinbardus admiring the undaunted courage of the man, 
difcovered himfelfe, and embracing him in his armes, ex- 
horted him alwayes to retaine the fame conftancy, promi- 
fing him fure defence, ‘as long as he continued and refided 
within his liberties. | 

But Mafculus perceiving danger to increafe daily, fo that 
he could-not:-have liberty to make profeffion of the Gofpell 
in that place, he refolved to forfake the Monaftery, and to 
betake himfelf unto fome place where he might with more 
freedome and lefle danger profeffe the fame. He acquainted 
fome of the Monkes which'were his intimate friends wich 
this refolution; they;by reafon of the: death of the Prior 
at that time, defired him to ftay,and would willingly have 
| conferred the government of the Monaftery on him; but 
he knowing that that dignity would prove a hinderance 
unto that which he moft aymed at, refufed it, and willed 
them to beftow it on Brifacius. Before he departed he be- | 
troathed himfelfe unto a Kinfwoman of the faid Brifacius 5) 
who alfo went together with himunto Sirasburge,, in the 
year 1527. and in the thirtieth year of his age; where ac. 
cording to the manner of that Church he was publickly 
married;the Minifter beftowing a Wedding dinner on them 
in his ownie houfe. 7 

Here esifery began to creepe more and moreupor him, 
spartly beedufe of chat little money wherewith he was fur- | 
| 1113 | niflied: 
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nifhed to fultaine both himfélfe and his wife ond partly 


becaufe there-was no hope left unto him of getting any 
| thing by Preaching; becaufe many eminent perfons were 
| Silenced in the fame Cicy. Wherefore for the avoyding of 

further poverty, his wife turned fervant,and he covenanted 

with a Weaver todoe him fervice for the fpace of two 
| Moneths. Which ation although that it miniftred griefe 
|unto him, yet cafting himfelfe upon'God, he comforted 
| him felfe with chis diftick ;

This Weaver with whom he had Covenanted was an A- 
nabaptift,who nourifhed in his houfe a teacher of that fe&. 
Mujculus perceiving his great hypocrifie & idleneffe, would 
fometimes obje& unto him thofe words of Panl, He that will 
not workes let him not cat, At which: faying the Weaver was 
greatly offended, fo as at the end of two Moneths he gave 
him his wages, and bad him be gone. Mujculus was now 
compelled to feeke him a new Mafter; and it happened at 
that time that the Inhabitants of Strasburge imployed ma- 
ny labourers, about the fcouring of the Ditch which invi- 
roned the City, and about the repairing of the breaches in 
the Wals. He agrees with the Mafter of the Worke,and to- 
wards night he walkes about the wals to view what place.| - 
might pleafe him beft to workein; which being done, he 
returned unto his wife, who certified him of better newes ; 
and as God fo difpofed of a better work,and that was this, 
that a Meffenger was in the houfe,who willed him to meet 

| the Senate and Bucer in the Cathedrall Church. He much

he went; Bucer having notice of him, ca!s him ‘unto him-: 
he being no fooner come, the Council] commanded him to

At his firft entrance upon this Cure, Bucer tooke him ins 


| to his owneHoufe,and made ufe of him for the writing of 
| fach things as he intended for che Prefl:. Afterwards, by 


the advice of che Minifters of Strasburge, the fetled himfelfe 
with his wife in the Village. The Inhabitants received him 
with all courtefie, freely offering him all things neceffary 
for his houfe. Here he continued Preaching for the {pace 
of twelve moneths, receiving not any,thing for his paines, 
which notwithftanding he performed without grudging : 
the reafon was becaufe the Abbot of Hobenforft, who received 
the tithes of the Parifh, refufed to give him any money : 
Which being underftood by thofe of Strasburge, he was 
bountifully relieved out of the common treafury- 

Unto his preaching he alfo added the teaching and in- 
firu&ing of youth, whereby he gainedthe entire love of 
his parifhoners ,fo that they received him as a grave father. 
Not fat from this Villiage there was a Monattery dedica-

| that the Senate expeled & banifhed them al the Cizy,purg- 

|| | ed theChurches from all Idolatrous worthip,& confecrated 
them onely unto the Evangelical] truth; defigning unto 

i | | Mujculus one of the principalleft Churches in the City,and 
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having him ina reverent Eftimation ; in this place befides 
his labours in the Miniftery which were great, he attained 
the knowledge of the Greeke tongue, together with the 
Arabick. 

He taught in this City eighteen yeeres, tothe great be- 
nefit of his Auditors ,in his Sermons he was vehement and 
powerfull, wonderfully working upon the hearts of the 
people; he was a {harp reprover of vice ; his method which 


he obferved in teaching was exa& and eafie, which drew | 


the greater concourfe of people unto him, for their better 
inftru&tion and information inthe way of truth. 

In the yeer 153 6. there was a Sinod proclaimed at I/ena= 
cam a towne fituate in the Dukdome of Saxonie, for the re- 
conciling of the Churches about the Sacrament, whither 
Mufculus was fent by the Senate of Aufburge ; but becaufe 
Luther came not thither he with many other Divines went 
into Wittenberge, touching the conclufion. viz. Bucer, Me- 


lantihon: In the yeer 1540. the Princes and Senates of the | 


Empire were affembled at Wormzs, and Rein{purge, to hear. 
a difputation betwixt the Proteftant. Minifters and the Pa- 
pifts, touching Religion, where Mu/culus by the command 
of the Senate was prefent, and delivered two Sermons be- 
| fore the Princes, concerning the Popifh Mafle, which for 
their exceliency were afterwards Printed at 7. ittenberges 
The Affembly being defolved, without any thing affe&ed, 
he returned againe to Aufpurge, where he continued in 
his Miniftertall fun@ion untill the yeer 1547. wherein 
Carolus theEmperor commanded an aflembly of the Princes 
and Senates of the Empire at Au{purge, unto which both 
himfelfe with his brother Ferdinand King of the Romans,. 
and alfo the Princes, being accompanied with Cardinals 
and Bifhops: Ac the firft entrence, of the Emperour into 
the City, Mufculus was put void of his Church, ic being 
}given unto the Emperour, yet he ceafed not to performe 
his office,and boldly to preach in other places of the City,

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He wanted not enemies at that time in the City, who

all which he fuffered with an undaunted Spirit, refolving?

Bj riod of his dgys.But it fo fel out that insheyeer following 
the Emperour had promulgated a book written concern- 
ing Religion called the Interim, which he would have to 
be embraced and confirmed by the States and Cities of the 


‘) | Emprie; which when he perceived that it was receivedby | 


the Senate firft, he publikly oppofed it “in the Church, and 
exhorted them to the conftane profeffion of their former 
doctrine 3 and fecondly he told them that he muft be com- 
pelled to depart from them, in cafe they did refufe his moe 
tion: but he perceiving no hopes of altering their opinions 
after that. he had taken his dupper, he left the City, being 
accompanied onely with one Citizen ,committing his wife 
and eight childten which he left behind him unto the pro- 
teGtion of the Almighty : and being without the Ports he 
changed his hablit, leaftthrough the fame he might be 
difcovered by. his enemies. 

And having turned a Wagon, he went toward Tizaram, 
where he remained afew dayes with Bullinger, and irom 
thence he departed and went unto Bafil, unto Fobanner Her- 
vagins; his wife followed immediatly after him,not know- 


| ing where to find him unleffe ac Bafil ; wherefore when fhe} 
came to Conftance,for her affurace fhe fent letters by a truily | 


friend, whom’ fhe defired to certifie her husband of her a» 

boade at Conftance :the meffenger finding Mafculus at Bafil 

delivered the letters, and pee wi returned unto Conftance 
K t 
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where he found his wife and children: upon the Lords day | 
following he preached twice in the City, taking for his 
text,thofe words in Fobn the 6.ver.66.From that time many of. 
the Di{ciples went back and walked no more with bim:Then {aid Fe- 
fus unto the twelve,Z will yet alfo goe away,eéc. from which place 
| of Scripture he fhewed unto them, how greatly thofe Ci- 
| ties did offend, which did fall from the truth of Chrift for 
the favour of mzn; and withall he earneftly exhorted the 
people of Conftance, not to follow the examples of fuch,but 
conftantly to adhzre untothe truth taught by Chriftin 
his Word: and this was the laft Sermon that was Preached 
in the peaceable ftate of the Commonwealth; for the da 
following the Spayifo Forces under the condu& of Alfon{- 
us Vives beleagured the City;during the Siedge,by the per 
fwafion of Ambrofiue Blavrerusareverend Paftor » Mufculus 
with his wife and children were conveyed out of the City 
with fafety,and they efcaped the fury of the enemies,intene 
ding to goe for Tigurum, but ky reafon of fickneffe, which 
feized on his wife, he.was compelled to remain at Sangal- 
lumsafter her recovery he went unto Tigurum, where he was 
joyfully received of the Inhabitants, with whom he conti- 
nued fix.months, before he was called to performe his Mi- 
nifteriall fun@ion 3. in which vacancy he was called by Tho- 
mas Cranmer Archbifhop of Canterbury, into England ; but in 
regard of his. owne age as unfit for travell, and in refpe& 
of the weakneffe of his wife,-and the many children which 
he had, he modeftly refuted. 
Not long after the Inhabitants of Berne were deftitute of 
a Divinicy Le&urer for their Schooles ; wherefore he was 
called by the Senate unto. that profeffion, which indeed 
was moft welcome unto him, partly for the excellency of 
that Church and Commonwea!th, and partly for the ree 
newing of his acquaintance with his old friend Fobannes 
Hallerus.. He entred upon this LeGtare in the year 1549.and 
conftantly continued in it for the {pace of fourteen years, 
to the exceeding benefit of the Church of Chrift ; Openin 
-in that {pace unto his Auditours almof the whole Bibie. |:

The great. love which’ he carried towards the Inkabi- 
tants of Berne appeareth in chis, that he refufed great ho- 
notir and:ample Feevenues, which were profered unto him 
during his Le&urefhip at Berne 5 for he was thrice called 
into England, feconded with large rewards: alfothe Inha- 
bicants of Aupurge having againe obtained their former ‘li- 
berty, amongtt otter. banifhed Minifters, they firft recalled 
Mujculus. He was againe defired by the Inhabicants of Stra{- 
burge 5 invited by Otho Henyicusy and Fredericus Prince. Ele- 
&or Palatine, and by the Landtgrave of Hafia many times ; 
but he modeftly refufed all thefe, though honourable cal- 
ings: intending to performe his.beft fervite unto the end: 
of his dayes, unto that City. who had fhewed and vouchfa- 
fed him fuch kindneffe in his greateft extremity 5 which in- 
deed was truly perfonmed. , 

Not long before his death he was fickly, partly by rea- 
fon of his yeats; his body being {pent with infinite cares 
and labours, & partly by reafon of a vehement cold which 
did much afli& him 3 whereby he gathered that he was to 

\Jeave that houfe of clay, and therefore fetting all other 
things afide,he entred into a heavenly meditation of deaths 
the fum of which he hath left unto the world, being writ- 
ten by himfelfe before his death,

Afterwards the firength of his fickneffe did increafe by 
the addition ‘of an Ague, Wherby he was brought fo weak, 
that he was not able to fit up right in his bed; wherefore 
he fent unto Mafter Fobannes Allerus and other Minifters, 
unto whom he declared the Faith which he dyed ins and 
withall, committed the care of his Wife and Children un- 
to thtm 3 who told him that they would not be deficient 
in any thing wherein they might thew themfelves benefi- 
clall and helpfull unto them, , 

As he was aman endewed with an €xtraordiry patience 

| in his lite,fo he alfo teftified the fame during his fickneffe : 
| for 
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for he fukained that affli&ion with admired patience, ftill 
calling upon and praying unto almighty God, telying one 
ly @pon him; as appeared by that Speech of his unto his 
Sch, who ftanding by his Bed-fide Weeping, heturned to 
him, and toldhim, that heneed fiordoubt of his F athers, 
Faith, which indeed wege the laft words which he uttered $f 
and not long after he yeehded up his foule with all quiet- 
_{neffe into the hands of God, inthe year of*Chrift 1563. 
‘and in the fixty fix year of his age, and was buried at 
Berne. 

He was a man learned and grave, affable and courteous, 
{paring in his dyee ; he was fomething tall in ftacure, hav- 
ing a body ftraight,a face redjeyes clear and quick-fighted; 
in genefall, there was a proportionable agreement betwixt

oe Gerardus Hyperius was born at Ipres in Flanders, 
_Anno Chriftiigi11. his Father was a Counfellour,who 
brought him up carefully in learning. At 13. years old he 
travelled through the Iflands of Flanders, and learned the 
French tongue : afterwards he went to Paris,where he ftudi- 
ed in that Univerfity theArts for three fears,and then went | 
home to vifit his friends ; but after a fhort ftay, he returned 
to Paris, and ftudied Divinity.and Phyfick : and every year. 
in the vacation time he traveled abroad into France; fo that 
in three years he had teen moft part of France, and-part of 
Italy, and vifited the chiefeft Univerficies in both: then he 
went to Lovain, and into moft parts of the lower Germany 3 
and at twenty fix years old, he traveled into upper Germa- 
nie : then he failed into England, where faling into the com- 
pany of Charles Montjoy, [Baron Montjoy’s Son] he tooke 
fuch affe&tion to him,that he,defired him to live wich him, 
where he lived four years with much content, and then he 
| vifited Cambridge: and the Lord Crommel being beheaded 
about 
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| about that time, and the fix Articles prefled with rigor, he 
| thought of returning into his own Countrey ; firft vifiting 
Oxford, and from thence he went to London, and fo failed 
to Antwarps and from thence he went home: but hearing 
| the fame of che Univerfity of A’gentine, and of Bucer there, 
he travelled thicher alfo: but inthe way he went to Mar- 
parg, where Noviomagus was Divinity -profeffor, who im- 
portuned him co ftay there. and to give fome tafte of his 
learning, and to be his affitant ; when he had prevailed 
with him, he fhortly after dying, Hyperius was chofen in 
his room ; and after two yeers ftay, he married a Wife, one 
| Catharine Grthia, with whom he lived with much comfort, 


there with much diligence, and faithfulneffle 22..yeers : he 
dire&ted young ftudents in the compofing of their Sermons, 
and heard them firft Preach in private, that if any thing 
were amiffe, either in:their voyce,or gefture he might re&ti- 
fie them in it : he was never idle, but alwayes either writ 
ing, reading, or meditating, ‘fo that. he much weakned his 
body thereby : at laft falling fick ofa Fever he gave diverfe 
inftru@ions to his wife, for the educatian of his children ; 
and to his children, whom he exhorted to feive God, and 
|to obey their mother; and when his friends vificed him, 
he requefted themito bear witnefs; That ia that Faith wher 
in he had lived, and which he had taught, he now dyed : 
and {fo continued; making,a profeffibn of the fame till He

}caufe he was a fingular Politician,approving his judgment | | 
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and advice touching the adminittration of the Common. 
| | wealth, defiring his prefence wherefoever that they con- 
fulted about ferious affairs and important matters of State; | 
| whereby it came to paffe that his fon Calvin was broughe | 
up in his youth with the fons of the eminefteft perfous in | 
that Country : His mother was called Jeanna Franca, | 
.° Thefe children he accompanied unto Paris, for the in- | 
creafing of ‘his learning’, where he had ‘Maturinas Corderius | 
#for his Tutor, aman much reverenced for his internal! and’| 
_} external! qualities,and efteemed the beft for the inftruGion | 
| and bringing up-of youth within the Relme of France. The | 
veafon why his father brought him up in learning, was be- 
cdufe ‘he perceived a voluntary fhidlinadton in his fonne 
‘thereunto, which appeared two manner of wayes ; fittt be- 
caufe in his youth he was religtoufly given; and fecondly, 
Decaufe it was oblerved that he was a fharp reprover of vice 
‘\| | in his School-tellowes. Thefe were fufficienaméfifications 
unto his Father; wherfore when he cameto fome matarity 
of age, | his father fo wrought ‘with the Bifhop of. Noviods: 
num, that he had a’ Canons place in the Cathedral! Church, 
and alfo aCure ina Parifh neere adjoyning, where it is 
thought that he Preached many Sermons, although not 
advanced to the Minilteriall fun@ion ; but this proceeding 
continued not long, partly by reafon of his fathers defire, 
who was earneit with him to addi& himfelfe unto the ftu- 
dy of the civill Law, a furer ftep unto wealth and prefér- 
ment; and partly by the perfwafion of Roberts Olivetanus, 
(aman well deferving of the French Churches, for the do- 
'|ing of the Hebrew Bible into Fresch ) who wil’ed him to 
give himfelfe wholy unto the reading of the facred Scrip. 
tures, and to feperate himfelfe from thofe fuperftitions 
which were odious in the fight of God. 
Being willing to teftifie his obedience unto his father,he 
therefore left his Cure and went to Orleans, where he be- 
_ | came an Aaditor unto Petrus Stella(chen publicke profeffor 
_\in chat place; and reputed to be the foundeft Civilian then 
! living in France) by which meanes he attained untc great 
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perfe&tion in that Art, foashe feemed in fhort time to be 
rather a teacher then an Auditor, aud would many times 
{upply the places of the profeffors themfelves.; by which 
meanes he gained fo greatlove inthe Academy, that at his 
departure from Orleance they profered to confer freely on 
him, the dignity of Do&or in the Civill Law: chis is alfo. 
remarkable in the profecution of. his Fathers Will, he was 
not forgetfull of the counfell of his kinfman Olivetanus, fo 
as withall he diligently gave himfelfe unto the ftudy of Di- 
vinity 3in which alfo he attained unto fuch pérfe&tion that 
thofe Inhabitants of Orleans,who were touched with adefire 
of amore pure religion, would refort unto him to have pri- 
vate conference with him, greatly admiring both his zeale 
and knowledge during his refidence in that Academy 3 befids 
his daily exercifes, he uled to fpend halfe the night in read- 
ing,& the morning following he would meditate awhile in 
| his bed on that wct he had read; by web conftant: watchful- 
nefs,as ic was a means of furnifhing him wth folid learning 
& w'h a retentive memory;fo it was alfoa means of procure 
ing unto hini manydifeafes,&at the length untimely death. 
About this-trme: the Academy at Burdeaux was famous 

for the prefence.of that Prince of Lawirus, Andres: Alciatus 


who came out of Italy tobe their publike Profeffor; where-;_ 
upon Calvin lett O leanceand came to Burdeayx, where hel 


acquainted himfelfe with Alcictus, and.alfo with: Melchior 
Volmarus,.then publicke Profeffor of the Greek. tongue. ; 
whofe learning, piety and other vertues, together wich his 
admirable dexterity, in the bringing up of youth cannot 


learned here the Greek tongue, and a thankfull remember- 
ance of which benefit he hath recorded unto future ages, by 
dedicating unto him hisCommentary on the fecondEpiftle 
to the Corinthians. Whilft he itudied this tongue,he laid not 
afide the ftudy of Divinity, but made it his onely ayme, as 
it ag peared. by his ations ; for during his continuance jn 
Bardeaux, he would intreat Wolmarus to walk with him 
into the Country,and to bean Auditor unto his Sermons, 


which 


receive worthy commendations of this Wolmarus: Calvin}

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which were approved by him, with no leffe then an afta (es 
nifhed.admiration- ety 

Here he continued earneftly profecuting hisStudies with 
all diligence, untill fach time as he was called home by 
his Fathers death, where he continued’ no longer {pace but 
untill chat he had put off che dayes of mourning, and then: 
he went againe unto Paris, where at the age of twenty four. 
yeers, he wrote. aCommentary upon that book of Seneca, 
de clementia; he had not continued long heres but his worth 
procured him the favour and love of fuch z2alous perfons 
as defired a Reformation, & efpecially the love of Stephanus 
Forgewsyan honorable Merchant, who afterwards fuffered 
Martyrdome for the truth of Chrift: In chis Academy he} 
forfook the ftudy of humaine learning,and betook-bimfelf 
wholy anto the ftudy of Divinicy, to the exceeding joy of 
fuch godly perfons, who darft. not to difcover their pro~. 
feffion to the world, becaufe of the ftrength of their ene- 
mies, but kept their private aflemblies in Parw. 

During his: refidence here Nicalaws Copus the fon of Guli- 
elmus Copus of Bafil,the Kings Phifician, was defigned Recor | » 
of Paris ; who being to deliver his Oration according unto 
the Cuftom,the fame day that religious atts were celebera- 
ted by the Pops;he requelted Calvin to performe it for him, 
who willingly condicended thereunto, and in his Oration 
he di(courfed more freely concerning the purity of Religi- 
on then: others in that place had’ formerly done. This 
a&being not well brooked by. the Senate, they call-a-Par- 
liament, and the Re&or is fammoned to appeare $. in-his 
journey thither he was admonifhed by fome of ‘his friends 
to take heed unto himfelfe, becaufe he wanted neicher,ma~ 
ny nor powerfull enemies. He taking: thefe wordsinto a 
deepe confideration, returncs backe againe, departs-out of 
the Kingdome, and conveighs himfelfe to Bafil, Neither 
was Galvin free from danger sn this act; for fome were fent 
into'the Schoo! which is called Fortretam, where his lodz- 
ing was; but finding him not within, they brake open the 
doores of his Study, take fuch Papers as they finde,. and a- | 
iE it hed 1:3 mong tt 
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~ | mongtithem many Letters which were fent by zealous per- 
fons unto him, whereby they alfo were brought into great 
danger of their lives ; but they were all delivered by the 
meanes of the Queen of Navarre, who honourably received 
and entertained Calvin in her houfe,and became an Auditor 
unto his Sermons. | . 

Having continued here a while under the protection of 
the Queen, he fhapes his:courfe toward Neracum a City in 
Aquitaine to vifit Facobus Stapulenfis;who was proteé&ted and 
defended by the Queene for the fame caufe, and therefore 
placed in that City under her Dominion. This old man 
having a certaine relation from him how all things went, 
he moft courteoufly: entertained him, was right glad to 
conferre with him ; and withall {pending this judgement 
on him, that he wouldbe an excellent inftrument for the 
eftablifhing of the Kingdom of Chrift within the Kingdom 
of France. 

Having continued a few dayes with this Jacobus, he ree 
turnes again’ to Paris, being led thereunto by the hand of 
God, for the purging of the City of that damned herefe 
of Servetws concerning the Trinity ;but after long expetta- 
tion and fecret hiding of himfelf,he was conftrained again 
to leave the City without the effe@ing of any thing; the 
enemies of the truth ftill labouring to take away his life. 

In theyear 1 5 3 4. Gerardus Rufus and Coraldus, zealous 
profeffours of the truth of Chrift, and labouring to pro- 
mote the Gofpell in France,were with great cruelty pulled 
downe out of their Pulpits and cat into prifon: and the 
King was fo enraged, by reafon of certain writings oppo- 
fing the Maffe, which were fcattered up and down the Ci- 
ty,and faftned unto the door of his Bed. chamber,that after 
publick Prayers, he commanded (at the which he himfelfe 
was prefent, cogether with his three Sonnes, being bare- 
headed,and holding a burning Torch for expiations fake) 
eight perfons, fuppofing to be guilty of thata@,to be burn- 
ed alive ; and in the prelence of the People,he bound him- 
| felfe with a folemn Oath,that:he would not fpare his own 
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‘children,if he fhould'but ‘know that theywere infe&ted withiay rt 
that moft horrible and damned herefie. 7 
Calvin beholding the miferable ftate'and condition of 
| chings, refolved to leave Frances revealing his intent unto 
ah intimate friend of his, with-whom he was formerly ac- 
ee eee es eocic Le with the Queen of Navarre.’ 
Who, out-of his-fingular affe&tion unto Calvin, promifed 
to accompany himin his journey ; wherefore they forth- 
with prepare for Bafil, committing their money unto the 
cuftody of oneof their fervants, who'being well horft-and 
efpying an opportunity anfwering his wicked interit, leavs’ 
them to fhift and'to ‘provide for themfelves 5’ and doubt- 
leffe they had-been driven into great diftrefle, had not the 
other fervant farnifhed them with ten Crownes,-whichhe 
had: about him, by means whereof they came at length'to 
Ba il. . ; 
Here he found \Symones'Grineus and Wolfangus Capitoswho: 
received him with great joy, ‘where he- continued and gave 
himfelf unto the ftudy of the Hebrew tongu: ‘here he alfo 
fet!forch his Inftitutions, a laborious & learned worke,and 
well worthy of the Author, witha Preface moft excellent. 
unto the King of Franceswhich if he had read; ic had wich-| 
out doubt given a'great wound unto the Popith religion’: | 
bat the'fins of that King and ofthat Nation were fo-great, | 
and vengeance'fo near at hand, that leave was'not given 
unto'them by the’Lord to perufe the fame. O€ 
Having ferforth this book, and'in fome fort performed? 
his duty to‘his Country, he left Bafiland went into Italy to |

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but by the obfervation of future actions, it is evident that 


he was guided thither by the hand of God: Into this City, 
not long before his comming, the Gofpell of Chrift was 
wonderfully brought, and that by the labour and induftry 
of two famous Divines, (viz-) Gulielmas Farellus fomtimes 
Scholer unto Facobus Stapulenfis, and Petrus Viretus, whole 
| labours were aboundently bleffed by the Lord : Calvin go-. 
ing for to vific thefe Genevan lights, he was entertained by 
Farellus with a long difcourfe, and thereby difcovering the 
| excellency, of his parts, defiring him to remaine at Geneva, 
and to be an afliant to him in that place for the advancing 
of the truth of Chrift : but when he faw that Calvin could 
not eafily be drawn and perfwaded thereunto, and being a 
man of a bouid fpirit, he faid unto him after a vehement 
‘manner, | pronounce unto thee in the nameof the living | 
and alpowerfull God, that'unleffe thou joyne with us in | 
this worke of the Lord, it will come to paffe, that he will 
curfe thee as one that. feeketh more his owne then the glo» 
ry of Chrift. 

Calvin being aftonifhed with this terrible fentence and 
{fpeech of Farelasshe forthwith fubmitted himfelfe unto the 
pleafure of the Presbytery and Magiftrates ; by whofe voy- 
ces and confent of the People, he was not onely chofen to 
be a Preacher, but was alfo defigned to be their Divinity 
Lecturer, and graced with the title of Doctor, inthe year | 
1536. which year alfo is remarkeable for that League con- 
cluded betwixt. the Cities of Brene and Ceneva, touching 
Divine Worfhip ; and alfo for the converfion of theInha- 
bicants of Laufanna unto Chrift. | 

The ficft ching which he attempted, after his admiffion in- 

co this City, was a more exact reformation in the Church 5 

& for that caufe drew a compendium of Chriftian Religion | 

and forme of Do&rine, unto. which. he laboured to have 

the Inhabitants to fub{cribe,. and to binde themfelves by 

| | an Oath to abjurethe fuperfticious Do&rine of Rome, and 
' to defend the fame with their lives. “Fhis motion was re- 

| | fufed by many.at the-firft, yet not long after (God fo dif- 
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pofing) evenin the year 1537. the Senate and people 
of Geneva, took their Oathes for the defence of the fame. 

The ground being thus laid, there wanted not enemies, 
and thofe bitter ones to oppofe him in his proceedings ; 
for firft the Anabaptifls beganto fow their erronious Aa 
pinions in the hearts of many, tothe great detriment of | 

|} the Church ;but thei were fo confuted by Calvin in pub- | 
lick difputation appointed by the Senate,chat {carcely any 
one of them appeared afterwards in the City. The other 
difturber of the peace and happineffe of that Church was, 
Petrus Caroli born at Sarbona; who,as fhe brought him forth 
an impudent Sophifter,fo the caft him out againe as a more 
wicked heretick : being thence caft out he came to Geneva, 
accompanied wth the {pirit of the Divelswhen he faw bim- 
felf to be fharply reproved of the Inhabitants,he went unto 
their en: mies, and from thence he returned unto Geneva a- 
gaine, intending to leave behind him fome expreflions of 
his worfe then diabolicall opinions; and for that caufe he 
firft began openly to accufe Farell, Calvin and Viret, ofa 
mifconceived opinion concerning the Trinity ; wherupon 
a Synad was called at Berneswherein that calumny of Petrus 
|.Careli was condemned. 

But that which ftrooke the greateft_ftrok for the crufh- 

ing of thefe hopefull beginnings, was the inteftine diffen-

ing as a banifhed man at Bafil, and alfo Bacer in England. 
And this is alfo remarkable, that notwithftanding the

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The caufe of Servetus being as yetin hand, one of the 
fa&tious company,called Berilerius an impudent and wicked 
fellow, (whom the Presbitery had forbidden to come un- 
to the Lords table, by reafon of his ill lead life) and ex. 
comunicated, came unto the Senate, and defired his abfo- 
lution ; which he perfwaded himfelfe was fufficient; Calvin 
| earneftly oppofes this action of the Senare, declaring unto 
him that he ought to bea defender and maintainer, and 
not a violator of holy & good lawes 5 yet Berlterius prevail- 
ed with the Senate, and he granted unto him his abfoluto- 
ry letters. Perinnus by the imitation of Bertlerius,thought to 
take Calvin in a trap, andeither to raife a tumult againft | 
him, if he would not obey the Senate, or if he confented, 
then to difanull the authority of the Presbitery : Calvin | 
being fore-admonifhed of thisintent, in his Sermon be-"|

ally in England; which tooke away Hooper, Ridley, Latimer, 
and afterwards Cranmer,men of incomparable piety;where- 
by the propagation of the truth was hindred.

mous a Doftor ;.and in generall,all were filled with mour- 
ning, becaufe they were deprived of their onely comforter, 
next unto God. 

Many of the Citizens deficed to behold him after that. he 
was dead, fo great was their affeCtion to him; and fome 
ftrangers alfo whom the fame of Calvin. had drawne unto 
that place, and amongit them the Englifh Embaffadour. for 
France defired greatly to fee him being dead 5 but ic could 
not be granted, leaft ic might raife a fcandall on him a- 
mongtt the Parifts. He was buried in the commonChurch- 
yard, without any extraordinary pompe, and without any 
Graveeftone laid over him; for which caufe Beza wrote 
thefe Funerall Verfes :

V Anno Chrifti 1524+ his father was Dofter of Phyfick, 
who died in his fOns infancy : when this Srigelius was fit 
‘for it, his friends finding him of a prompt and ready wir, 
they fet him to School in his owne Country, where he 
quickly drank in the firf rudiments of learning, and fo 
Anno Chrifti 1538. he went to the Univerfity of Friburgjand 
having ftudied the Arts there for a while, 4x. Chrifti 15 42, 
he went to Wittenberge where he was inflamed by God 
with an ardent defire to know the Do@rin of the Reform- 
ed‘Churches : for which end he diligently attended on Lu- 
thers and Melané#hons Le@ures, and wholly framed himfelfe 
to'the imitation of Melanéhom. Anno Chrifti 1544. he Com- 
menfed Mafter of Arts, and by the perfwafion of Melanéthen 
“he taught a private Schoole at Winttenberg, where he did 

(much good, and gat himfelfe great repute: But when the 
Wars in Germany waxed hot, he left Wittenberg, andewent 
to Magdeburge, and fromthence to Erpburd, where he pub- 
lifhed fome “Orations being abouttwenty tWo.years old.

and:Citizens were in fuch fear, that they were ready to flyes, 
orto joyne wich the Boors :-but Brentius encouraged them,., 
and told them, Thac:if they woulditake Armes, and.defend | : 
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pafle, for fix hundred Citizens, beat away foure thoufand 
of thofe;Boors. He alfo publithed a Booke, in:confutation 
of their wicked opinions ; and thewed how diffonant they 
were to the Word of God. Y 

Prefently after rofe up that unhappy contcntion between 
Luther and Zuinglius, about, Chriit’s pretence in.the Sacra- 
ment, which continued divers, years, to the great dilturb- 
ance of the Church, fcandall of the.reformed Religion, 
and hinderance of the fuccefle of the Gofpell.: and when a 
conference was appointed for the compofing of that differ- 
ances Luther, Brentinzs and fomie others met.with Zuinglins 
and fonie of his friends; but after much debate, they part- 
ed without.an agreement, | 

Anno 1530. was the Diet held at Aupurg, unto which the 
| Proteftant Princes brought their Divines with them, and 
| amongft others Brentius 5 at which time George Marquefle 

of Brandenburg told the Emperour; That he would rather 
{hed his blood, and lofe his life, or lay: downe his necketo 
the headf-man, then alter his Religion, Here. the Divines 
drew up that famous Confeffion of Faith, which, from the 
place, is called the AuguftinesConfeffion. Brentius, at his re- 
turne home married a Wife, famous for her chaftity, moe 
defty and piety, by whom: he had fix children. Vlricus 
Prince of Wurtenburg, intending to reform Religion in his 
Dominions, thought it the beft way firft to reform the U- 
hiverfitie of Tubing, and confidering where he might have 
a fit man for fo great and difficult a worke ; he at -laftre- 
folvediupon Brentius, whom he fent for; and who, with 
pests diligence, prudence, and fidelity accomplifhed the 

ame. 

In the year 1547. the Bmperour with his Army coming 
to Hale, Brentiys hoping to prevail with the Captaine that 
no Souldiers fhould be quartered in his Houfe; but when he 
came home, he found the fouldiers beating at his door,and

his friends, wherein‘he juftified the ProtéfRant Princes ‘in 
taking Armes againft'the Empezrour; ‘he prefently carried 
them to the Emperour 5 whereby Bréntivs was in-great dan- 
ger, and was fain to ‘hide himfelfe ‘ina very high Tower, 
and not being fafe there, he changed his apparell, left his 
wifeand children, and with one’ onely companion paffed 
through the Spaniards fafely, and wandred up’ and down 
the fields all that night.But when the Emperor was remov- 
ed with’ his Army;he returned to Hale again. :

Piz Viretus was born inthe Country of the Bernates, 
brought up in learning at Paris, where he began to be 
acquainted with Farellas :- from thence he went to Lufanna, 
where he was chofen Paftor, and fpent much of his time 
| jin teaching, and writing there: and when Calvin was fent 
| {tothe Conference at Worms Anne Chriffi' isat. and.from 
| thence to Rarisbone, he’ obtained of the Senate of Lifanna | 
that Viretus {hould fupply his place at Geneva ti] his return: 
and when he came backe he much importuned that Virerus 
might ftill continue there, affirming that it would much 
conduce to the good of the Church at Geneyd to enjoy his | 
| labours > but he' would needs return to Lufanna to his for- | 
mer charge : yet afterwards, at the earneft entreaty of the 
French Churches, he went to Liens; where, in the middeft | 
of the Civill Wars, and the Peftilence which followed, he, 
with his Collegues, governed the Church with much pru- 
dence: till, by the Jefuits means, there was a Proclamatie 
on fent abroad that none but fuch as were Native French 
fhould be Preachers in the Proteftant Churches:then at the 
requeft of the Queen of Navar he went to Bern, where he 
continued untill his death, which was in. the year 1571. 
and of his Age threefcore, He was much bewailed of all

-F ever any were happy in the. impofition of names: in 

Tino whom they dedicate to God at the Font, certainly 
i they were who chriftned this holy and learned man Fobn 

ewell; for his rare and. admirable parts, and both-natu: 
rall and fupernaturall gifts were every way correfponding | 
to his gracious‘and precious name. According to his chri- 
ftian name Fobn fignifying: graces he was-a graciows inftru- 
ment of Chrift,to reforme the gold of the San&uary;which 
through the negligence or impiety of later times became 
dim and droffie with fuperftition, And according to his: 
farname he was a rich Fewell, confifting of many Gems,’, 
fhining as: well ia his: life, a8 his incomparable apse 
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| extant, almoft in all languages. Thig great Cletke 
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Was borne at Berrenber, in the County of Devon: of which 
it may truly be {aid as it was- fometimes of Hyppo, that 
Hyppo was more ennobled by great Saint Axjtine, then Saint 
Aust ine by litle Hippo. For,his education, it was firft in 
Merton and after in Corpus Chrifti Colledge in Oxford. The 
former hath proveda famoufnurfery of Phylofophy and 
Schoole Divinity; thelatter of the knowledge of Tongus 
and police literature 5 in both which our Jewell fhewing 
by his golden thighs what flowers he moft fucked and Ion- 
geft fat upon ; excelled for.an acuter Difputant,an€loquen- 
ter Oratour, a more univerfall Schollar, and every way an 
ascomplifhed Divine the Charch hath not had for many 
hundreds of years. 

The firkt gliftering of this Jewell was in the Rhetoricke 
Leé&ture conferred upon him in Corpus Chrifti Colledg,when 
he was yet but Batchelor of Arts. This Le&ture he read 
with fuch facility and felicity, that all his Auditors percei- 
ving that he {pake potius ex arte, than de arte rbetoricesrather 
from an excellent faculty he had in that flexanimous Art, 
then of the Art it felfe. Neither were thefe his LeQures 
onely ftrewed as it were with flowers of Rhetorick, but rich- 
ly fraught with all varietie of humaine Learning ; which 
drew many Auditors unto him from other Colledges, and 
among them his Tutor Mafter Parkburft, afterwards Bifho 
of Norwitch, who tooke great delight to behold the parkling 
of that Diamond, which himfelfe had firft pointed; and he 


could not containe his joy, but vented it on the fudden in| 
this extempore Difticon :

This his fame and love abroad purchafed him envy and 
hatred athome; for he found fhortly after to his coft, the 
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Jtruth of che Philologitt his obfervation concérning truth, | 


vertue and curtefie, three of the beft Mothers, are often de- 
livered of three of the worft- Daughters ; truth of hatred, 


| {curtefie of contempt, and vertue of envie; Writ enim fulgore

ward Sands, and afterwards at Argentine with Fobn Poynet, 
Edmund Grindall, Fohn Cheek 4 Anthony Cook, Richard Mori{on, 
Peter Carew, Thomas Wroth, and divers others. 

Thefe noble Confeflors deferve rather the naming, be- 
caufe in this their retiring, they feemed as it were, to fetch 
their fees, to make the greater leap in England ; where after 
their return, they were highly preferred, Grindal to the 
Archbifhop firft of York, then of Canterbury 5 Sir Francis 
Knowls to be privy Councellour and Lord Treafurer, Ro- 
bert Lorne to the Bifhoprick of Winton, Sands of London, Poy- 
net of Worcesfer,and the reft all of them toeminent places in 
the Church and Commonwealth,to fet off their future glo- 
ry, their prefent poverty and mifery ferved as a foyl: It 
was yet for the prefent lamentable to fee ‘thele men of 
worth, who had change of houfes in their own Country, 
hardly getting a fhed to fhelter them from wind & weather 
in forreign parts ; they who optned the fcuntain of their

day maintain againft us, and upon good proof of any fuich 
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lone allegation. to'yeeld them the bucklers and: reconcile

undertooke him, and entered into the lifts with him about 
the controverted Articles: yet they came off fo poorely 
and Jewel on the contrary {o amazed and confounded them 
wich a cloud of witneffes in every point in queftion, that as 
Bi hop Godwine, upon good ground affirmech ‘no one thing 
in our age, giv: the Papacy ‘fo deadly a wound, as that 
challeiigs at Pauls Crofle fo confidently made and bravely 
maidtained.

-toflicers. The €hauncellour and Archdeacons, are in the

So was he thrice bappy by the judge- 
ment of truth ic felfe, becaufea threefold peace:makerin his 
Confiftory on the Bench and.at his Table, as a Judge, Ju- 
ftice and an Arbitratour. Yet did he no way forget that 
unum nece{farium, which Saint Paul fo deeply. chargeth Timo- 
thy before God and his Angels, to be carefull of, to, wit, to 
Preach in feafon and out of feafon,t Cor.9.16. Thave heard 
of the Hetrurian’ goddefle,, that -whileft the. .was clad ina 
Countrey habit, and worfhipped under a fhed in the field, 
fhe delivered many Orcaclés 5 but afcer fhe was broughte in- 
toa Temple, and cloathed wich Purple and: fine. linnen, 
(he became mute, arid gave no anfwer at all: So it fallech 
out with many, whole office it.is to publifh. and interpret 
the Oracles of God, like Saul, when they come to the bigh pla- 
ces, they make an end of Propbecying. Fewell did not fo, but the

more eminent he was in dignicy, the.more diligent in the] 


worke. of the Miniftery, not fo much in frequent as in«x- 
quifite Teaching 5 for though his-Sermons were very fre. 
quent yet they were alwayes rare for the matter and man- 
ver of his delivery 3 he never Preached’ quicquat in baccam, 
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butaé Adrabam offered to Melcbifedecke, as St. Ferome ren-|- 
dersic, de prenpuis, or fammitate aceri, of the top and beft 
of the heape. The Roman Orator tels. us of negligentia que- 
dam diligens, acertaine diligent negligence, and learned 
ignorance; when the {peaker carefully fhunneth all affe- 

} &ation of Art, and laboureth that his fpeech may not feem 
elaborate. Bat the fober and difcreet hearer hath often 
caufe to complaine of diligentia quedam negligens,a negligent 
kinde of diligence in many popular Preachers, who afcend 
frequently into the Pulpit; but with extemporary provi- 
fion, are often in travile but without paine, and delivered 
of nothing for the moft part, but empty words and idle 
tautalogies; as if Sermons were to be valued by the num- 
ber and not by the weight. Thefe mens Sermons, though 
they exceed the houre in length, and the dayes of the week 
in number; yet they themfelves lye open to the curfe of 
the Prophet denounced againft all thofe that doe the work 
ofthe Lord negligently. From the danger of which male- 
diction Fewell, was freeft of all of his parts and place ; for 
though he might beft of any prefume in this kinde upon 
his multiplicity of reading, and continuall pra&ice of 
Preaching, yet never Would he Preach in the meaneft Vil- | 
lage, without precedent meditation and writing alfo the 

| chiefe heads of his Sermons.And as his tongue was the pen 
of aready writer, fo was his pen the tongue of a living 
{peaker, to all pofterity. 
~ When I perufed the catologue of his Sermons, I wonder 
what time he had to write: agane, when I number and 
weigh his writing, | wo nder what time he had to provide 
for Preaching ;and when I compare both, ] wonder how 
he could doe any thing els. Yet did not his conftant 
preaching take him off from his aceurate writing,nor both 
from his difcharging each part of his Epifcopall function | 
sn his owne Perfon. Which that it may not feeme incred- 
ible, Iwill open his day booke and read out of it how he » | 
{pent every houre : Rifing at foar of the clock, after prai- . 


ers with his family at five, and inthe Cathederall about 
a: fix, 
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| fix, he was fo affixed to his ftudies all the morning, that 
he could not without great violence be drawne from it: 
| after dinner his doores and eares were open to-all Suters:; 
| and it was obferved of him, as it was-of Titus (who was 
ftiled amor d delitiea humane genere) that he never fent any 
| fed fiom him. Suters being thus difmiffed, he heard with 
| preat indifferency_and patience, fuch caufes debuted before 
| him as either. weredevolved to him as a Judge. or referred 
| to himasan Arbitrator; andif he could fpare any time |. 
| from thefe troublefome bufineffes, he reckoned as cleare| 
| gaine to his Study, | 
About nine of the clocke at night he called all his fer- 
yants to.an account, how they had fpent the day,and then | 
offered up his enening facrifice together with them toGod; 
| from his-‘Chappell he withdrew himfelfe againe to his 
Study till neer.midnight, and from thence to his Bed; in 
| which after he was laid, the Gentleman of his Bed-cham- 
| ber red to him till wearied nature fhut up the offices of his 
| fenfes ; long after his Porter had locke up che Gates of his 
| Pallace. | 
| This watchfull and laborious kind of life without any 
recreation at all, fave what his neceflary refe&ion at his 


meals, andavery few hours of reft in the night aforded 
him, fpent the oy! of this {weet Lamp the fafter, and there- 
by haftened his extin@ion and death in this world. Which 
as he forefaw by the fpirit, fo he foretold by letters to the 
Bifhop of Norwiche 
Yet upon record in the works of Do&or Flumfrey, and as 
he forefaw it, and foretold it, fo accordingly he prepared 
for it, as a Traveller, who hath little day and much way 
left, fpurreth on fafter, that he may reach home by day- 
light : fo he, defirous to finifh his courfe before the night 
of death approached, mended his pace, and difpatched all 
(forts of bufinefle with more celerity ; and as he was vifit- 
| ing his Dioccfie more feverely then ever before,God vifited 
|hia1; and as he preached at Lacock upon the words of the 
| Apottle, Walk in the Spirit; Death arefted him in the Pulpit, 
' from 
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from whence he was carried to his bed, where he ftiil con- 
tinued preached to all chat cams to vifit him,ggither by 
heavenly inftruions, or pious ejaculations, or divine me-

have them reftofed to liberty, they muft goe,and piticion 
the Bajbaw for their releafe : which they doing, the prifone 
ers Were prefently releafed’: but when they afterwards ac- 
cufed the Vayvod to“him of Tyranny ,and injuftice, he re- 
quired thatgGegedine, and fome of the chiefe Citizens fhould 
come and teftifiethofe things before him : but when Zege- 
dine came, he picked a quarrel with him, and caft him into 


prifon;whereupon his people,by rich prefents endeavour'd ® 


to procure his releafe, and when they had dlmoft obtained 
their requeft, one whifpered the Ba/baw in the ear, andtold 
him, that he might have 1000. Florens for his ranfome : 
whereupon he ftill detained him, and told them that he 
would not releafe him till they,had paid him a,1000. Flo- 
rens : but when the money came in flower then he &{peQ: 
ed, the barbarous Tyrant chid his Keeper for ufing him 
too gently, which (as he faid) was the caufe that his ran- 
fome was not yet paid; whereupon his Keeper bound, and 
whip"c him wich thongs, till he was bloudy all over, and 


almoft kill’d him:, afterwards the Bafbaw promifed that if| 


they would procure the reléafe of the daughter of the Ma- 
jor of Tolxe,. who. was prifoner with the Hungarians, and 
bring her unto him, he would releafe Zevedine : ; her, there- 
furs, his ‘people of Calmant(em redeemed for. three hundred 
F'lorens, and prefented her to the Bafbaw's. yet the Infidel] 
taifified his promife, and kept him ftill prifoner : then the 
Princetof Tranfilvania fent Ambaffadors, and a rich prefent 
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tothe Bafbaw, requetting the releafe of Zegedine,yet nothing 
would prevail: many, pittying his miferable captivitie, 


» | came to vifit him, and gave him money, but his cruell Kee- 


per extorted moft of it from him. Being loaden with heavy 
chains, the Citizens, with much importunity, prevailed to 
get him leave once aday to come tothe Chriftians to 
whom he preached, and fo returned to prifon againe’: yet 
God ftired up the hearts of fome of the Courtiers to. com. 
miferate his deplorabfe condition. During his imprifon- | 
ment the Bafbaw ufed al! means both by threats, and pro- 
mifesto draw him toabjure the Chriftian Religion, and 
to turne Turk : but he alwayes anfwered him ftoatly, That 
fuch arguments might prevaile wich children, but could 
not prevaile with him. Having leave at laft to lye amongft 
the other Prifoners, he wonderfully refrefhed, and com- 
forted them by his godly exhortations, and confolations 
drawn from the Scriptures, whereby they were much con- 
firmed in the Chriftian Faith : and whereas before. they 
were almoft pined through want of’ food, God fo ftirred 
up the hearts of fome to ‘bring reliefe to Zegedine, that all 
the reft of tke prifoners were provided for plentifully 
thereby. Remaining thus in prifon ‘he was not idle, but 
| ‘wrote there his Common-places, and {ome other Works : 
thus he remained in Prifon above a year, in which time | 
three of his children dyed, which added much to his af. 
fli&ion, and though his people had ufed theiinterceflion of 
all their,great men there about for his liberty, yet all pre= 
vailed not, till it pleafed. Godthat‘a'Noble Baron, and 
his Lady pafling by that way, faw this worthy man of God 
Hin fo miferable a plight, that the Lady mach pitied him: 
and afterwards being in Child- bed, and ready,to dye, fhe 
requefted her Lord (who loved her dearly) for her fake to 
improve all his intereft in the Ba/baw to procure Zegedines: 
liberty ; which he wich ah oath promifed to perform, and 
aecordingly engaged’ himfelfe' to the*Turk ‘that he fhould 
pay 1206. Florens forhis ranfome : theretipon he was're- 
leafed, and went about to diverfe Cities to gather his ran- 
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| fome, and God fo enlarged’ mens hearts towards him, 
that in a fhore time he carried 800. Florns to this Baron, 
and fo returned to his people at Calmant(em. The year after. 

| being.1564. as he was going by coach to Buda, whenthe 
horfes came nearthe great river Danubins being very hot, 
and dry, thy ran vidlently into the river : but behold the 
admirable providence of God, when they had {wam fome | | 

: twenty paces in the river,they turned back again,and drew 
the coach, and him fafely to the fhore. 

| The fame.year, by the Impofition of Hands, he ordain- 

| ed three excellent rhen Minifters. About that time there 

| came a bragging Fryar, and challenged him toa Difputa- 
tion, which he willingly accepting of; the great Church 
was appointed for the placesand many of both fides refort- 
ed thither; andthe Fryarcame with much confidence, 
his fervants carrying a great facke of Bookes after him - 
but in che Difputation, Zegedine did fo baffle him, that all 
his friends fhrunk away with fhame, and the Fryar, with 
his great fack, was left all alone, fo that himfelfe was fain 
to take it on his own fhoulders and goe his way. About 
that time the Vaivod, who had before betrayed him, com- 
ing tothe place where Zegedine was, defired to {peake with 
him, and requefted him to forgive him, profefling that he 
could reft neither night nor day, he was fo haunted with 
apparitions, and the Furies of his own confcience ; which 
Zegedine eafily affented unto. 

In the year 15 66.Zegedine being very hot,invited a friend 
ta.goe with himto the River of Danubius to bathe him({elf : 
but as they were {wiming, his friend looking about him, 
faw not Zegedine, and wondering what was become of him 
fo fuddenly, at laft he {pyed his hoarie hairs appearing a- 
bove water, and fwimming {wiftly to him, Zegedine was 
funk ;_ whereupon, he diving to the bottome of the river, 
caught hold of him, and drew him forth, catrying him to 
a Mill that was not far off, where he laid him to bed: a- 

| bout midnight Zegedine coming to himielf, enquired how 
jhe came there, and who drew him out of the River; his 
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| inglyjia Philofophy and School Divinity, and took his 
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friend told him the whole ftory,and kept him carefully 
till he recovered. Inthe year 1572. he fell into a-mortall 
_.} dfeafe, which fo_much the more afflited him, becaufe he 
could not fleepe; whereupon he fent for a Chirurgion,who 
gave hima bitter potion, which caufed him to falla flee es 
| buc after alittle while he quietly breathed forth his laft, 
being fixty feven years of age. |

| brethren, he went to Geneva. Anno Chrifti 15 59. and of. his

| fhortly after he was fetled Minifter at Edinbrough, where he 
preached many excellent Sermons. Anno Chrifti 1566. the 
Earl of Murray being flain on the Saturday, Knox preaching

| thofe that defired the prayers of the Church, he found one 
with thefe words, Take up the man whom yee accounted ‘another 
God: At theend of his Sermon he bemoaned the loffe that

Gindaunted Knox twould never fear fo tell 
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The Life and Death of Peter Ramus, 
who dyed Anno Chrifti 1572. 


Eter Ramus was bornin France Anno Chrifti 1515. His 
Grandfather was a Noble-man, who(having his eftate 
plundered by Charles Duke of Burgundie,Generall under the 
| Emperour Charles the fifth) was forced to leave his Goun- 
try, and co betake himfelfe to the poore, and painfull life 
of an husbandman,: and his father being left very poor by 
him; was fain to live by making of Charcole: Ramus being 
from his Childhood of an excellent wit, of an induftrious 
nature, and much addicted to learning, was compelled for 
his fubfiftance to live as a fervant with one of his Uncles : 
but finding (that by reafon of his many Imployments) he 
had no time to follow his book there, he thought it bet- 
ter to betake himfelfe to the fervice of fome learned man: 
fo going to Paris, and being admitted into the Colledge of 
Navar, he laboured hard all day for his Matters, and {pent 
a great part of the nightin ftudy, fo that ina fhore time he 
was made Mialter of Arts, and Laureat-Poet: and the Pro- |, 
feffors in that Colledge, every one taking much delight in 
his diligence, each {trove to forward him in learning, and 
lent him fuch books as he needed : then he betook himfelfe | 
to inftru&ting of others, and.to exercife himfelfe in:private 
Legtures, till thereby he had fitted himfelfe for more pub- 
lick employments: then washe appointed publickly to 
read Logick, and when he was cwenty one years old, he 
publifhed his Logick, with fome Animadverfions upon 
Ariftotile: this procured him much love, every one admir- 
ing fuch ripe parts, in fo young aman: andenvy being che 
ufuall concomitant of vertue, he had alf> many chat en- 
vied, and afperfed him ; efpecially the Sorbone Do&tors,who 
accufed him of Herefie in Phylofopgy, for chat he being 
buta Novice, duft rake upon him so corre& Ar:flotle, the |, 
Prince of Phylofophers : and by their authority they fo: | 
| Sss 3 far | 
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far prevailed, that Ramus was forbidden to read, or write | 


any more of Phylofophy : This being very prievous to 
him, it pleated God to ftir up the heart ofthe Governour 
of another Colledge to fend for him to affift him in reftor- 
ing of that Colledge, which was now empty ; the ftudents 
being all fled by reafon of the infetion of che Plague : and 
it came to paffe that in 4 {hort time(Ramus being {o famous 
aman) the Colledge was better ftored with ftudents then 
ever it was before: the Sorbonifis much raged at this, and 
laboured to foe divifion betweene the Governour of the 
Colledge and him: yer Ramu carried himfelte with fo 
tnuch candor and ingenutty, that chey lived ¢ogether with 
much concord : at laft, that Governour dying, Ramus face 
ceeded him : and by the Cardinal! of Lorrain’s meanes(who 
who was a great favorer of Learning)he was made the Re- 
gius Profeffor of Rhetorick, and Phylofophy, Anno Chrifti 
1551. and of his Agethirty fix. His fame {preading into 
all the Univerfities of Chriftendome, there were many 
Princes that ftrove to get him out of France, profering him 
large ftipends if he would come tothem: but he being 
now famous in France, preferred his owne Country before 
all others ; and therefore rejefted all their offers. In Paris 
hehad fo great efteem, that (though his enemies ftrongly 
oppofed it)yet he was made Dean of the whole Univerfity: 
and fo having obtained a more quiet kinde of life, he be- 
took himfelfe to the ftudy of the Mathematicks, wherein 
he grew very exquifite. But when the Civill Wars brake 
forth in France for Religion, and that none could fafely 
enjoy themfelves, or any thing that they had, when under 


pretence of Religion, every one revenged his owne private |” 


quarrels upon others ; Ramus, to free himfelfe from this 
tempeft,left Paris,and went to F ontainblew, where the Kings 
Library was: yet neither there could he be in fafety : fo 
ithat at laft, he was compelled to betake himfelfe to the 
Camp of the Prince of Conde : But when he faw that France 
was no fit place for him for the prefent to refide in, he re- 
| folved co travell into Germany,till God fhould reftore peace

to his €ountry againe: and accordingly he went to 4}- 
gentines Baftly Lufauna, Tygare, Heidelbeige, Norenberg, and 
Aufpurg, and was entertained in all chefe Univerfities with 
great applaufe, and with much joy by all learned men, 
And when the Civill War wasended in France, he returned 
to Paris againe. Then he remained in his College till that 
horrible Maffacre happened on Saint Bartholomews Eve, 
iwherein fo many thoufands perifhed by the cruel! hands of 
bloody Papifts: at which time the Colledge gates being 
faft (hut, he locked himfelfe up in his owne houfe till thofe 
furious Papifts brake open his doors, and finding him, 
ran him through, and being: halfe dead, ‘threw him out of 
his window ; and not fatisfied therewith , they cutoff his 
head, dragged his body about the ftreets in the channels, 
and at laft threw it into the river of Sein, Anno Chrifti 1 572. 
and of his Age feven and fifty. After which alfo they fei- 
zed upon his Goods, Library and Writings,whereby many 
excellent Commentaries and other Works (not fully com- 
pleat) perifhed, to the great loffe of learned men.

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The Life and Death of Matthew Parker, 
who dyed Anno Chrifti 1574. 


Atthew Parker was born in the City of Norwich, Anno 
Chrifti1502. and having fome years atSchoole, he 

went to Cambridge, where he was admitted into Corpus 
Chriftif, Bezner \Colledg, in which.place he profited fo much 
that he was.chofen Fellow, and grew fo famous that 
Queen Ann Bullen{ mother to Queen Elizabeth | made him 
her Chaplain, whereupon he Commented Do@or in Di- 
vinity : and afcer her death, King Flenry the eighth ; and 
after his death,Kiag Edward the fixth made him their Cha- 
plaines,and preferred him to be Mafter of Bennet Colledge; 
befides other Eccletiafticall dignities which they advanced 
him to : but in Queen Maries dayes, he was defpoiled of 
all, and was compelled to live a poor, and private life : bue 
fo foon as Queen Elizabeth came to the Crown, fhe made 
choyce of this Do&or Parker for his admirable learning, 
and piety to bethe Archbifhop of Canterbury Anno Chrifti 
1559. which place he fupplyed wich great commendation 
for above fifteen years. His works of Charity were very 
eminent : He gave to the Corporation of Norwich, where 
he was born, a Bafon and Ewr. double guilc, weighing 
173. ounces : a8 alfo fifty fhillings ‘a year for ever to be de- 
{tributed amongft the poor: of that City : and fix anniver- 
{ary Sermons ‘in feverall places of Norfolk sto Bennet Col- 
ledge he gave thirty Scholarthips,built them:a Library,and 


beftowed many excellentbooks, and ancient Manutcripts | 


upon it, befides three hundred ounces of filver, and guilt- 
plate: and the perpetuall Patronage of Saint Mary Ab- 
cburcheLondon. He carefully colle&ed, and caufed to be prin- 
ted diverfe ancient Hiftovies of England, which probably 
had otherwife been loft, He dyed in peace Ai. Chrifti 1574. 
and of his Age 72.

Wi as known fo many, whofe tmpatient griefe

: Vie year of our Lord 1504-HenricusBullingerns was horn | 
- Bremogartaya Town in Switzerland: he wias defcended | 
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from an ancient and a noble Family, much efteemed and 
honoured in thofe parts.. Being anInfant.he was twice in 
great danger of his life, but preferved by the powerfull 
hand.of,God, contrary,to,the expectation of his Parents 
and friends : firt, from,ths Peftilence, wherewith thofe 
parts were.at that time grievoufly punifhed : and fecond- 
ly from a wound which he received in his threat,by reafon 
ofafall ; whereby he was made unable to admic of any 
nowrifhment.for the {pace of five dayes. 

His Father being aman of great learning, and bearing 
an extraordinary affeCtion unto the Arts and their Profet- 
fors, he was very carefull to* provide that the tender years 
of this his Son might be bathed in the Fountains of Learn- 
ing ; and for that caufe (he being not fully five years old, 
he was fent unto a Countrey School neer adjoyning,where 
he continued feven years; but by reafon of the inability of 
his Maiter,he profited not much; yet he attained unto that 
perfection,that he exceeded thofe which learned with hims 

not without the approbation of his Mafter. His Parents 
| well perceiving the towardlinefle of the childe,and finding 
( that School matter not co be.a fufficient Tutor for him;they 
prefently entred into a confideration of fending him unto 


the Arcs, for thebetter perfe&tion of nature 3 and therefore 
in the year 1516. he was fent unto Embrick, a Town in the

Teaching, and feverity of Ditcipline; which latter was

|| |fience of the miferable and wretched condition of poore 
| men ; that iu future times he mighc be the more willing 

| and ready co relieve and fuccour them. Afterwards, he re- 
moved unto Colen, where he ftudied Logick, and'notice bes 


ing taken of his excellent qualities, he proceeded Bachelor | 


of Arts 5. and becaule there was'great. controverfies'in: the | 
Churches then, touching fome points of Divinity, he in- 
clined unto the Study of Theologie, and withall-defired to 
know of thofe who were efteemed the beft- Schollars; what 
Authors were fitteft to be read,to ground him in the know= 
ledge thereof. They all’ advife kim toconfult with Lom. 
bard,his writings being of good account and authority in 
thofe times. This counfell was embraced by Bullinger,who | 
not contenting himfelfe with that Author, he went unto 
Georgius Deinerus by whofe procurement he obtained an 
admiffion into the publick Library at Colen ; where he ftu- 
died the Homilies of Chryjosome on Matthew,read over fome 
chtefe parts of the Workes of Augustine, Ambroje,Origen, the 
Workes of Luther he read privately in his own Chamber, 
which indeed werethe meanes of inlightning his under- 
ftanding; for by the reading of them he was induced to 
perufe and to fearch into the Scriptures,and efpecially into 
the New Teftament ; whereby he entred into a deteftation 
of the Do&rine of the Church of Rome, andinto aconftant 
and firme refolution of reje&ting the auftere. life of the Care 
thufian Monkes. : 

In this ~Academy he went forth Mafter of Arte, and then 
he returned-unto his Fathers houfe,where he {pent a whole 
year in his private ftudies and meditations, at the end 
whereof he wasicalled by Walanens Fonerus, unto Capella Che 
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being Abbot there) a Monaltery ficuate in the fields of Tigu- 
ram, and-advanced by him tobe Head-fchoolmatfter, dar- 
ing his refidence he was entirely beloved, not onely of the 
Abbots butalfo of Simler Zuinglius O.colampadius, and of o-

About this time he joyned with Zuinglius as touchinga 
| reformation in the Church,the labouring co produce it at 
Tiguram, and the other endeavouring to effect it at Capella;

places of Maffts, and Idoles, and of many other things, 
which appeared fuperititious in the Church, this he did 
during his refidence at Capella, and with fo much the more 
happy fuccefs becaufe he was appointed to read the publick 
Divinity LeGture in the {ame {chool. | 
Inthe year 1529. he was called unto Bremogart,the place 
of his birth, to Preach the Word of trath unto them: here 
he began openly tocondemne the errours of the Papilts, 
ftoutly defending his Fathers do@rine, who had formerly| 
difcovered and confuted theirerrors, but fome of the more| | 
eminent Citizens, not well brooking his dottrine, exercil= 
ed their authority, in expelling him the City ; placing in 
his office a godly and learned Theologue, named Gervafims 
Scholafticus, but his name being famous amongtt the Swit- 
zersyand many of them having a great defire to hear him, 
he-was called unto his owne Country to preach the Gofpel 
of Chrift, wherein he was fo powerfull that he canfed 
\them to retifie many abufes in the Church, and fo well 
approved of, that the Senate kindly intreated him to re- 
maine there, andto goe forward in his teaching ? he an- 
fwered them, that he was fo ftri&tiy bound by promife un- 
to the Senate of Tigurum, and to the Abbot of Capella, that 
he could doe nothing without their leave and confent :} 
Wherefore they prefently difpatched an Embaffador unto 
Cabellag who wrought fo effe:@ually with the Senate, that 
they willed. Bullinger to remaine in his owne Country, 
where he continued Preaching the Gofpell cogether with 


i Gervafins| | 
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Gervafius three years tvich the Unanimous confent of all 
the Citizens, and the Gofpell by the induftry of thefe two 
learned and vigilant watchmen flourifhed in the fame 
place : which (although it weare oppofed by the Anabap- 
tifts, who laboured to hinder the growth of the Church ) 
was preferred by God,who ftirred up this Bullinger to con- 
fate wich invincible arguments in the prefence of the 
whole Church, their erronious opinions. 

But as‘one mifery feldome comes alone, without the 
addition of another, even fo it happened at this prefent, 
forthe Church of Bremogart was not onely troubled with 
the erronious opinions of thefe Anabaptifts ; but alfo vex- 
ed with inteftine difcords, where in the Papifts having the 
upper hand, Bulinger with his father and brother, and _ his 
faithful colleague Gervajiius were banifhed their Country, | 
in the yeare of our Lord 1531. whence departed they went 
unto Tigurum, and were kindly entertained by Wernerus 
Striner, who together with them greatly lamented the 
troublefome State of the Church. In the fame yeere the 
Church of Bafi/ was deftitute of a Paftor, by reafon of the 
death of Oecolampadius, whereupon he was called by them 

junto the difcharging of a Paftorall office amongft them, 

but the Senate of Tigurum detained him, and appointed 
him in the place of Zuinglius, according to his owne defire, 
for when he went forth with the Tigurines to Battell, he de- 
fired of them if any misfortune came unto him, that they 
would ‘be pleafed’ to Nominate. Bullinger to be his fuccef~ 
four. 

And unto this office he was called in a time full of dar- 
ger, even tc build upand to confirme and ftrengthen a 
‘Church, greatly (haken and affliated. Which he performed 
with fuch patience and modefty, that falfe Doétrine began 
againe to be difcoyered, and the truth to be firmly planted: 
in the hearts of many 3 which he well perceiving , ceafed 
not to proceed and go forward, praifing almighty God for |, 
ordaining and efteeming him.a worthy inftrunrent for’ the

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| caufe he wrote a Confeffion of his Faith, fending ic unto 
Conftance to Bucery and other learned: Divines there aflem- 
bled for the eftablifhing of an agreement amongft the 
| Churches; which worke of his was approved of by Bucer 
| and by the whole Affembly, efteeming ic worthy to'be em: 
| braced af the adjacent Churches. | 
| others, about the reconciling of different points, which did 
| great hurt untothe Church, and e{pecially about-the re- 
conciliation betwixt Luther and the Hevetian Churches : 
| where it being declared againft him, that he laboured! for 
a defe€tion unto Luther,and all his opinions he cleared him: 
felfe of that afperfion, but departed unfatisfied concerning 
| his defire,. to his great griefe; who notwithftanding fo 
brideled his affeGion, that in the midftof their contenti- 
ons, he abftained from all bitterneffe of fpeech. 
In the year 1538. fome of our Englifh Nobility came un- 
to Tigurum,to be inftrudted in the grounds of Religion, and 
to have his judgement concerning the publicke rites and 
Ceremonies of the Church. This happened about the time 
that Henry the eight had disburdened himfelf of the weight 
of the Pope, the Engli(h being greatly inflamed to imbrace 
a pure worlhip of the Lord, which had not. yet been con- 
verfant amongft them; thefe men were Kindely entertain- 
ed by Bulinger, who alfo gave them full fatisfa@ion con- 
cerning the things demanded ; before their departure they 
intreated him that he would write fome {hort Treatife 
concerning Religion unto their Soveraigne, whereby he 
might be egged forward in his refolution touching the re- 
formation of the Church. Unto which he willingly con- 
difcended, and wrote unto the King two learned Treatifes, 
exhorting him to fet afide the inventions of men, and to 
give him/elfe wholly unto che Word of God; and tohave 
all things in his Dominion regulated and {quared accord- 
ing unto the Canonicall Scripture. 
In the year following he laboured to urge the Church 
of that groffe errour of Cafparus Schroenckfeldius a Silefians

During which a& of his, a Legate 
came from the Pope with Auchority to command the Hel- 
vetian Prelates to be prefent at the Councill of Trent, Who 
was an{wered by Bullinger,that Conciliam Tridentinnm inftitu- 
tum effe ad epprimendam veritatem : that that Councill was 
ordained for the fuppreiling of the truth ; and withall, he 
denied Helvetios Evangelicos Papesobedientiam ullam debire: that 
they owed not any obedience unto the Popeat all, whofe 
yoak they had now caft off,&ce 
Not long after there was a diffention in the Church of 
Geneva, concerning Gods Ele&ion, the Author whereof 
was Hieronimus Bolfecus, a Profeffor of Phyfick : who opene 
ly oppofed the do&rine of Calvin, exhorting the people 
not to fuffer themfelves to be feduced and led away by 
him ; affirming Bulinger, and many other learned Divines 
to be of the fame opinion with himfelfe;wherefore it feem- 
ed good unto the Senate and unto the bretheren of the 
Church of Geneva, to fend unto Bullinger for his opinion 
concerning that point, who in exprefle words returned 
this anfwer, that he which did teach that Gods eternall. Ee 
lection did depend on forefeer. Faith,did malitioufly abufe 
the doctrine of the Church of Tigurum. About this time 
Edward the fixt dyed in England, whofe eldeft fifter coming |) 
to the Crown, changed that forme of Religion eftablifhed | | 
by her brother, and fubje&ted the whole Kingdome againe 
to the Pope.of Rome ; fharply perfecuting thofe who were 
knowne to make profeffion of the true faith : wherefore 
many Noble and learned men were inforced to flye, fome 
into Germany, many into Switzerland, building themfelves 
a Colledge at Tigurum ; being greatly aflitted by Bylinger, 
who then ratified that covenant of frieudthip, which he 
had formerly promifed inthe dayes of Henry the eight.| | 
In the yeere 15 61. the Councell of Trent was begun againe} 
by Pixs the fourth thea Pope, but the States and Proteftant| | 
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Princes of Germany refufed to be prefent, and likewife | 
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Englifb together with the Helvetian Cities: during the con- 
tinuance of which Councell Ballinger laboured to extirpate 
the herefies newly crept into the Church (viz.) That of 
Brentins ,afirming of the Ubiquity of the humaine nature ; 
untill fuch time as a mercilefle peftilence invaded the City 
of Tigurum, ceazing upon Bullinger himfelfe, infomuch that 
he difpaired of his life, and therefore called the Minifters 
of Tigurum unto him, and took his leave of them witha 
grave admonition, but it pleafed God to reftore him again 
unto his former health, and he became an inftrument of 
much good after inthe Church; about this time or im- 
mediately after began that War which was called Sacrum, 
and the Prince of Condey fufpe&ting fome treafon intended 
againft his Excellency, fent an Embaffador unto the Swit- 
zers in general!l, and unto Bullinger in particular to intreat ! 
fome aide and fuccours. from them 3 but the Embaffadour 
of the King coming thither, at the fame time there was no 
anf{wer given unto the Embaffador of the Prince of Condey, 
who after a private manner departed from Tigurum, forth- 
With there arofe cruell Warres in Frauce: great was the 
number of Paftors and godly perfons who fled, fom to Ge- 
neva {ome to Berne, and moft of them being in extreame 
want and poverty, Bullinger caufed publick colle&tions to be 
made for them in the Churches, whereby they received un- 
expected reliefe; and fo he continued being carefull for the 
members of the Church, that their doctrine might. be pure 
and uncorrupted, untill it pleated God to viiit him with. 
his laft ficknefle, which indeed was the longett, ic conti- 
nuing for the {pace of four whole monthes, in which time 
he endured the fharpeft paines with an admirable patience, 
yeelding no figne or token of any indignation or difplea- 
fure ; the greater paines he fuffered, the ferventer were his. 
prayers unto God ; whenfoever he found fomeeafe, he 
would enter into fome good difcourfe either with.his fa- 
mily, or with fuch ftrangers a8 came to vifit him,to whom

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Be Deering was borne of a very aneient family in 
Kent; and carefully brought up both in Religion, and 
| Learning: From School he went~to Cambridge, and was 
admitted into Chrifi’s College, where he profited exceed- 
“lingly, and became ‘a very famous Preacher, as may appear 
by his moft learned and holy Sermons, and Traates full 
of heavenly confolation. He never affe&ted nor fought af. 
ter great titles or preferments, and therefore refted content 
with his Fellowfhip in that Colledge; and only Comenfed 
Batchelor of Divinity : yet afterwards he was madea 
Preacherin St.Pauls Church in London: and having wora 
out himfelfe with his labours in the worke of the Lord, he 
fell fick,and difcerning his approaching death,he faid, in 
the pretence of his friends that came to vifit him ; The good 
Lord pardon my great negligence, that (whileft I had time)I ufed 
not his precios gifts to the advancement of his glory,as I might have | 
done: Yet Fbleffe God withall, that I bave not abujed thefe gifts to 
ambition and vain ftudies.

thence to Franckefurt upon the Main, where after a while 
falling out with the Minifters about the Effence of Origi- 
nall Sin, “he fell into great difgrace: and not long after 
dyed Anno Chrifti 15 75. and ofhis age 55. He was of an

Ofias Simlerus wasborn in Helvetia Anno Chrifti15 30, his 
father was a godly, learned,and prudent man : by whom 
he was carefully brought up in learning, and at fourteen 
years of age he was fent to Zygure, where he lived in Bulling 
iss family (who was his godfather) almoft two years ; 
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The Life and Death of Sialerus. 
from thence he went to the Univerfity of Bafil, -where he) _ " 
ftudied the Arts, and Tongues one year, and from thence | 
he went to Argentine, where hemadea further progreffe 
in thofe ftudies ; and at the end of three yeares he returned 
to his fathers, with whom he fpent his time in ftudy, and 
teaching aSchool, and fometimes alfo preaching. Anno 
Chrifti 1552. he began publickly to expound the New Te- 
ftamant, beginning in Matthew in Tyguresbeing twenty two 
yeares old 5 which workehe performed with great judge- 
ment, fidelity, and diligence, having not onely many of 
that City to'be his hearers, but many Exiles, efpecially of 
the Englifb ; alfo four years after he was made Deacon, and 
went on in hisformer worke with admiration, fo that 
he was highly prized by all. Bibliander: being grown very 
old, Simler. fupplyed his place, and was Collegue to Peter 
Martyr: who foretold that Simler was like to provea great 
ornament to the Church: who alfo when he dyed expreffed 
much joy that he fhould leav fo able'a man to fucceed him. 
Simler,jbefides his publick labours, inftru&ed many alfo in 
private,and amongft them fome Noblemen,both in facred, 
and humain learning : he had {uch an acute wit,and ftrong 
memory that he was able Extempore to {peak of any fubject, 
and to anfwer his friends queftions out of any author, and 
to give an account of their wrintings to the great admira: 
tion of the hearers : and though in reading of bookes h- 
feemed torun over them very fuperficially, yet when he 
had don, he was able to give an exa& account of any thing 
® | that was in them: and being fo troubled with the gout 
® \cthat many times he was confined to his bed, and had the 
ufe of none of his members but his tongue onely ; yet in 
the midit of his pains, he ufed to diftate to his amanuenfis 
fuch things as were prefently printed to the great admi*a 
tion of learned men : befides the gout, he was mich trou 
bled with the ftone, fo that the pains of thefe difeafes, co- 
gether with his exceffive labors in his Miniltry, haftened 
his immature death : which he alfo fore-faw, ‘yet without 
any conifternation or feare, but by his frequent,and fervent

prayers to God, he endeavored to fit himfelfe for it :and| | 
accordingly Anno Chrifti 1576. he refigned up his {pirit | | 
unto God, being forty five years old, and was buried in Pe.

ture, free from paflion : very charitable, {pending all his 
Patrimony upon the poor, and ftrangers, and fuch as came 
thicher to ftudy he entertained chem in his houfe,and often 
feafted his friends, with whom he would be very merry, 
otherwife he was very {paring of ffeech.

Buc it plea- 
fed God in the midft of all his riches and honors, to difco 
ver the Truth to him; and thereupon, after the exam- 
ple of Luther,Bucer,Oecolampadius and Peter Martyr,he refolv- 
ed to leave all; and'to follow Chrift,whofe example divers 
of the Fryars alfo followed. From thence he went to Wit 
tenberg, travelling through Germany, and by the way he 
went to Bafil, where he wintered, 5y reafon of the Plague 
very rife ac’ that time in many Countries: chere he dili- 
gently heard 'the Lectures of Mycouius;Caraloftadins, and Se- 
baftian Munfter : from thence he went-to Lip|wich, where he 
flayed three weeks, and fo went to Wittenberg ; coming thi- 
eae Xxx.

being a mortall fin in thofe times to {peak againft thefe 
men. His parents: perceiving. his aptneffe were carefull to 
make him a Scholar: and when he had with great appro- 
bation paffed his time in the Grammer=School, they fent 
him to Oxford Anno Chrifti 1533. where he was admitted 
into Qyeen’s Colledge, and profited wonderonfly in hu- 
mane. learning: he was very converfant alfo in the writ- 
ings of Era{mus, which were much efieemed at that time : 
Aud tothe ftudy of Logick, and Philofophy, he added 
that of Greek and Hebrew ; -yea after fom few years {pent 
in thefe ftudyes, he grew fo famous, that-their was no 
place of preferment. for a Scholar, whereof the eminency 
of his vertues had not rendered him worthy ; whereupon] | 
he was one of the firft that was chofen a member of Chrift-|- 
Church by Cardinall Wolfey.. At chat time he was not fully 
inftru&ed in the true Religion, but held. Difputationsa- 
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againft Peter Martyr who was then Diyinity LeQurer at 
Oxford : upon the occafion of which difpute, that he might 
defend his caufe the better, he examined the Scriptures,and 
ancient Fathers: But by how much the more he ftudyed 
to defend his Caufe>. the lefle confidence he began to have 
therein ; and fo whilft he was fearching zealoufly for the 


| Truth, he began to difcern nis owne Errors. Peter Martyr 


ufed to fay, That he cared not for his other adverfaries, 
but (faith he) I amr much troubled for Gilpin; for he doth, 
and fpeaketh all things with an upright heart, and there- 
fore he often prayed, That God would be pleafed at laft to 
convert to the Truth the heart of Gilpin being fo inclinable 
to honefty : and the Lord anfwered his prayer;forGilpin re- 
folved more earnftly to apply himfelfe both by ftudy, and 
prayer todearch out the Truth, and it pleafed God accor= 
dingly to reveal it unto him;as alfo the manyErrors of Poe 


pery,and the neceflicy of feperating from that Apoftaticall 


Church. Inthe mean while Cuthbert T unftal Bifhop of Dar- 
bam being his Unckle,refolved to fend him beyond Sea to 
vifit the Churches in forrein parts, and to allow him means 
for his travel; but before his going,he was called to preach 


| before KingEdward the fixt,which he performed with good 


approbation. Then refolving upon his journey, he had a 
Parfonage given him,which Tunftal perfwaded him to keep 
to maintain hinvin his travels ; but he,fending for a friend 
whom he knew to be learned and religious, refigned his 
Parfonage to him : for which, when it came to the know- 
ledge of Tunftal, he chid him fharply, and told him, That 
he would dye a beggar : but he excufedit,faying, That he 
could not keepe it with the peace of his confcience: but 
(faid the Bifhop ) thou fhalt have a difpenfation :to whom 
Gilpin anfwered, That he feared when he cameé to ftand be- 
fore Chrift’s tribunail,it would not ferve his turne to plead 
a Difpenfation,&c, When he came beyond Sea he went to 
Lovains Antwerp and Paris: and after a while Tunftal fent a- 
gaine to him to perfwade himto accept of a Parfonage, 
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{which he would confer upon him: to whom he wrote 


backe,that he had difcuffed it wich all the learned, efpeci- 


-ally with the Prophets.and befi writers fince Chrift’s time; 


fo that he was fully refolved not to burthen his con{cience 
toacceptof a Charge which hecould not live upon, &ce 
Whileft he was at Paris,Tunftal (enc him over a Book which 
himfelfe had written, about the Prefence of Chrift in the 
Sacrament, to be printed there, which Gilpin performed 


faichfully..He returned into England after three years, in 


Queen Maries raign, and beheld (to his griefe)the Church | 

opprefied with blood and fire : and being placed by Tunftal | 
in the Rectory of Eingdon, he began fharply to tax the vices | |

he wrote to the Bifhop, that he might have his good will

Burghley returning out of Scotland, drawn with 
the fame of Mafter Gilpin came: to Houghton, where he was 
entertained with’ all: due refpe&t: and when he had well 
obferved Mafter Gilpin, andthe diligence, and abundance 
of all things, with fo compleat fervice in the entertainment 
of fo:great, and unlooked for a Gueft, he faid at his pare- 
ing, That he had heard much of Matter Gilpin, but what he 
had now feen, ‘and tryed was much more then the report; 
and thereupon taking his his leave of Mafter Gilpin, he re- 
quefted him if he had any occafion, or fuit at the Court} 
that he would make ufe of him to meditate it for him. He 
ftill continued. his yearly: vific of Ridde(dale, and Tindale,

After the death of Bifhop Pilkington, who was Matter 
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the Borderers if he did ic not: when his man had deliveted 
his meflage to the Bifhop, the Bifhop held his peace, which 
being related to Mr. Gilpin, he faid, Silence argus’s confent,and 
fo wenton in his journy, But fo foon as the Bifhop heard

Nay (faid the Bifhop) Z wil bring you bome, and fo 
went along with him to his houfe, and walked there toge- 
ther in a Parlour, the Bifhop took him by the hand,faying, 
Father. Gilpin, I acknowledge you are fitter to be Bifbop of Dur- 
ham, then my felfe to be Parfon of your Church, I aske forgiveneffe 
for errors pafts fergive m25 Father,.

His body being quite worn out with pains-taking,at laft 
he feeling before hand the approach of death, commanded

fervants, and to diverfe others, .aud fo at the laft he fell a- 
fleep in the the Lord,March the fourteenth An. Chrifti 1583. 
and of his Age 66, 

He wastall of ftature, flender, and hawk-nofed : his 
clothes not coftly,but frugal in things that belonged to his 
own body: bountifull in things that tended to the goodjof 
others, efpecially to the Poor, and Scholars. His doores 
were ftill open tothe poor, and ftrangers 3 he boorded, 
and kept in his owne houfe twenty four Scholars, moft. of 
them poor mens fons,upon whom he beftowed meat,drink; 
apparell,and learning. Having a great Parifh he entertain- 
ed them at his table by courfe every Sabbath, from Michael- 
maffe to Eafter. He beftowed upon his School, andfor fti- 
pends upon the Schoolmatters ,the full fam of five hundred 
pounds, out of which School he fupplyed the Church of 
England with great ftore of learned men. He was carefull 
‘not onely to avoid all evill, but the leaft appearance of it : 
Being full of faith unfeigned,and of good works; he was at 
laft put into his grave as an heap of wheat in due time put 
into the garner.

oP aint Urfin was bornin Silefia Anno Chrifti1534. of 
honelt parents, who were carefull of his education in 
his childhood; and having profited exceedingly at School,

in the Hebrew under the learnéd Mercerus 3 in his return he 

went to Tigurey where he acquainted himfelfe with the 

learned men,’ andfo to Tubing, Uime, Norimberg, and fo to | 

his old Matter Melantthon. Anno Chrifti 1558. he was fent | 
for by the Senate of Uratiflave(which was his native place) 

to govern a School thereswhere, befides his Lef&tures in the

which the tnet with: wrote tohim to ftand firmly co the 
trath, and if he enjoyed not peace in that place to return 
tohim againe; and toreferve himfelfe for better times: 
whereupon he requefted of the Senate that he might bedif- 
miffed, and having obtained his defire, he returned to JVit- 
tenbergs where forefeeing Melancébons death, and the great 
alterations in that Univerfity,he left itsand:-went to Tygures 
Anno 15,60.being invited thither by Martyr,Buliinger, Simler, 
Lavater, Gualter, Ge(ner, and Frifiu, who much defired his 
company: there he was a conftant hearer of Martyr, and 
profited much under him in the knowledge of Divinity : 
Anno 15.61- their came letters to Tigure from Thomas Eraftus 
fignifying that there wanted a Divinity Profeffor at Hei- 
dleberg,and defiring fupply from thence;whereupon,know- 
ing Us/ines ficnefle, they prefently fent him with their let- 
ters.of ample commendation, both tothe EleGor Palatine, 
and to the Univerfity : where he difcharged his place fo

When he was firft fet forth to 
School, he profited: to admiration, outhripping all his 
School fellows by his acute wit and induftry : and being 
well principled at Schoole, he went to the Univerfity at 
Wittenberg: Accounting it his great happineffe, that he 
was borne after the light of the Gofpell brake forth, and 
bred up under Melanéthon, upon whofe Leftures he attended 
diligently, ..and tucked in from him not onely the princi- 
ples of Learning, but of Religion alfo,. About that time 
there fprang up many errors,but by the helpe of Melantthon 
he was able both to difcover and confute them. There alfo 
he ftudied Greek and Hebrew. ‘When he was fix.and twen- 
ty-years old, he went from thence into- Silefia: to.vifit his}

craving fomething of hers Bucheltzer on the contrary never 
asked her for the worth of a farthing, yea he refufed gifts,

antiquity lay hid in his breaft-; he finding: fora great errors 
in Funccius hisChronclogy, fet’ himfelfe to write. oie, 
which with indefatigable pains he brought to perfection : 
whilft he thus publickly, and privately bufied himfelfe ;the

Ohn Wigandus was born in Adoni in the year 1523. of 
¥ honelt Parents of a middle ranke,who,carefully brought 
him up in Learning, which naturally he was much addi&- 
ed unto ; having an excellent wit and firmememory.; fo L 
that having profited much at School, he went tothe Uni-- 
verlity of Wittenberg,where he-continued about three years; 
which timehe {pent in theftudie ofthe Arcs and Tongues, | 

| |which night and day he imployed himfelfe in: and in che 

| pyeat 1541.by the advice of his Tutors and friends,he weat | 
to Norinberg, where he was made Mafter-of the School, and 
for three years cxercifed himfelfe. wich mach diligence in |, 
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inftru&ing youth; but having an earneft defire to perfe& his 
own ftudies, he returned to Wittenberg again, : Luther being 
yet living: there hecommenfed Matter of Arts before he 
was two and twenty years old, and. applyed himfelf whol- 


ly co the ftudy of Divinity : but tht Wars waxing hot,the | . 


Emperor placed a Garrifon in the Caftle and Towne of 
Wittenberg,and the Students were driven away from thence; 
at which time Wigand was called to Mansfield (his owne 
Countrey ) to be an affiftant to their ancient Paftor Martin 
Seligman, where alfo he was ordained Minifter by Prayer, 
and impofition of hands, by Fobn Spangerberg, the Superin- 
tendent there: which place he difcharged with much fidee 
licy and induftry, and read Logick and Phylofophieto the 
youth in the Schools : there alfo he wrote a confutation of 
the Popifh Catechifme ; anda confutatien of George Mae 
jor, who held, That aman by Faich onely is jaftified, but 
not faved,&c. He delighted exceedingly in a Garden, and 
in obferving the wifdome of God in the nature, fhape and 
various colours of Hearbs and‘Flowers, for which end he 
gatt the greateft varietie of them that poflibly he could in- 
tohis Garden. He was one of thofe that ftrongly oppofed 
the Interim, Laps 

In the year 15 53. he was chofen by them of Magdeburg to 
be their Superintendent, but the Earl of Mansfield and the 
People ftrongly oppofedsis remove from them, yet at laft 
by the meanes of the Prince of Anbalt, they confented unto 
it. At Magdeburg he tooke exceffive paines in reading, wri- 
ting,meditating and Preaching, whereby he converted ma* 
ny Popifh Priefts in thofe parts to the Truth :he alfo took 
great pains in writing the Magdeburgenfes Centuries, which 
he,together with Matthew Fudex,Flacins Iliricus, Baftl, Faber, 
Andrew Corvinus and Thomas Holtbuterus finifhed, to the great 
benefit of the Church. Of which booke Sturmins gave his 
Teftimony, that it was neceflary and profitable, and had 
thefe:four vertues in it, viz. veritatem, diligentiam, ordinem, 


perppicuitatem :. Truth, diligence, Order and perfpicuity. In} 


the year 1560. the Eletor of Saxonie having begun a Uni- 
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verfity at Fenes,{ent earnettly to Wigand to come thither to, 
be the Divinity Profeflor, which for weighty reafons he af 
fented unto, and performed that office with much accepe- 
ance of al! chat heard him: yet by the fubtilty, and malice | 
of one Stoffelins he was difmiffed from that place,and fo re- 
turned to Magdefurg againe: but not ftaying there, he was | 
chofentobe the Superintendent at Wi/mare Ax.C ftriftit5o2 
where he imployed himfelfe -wholly in- Preaching, difput- 
ing, expounding the Scripture,and governing the Church. 
Anno Chrifti 1563+ he commenced Do&or of Divinity in the 
Univerfity of Roftoch::he-ftayed at :Wifmare feven years, at 
the end wherof, fobmWillinws Duke of Saxony fent-forthim a- 
gaine to Fenes,but-theDukeof Megupole would by no meanes 
part wich him 5 yet at laft after feveral! embatflies the Duke 
of Saxony prevailed that he fhould come for one year to Fe- 
nes: His people parted with him very unwillingly with 
many fighs, and tears, and at.the yearsend fent for him 
back againe, but could by no means obtaine his return : he 
was not onely made the Profeflor of Divinity ac Fenes, but 
| the Superintendent alfo: Anno Chriflits70. he went with 
his Prince to the Diet at Spire, and at his returne to Fenes 
was received with great joy: but after five years Duke Fobn 
Wiliam dying, he was againe driven from thencesand went 
to the Duke of Brun{wick who entertained him kindly: but 
prefently after he was called into Borufia to be the Divinity 
Profeffor in the Univerfity of Regiomontanum, and after two 
| years was chofen to be Biffiop there Anno Chrifti 1587. he 
fell fick efpecially upon griefe, conceived for the afflicted 
condition of the Church in Poland, and the death of his 
deare friend Fobn Wedman an excellent Divine : this defeafe 
| increafing, and his ftrength decaying he prepared himfelfe 
for death : he made his own Epitaph.

Ce Olevian was bornin Trevir Anno Chriftits36. and 
carefully brought up in learning by his Grandfathers 
and at thirteen years old he was fent to Paris to ftudy Law, 
from thence alfo he went to the Univerfities of Aurelia, 
and Biturg,. where he heard the moft. famous Lawyers of 
| thofe times ; he joyned himfelfe alfo to the Congregation 
of Proteftants which met privately together in that place: 
| there he was admitted into the Order of Lawyers, after 
the folemn manner of the Univerfity, Ano Chrifti 1557. 
about which time there ftudied in that Univerfity under 
Nicolas Fudex, the young Prince Palatine fon to Fredericke 
the third, afterwards EleGtor : and Olevian being very intt- 
mate with Fudex, went one day after.dinner tothe river 
hard by the City,together with him and the young Prince; 
and when they came thither, they found fom yong Noble 
Germans that were ftudents there, going into abaat, who 
defired the Prince and his Tutor to goe over the River with 
them: But Glevian perceiving that they had drunk too 
freely, diflwaded them from adventuring themfelves a- 
mongft them: which councell the Prince, and his Tutor 
neglecting, went into the boat; and putting from the bank, 
the drunken young men began foto thruit, and juftle one 
another that at laft chey. overthrew the boat, where they 
wereall drowned. But Fudex being skilfull in fwimming 


‘caught the young Prince, hoping to fave him, but being 


unable to draw him with him, they both funk. 
Olevian ftanding on. the bank, and feeing this fad fpecta- 
| cle, leap’r into the water to try if he could help them 3 but 
at firft he ftuck into the mud, and water upto thechin, 
where ‘he difpaired of his, owne. life: in that danger he 
prayed unto God, and vowed. that if God would deliver 
him, he would preach the Gofpell ro his owne Citizens+ 
| Sip iek Aaaa3 At 
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At which time it pleafed God that a footman of one of the 
Noblmens,coming to the river fide,8feeing of him,caught 
him by the hand(thinking that it hadiben his own mafter) 
and drew him out: whereupon Olevian being delivered, 
together with the Laws ftudyed Divinity: efpecially read- 
ing over Calyins Commentaries diligently, and then re- 
turning to Trevir, he was retained to plead a caufe there, 
but feeing the great deceit in that calling, ke gave it over ; 
and that he might performe his Vow, he wholly fet him- 
felfetothe ftudy of Divinity : aud went to Geneva, and 
after to Tigure, where he was much holpen by Martyr, and 
Bullinger: and after taking fhip at Lufanna to goe to Geneva 3 
Farrell hapned to be with him in the (hip, who in difconrfe 
asked him, Whether he had ever preached in his owne 
Country, which he denying, Farrell perfwaded him to doe 
it fo foon as he could: and he accordingly promifed that 
he would : therefore Anno Chrifti 1559. he returned to Tre- 
virsand was by the Senate, & his friends requefted to undr- 
take the work of the Miniftry there,and for his encourage. 
ment,they allowed him a ftipend:he readLogick alfo in the 
School : but when he began topreach the Truth of Chrift 
and to difcover the Errors in Popery, he was forbidden; 
by the Clergy to preach any more, and fhur out of the 
School. Then the Senate appointed him to preach in an 
Hofpitall : where after he had preached a while, his adyer- 
fariesfuborned aPrieft to ftep up into thePulipt before him; 
but a8 foon as the people faw the Prieft, they called to him 
to come down, for that they would not hear him. Qlevian 
defired them to hear him,promifing that fo foon as he had 
don his Sermon he would preach himfelfe: but they would 
not endure it ; but made a great flir,fo that the poor Prieft 
thought that he fhould have been pulled a pieces by them : 
but Olevian intreating the people to be quiet, took him by 
‘the hand, and led him forth fafely: and goinginto the 
pulpit himfelf,the peoplecried to him,We defire thee for Gods 
fake to preach unto ws : for this caufe the Archbifhop of Trevir 
imprifoned che two Confuls, and eight more of the Sena-

tors for ten weeks, who defired Olzvian to come to them 
toinftru& and comfort them, which accordingly he did ; 
{but afterwardsthey were all freed at the requeit of the E-

_. ‘them took fo deep an impreffion in their tender years, ad- 
vantaged with the fimpathy of their natures, that it in- 
creafed with their Ageto be indelible, Thefe communi- 
cated their ftudyes together, and with harmlefle emulati- 
on, and loving ftrife, whilefteach endeavoured to outeftrip 
| others, both furpafled themfelves, 
Hence Fox was tran flated and chofen Fellow of Maudlin 
Colledge; whereat frch as were bred in that foundation 
counting themfelves the proper Heires to all the prefer- 
ment in the Houfe,were much offended, til his patience and 
humanity reconciled them unto him; fo that he became 
not onely affe&ed but admired. And as Naturalifts ob. 
ferue that Plants are meliorated by removing, not abating 
their old but acquiring new {pirits unto them 3fo this 
Scholar ‘by changing his Soyle to anew Colled e, was 
thereby marveloufly improved in all manner o learn- 
ing. | 
| Now King Henry had lately fet up a mongrell Religion 
in the Land, like the Toes of Nabuchaduexars jmage, partly 
Iron, partly Clay 5 one'n:oity thereof, ftrong with undeni- 
able Truth, the other dawbed with untempered morter, 
in the fix Popith Articles ftill retained. Our young Fellow 
in the Colledge, fees and, fighs ac the fuperttition, and 
retiring Himféife to.a grove, entertaines the time with So- 
licarineffe, onely the filent midnight was witneffe to his 
fobs and proanes. He fees what, but not whither to flye, | 
but at laft réfolves hereafterto abfent himfelfe from the 
| Romifh Church: Hereupon being accufed for a Separatitt, 
| and unwilling to’ overpurchafe his fafecy at the price of a 
lye he is convented and expelled the Colledge. But becaufe 
Theeves muft be thanked for giving what they doe noc 
(ake away, his enemies challenged Commendation dué to 
‘their courtifi’, becaufe they took not Foxes life'from him, 
xecotding to the Severity of the Laws then in force. 
_ By this time his owne Father was dead and his Mother 
matried againe; Fox repaires to his Father in law for fuc- 
‘cour, but finds no entertainment, For as when a hunted 
: Deere,| 
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Deere, chafed with the Hounds; taketh fan&iiary b flying 
to the reft of the herd,they out ofa Principle of fel prefer- 
vation drive him away, for fear leaft the Hounds in per-. 
fuit of him, fall on them ; fohis Father in law was loath to 
receive him, andforbad him the proteétion of his family,’ 
Jeaft Perfecutors in queft of his Son thould bring hiniand 
his whole houfhold into trouble, 

Here it would ‘be tedious for us but to teli (and then 
how troublefome for him to endure) in how many places 
this poore man lurked, for fear of informers, thofe Birds 
of prey which have asquick fight as fharp Talons; fome- | 
times at. Sic Zhomae Luceys in Warwickefbire, fometimes ‘at 
Bofton, moft commonly at Londen, taken covert in that for- 
reft of houfes;.it being a ftrangetruth,that in fach wherein 
are moft eyes, aman isleaft feene. The Foxes (faith our 
Saviour) have holes, litterally true of that cunning crea: | 
ture, but our Fox, being indeed a fheep, in Innocence and} — 
Simplicity, had not where to lay his head, like Chrift his 
Mafter. | . | 

But foone after hapned the death of King Henry, and 
Edward the fixt fucceeded him. This put-a period to his 

"| frights and flights, and for five years this good man enjoy- 
| jed peaceand profperity, till the raigne of Queene Mary : 
Under whom for a while he lived fafe in the houfe of the 
Duke of Norfolke, once his Pupill, untill Gerdner Bifhop of 
W mchefter, that cruel Bloud- hotid {centing him out,defign- 
ed his deftru&ion.F or ¢eomming on a vifit of refpe& to the 
Duke; Fox cafually pafling by, the Bifhop demanded who 
that was; my Phyfitian anfwered the Duke ; the Bifhop re- 
plyed, I like well his ingenuous couritenance, and when I 
have need will make ufe ofhim.| Thus Eerod pretended he 
would worfhip Chrift: when he intended to kill him ; 
Winchefter ment: this Phyfitian thould be his patient, on 
whom he would’ praGtice with fire and fageot, the ufuall 
dofis Prefcribed to all thofe who were accufed to be infe&- 
| ed with the Proteftant Religion, 
Now flyes cur Fox beyond the Seas, who efcaping fire

Here arrived, he continued and finifhed that worthy 
Worke formerly begun, For as God preferved one of Jobs } 
fervants from fire and fury of the Caldeans, and: Sabeans, 
to report to Fob the lofle of his fellowes ; fo divine Provi' 
dence protected. this man from Martyrdome intended for 
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fell into, as _mercilefle an element of Water. A terrible’ 
Tempeft overtook him, frighting the prophane Sea-men 
into their prayers, and melting their hearts, which might 
feeme made of. thofe Rocks amongft which they failed. 
Hereby he was driven back, againe to Yarmonth, but at latt 
by Gods Providence got beyond the Seas, and fome 
months after arrived at Bafil. Here he began that famous 
worke of A&ts and Monuments, which he finifhed many 
years after: And here making a Sermon tohis fellow Ex- 
iles, he plainly told chem, thai now the Time was come for their 
returne into England, and tbat be brought them that newes by com- 
mand:mont from God. 
Thefe Words were 


differently cenfured by feverall men, 
fome took them to be the evaporations of a melancholly 
Braine; others:as Words fhot at random,which if cafually 
hicting the marke, would afterwards be obferved, if other- 
wife would be buried in Oblivion amongft a heap of other 
Expreflions. A third condemned them for a prefumptious 
intrufion into Gods fecrets, prying into the Arke of fa 
cure contingencies which God hath vailed onely for him: 
But the fuccefle proved them to be Propheticall’s. and this 
Confeffour having :his body macerated: with faftings and 
prayer and other affliGions,: through the chinks and’clefts 
thereof, ftole a.glympfe of heaven and the knowledge of 
tature things. For the day before his furrender, Queene 
Mary dyedsand now Fox with the reft of his friends hafteth 
|home, fo that if feare gave them. feec to runne beyond the 
Seasy joy gave theny! wiages ‘to flye home to theit native 


him, that he might be the worlds intelligencer to tell ‘the 
Tidings of the number and manner of Gods worthy Saints 


_and fervants. who were deltroyed| by the cruelty: 
it | Romifh 
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his Unpartial! rel ation. | 

For for the maine it is a worthy Worke (wherein the 
Reader may rather have then lack) prefenting it felfe co 
Beholders, like Ztna, alwayes burning whilft the {moke 
hath almoft put out the eyes of the adverfe party, and thefe 
Foxes fireebrands have brought much annoyance tothe 
Romith Philiftines. But it were a Miracle if in fo Volumi- 
nous a Worke there were nothing tobe juftly reproved ; 
fo great a Pomgranate not having any rotten kernell mutt 
onely grow in Paradice. And though perchance he held| 
the beame at the beft advantage for the Proteftant party 
to weigh downe, yet generally he is a true writer, and ne- 
ver wilfully deceiveth, though he may fometimes be un- 
willingly deceived. Many yeares after Mafter Fox lived in 
Enyland, highly favoured by prefonsof quality :So that it 
may feeme ftravge, confidering the heighth of his friends 
and largeneffe. of his deferts, that he grew tono place of 
more honour, and fread to no preferment of greater pro 
fit inthe Church. But this muft be wholly imputed to his 
owne modefty in declining advancement: For although 
the richeft Myter of England would. have counted it felfe 
preferr’d by being placed upon his head, yet he contented 
himfelfe onely with a Prebend of Salisbury,pleafed wich his 
owne obfcurity, whilft others of leffedefert make grea- 
ter fhow. And whileft proud people ftretch out their 
Plumes in Oftentation, he ufed their Vanity for his fhelter, 
more pleafed co have worth’ then to have others. take no- 
tice of it. 

Now how learnedly he wrote,how conftantly he preache, 
how pionfly he lived, how. cheerefully he dyed, may be 
fetcht from his life at large, prefixed before his book. Que 
paflage therein. omicted we muft here infert,having receiy- 
ed it from witnefles beyond exception : In the eighty eight 
when the Spani(b balfe Moone did hope to rule all the moulon 
in our Seas, Matter Fox was privately in his Chamber at 
prayers, battering heaven with his importunity, in behalfe 
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of this finfull Nation. And we may juftly prefume that-his 
devotion was as actually inftrumental to the victory,as the 
wifdom of ourAdmirable,valour of his Sonldiers,skil and 
induftry of his Sea men. On a fudden coming downe to 
his Family,}ecrycd out,They are gones they are goneswhich in- 
deed hapned in the fame inftant, as by exa& Computation 
afterwards did appeare. 

His Liberalicy to the poore was boundleffe,fo powerfull 
was the holy fpell of the name of Jefus unto him, that no | <j), 
poore perfon ever charmed him therewith, but prefently | jj) } 
raifed his charitable {pirie to beftow an almes upon him: | Wy tq 
One day Mafter Fox came from the.

poore.. Some mounths after, the Bifhop asked Father Fox | 
(for fo he wascommonly ftiled) for the money he owed 
him 51 have laid it out (quoth Matter Fox’) for you, and 
have payed it where you owed it, to the poore People that 
lay at your gate. The Bifhop was fo far from being offend. 
ed with him, that hethanked him for being fo carefull a 
Steward, fuch was the marvelous familiarity betwixt 
them, and great refpe& the Bifhop bore to this Holy 
man. 

But Mafter Fox (this extraordinary inftance excepted) 
did not offer free offerings of other mens goods, but of his 
owne: So great was his Bounty that it fell under the 
cenfure of exceffe, the ftreame being likely to draine the 
Spring and impaire his Eftate. But Ged whofe Providence 
provideth meet helpe fellows for men. fitted him with fach 
a wife, whofe hands as they knew not bafel y tofcrape, fo 
they were skilfull thriftily to keep; and this excellent med- 
ley fo preferved his Eftate, that a competency was left to 
his children, 


He was not nipt in the Bud, nor blafted in the bloflome;, 
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sd 


norblowne downe when green, nor gathered when ripe ; 
but evenfell of his owne accord, when altogether whither- 
ed. As for the tine of his death take it from his owne E- 
pitaph on his Monuments which fot the b:au ty thereof 
beares better proportion to.the outward meanesthen to 
theinward meric ofhis perfon,there entombed in Sts Giles 
Church without Criplegate.

(Cie Sobnius was born at Friburg in Wetteraw Anne 
J Chrifti 1551. of honeft parents, and brought up at 
School in learning, where he fucked in the firft rudiments | 
with much eagerneffe 3 and fom School went to the Uni- 
verfity of Marpurg, at fifteen years old : where he profited 
fo. exctedingly in Legick and Philofophy, that he was 
made Batchelor of Arts at the years end. Ano Chrifti 1569. 
he went to Wittenberg, where he ftudyed Philofophy, Law, 
and Divinity with incredible pains, fo thac at three years 
end wich the approbation of the whole Univerfity, he was 
made Mafter of Arts : he intended at firft the ftudy of Law; 
But it-plesfed God on a fudden fo to divert his heart from 
it, and to incline him to the ftudy of Divinity, that he 
could have no reft in himfelfe till he had refolved uponit : 
Anno Chrifti 1571» he returned to Marpurg, and ftudyed He- 
brew, and the year after he read the Arts to many ftudents 
privately, and became Tutor to three Noblemen : at twens 
ty three years old he was fo famous, that by che confent of 
all the Divines in that Univerfity, he was chofen into the 
number and order of Profeflors of Divinity : the year after 
he married a wife, a choyce maid, by whom he had three 
fons,and two daughters : the fame year alfo he was chofen 
the Profeffor of the Hebrew Tongue in that Univerfity : 
Anno Chrifti 1573. he was made Door in Divinity, and 
falling fick about that time, he made an excellent con= 
feflion of his faith: But it pleafed God that he recovered, |; 
and was:not onely aconftant preacher of the cruth, but a 
ftrong defender of it again{t errors, confuting the Ubiquie 
tarians, and that fo baldly, that he chofe rather to hazard) 
banifhment then to connive at errors: His fame {pread a- 
broad exceedingly, fo that many foughe for him,efpecially 
| Juba of Naffaw and Fobn Cafimire the EleQor Palatine, the

Ames Andreas was bornin Waibling in Wittenberg, Arno 
1528. When his father had Kept him three years.at 
School, being unableto maintain him any longer, he ine 
tended to have placed him with a Carpenter: but being 
diflwaded by fome friends, and having obtained an exhibj. 
tion out of che Churcheftock, he fent him to Statgard toa 
choyce Schoolmafter, under whom in two years {pace he 
learned Grammer, and Rhetorick ; and fo An.Chrifli 15 41. 
he went to Tubing, where he fo profited, that at the end of 
two years he. was made Batchelor of Arts; and two years 
after that, Mafter of Arts: there alfo he ftadyed Hebrew 
and Divinity Anno Chrifti 15.4.6. and of his age eighteen : he 
was called to Stutgard,where Preaching in a great Audito- 
ryshe was chofen and made Deacon ; which place he'execia- | 
| ted {0 well,that he prefently grew famous, infomuch as the | 
Duke of Wittenberg {ent for him to Preach before him in his | 
Caftle;_ which he did with much applaufe : at Tubing alfo 
that year he married. a wife, by whom he had eighteen 
children, nine fons, and nine daughters: about that time 
brake forth that fatall war betwixt Charles the fifth, and 
the Proteftant Princes, wherein the Emperor being con 
guerour, he feized upon the Dukecome of Wittenberg, by

| performed all his exercifes) he took the twenty fifth year 

of his age,& was chofen Paltor of the Church of Gempping, 
and made Superintendent of thofe parts : about that cime 
he was fent, for by Lodwick Count of Oeting to affitt him in 
che reforming of the Churches within his jurifdi@ion,and 
when he took his leave of his owne Prince Chriftopber, he 
charged him, and gave it him in writing, that if Count 
Lodwicke fet upon that reformation, that under pretence of 
Religion, he might rob the Chureh, and ceaze upon the 
revenues of Monafteries, and turn them to his private ufe, 
that he fhould prefently leave him, and come back againe : 
he aflifted alfo in the reformation of the Churches in Hel- 
fanftein; At that time, hearing of a Jew that for theft was 
hanged by the heels with his head downe; having not feen 
that kind of punifhment,. he went to the place, where he 
was hanging between two Dogs that'were.alwayes {natch- 
ing athim toeat his: flefh: the poor wretch repeated in 
Hebrew fome verfes of the Pfalmes, wherein he cryed to 
God for mercy; whereupon Andreas went nearer to him, | 
and inftrudted him in the Principles of Chriftian Religion, 
about Chrif®the Mefliah, &c. exhorting him to beleeve ial, 
him : and it pleafed God fo to bleffe his exhortation ‘to 
him, that the Dogs gave over tearing of his flefh, and the 
poore Jew defired him to procurethat he might be taken 
down and Baptized, and hung by the neck for the quicker 
| difpatch, which was done accordingly. 

A.dreas was of fuch efteeme, that he was fent for by di= 
vers Princes co reform the Churches in their jurifdictions : 
he was prefent at divers Synods and Difputations about 
Religion. He travelled many thoufands of miles, being u- 
fually attended but with one fervant, yet it pleafed God 
that in all his journies he never met with any affront, The 
year before his death, he ufed often to fay, that he fhould

defired to be diffolved,and to be-with Chrift,which was beft 
ofall. Falling fick,hefent for, fames Herbrand, faying, I 
expect, that after my death, many adverfartes will rife up to afper{e 
me; and therefore Tfent for thee.to hear the confegioe of my Faith, 
that fo thou maift teftifie for me-wbenT am dead and gone, that I 
dyed in the true faith. The fame Confeffion alfo he made af- 
terwards before the Paftors, and Deacons of Tubing : the 
night before his death he flept, partly upon his bed, and 
partly in his chair : when the clock ftruck fix in the morn- 


ing, he faid, my hour draws near: he gave thankes to God | 


for beftowing Chrift, for revealing of his will in his Word, 
for giving him Faith, and the like benefits. And when he 
was ready to depart, he faid, Lord into thy bands I commend my 
pirit 3 and fo he fell a fleep in the Lord Auno Chriffi 1590.

N the yearof grace 1516. Hieronimus Zanchius*delcended | 
from a Noble and renowned Family; was born in Italie} 


| ata Town called Alzanum,fcituate in the valley Seriaswho | 
| became fuch.a light unto the Gentiles, that many parts in 

| Chriftendome dawned with the lufter of his Writings. His| 
| Father was called Franci{cus Zanchiws, faraous not onely for | 


| 


his Parentage, but alfo for his knowledge in the Civill | 
Law ; he was blefled with many other children; which he | 
received from Barbara, fifter unto Marcus Antonius Morlattus, 
both Nobly defcended. @ 

This Zancbixs in his youth thewing fome teftifications of |. | 
his hopefulnefie, he was fent forth by his Father to be in- 
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ftca&ted in the Grounds of Learning, inthe Schooles he; 
continued untill that he was twelve years old; at which 
time his Father dyed,»and fhortly after his Mother alfo. 
Being thus deprived of both his Parents, he began to confi- 

der with himfelfe what courfe to takes»for the increafing 

and bettering of his knowledge in the Arts; and withall, 
perceiving that not onely his Unckle Engenius Mutius, but 

alfo many of his Kinfmen and Cozensgermans had betaken 
themfelves unto a Monafticall life, and were advanced un- 
tothe dignity of Regular Cannons, he perfwaded himfelfe 
that there were many learned perfons to be found in that

fitive and polemicall difcourfes,a@nddelivered.for a feafon | 
the purity ofthe truth of the Gofpell of Chriftin Jralie. 
But in regard that Italze was too hot for Peter Martyr, and 
much more for his Schollars, who were hardly permitted 
co refide in the Countrey, much leffe to be publick Teach- 
ers; eighteen of them within the {pace of one year follow- 


-ed their Mafter,amongft whom was this Zancbins. ? 
| Being thus freed and delivered from this Babilonian cap-| = 


tivity (an expreflion often ufed by himfelfe) in the year 
155C+he firft went unto the Rbetians, becaufe a greater lic. 
berty was ganted unto their Churches, and becaufe he 
might ferve Chrift with a freeand a good confcience ax 
mongft them. Yet here he continued not fully nine months 
but he left them, and went unto Geneva; and after that he 
had {pent other nine Moneths in that place, by the meanes 
of Peter Martyr, he was called into England,to performe the 
place of the Divinity Le&turer ; unto which motion he wil- 
lingly condefcended: and having taken his leave of his 
friends and acquaintance he fets forward in his journey ; 
he was detained by the Inhabicants of Strarbarge, becaufe 
their Paftor Cafper Hedio was then dead, and becaufe it was 
decreed by the Magiftrates that an Italian following the 
Doétrine of Peter Martyr fhould be called unto the Citie; 
and therfore they firft ufed meanes to bring in the grave 
Martinengus; but he refufed to leave his Flocke in Geneva : 


wherefore fetng, they could not prevaile that way. They } 


kindely intreaied Zanchy to ftay amongft them; hither he 
came in the yeare 1553. andin this place he performed a 
Paftorall office almoft eleven years; and at vacant times 
he expounded Arisfotle unto fuch as were defirous to attain 
unto fome underftanding in the Arts. 

Here he was commanded by the Magiftrates (if he inten- 
ded to teach in that City )to fubfcribe unto that Confeffion 
of Faith concluded on, and fet forth at Aupurce, called the 
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Augufisnes Confeflion : unto which he confented with this, 
caution, modo Orthodoxe intilligatursnow becaufe his opinion 
about the Sacrament was the chiefeft caufe which did urge 
this Subfcription, fe wrote aTreatife concerning the Lords 
Supper 5 wherein he delivered his opinion thus. 

Pirlt, that the true body of Chrift, which was given for 
us, and his true blood which was fhed for the remiflion of 
finnes, was truely eaten and drunken in the Supper. 

Secondly, that ic was not ‘eaten with the mouth and 
teeth of the body, but with true faith. 

Thirdly, and therefore received of none but of thofe 
which were ele&ed. | 

And this his opinion was generally anfwered unto, and 
approved in the City, fo that when they had madea triall 
of the fufliciency of his parts, for the {pace of two years, 
and had approved of that method and order which he had 
obferved both in teaching and difputing, he was admitted 

| and chofen into the Society of the Thomifts : where he lived 
a Canon for the {pace of nine years, in which time he was 
beloved of all good men that knew him : a detefter of 
Contraverfies as caufes of ftrife, and he was alfoa lover, 
and a favourer, and a furtherer of peare and quietneffe. 

_ Yetnotwichftanding diverfe Controverfies and accufa- 
tions, were afterwards inftituted and moved againft him, 
during his refidence here, and that by fome of the Divines 
and Profeffors of. the fame Common-wealth concerning 
the Sacrament,and concerning theUbiquity of the humain 
nature, concerning the fetting of jmages in Churches and 
Chappels,concerning Antichrift,and the end of the world, 

| concerning Predeftination, & concerning the perfeverance 
of the Saints in Faith; wherein his cpinions were condem= 
ned by them as hzreticall; this flame alfo was increafed by 
the addition of the fuell of a TraGtate of the Lords Sup- 
per, printed by Heftrufius in the fame Citie: and it came 
alfo unto that height, that he muft either voluntarily de- 
part,or elie be forced thereunto by the Colledg : although 
meanes were ufed for a reconciliation, and the caufe a

to difpute with his adverfaries touching the fame points, I

During this controverfie and contention in Strsburge he 
was called by the Zigarixes, to fucceed Peter Martyr, but ‘he | 
refufed to go, becaufe he would not be feene to betray and | 
give over the truth, and that good cauis Which he had ia | 
hand;he wes allo defired by the ItalianChurch at Geneva,to | 
be their Paftoryhe was fought for by the Inhabitants of 
Heidleberg and Marpurge , he was invited alfo unto Lau{anna,| 
but from thefe latter he was detayned by the Senate. 
Immediately after his comming unto Clavennaa vehe- 
ment and heavy peftilence invaded the City, which was the 
caufe of great forrow and lamentation in that place : for 
within the {pace of {even months three dyed 1200.perfons, 
yet Zanchy continued his courfe of teaching fo long as any 
Auditor came unto him ; afterwards he removed himfelfe 
out.of the towne, unto the top of anhigh Mountaine, 
with his family, where he {pent three months in reading, 
meditation and prayers ; and at the end thereof it pleafed 


God to remove his fcourge from the City, and he returned | 


and performed his ordinary funétion for the fpace of four 
years, to the great benefit of that Church, but not without 
many affli&ions and crofles unto himlelf. 

Hence then he was called by that incomparable vertuous 
and religious Prince Frederick the third EieGtor Palatine, 
unto that famous Academie at Heidleberge, and by him moft 
courteoufly entertained, and conftituted fucceflor unto Za- 
chary Urfing at his entrance into his office which was in the 
year 15 68. hedelivered an excellent and learned {peech 
concerning the conferyation of the purity of do&rine in 
the Church, and in the tame year he was graced with thie 
‘title of Dofor in Divinity, in the prefence of the Prince 
EleCor,and of his fon Cafimirus ; who.being moft defirous 
of propagating the truth of Chrift, injoyned him(after his 
returne from Rbetiato the Palatinate)co: lay open the true 
doG&rine conceruingGod,and concerning the three Perfons 
in.the Diety, and to confute the opinion and to overthrow 

the arguments of fuch adverfaries as at that time oppofed 
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| 
\the Diety of Chrift,and of the holy Ghoft, ia Poland and in | 


Tranfilvania: whereupon he wrote his treatifes ful of learn- 
ing and piety,de natura Dei.detribus Elobmi filioc [pirite San- 
éfo ,uno eodemque Febovah. 

In this Academie he profefled Divinity ten years even un- 
to the death of Frederick the third Prince EleGor, after- 
wards he went unto Neoftadt where he was entertained Di- 
vinity LeGurer, in a School newly ere&ed,where he conti- 
nued feven years: after the death of Frederick the third he 
was called unto the Academy at Leydenin Holand,then newly 
confecrated, in the year 1578. and alfo unto Antwarp in| 
Brabant, inthe year 1 5 8 0. but becaufe that School could 
not want him,he was willed by the Prince to remain there 
where he continued untill fuch time asthe School was 
tranflated unto Heidleberge, and then by reafon of his old 
ag¢he was difcharged of his office by Ca/imirus then Ele&tor 

| Palatine; whereupon he went towards Heidleberg to vifit 
fome friends which he had there, whom when he had feene! 
and comforted in thofe perillous times,he changed this life 
for a better and more durable, in the year 1590. and in the 
75.year of his age, and lyes buried in St, Peters Chap- 
pel at Heidelberg. 

He was wellread in the auncient Fathers, and inthe 
writings of the Philofophers ; he was of fingular modetty, 
he alwayas earneftly defired peace among‘ the Churches, 
and in his old age was affli&ed with blindnefle.

The Life and Death of Anthony Sadeel, 
who dyed Anno Chrifti 1591 


Nihony Sadeel was born upon the confines of Savay, 
and France, not far from Geneva Anno Chrifti 153.4. aad 
his fatter dying whilft he was young, his mother brought 
him up in learning, and fent him to Paris, and having ftu- 
dyed a while there, he went to Tholous, where falling into 
the fociety of fome godly ftudents of the Liw, it pleated 
God that he left Popery, and went from thence to Geneva 3 
where he was much holpen by Calvin,and Bexa: afterwards 
being’ fent for home, and fome controverfie arifing about 
his inheritance, he went to Paris and there joyned himfelfe 
with .the private Congregation of the Proteftants : 
there the Pattor Collonpius called the young ftudents. that 
Dddd 3 were 
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ry upon Flofea.. 11. A Commentary on the Epbefans.. 12. -Co= 
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were of that congregation together, perfwaded them to ap- 

ply themfelves to the ftudy of Divinity, which afterwards 

turned tothe great good of the F rench Churches, and *- 

mongit others, Sadeel faithfully promifed to apply him felf 
therto;&having profited much in thofe ftudyes.being f{carce 

twenty years old, he was by the approbation of the whole | 

Church, chofen one of the Paftors : the year after fell out 

that horrid violence offered tothe Church at Parizy when 

they were met together to hear the word, .and reccive the 

| Sacrament, where above one hundred and fifty of them 

| were laid hold of, and caft into Prifon, but by a miracle of 

Gcds mercy the Paftors-efcaped : the year after Sadeel was 
delivered from a great danger, for at midnight many Ap- 

paritors brake into his houfe, fearched every corner, and 

at la ft brake into his chamber, feized on his books,and pa- 

pers, crying out they: were Hereticall, and fo laid hold up. 
on him, and catryed him to Prifon : But it pleafed God 

| chat Antony of Burbon King of Navar whoknew him, and 

jhad often heard him, hearing of his imprifonment,fent to 

the officers to releafe him as being one of his train 3 and 

when they refufed to doe it, he went himfelfe to the Prifon 
complaining of the wrong that was don him by imprifon- 
ing one that belonged to him, being neither a murtherer, 
nor thief, and withall bad Sadeel follow him, and fo tooke 
him away with him: whereupon the day after he publickly 
before the King gave thanks to God for his deliverance, 
expounding the 124 Palm : then it being judged the fafeft 
for him to abfent himfelfe fora while, he went to vifit the 
Churches in other parts of the Kingdome, arid at Aurelia 
he continued fome moneths Preaching to many Citizens, 
and ftudents in the night time to their great advantage : 
then hereturned to Paris againe where a Synod of Mixi- 
flers, and Elders (the firft that was there) were aflembled 
to.draw upa confeffion of their Faith, which afterwards 
| was prefented to the King by’ the Admirall Coligny : But 
ithe. King fhortly after dying, the Queen nrother, and the 
| Guifes drew all the Government of the Kingdom into their 
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hands, and raifed a great paren againft the Church, 


drawing many of all ranks to Prifons, and punifhment : 
yet Sadec! intermitted not his office, but was wholly im- 
ployed in Preaching,comforting, confirming the weak &c. 


till the danger encreafing, it was thought fit that the care | 


of the Church fhould be committed to one Macradus,a man 
leffe known, and that Sadeel fhould retire himfelfe : and fo 
he went into feverall parts of the Kingdome, and thereby 
much propagated the crue faith, The year after, the perfe- 
cution not being fo violent at Pap, Sadeel could not re- 
fraine from going to his flocke which he loved fo dearly. 


In the year 1561. he fell ficke of a quartan Ague, and by |’ 


the advice of his Phyfitians and friends, he was perfwaded 
to goe into his owne Countrey : yet neither there did he 
live idle, but Preached up and down, to the fpirituall ad- 
vantage of many. F'rom thence he was called to be the Mo- 
derator in a Synod at Aurelia, where the opinion was dif- 
cuffed, and confuted of fome that held, That the Govern- 
ment of the Church fhould not bein the Elderfhip, but 
in the body of the Congregation : and Sadeel took fo much 
pains in this point,that the @he firft Author of that Schifm 
was confuted, and converted, and publickly in writing | 


confeffed, andrecanted his error: being returned to Paris, 


the perfecution began to grow fo hot there againe, that he | 


| was per{waded to retire himfelf from the fame, after which 


he never could return to his flock that fo loved, and was 
beloved of him : after his departure he was prefent at, and | 
moderated-in many Synods of the French Churches : but | 
withall he was fohated of the wicked, that at laft he was| 
driven from thence to Luanna where he Preached fora | 
time, and from thence he went to Geneva, where for diverfe | 
years he was a Paltor: but the Church in France having 
fome peace, he returned thither, and at Lions, and Burgundy 


Ahe edified the Churches exceedingly : Afterwards he was 


fent for by Henry the fourth King of Navar, to whom he 
went very unwillingly not liking a Court-life 5 yet, by the 
advice of his friends he went to him, and for three years 

pace. 
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fpacein all his troubles was with him, comforting and 
encouraging him very much: and at the Battle of Courtrafs, 
a little before it began, he ftood in the head of the Army 
and prayed earneftly for fucceffe, ,which much encouraged | 
all the Souldiers ; and when they had gotten the vitory, | 
he alfo gave Publick, and folemn thanks unto God for the | 
fame: but by reafon of fickneffe and weakneffe, being | 
unable to follow that kind of life any longer, he was with | 


juuwillingneffe difmiffed by the King, and went through | 
| his enemies Countries in much danger till he came to his | 


wife, and children at Geneva: but fhortly after he was fent | 


| by order from the King into Germany, upon an Embaffie 
to the Proteftant Princes,where not onely the Univerfities, 


but the Princes alfo received him in a very honorable man- 
ner, efpecially Prince Cafimire and the Lantgrave of Heffe. 
Anno Chriftt 1589. he returned to Geneva,where in the mid- 
deft of many troubles he continued in the work of his Mis 
niftery to the end ofhis life: and when the Cicy was be- 
fieged by the Spaniards and others, he oft went out with 
the Citizens to the fights, fo encouraging’ them, that 
through Gods mercy, a few of them put thoufands of the 
enemies to flight many times * At laft he fell fick of a Plu- 
rifie,and though thePhyfitians apprehended no danger,yet 
he fore-told that it would be mortall : and retiring himfelf 
from the world, he wholly converfed with God : Prayers 
were made daily for himin the Congregations, and Bexa 
and the other Minifters vifited him often, with Prayers 
and tears begging his recovery: he enjoyed much inward 
peace, and comfort in his fickneffe, and at laft flept in the 
Lord Anno Chrifti 1591. and of his age fifty feven : his loffe 
was much bewailed by the whole City; his Preaching was 
not too curious, and yet not void of Art, and eloquence : 
So that his Miniftery. was alwayes moft gratefull to the 
people ; he was very holy, and exemplary in his life, and 
pei moft of the learnedit men of thofe times for his fpecial 
riends.

Schoole untill being now about ten years of age, about the 
time of the fecond reftauration of thie finceré profeffion of 
Religion, fhortly aftér che beginning of the reign of Qyeen 
Elizabeth of holy andhappy memory, he was by that reve- 
rend and religious Divine Alexander Nowel, Deane of Pauls, 
being his Unckle by the Mothers fide,fent for up to London 
| from his parents, with-whom hehad been nurfed up in 
Popifh {uperftitions 5 taken into his family, and trained up 
in further matter of learning fit for his years, in the pub- 
lick. School founded by Do&or Colet his pious fometime 
predeceffor. | 

There he fo profited in good literature, and gave fuch 
prefages of what would afterwards enfue, that being now 
eighteen years old, he was by the forefaid venerable Deane 
his Unckle fent to the Univerfity of Cambridge, and there} 
admitted into. Trinity Colledge ; where making further} 
progrefie anfwerable to his former beginnings, he was' 

‘chofen firft Scholar, and. after Fellow of that Houfe: and’ 
having received che degree of Mafter of Acts,he began now 
to grow into no {mall efleeme and fame by reafon of dif- 
putes and other exercifes performed by him, with the good 
approbation, and tothe great admiration even of the beft 
and chiefeft,

of thofe whom they envie; ) he therein fo worthily de- 
meaned himfelfe, beyond all expeftation, that he not one- 
ly furpaffed the expetation of his wel- withing friends,but 
furpaffed alfo the emulations of his ill-affe&ed adverfaries: 
not unlike a prevailing pillar of fire, that with is cleare 
and bright flames mounting up on high, difpelleth and 
confumeth the {moake that wotld obfcure and. fmo- 
ther it. 

He began with the opening. in a dogmaticall way, of

Colledg 5; which Colledge by his acceffe to it,he much 
advanced. For in his government thereof (which with 
much moderation and fingular difcretion he carried him- 
| felfe in) he had a {peciall eye to the advancement, as well! 
of Religion as of Learning, taking notice even of the low. 
eft and the meaneft;and giving much encouragement every 
way to fuch as he obfervedto be forward ineither. B 
meanes whereof, that Colledge (during all the time of his 
continuance there) greatly florifhed, and was more fre- 
| quented then any Colledge in the whole Univerfitie be-. 
fides. 
| About his latter times fom Controverfie arifing in the U- 
| niverfitie, concerning certaine points of Doétrine ; he was 
| together with fome ‘other of chiefe note and place called 
up to London, for the compofing of the fame; wherein hav- 
ing travelled and taken much paines to good purpofes in 
his returne homeward from thence, being well near mid- 
winter and fharpe weather, he tooke(by fome cold in

He iad two wives fucceflively,; women of good birth 
and note,and eight children by them.

He had a vaft memory,and read 
over many Authors ; he was fo verfedin the Fathers, and 
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The Life and Death of Danzus. 


School; Divines that few attained to the like exaénefte, 
therein, whence one faith of him, Mirum eft, bomuncionis uni- 
us ingenium, tot, x tam diversas {cient(as haurire, & retinere po~ 
tuiffe : At Geneva he was admitted into the number of Do- 
ors, and Paftors, and by his learned labors was exceed- 
ing, ufefull both to the Church and Unixerfity ; alwayes 
imploying himfelfe, in writing ann publifhing Commen- 
taries upon the Scriptures, and other learned treatifes 
which were of fpeciall concernment : From thence he was 
called to the Univerfity of Leiden, where he was received 
with much joy,and was exceedingly admired for his learn- 
ing, acuteneffe of wit, promptneffe, and ftrength of me- 
mory, inalleaging, and recitingthe fentences of the Fac 
thers, Schoolmen;Canonifts,and prophane writers ; From 
thence he wascalled-to Gaunt Anno Chrifti 1582. where he 
taught a lictle while, but that City being fall of tumults, 
he forefeeing the ftorm that was coming upon it, left it, 
and being Ene for went into Navar, where by his teach- 


‘ing, and. writing he made the Univerfity of Orthejium fa-

Obert Rollock was borne in Scotland of ‘the ancient Fa- 
Riu of che Levingsfones, in the year 1555. His Father 
knowing the worth of Learning, was very careful to bring 
up his Son therein 3 and for that end he fent him to Ster- 
linegand placed him under Thomas Bucanan, who finding his 
promptnefle and diligence, tooke much delight in him. 
From thence he went to the Univerfity of Saine Andremes 
there he {pent four yearsin the ftudy of the Arts, and fo 
eminently profited therein, that he was chofen a Profeffor 
of Phylofophy. In the year 1583. the Scates of Scotland in- 
tending to ere% a Univerfity at Edenburg,fent fome to Saint 
Andrews to finde out a fit man that might undertake the 
Government ofit: whereby the generall vote of all,there 
was none thought fo fic for this worke as Rolock : which 
the States being informed of, they prefently fene for him: 

‘and when he was come, they entertained him courteoufly: 
ifter he had been thece a while, he fet upon the worke, and 
young Students flock’c thither a pace from all parts of the 
Kingdome': whom he inftru&ed in the Arts, and governed | 
with feverity mixed.wich. clemency, and fo educated them 
in Religion, that God. bloffed, his Jabours exceedingly a- | 
mongft them, “After four years he examined: themftridly, | 

and finding their proficiency, they commenced’ Mafters of | 
Art : then fourProfeflors of Philofophy were joyned with 
him to fhare in the pains, which were chofen out-of the a- 
bleft of chofe that had commenced Maftersof Ase. Every 
morning Rellock calling, the-ftuderits togecher; | prayed fer= 
venily with them, andane day in che weeke, expounded 
{ome portion of Scripture to them :after which LeQure he 
tock notice which of theny had:committed any faults that 
week, whom he would fo reprove, and lay the wrath of 

God beforetnem, that he niuch reformed them thereby.

In the year 1589, his difeafe fo increafed upon him,that 
he was confined to his houfe : and being removed into the 
Countrey ayre, he feemed at firft to be becter,but prefently 
his difeafe returned with more violence, fo that he was for- 
ced:to keepe his bed : whereupon he fet his Houfe in orders 
and his Wife,after ten years barrenneffe, being with childe, 
he, commended her to the.care of his friends: two Noble- 
‘memcoming -tovvific him, he requefted-them from him to 
goe to the King; and to intreat him, in his name,.to take 
care of Religion, and to perfevere in itto the end, as hi- 
itherto he had done ; and to reverence and efteeme the Pa- 
iftors of the Church, as it was meet.

In theyear 15 62, he was fent for by the Duke of Saxonie 
tobe the Profeffor at Fenes, who profered to allow him the 
ftipend of one thoufand Florens per annum, but he tefated 
it, continuing at Tubing ; where he had much honour and 
refpe& : his wife having lived with him fifty years and an 
half, dyed; who being the ftaffe of his old age, he was 
much affliéted for her loffe,and began to grow weaker and 
weaker ; whereupon he refigned his Office, and had a ftiz 
pend allowed him by his Prince, and fo prepared himfelfe 
for death. He was much troubled with the Gout,which he 
bore with much patience, often ufing that faying of the A- 
poltle ; Godlineffe is profitable to all things, having the promife 
of this life, and that which is to come. He fell into a Lethargie, 
and fo dyed in the year 1600, and of his Age 79.

tA ites Chytreus was born in Ingelfing in Swevland, in the 
yeat 1530. of godly and religious Parents,who feeing 
his cowardlineffe and ingenuous nature, were carefull to 
educate him both in Religion and Learning;the principles 
whereof he drunkein with {uch celerity, that his Father 
tooke much pleafure in him, and became an earneft and 
frequent fuiter unto God, Thathis Son might be fitted 
for, and imployed in the worke of the Miniftry : and for 
this end, when he was {Ccarce feven years old, he fent him 
to School to Gemmingen, and atter two years ftay there, he 
removed him to Zabing, where he was educated under ex- 


cellent Schoolmafters, and afterwards admitted into that. 


Univerfitie; and whileft he was very young he commen- 
ced Bachelor of Art, ftudied the Languages»Arts and Divi- 
nity under Snepftus. tig 
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teen years of age he commenced Matter of Arts, with the 
general! approbation of the Univerfity : and prefently af. 
ter, having a large allowance from a worthy Knight Sir 
Peter Menzingen, he travelled to Wittenberg; where he was 
entertained ‘by Philip MelanGboninto his F amily ; fo that 
he did not onely gain much profit by his publick Le@ures, 
bnt by privateconvers with him alfo; which happineffe 
he fo efteemed, that all his life after, he acknowledged, that 
next under God; he was bound co Philip Melanéthon for his 
proficiency in Learning, When he came firft to Melanéthon, 
and delivered fome Letters of commendation in his behalf, 
Melanétbon finding in them that he wasM after of Arts slook- 
ing upon him, he wondred at it, fayings Are you a Matter 
of Arts *, yea, faid Chytrexs, it pleafed the Univerfity of 
Tubing tO grace me with thatdegtee: Can you, faid Me- 
lanithon, underftand Geeke; which he affirming, he gave 
him Thucydides toread, and conftruea piece of it ; which 
when Chytreas had done, Melantihon enquiring his age, and 
admiring his forwardneffe, faid unto him,, Thox doft wore 
thily deferve thy Degree, and hereafter thou fbalt be as a Sonne 
“unto me, i 
Whilft he was there, he heard Luther’s Le€tures upon the 
ten laft Chapters of Genefis. And as Plato, when he was reas 
dy to dye, praifed God’ for threethings ; firft, that God 
‘had made hima man 3 fecondly,that he was bron in Greece; 
thirdly, that he lived in the time of Secrates. So did. Chy- 
treus alfo acknowledge ic asa fingular mercy.: firft, that 
God had made him a man :fecondly,a Chriftian : thirdly, 
that he had his education under thofe excellent lights of 
the Church, Luther and Melan&hon. He was very diligent in 
attending upon Melanéthon; ftudied in his ftudy ; heard all 
his difcourfes publicke and private, about matters of the 
weightieft concernment ; followed ‘him when he walked 
| abroad, and endeavoured wholly to fafhion his life by. his 
example. And Melanttbon looked upon him as. his owne

Prefently after Luther’s death,the Wars in Germany break- 
ing forth by Charles the fifth, the Univerfity of Wittenberg 
was diflipated by.reafon of the fame; whereupon Chytreys 
went to Heidleberg,where he ftudied Hebrew,and then went 
to Tubing, where he applyed himfelfe. to: the ftudy of the 


Mathematicks. But. when Prince Maarice of Saxonie’ hadi 


reftored the Univerfitysand calledback Melanéhon, he pre- 


{ently returned to Wittenberg; where he buckled clofe ¢o| 


his former ftudies, fearing the like interruption again :and 
in the year 1543. he began privately to read to young Stu- 
dents; by which meanes having gotten fome money in his 
purfe;-he refolved.to travel! into Italie, and: other parts ';: 
that fo he might fee thofe famous places, which hehad of- 
ten read of, and grow into acquaintance with the eminent | 
men of thofe times. For which he (having gotten a faith- 


full companion »[ Andrew Martin of Rosoch| he tavelled | 


through moft parts of Italée; and being returned to Witten- 
betns Melantthon was requefted to fend two learned’ men to 
Roffochy forthe advancement of that Univerfity; whereup- 
on he commended) ‘fohn Aurifabar. and Chytreus to them, 
who accordingly went thither, and began their Le@ures, 
to the greatfatisfa&ion of the Auditors; and: in ‘a {hort 
time Chytreus grew fo famous, that’ Christian King of Den- 
markes and the Senate of Aufurg fent for him tocome to 
them 5. he was defired alfo by che Univerfity of _A:gentine 
tofucceed Hedio lately\dead: alfo Fredericke the fecond, 
Prince Elector Palatine, fent earneftly for him to come to 
Heidleberg, but his Prince -Fobu Albert would by no’ meanes 
part.with him; cwo years after he travelled into Frifland, 
Brabant; Flanders and other of the Belgick Provinces: up- 


} | on his recurne the EleGtor Palatine fent againe for him to 


Heidleberg 5 and the King of Denmarke' profered to double 
his flipend, if he would come to him’: but his anfwer to 
chem both, was, That his Prince had deale fo friendly with 
him, that hecould by no meanes leave him. Some years 
after the Nobilicy of Magdeburg fent to requeft his prefence 


- and afaftance in reforming of Religion,and ejecting of Po-|,

\ pery from amongft them ; but when he could not’goe him- 
felfe, he wrote his minde fully to them about the fame. A- | 
bout thattime hecomménced Door in-Divinity, at the 
charges of his Prince. | 

In the year 15.65. the Senate of Stralfund fent for him to 

be their Superintendent; and the:King of Sweden ‘alfo de> 
fired him to come thither; bur nothing would prevaile'to 
get him from Rosfoch. The year after his Prince tooke him 

| with him.to the Diet at dupurg, where matters of Religion 
were to be debated.: At which time A mbaffadours ‘came to 
him againe from Argentines to requeft his remove thither’ 
and he gave them fome hope‘of affenting, if his Prinees 
good will could be procured: but he would by no meanes 
part with him ;, and to expreffe his love, he profered to en- 
large his ftipend ; but Chytrews refufed the fame. Two years 
after he was fent for into Auftria, to aflit them’ in the Re- 
formation which they intended ; chicher he ‘wentjand gave 
them fuch full fatisfa@tion, that they fent him backe with} 
an.ample teftimony of his abilities and integrity. Then he 
made a journey into Hungaries. where he vifited many of the 
chiefe Cities in that Kingdome, IK 9 

In the year 157-1» his Prince made him the chiefe'Vifitor 

of all the Churches iin his’ Dominions, He’ aflitted alfo in 
the worke of Reformation at Berline::the Marqueffe: off 
Brandenburg {ent for him) alfo to.be the Divinity Profeffor 
at Frankefurt, but could norobtainhim.* Two years: after 
the States of Stiria fene for him to helpe them in reforming 
their Churches; whicher-he went ‘for ‘halfe “a year,’ and’ 
was exceeding ufefull to them therein. At his returne’ he 
was fent for by the Ele&tor of Saxonie, and’ che Univerfity 
of Wittenberg,to be a Profeffor there; but they could not 

| prevaile. The year after, the Duke'of. Brun(wicke: being to: 
eret an Univerfity.at-Fuliers, fent to him to affift in mak- 
ing Lawes for the Univerfity, choyce of Profeffors, &c. 
Which he difparched to his great: content. Shortly after] - 
alfo, he went to divers meetings of Divines in feverall pla~’ 

ces, about procuring and fetling the peace of ‘the Churches 
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of Chrift. Whilft he was at Roftoch, he went over in his 
Lefures the greateft part both of the Old and New Teftas | 
ment; and wrote divers other learned Bookes alfo. Grow- 
ing into years he began to. be difeafed, and fometimes was 
confined to his bed ; yet neither there would. he be idle, 
but upon the leaf intermiffion of his pain, he went on with 
his Expofition of the two and thirtyeth Pfalme, which he 
had begun before. And after that, in Commenting upon 
the Epiftle to the Romans ; but his difeafe increafing (wher- 
| by he. difcerned the approaching cf his end) he made a 
‘Confeflion of. his Faith §:.received the Sacrament of the 
Lords Supperjand not long after. quietly flept in the Lord, 
in the year 1600. and of his. age feventy. Whilft he lay fick 
in his bed, if any prefent had difeourfed about a contro- 
-yerfall point, raifing himfelfe up, he wouldcall to them to: 
{peak out, for that he fhould dye with the more comforc, if} 
‘he could Jearn any new thing before his departure.

him, and then appointed a Publick difputation, wherein , 
they could prove ‘none of thofe things which they charged 
them with; whereupon the Prince required chem to abftain 
from. fuch accufations for the tinr2 to come, and to-ftudy 
peace: but nothing would prevaile to allay their {pleen,till 
they were removed into other Countries: The care of 
choofing Paftors to the Churches, Tutors to the young}, 
Prince, Schoolmatters and Profeffors to the Univerfity,. 
was devolved upon Toffan; all which he difcharged with 
much fidelity :. There alfo-he commenced Doftor in Divi- 
nity ; Buc as his.cares and pains increafed,fo his forrow al. 
fo, partly by:reafon of an unhappy quarrell: that fell out 
between-the Scudents and Citizens of Heédleberge, partly by 
the death of his dear wife with whom he lived twenty two 
years in wedlock. | 
In the year 1588. he marryed againe,and difpofed of his | 
daughters alfo in marryage to godly and learned men:.Not |: 
long after Prince Cafimire dyed; which much turned his 
griefe : but Frederick: the fourth being now come to his age, 
was admitted into.the number of the Ele&tors,and was very 
carefull of the good,both of the Church & Univerfity. Ax. 
| Chrifti 1594. Toffan was choofen Rector of the Univerfity 
of Heidleberg, and the year afcer there brake out a grievous 
Peftilence in that Cicy,which drove away the ftudents: but 
Toffan remained Preaching comfortably to-his people, and 
expounding the Penitentiall Pfalmes to thofe few ftudents 
that yet remained : Anno Chrifti 1601. he being grown very |: 
old and infirm, laid down his Profeffors places-though 
the Univerfity. much. oppofed ic, and earneftly follicieed- 
him:to:retain it ftill, bat God purpofed to give him a bet 
ter reft after all his labors, and forrowes : for having in his 
Le&tures expounded the booke of Fob tothe end of:the 31. 
Chapter, he concluded with thofe words: T he words of ‘Fob 
| areiended ; Prefently after falling fick, he comforted himfelf 
with thefe texts of Scripture, Ibave fought the good fight of 
Faith &c. Bee thou faithful unto the death, and I will give thee the 
Crown of life : Wee have aCity not made with bands eterna ll in the: 
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beavens, and many other fuch likes he alfo made his Will, 
and fet down therein ‘a good confeflion of ‘his Faith, and 
fo departed quietly ‘in the Lord Ayn Chrifti 1602. and of 
his age fixty one. He was a'very holy man, exemplary in 
hig life, had-an excellence wit, ftrong memory : eloquent in 
{peech, was very charitable, and chearfull in his conver- 
fation, and keptcorrefpondence with all the choyceit Di. | 
vines iri thofe times.

| Moone and dog-dayes of mans life : le is not certaine whether 
his owne difpofition, or the bad company of others chief- | 
ly betrayed hint to thefe extravagancies. Sure it is he 
tooke fuch wild liberties to himfelfe as coft him many a | 

| figh in his reduced age. Probably divine Providence per- 
mitted him to run himfelfe with the prodigall Son out of | 
breath, that fo he might be the better enabled experiment- | 
ally co reprove others of their vanity, effetually fimpathi- 
zing wich their fad condition, and be the better skil’d how 
tocomfort and counfell them on their repentance. Why 
fhould Gods ‘arme, which afterwards gracioufly overtook 

| nae Perkinssbe too fhort to reach others in the fame con- 

ition. 

4. When firft aGraduate, he was much addi&ed to the 
ftudy of naturall Magicke, digging fodeepe, in natures 
mine,‘ to know the hidden caufes and facred quallities of 
things, that fomeconceive that he bordered on Hell it felfe 
in his curiofity. Beginning to be a practitioner in that black, 
Art, the blackneffe did not affright him but name of Are 
lured him to admit himfelfe as flident thereof.

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ling fheep was brought home tothe fold, and his vaniry; 
an mildneffe corre&ted into temperance and gravity. It is 
certainly known and beleeved, that if Oyick- fi/ver could be 
fired( which all confeffe difficult,and moft conclude impof- 
fible) ic would amount to.an infinice treafure; fo when the 
roving parts, the giddy and.unftableconceits.of this young 
Scholar began to be fetled, his extravagant ftudyes to be 
confined and centered to Divinity, ina very fhort time he 
arrived at an incredable improvement. 

6. He began firft to preach to the prifoners in Cambridge 
Caftle, being then himfelfe Fellow of Chrift Colledge. 
Here he truely: preached Chrifts precepts : Freely you have re- 
ceived, freely give: And with Saint Paul made the Gofpell of 
Chrift of no expences yea he followed Chrifts example to preach 
deliverance. to,:the Captives whofe bodies . were in a prifon 
and fouls in a dungeon : {uch generally their ignorant and 

| defperate condition. Here (though free himfelfe) he begot 
fons to God in fetters: Many an Qnefim#Pin bonds was 
converted to Chrift: Mock not at this good mans meane 
imployment,neither termehim with {uch as fit in. the feate of 
the {cornfull, the Goale- birds Chaplaine: But know nothing is 
bafe which init felfe is lawfull, and done in order to the 
glory of God, yea better it is to be a true preacher in a pris 
fon then-a flatcerer in a Princes palace. 

7. But fo great a ftar. could not move alwayes in fo {mall 
a{phear:His merits promoted him to a Cangregation of 
greater credit in the Town of Cambridgé,where he was moft 
conftantin preaching. Wherein as no man did with more 
vehemency remove fin,fo none either with more paflionate 
affe&tion bemone the condition of obftinate finers, or with 
founder judgment, give them direCtions for their future a- 
mendment ; Luther did obferve that Thunder without rain 
doth more harme then good, wherof he maks this applica- 
tion,thatMinifterswho are alwaies threatning of legall ter- 
rors to offenders,except alfo they feafonably drop the dew 
of dire&ion; giving them orders and inftructions to better 
their -eftates, are not wife Mafter builders, but pluck downe 
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and build nothing ‘up againe. Whereas Matter Perkins fo 
cunningly interweaved terrours and counfels in his Ser- 
mons, that: as. a-changabletaffaty, where the wooffe and 
the warpe areof feverall colours, appeare now of one 
colour, now of another, according to the different ftand-. 
ing of the beholders’; fo one andthe fame Sermon of his, 
feemed all Law, and all Gofpell, all cordials ‘and all cor- 
rafives, as the different. neciflities of people apprehended 
it. 
8.Amongft thofe his many vertues worthy our imitation, 
hishumility was eminent,in condefcending to the capacity 
of his meaneft Aaditors: He had well read Saint Paul, who 
calleth the people underftanding him,mine underftanding;in 
weh fence he may be faid to be the moft intelligent Preacher, 
who preacheth plaineft to others apprehention: And Mini- 
ftersbeing turnedGeds interpreters, it 1s ill whé their langvage 
is fo high and hardjthat thefeInterpreters need others to in- 
terpret them to their Congregations. But this may be faid 
of Mafter Perkins, that as Phyfitians order Infaftons to be 
made, by fteepingingrediénts in them,’ and taking*them 
outagaine, fe'that all their ftrength and vercueremaines, 
yet none of the Bulke or Muffe is viftble cherein; fre in like 
manner did diftill,& foake much deep Scholarfhip into his 
Preaching, yet fo infénfibly 2s nothing but familiar expref- 
‘fions'did appeare. In a word, his Church con fiftimg of the 
Univerfity and Town, ‘the Scholar could heare no lear- 
neder,the Townfmen plainer Sermons. a9 a 
9. Heufed atwayes before tris Sermons, (as to this day 
‘is attefted by many farviving witnefles)afet form of prayer, 
not that out'of poverty lie wanted variety and exchange of 
phrafer,or that oat of niggartinefs he begrudged his Audi- 
tors the ufe of them, bit out’ of holy and heavenly Thrift, 
he found this the moft profitable way for his people. He 
would ‘not that ‘his‘foal fhould goe #7 Heaven alone, but in 
“his prayets would have the company of the meaneft of his 
Congregation along with him, ind therefore alwayes ufed 
the fame forte that’others ‘might ‘keepe’ pace with him in 
Ris devotions. 10. Com-

1o/° Commendable was his‘contentment with his Eftate, 

confidering his income fo fmall, his charge of children fo 
great, and hi¢ Profeffors of removal!, fo many, fo advan. |- 
tagious, Yet: he-ftill was trne to his firft love, continuing 
his paines “inthe Church of Saint Andrewes, .where the 
mieanes inconfidérable in itfelfe, was made up to a. compe-. 
tency, notfo much’ by the bountifull hands of othersin: 
giving, as by the moderate mind of Mafter Perkins in take- | ‘ 
ing; yet wanted he not feverall Patrons about the Towne, 

| who, relieved him in a faire proportion amongf whom 
Matter Wendey of Haflingfield maft ftand in the chiefe place. 
Now if honourable mention be made in Scripture of Fo- 
hanna, Sufanna, and other benefactors to our Saviour, who 
Miniftred unto bim of their [ubftance ; let not this worthy Ef-:;. 
quires memory be forgotten; wich his tingular Courtefy co’, 

| this painfull Minifter of Gods word. 

ry. Many and moft excellent are the books which Ma- 

fter Perkins lefebehind him. His learning appeares moft 
im-his Problemes, a difficult tasKe no lefle valiantly perform- 
ed'than ventusoufly undertaken to affert the truth of the ; 
Proteftant Religion, by the teftimony of the Fathers for } 
the firft five hundred years : Which fhews that his indaftry 
did not onely drivé a retale trade in moderne Writers,but 
chat he fetched his learning,and bought his wares from the | 
beft: hands of the moft ancient Authors. 

‘ia. Herein’ excellent his judgement, in fanning the} 
Chaffe from the Corn, the true from the forged writings 
of the Fathers. The ancient Germanes are faid to caft} 
their new born children into the river of Rbine, thereby to} 
make an experiment whether they be true born or no, ac-} 
counting them legitimate if fwimming, but concluding 
themfelves' wronged by their wives difhonefty obtruding a 
baftard iffue upon them, if the infant funk in the water. |' 
Perkings had neater, and more infallible touchftones to dif- |; 
cerne the native and genuine, from the fpurious and adul- 
terate workes of the Fathers by the manner of their ftile, || 
ftrength of their matter, time of their writing, cenfure of |/ 
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other learned men upon them, whereby many: counterfeit 
Books are not onely denyed authenticke authority, but al- 
fo juftly pillored for cheaters to all pofterity. 1 know it 
is layed to Perkins his charge (learned Whitaker is accufed 
for the fame fault) that he made all che Fathers Puritans : 
but certainly in one fenfe they were Puritans of themfelves | 
without his making,! mean ftri@in their lives and conver- 
fations, and how far he was from wrefting their do&rines 
to the Countenancing of any error, be it reported to men 


| of unprejudiced- judgement. 


13. In cafe Divinity, he hadan excellent dexterity to 
State controverfies,for the fatisfa@tion of tender & douting 
confciences : to fhow what is lawfull and what unlawfull ; 
in mixt actions, where good and bad are blinded together 
(wherewith many are deceived, like children {wallowing 
the bones with the flefh to their great danger of choaking, 
great was the fan and fire of his difcretion and judgement, 
to winnow the chaffe from thecorn, and feparate the one 
from the other. And {ure in chis cafe Divinity Proteftants 
are now defe&ive;for(fave that a {mich or two of late have 
built them forges and fet up fhop) we for the moft part go 
downe to our adverfaries to {harpen our inftruments, and 
are beholden tothe Romanifts, (che more our fhamand 
‘their credit) both for offenfive and defenfive weapons in 
this Kind. Some obje& that his doGrine referring all to an 
abfolute Decree, cut off the finnewes of mens endeavours 
towards falvation.. Bue were this. the hardeft obje&tion a- 
gainit Mafter Perkins his do@rine, his owne life was a fufh- 
cientanfwer thereunto: So pious; fo fpotlefle that malice 
was afraid to bite at his credit, into whch the knew her. 
teeth would never enter. He-lived Sermons, and as his 
Preaching was acomment on his Text, fo his Pratife was.

14, As for his Books, it is a miracle almoft to conceive 
how thick they lye,and yet how far they over-{pread,all o- 
ver Chriftendomee When the Dilciples were infpired with: 
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feverall languages, Adis 2.7-the ftrangers of Ferufalem, were 
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| regaine the fhortnefle of the time : So this good man, as if 
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amazed and mervelled, {aying one to another;Bebold, are not all thefe 


that {p eake Galileans ° And how heare we every man in our tongue 
wherein we were born ? Here I confeffe was no infpiration,but 
much induftry, much labour taken by others, much ho- 
nour: doneto. Matter’ Perkins when che Dutch, Spaniards, 
French, and Italians, ftand wondring, at his) Workes (who 
underftood none of thefe tongues) exa@ly fpeake them all, 
being by feverall pens tranflated into all chefe languages. 
Thus good Ware never.lyeth long on the Merchants 
hands, but is ready money into what Country fo ever it be} 
brought. 

15. Thus for fome years, he conftantly Preached to his 
people even to and above his ftrength : Ic is obferved of the

diligence to. Gods glory, and by his induftry gained in 
thicknefle,- what he wanted in length: :

tocome. So thatthe Levites,. which as yet lurkes in the

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Joynes of Abraham their great Grandfather (infants-as yet 
concealed in their caufes) have juftreafon alwayes to be 
thankfull to God for the benefit they receive from thofe 
Monuments he hath left behinde him.) °°. 

His Scature was. indifferent, complexion ruddy, hayre 
bright, body inclined to'corpulency, which  proceeded:not 
from any lazineffe, but pulfe and paines (hall make one fat 
where God gives the blefling. He was lame of his right 
hand, like another Ebud, fud.3:15. yet made the inftroment 
to difpatch many Eglo errors in judgement and vice in 
converfation. And naturecommonly compenfates corpo- 
rall defe&s with a furplufage of the Scule. As for fuch as 
make bodily markes in men, the brands of difgrace upon 
them; wewillfendthem to halting, but true-hearted Fa: 

| cobs bléare- eyed, but faithfull Lech ; ftammering,but mecke 
Mofes ; lame, but loyall Mephibofhethy with other Saints in 
the Scripture ; fo to have their erronious jadgements re&i- 
| fied into a more charible opinion. 

He was much afflicted with the Stone, the attendant of 
a fedentary life, whereby his patience was much exercifed. 
This:brought him avlaftto his long home, focalled Ecclef. 
12.5. not becaufe man is long going thither, but long, yea 
for ever ftaying theres When he quietly furrendred his foul 
intothe hands of his Creator, dying rich onely in Grace, 
thelove of God and good-men. It was true of him what 
Saint Paul faid, 2 Cor. 6.10. being poorey but making many rich. 
|Evenin a litterall fence, the Sellers of his Books: gained, 
but {mall profit came to the Author. He was buried in a 
decent manner, where all the fpe&ators were Mourners, 
veris > fpirantibas lachrymis. Dofor Mountacue, afterwards 
Bithop of Wineber, Preached his Funerali Sermon, taking 
for his Texts Mojes my fervant is dead, Fofb.1.2. and hath‘no 
other Monument then his owne vertues 3 except-any will 
{aysthat the plaine Scones which cover his Grave are made 
Marble by the worth.of the. Corps beneath them. A Wife 
and many Children he left behinde him; fhe married face 
ceflively two other Husbands, but no more Mr.Perkinfes. 
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If any charitable difpofed Perfon harh been bleffed by 
God with a Cup which overloweths'and if he defireth that 
fome drops of the fame fhould tall’ upon them, who are the 
proper obje&ts ofbounty 5 I doubt noc but‘an eafie inqui- 
ring he may quickly finde out fome of this ‘worthy mans 
Childrén,as not fo poore openly to requett,fo not fo proud 


but they would thankfally receive fuch expreflions of his | 


Charity.. Yea, what Saint Paul faid of the Fews,may truely 
be applyed to the good mans memory, We are debters unto, 
ec. So that whatis beftowed in this kinde on his,is not fo 
much a guift, as a paying an obligation. 

He was borne the firftiand dyed the laftyear of the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth; fo that his life ran parallel with her 
reigne, ftreaming in equall length, and had both their 
fountains and fals togethers. He dyed Anno Dom.1602,

WINCHESTER. 


His grave and honorable Prelate, was borne inthe 

City of London, in the Parith of Al-Saints Barking, of 
honeft and Religious Parents; his Facher(having moft part 
of his life ufed the Seas) in his latter time, became one of 
the fociety,and Matter of the Holy Trinity ,comonly called 
the Trinity houfe:.and was defcended from the ancient 
family of the Andrewes in Suffolke. 

From his tender yeeres, he was totally addi&ed to the 
ftudy of good letters ; and in his youth, there appeared in 
him fuch aptnefle to learne, anfwerable to his endeavours 
that his two firft Schoolmafters, Mafter Ward, and Mafter 
Mulcafter, (conceiving, or forefeeing, that he would prove 
arare {choler) contended, who fhould have the honor of 
his breeding. From Mafter Ward,Mafter of the Coopers Free- 
Schoole in Radcliffe, he was fent to Mafter Mulcafter, Ma- 
fier of the Mercantaylors free {choole, in London: where he 
anfwered the former opinion, conceived of him ; for by 
his extraordinary induftry, and admirable capacity, he 
foone outftripe all the {cholers under Matter Mulcafters tul- 

| tion, being become an excellent Grecian, and Hebrecian : 
Infomuch as Thomas Wattes Do&or of Divinity, Prebend 
land Refidentiary of SaintPaulssand Archdeacon of Middle- 
fex(who had newly Founded fom Scholerfhips in Pembrook 
Hal), in Cambridge) {ent him thither, and beftowed che firft 
of his faid Scholarfhips upon his; which places are (fince) 
comonly called the Greeke Scholarihips. : 

As foone as he was aBachelour of Arcs, and fo capable 
ofa féllowfhip; chere being then but one place void in the 
faid Colledge, and. Thomas Dove (late Lord Bifhop of Peter- 

ee burgh) | 
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rend and worthy Prelate, LancELor 
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burgh ) being then a icholer alfo in the faid Colledge, and 
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very well approved of, by many of the Society. TheMa- 
fters, and Fellowes put thefe two young men te a Tryall 
before them, by fome Scholufticall exercifes : upon per- 
| formance whereof, they preferred Sir Andrewes, and chofe 
him intothe fellowthip, then void, though they liked Sir 


him fome allowance for his prefent maintenance, under 
thetitle, of a Tanquam Socins. 

In the meane while, Hugh Price (having built Felus Col- 
ledge in Oxford had heard fo much of this young man (Sir 
| Andrewes) that without his privity, he named him in his 
foundation of that Culledge,to be one of his fir F ellowes 
there. 

His Cuftome was (after he had been three yeeres in the 
Univerfity )to come up to London once a yeer to vifit his Pa- 
rents,and that,ever about a fortnight before Eafter, ftaying 
till a forenight after : and againft che time he thould come 
up, his Father (dire&ted by letters from his Son, before he 
came) prepared one, that fhould read to him, and be his 
guide, in the attaining of {ome Language or Art, which 
hehad not attained before: So, that within few yeeres, 
he had laid the foundations of all Arts, and Sciences, and 
had gotten skill in moft of the Modern Languages : And 
it isto be obferved, that in his journeys betwixt London 
and Cambridge (to and fro) he ever ufed to walke on foot, 
till he was a Batchelour of Divinity ; and profeffed, that 
‘he would not then have ridden on horfe-backe, but that 
diverfe friends began tofinde faule with him and mifin- 
terpret him, as if he had forborne riding, onely to {ave 
charges, 

What he did, when he was a Child, and a {choole-boy, 
isnot now knowne ; But he hath beene fometimes heard 
‘to fay, that when he was a young {choler in the Univer(- 
ty(and fo all his time onward, he never loved or ufed a- 
ny games, or ordinary recreations, either within doores 


}(as Cards, Dice, Tables, Cheffe, or the-like ; ) or abroad, 


Dove {fo well alfo,that (being loth to loofe him) they made. 
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as Buts, Coyts, Bowles, or any fuch : but his ordinary ex-| 
ercife and recreation, was walking either alone by him- 
felfe, or with fome other fele&ed Companion,with whom 
he might conferre and argue, and recount their ftudies : 
and he would often profeffe, that to obferve the graffe, | 
herbs, corne, trees, cattle, earth, waters, heavens, any of 
the Creatures, and tocontemplate their Natures, orders, 
qualities, vertues, ufes, &c. was ever to him, the greateft 
imirth, content, andrecreation that could be: and this he 

| held to his dying day. After he had been fome while a Ma- 

i fter of Arts inthe Univerfity, he applied himfelfe to the 
ftudy of Divinity, wherein he fo profited, that his fame be- 
gan to be fpread farre and neare-Infomuch as being chofen 
Catechift in the Colledge, and purpofing to read the ten 
Commandements (every Saturday, and Sunday at three of | 

| clocke afternoone, which was the hourof Catechizing) 

| not onely out of other Colledges in the Univerfity, bat | 
| diverfe alfo out of the Country, did duely refort unto the | 
| Colledge Chappell, as a’publique Divinity LeGure. | | 
| Before I proceed to his life(after he left the Univerfity) ! 

i give me leave to relate a ftory of him,’ while he yet re- 

mained there, and that (as near as! can) from his owne 

mouth, and in his owne words. 

Upon his firft thewing himfelfe at Cambridge, in his Di- 
Vinity findies, efpeciall notice was foone taken of him (a 
mong his abilities and eminencies) as aman deeply fecne 
in alf cafes of Confcience, and he was much fought to in 
that refpec. 
| To proceed, with his owne farticular : His worth niade 
| him fo famous, that Henry Early of Huntingdon (hearing of 


it) fent for him, and thought himfelfe much honoured by 


| his accompanying him into the North, whereof he was 


' Prefident ; and where God fo bleffed his painful! Preach- 
ings and moderate private conference, that he converted 
Recufants (Priefts and others) ro the Proteftant Religion. 

| Six Francis Walfingham (Secretary of State to Queene Eliza 

| beth ytooke alfo iti notice’ of his abilities, and highly 
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| affetted him, and (being loath that he fhould not bz better 

| knownto the world) wrought meanes to make him Vicar 
of Saint Giles without Criplegate London ; then Prebend and 
Refidentiary of Saint Pauls 5 and afterwards Prebend of the 
Collegiate Church of Southwell. 

Being thus preferred (to his owne contentment) he lived 
notidlely, but continueda painfull labourer in the Lords 
vineyard, wicneffe Saint Giles Palpit and that in SaintPauls 
Church, where he read the Lecture thrice a weeke in the 
Terme time. And indeed what by his often Preaching at 
St. Giles, and his no leffe often reading in St.Panls, he be- 
came {0 infirme, that his friends defpaired of his life. Upon 
the death of Do&tor Fulke, he was elected to the Matterthip 
of Pembrooke Hall (whereot he had been a Schollar and Fel- 
low) a place of credit,but of little benefit;for he ever fpent 
more uponit then he received by it. 

Afterwards he was made Chaplaine in ordinary attend- 

ance (of which kinde there were then but twelve)to Queen 
Elizabeth ; who tooke fuch.delight in his Preaching and 
grave deportment,that firft fhe beftowed a Prebend at Weft- 
minster upon him, and (not long after) the Deanry of that 
place: and what fhe intended further to him, her death 
prevented. 
- He foone grew into far greater efteem with her fucceflor 
the moft learned King Fames,who (to fay but truth) admi- 
red him beyond all other Divines, not onely for his tranf- 
cendant gift in Preaching; but for the excellency and folli- 
dity in all kinde of Learning ; fele&ing him,as his choyfeft 
peece, to vindicate his Regality againft his foule- mouthed 
adverfaries, His Majefty (not long after his happy entrance 
to this Crowne) beftowed upon him the Bifhopricke of 
Chichester (which he held about foure yeeres)and withall 
made him Lord Almoner : and(becaufe of the exility of that 
Bifhopricke) foon after added the Parfonage of Cheyham in 
Surrey, to his commendam.. “ 

Upon the vacancy of the Bifhopricke of Ely, his Majefty 
made him Bifhop thereof; andthere he fate about. nine 
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eerss In which time he was made a Privie Councellor, firft 
of England & then of Scotland, in his attendance of the King 
thither. He was afterwards preferred to the Bifhopricke of 
Winchester and the Deanry of the Kings Chappell, which 
two latt preferments he held to his death, which hapned 
about eight yeeres after, in the third yeer of the raigne of 
our late King Charlfe; with whom he held no lefle repu- 
tation then he had done with his Father before him. 

It is worth the obfervation, that having bin preferd to 

| many, and thofe no {mall dignities, yet he never ufed any 

meanes to obtaine the leaft of them, but they were all con- 
ferd upon him without the leaft fuit.on his part: For he 
was fo farre from ambition or covetoufneffe, as that when 
the Bifhopricks of Salisbury and Ely were at feverall times 
tendred unto him upon fome propofitidns, prejudiciall to 
the ftate of chofe Churches, he utterly refufed them. 

The vertues and good partsof this honorable Prelate 

were fo many, and thofe fo tran{cendent, that to doe him 
right, a large volumn would be but fufficient, which I fhall 
leave to fome of better abilitics to performe, which I thall 
(by way of an Epitome) onely point a finger at, in thefe 
heads which follow. 
~~ His firt and principall vertue, was his fin gular zeale and 
piety, which fhewed ic felfe not onelyin his private an 
fecret Devotions betweene God and himfelfe (in which, 
they that were about him, well perceived, that he daily: 
{pent*many houres, yea, and the greateft part of his life, in 
holy prayers and abundant teares, the fignes whereof they 
often difcovered) but alo in his exemplary publicke pray- 
ers with his Family in his Chappell; wherein he behaved 
himfelfe fo humbly, devoutly and reverently, that it could 
not but move others to follow his example. His Chappell 
(in which he had Monthly Communions) was fo decently 
and-reverently adorned,and God ferved there with fo holy 
and reverend behaviour of him(elfe and his Family (by his 
patterne) that the foules of many (chat (obiter) came thi-

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And to the reliefe of poore Prifoners fifty pounds. Befides 
(among other, too many to be comprehended in an Epi. 
tome) he lef, to be diftributed prefently after his deceate, 
among Mayd-fervants of honeft report, and who had fer- 
ved one Mifter or Miftris feven yeers, the fum of two hun- | 
dred pounds. Laftly, a great part of his Eftate (which re- 
mained after his Funerall and Legacies difcharged ) he left | 
to be diftributed among his poore Servants. 

The third is his fidelity and integrity; faichfull,uprighe 
and juft he ever was, whether_you refpe& him in his ordi- 
nary tranfactions, in whichno man could ever juftly taxe 
him with the leaft afperfion of injuftice; or whether you

looke upon him as entrufted with thofe great Offices and |. 


Places which he did undergoe 3 and they were either his 
Spirituall preferments or Temporall Office, befides fome 
other matters committed to his fidelity.In che firft of which 
he declared evidently to the world, that he reputed himfelf 
butliiG-ods Steward, and that he muft give an account to his 
Lord and Mafter forthem. To begin then with the lowelt 
account : He'was ever faithfull, provident and carefull to 
keepe in good repaire the Houfes of all his Spiritual! pre- 
ferments, and {pent much money that way; as upon the 
Vicarage houfe of Saint Giles, the Prebends and Deanes 
houfes of Weftminfter,and the Refidentiaries houfe of Saint 
Pauls.' Upon the Houfe belonging to the Bifhopricke of 
Chichefler, he expended above 4201. Of Elye above 24401. 
Of Winchefters (befides a Pention of 400 1. per annum, from 
which he freed his See at his owne charge) he fpent two 


thoufand pounds, 


But in that part of the Account which concerned him 
more neerly to perfe&, which was his Paftorall and Epif- 
copall charge, the cure of Soules, and the well ordering of 
the feverall Dioceffle committed to his truft, never any 
made a more juft and exa& account. 

Some particulars of this account was, the promoting 
of ftifficient,able and good men to Livings and preferments 
which fell wichin his owne gift. To the better difcharge 
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of this part of the account he tooke order ftill before hand, 
by continuall fearch and enquiry, to know what hopefull 
young men were in the Univerfity: his Chapleins and 
friends receiving a charge from him, to certifiehim, what 

| hopefull and towardly young wit they met with at any 
time: and thefe(till he could better provide for them)were 
furs to tafte of his bounty and goodnefle, for their better 
encouragement. | | 

Diverfe eminent men in Learning that wanted prefer- 
ment, when any thing fell in his guift convenient for them 
(though otherwife they had no dependance at all upon 
him, nor intereftin him) he would fend for, before they 
Knew why, and entertaine them in his owne houfe, and 
conferre the preferment upon them, and alfo defray the 
very charges incident for a difpenfation or a faculty, yea, 
of their very journey ; and all this, that he might havehis 
Dioceffe in generall, andhis preferments in particular, 
the better fitted: Sothat, that may fitly be applyedto 
him, which was fometimes to Saint Chry/oftome. In admini- 

firatione Epatus, prebuit fe fidelem, conftantem, & Vigilantem 
Minifterum Chrifti. 

And if you looke upon him in thofe Temporales wher- 
with he was intrufted, you thall find him no leffe faithfull 
and juft:As firft,diverfe fummes(and many of them of good 
value) were fent to him, to be diftributed among poore 
{cholers, and others, at his difcretion : all which he dif- 
pofed with great care and fidelity, even according to the 
Donors minds and entents. 

For his faichfulneffe in managing thofe places, wherein 
he was entrufted for others, joyntly with himfelfe, let 
Pembrooke Hall and Weftminfter Colledge fpeake for him ; for 
when he became Matter of the firft, he found it in debt, be~ 
ing of a very {mail endowment,(then efpcially) but by his 
faithful providenceshe left above eleven hundred pounds in 
the Treafury of that Colledge,towards the bettering of the 
eftate thereof. And when he was made Deane of the other, 
itis not unknowne tofome yet living (who will tefthie) 


that 
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that he left it for all orders, afwell of the Church as of the 
Colledge and Schoole,a place then truly exemplarily Col- | 


legiatein all refpe&s, both within and without, free from 
debts and arrerages, from encrochments & evill Cuftomes ; 
the Schoole-boyes(in the foure yeeres he ftayed there) be- 
ing much improved, not by his care and overfight onely, 
but by his owne perfonall, and often labours alfo with 
them. 

To thefe may be added, that whereas by vertue of his 

Deanry of Weftminfter, his Ma fterfhip at Pembrooke Hall, and 
his Bifhopricke of Ely, the el@ion of Scholers into the 
Schoole of Weftminfter, and from thence to the two Uni- 
verfities, as alfo of many Scholers and fellowes in Pembrook 
Hall; f{ome in Saint Peters Colledge,and fome in Fefus Col- 
ledge, were in his power and difpofall,he was ever fo faith- 
full and juft, that he waved all Letters from great Perfo- 
nages, for unfufficient Scholers, and caft afide all favor 
and affe&tion,and chofe onely fuch as in his judgment were 
fitteft. And laftly (which is not the leaf in thie kind) be- 
ing many times defired to affift atthe ele&ion of Scholers, 
from the free Schooles of the Merchantaylors, and from that 
at Saint Pauls, of the Mercerss and perceiving favour and 
affeGion, and other by-refpeéts, fometimes to overfway 
merit, with thofe to whom the choyce belonged, and 
that diverfe good Scholers were omitted, and others of 
leffe defert preferred, he of his owne goodneffe, diverfe 
times tooke care for fuch as were fo negle&ed, and fent 
them to the Univerfity; where he beftowed preferment 
upon them. 

To conclude this account of his, take a view of his fi- 
delity, in that great place of truft, the Almonorfoip 5 which 
was fufficiently evident (efpecially to thofe who attended 
him neerly.) Firft, in chat he would never fuffer one pen- 
ny of that which accrewed:to him by that place, to be put 
or mingled with any of his own Rents or Revenewes (and 
wherein he kept a more exa& account then of his owne 
private Eftate:) and Romnidly » being fo feparated, he was 


mete 
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“(as faichfail in the di(pofing of it: not onely in the gene- 


ralleruft of his Soveraigne, in the daily charges incident 
to that place, expended by the £ub- Almoner and other yeer- 
ly ordinary charges 3 but when he perceived that he hada 
furpluffage (chofe charges defrayed) he would not fuffer it 
tolyeby him’; but fome of it he difpofed to the reliefe of 
poore Honfekegpers, {ome in releafing of poore Prifoners, 
and comforting them which lay in mifery andiron; and 
fome.in furnifhing poore people with Gownes, hofe, fhooes 
and the like 5, for all which, many (fo beftewed by him) 
had he referved to his owne ufe (his Patent being fine com- 
| pato)no man could have queftioned him: But he was a 
faithfull Sceward inthis, as inthe reft, and expe&ted that 
joyfull Euge,Well done thou good and faithful fervant, thou baft 
bin faithfull, Gce.enter thou into the joy of thy Lord’; which (no 
doubt but he poffeffeth. 
The next is, his Gratitude or thankfulneffe to all, from 
whom, he had received any benefit. Of this vercue of his 


there are-and were lately divers witnefles ; as Do&or-Ward | 


Son to his firft Schoolemafter, upon whom he beftowed the 
Living of Waltham in Hampfbire 5 and Mafter Mulcafter, his 
other Schoolmafter,whom he ever reverently refpected du- 


ring his life, in all companies, and placed him ever at the | 


upper end of his Table; and after his death, caufed his Pi- 
&ure (having but few other in his Houfe) to be fet over his 
Study door. And not onely fhewed he this outward thank- 
fulnefle to him, but fupplyed his wants many times alfo, 
privately, in a liberal] and plentifall manner 3 and at his 
owne death (the Father being dead) he bequeathed a Le- 
gacy to his Son of good-valune, who as is faid before, be- 
itowed-a full Scholarfhip on him in Pembrooke Hal). Con- 


cerning the kinred of Door Watts, after much enquiry,he : 
found onely ene,upon whom (being a Scholar) he beftow- | 
ed preferments in Pembrooke Hall; and (he dying there) his 


Lordfhip-much grieved, that he could heare of no more of 
that kinred, to whom he might expreffe his further thank- 
fulnefle. And yet he forgatnot his Patron Do&or Watts,

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at his end; for by his Will he tooke order, that out ofthe 


Scholarfhips of that Foundation, the two F ellowfhips 
which he himfelfe Founded (as you fhall fee by and by }in 
Pembrooke Hal’, {hould be fupplyed, if they fhould be found 
fit for them.* ©’ . i zt 

Laftly, to Pembrooke Hall (omitting the Legacies by hica 
bequeathed to the Parifhes of Saint Giles,Saint Martin Lud- 
gate, where he had dwelt ; Saint Andrewes in Holborne,Saint 
Saviours in Southwarke, All.Saints Barking, where he was 
borne, and others ) to that Colledge, I fay (where he had 
beene a Schollar,Fellow and Mafter) he gave one thoufand 
pounds to purchafe Land for twoFellowthips, and for o- 
ther ufes in that Colledge, -exprefled in his Will; befides 
three hundred {uch Folio Books of his own, to the encreafe 
of that Colledg Library,as weré not there before. Together 


with a guilt Cut and a Bafon and Ewer, in all points (as | 


weight, fafhion, infcription, &c.) fo like tothe Cup, Bafon 
and Ewer given about 300. yeers fince to that Colledge,by 
the religious Foundreffe thereof, as that not Ovum Ovo fi- 
‘miliws > and thefe, he profeft, he caufed to be made and gi- 
ven, not for the continuance of his owne memory, but for 
feare that thofe which fhe had given fo long fince, might 
mifcarry,and fo her remembrance might decay. 

The fift is ,his Munificence and Bounty.To prove which 
little need‘be faid more, then that which hath bin touched 
in his bountiful] Charity. But befides thatthe two famous 
Univerfities, and they which then were poore Scholars in 
them, will witneffe for him in this point she never coming 


'| neer either of them (after he was Bifhop) but that he fent 


to be diftributed among poore Scholars, fometimes oné 
' hundred pounds, and ever fifty pounds at the leaft. One 
| thing I cannot paffe over in filences That when King Fames 


| was pleafed to grace the Univerfity of Cambridge wich his | 


prefence, in 1617. this reverend Father being prefent alfo 
at the Philofophy A&, he fent (ar bis departure) to foure 
| of the Difputanis forty peeces of Gold, of two and twenty 
| fhillings a pecce, to be equally divided among them. But 
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what {peake | of thefe ? Was ever Prince better entertained, 
and in more magnificent but orderly manner,then was his 
{aid Majefty at Farneham Caftle (one of the Houfes belong- 
ing to the Bifhopricke of Winchefter) where in the {pace of 
three dayes he {pent three thoufand pounds, to the extra- 
ordinary contentment of his Majefty, and the admiration 
of all his Followers. | 
The next is, his Hofpitality : from the firft time of his 
preferment (to meanes of any con(iderable value) even to 
his dying day, he was ever Hofpitable, and free in enter- 
tainment to all people of quality and worthy of refpec, 
efpecially to Schollars and Strangers ; his Table being ever 
bountifully and neatly farnifhed with provifions and at- 
cendants anfwerable ; to whom he committed the care of 
providing and expending in a plentifull yet orderly way : 
himfelfe feldome knowing what meat he had, till he came 
from his Study to Dinner 3 at which he would fhew hime 
felfe fo noble in his entertainment, and fo gravely faceci- 
ous, that his guefts would often profeffe, they never came 
to any mans Table, where they received better fatisfaCtion 
in all points, and that his Lordthip kept Cbriftmas all the 
yeer, in refpeé of the plenty they ever found there. And 
yet (by the way) take this, that he ever ftriGly obferved in 
his provifions of dyer, the time of Lent, Embers,and other 
| Fafting dayes, according to the Lawes of this Kingdome, 
and the orders of the Church. | 
I fhall not need to fpeake of the extraordinary great Ho- 
{pitality he kept, and the large expence he was at,in enter- 
tainment of all forts of people in Scotland, at what time he 
attended King-Fames thither; the Nobility,Clergy, Gen- 
try,and others of both Nations there prefent, will (as they. 
often already have) {peake of it forme, to his exceeding 
great honour. Sothat! know not, whether I have fitly 
couched it under this Head of Hofpitality, or whether it 
had more properly belonged to that of his Munificence 
and Bounty. 3 
The feventh, is his Humanity and affability, not onely 
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to the laft mentioned (his Guefts) but to every one that 
did converfe with him; for which, not onely divers fu- 
mous Scholars and others of this Kingdome,but others of 
F’orraigne parts (as they had juft caufe) have admired him. 
As (not to mention Natives) Mafter Canfabow, Matter Clu- 
vecius, Mafter Voffius, Matter Grotivs, Matter Moulm, Matter 
| Barclayyand (befides many others )Mafter Erpenins,to whom 
he tendered an Anauall Stipend, to have read and taught 
here the Oriental] tongues (wherein long before his death 
he himfelfe had bin well verfed, as may appeare by his 
Commencement Verfes) the experienced Profeflors where- 
of he much delighted in, and did much for them, as Mafter 
Bedwell(to whom he gave the Vicarage of Tottenham in 
Midd.) if living (among others) would teftifie.. And the 
reafon for this, a late reverend Father of this Church hath 
given Omnes qnid in fe amant, in aliis venerantur : loving and 
honoring thofe gifts in others which he had in himfelfe ; 
for among the other parts of his profound Learning, he 
by his indaftry, had attained to the knowledge of fiftecne 
tongues, if not more. 

To thefeformer, may be added his Modefty, which was 
ever fuch, that although the whole Chriftian world tooke 
efpeciall notice of his profound and deep learning, yet was 
he fo farre from acknowledging it in himfelfe, that he 
would often complaine of his defe&ts, even to the extenu- 
ating, yea vilifying of his owne worth and abilities ; pro- 
fefling many times, that he was but inutilis ervas, nay inutile 
pondws ; infomuch,that being preferd by King Fames to the 
Bifhopricke of Chichefter, and pretending his owne imper- 
fe&ions and infufficiency to undergoe fuch a charge,as alfo 
that he might have not onely his Clergy, butall others 
to take notice thereof, he caufedto be engraven about 
the Seale of his Bifhopricke, thofe words of Saint Paul, 
Et ad hec quis idonew? and who is fufficient for chefe 
things, 2 Cor.2+16. 

One note of his Modefty (mixt wich his laft vertue of 
Humanity) may be added, that after his Chaplaines had

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.Preached in his Chappell before him, he would fometimes 


privately requeft them, that he might have a fight of their

infomuch, as they would profefle of him, that the would 

never defire a more candid Auditor.

ftitate, nomen Venerabilis adeptus eff. 

His Indefatigability in Study cannot be paralleld, if we 
confider him from his Childe. hood to his old age. Never 
any man tooke fach paines(or at leaft {pent fo much time) 
in Study,as this reverend Prelate ; for even in thofe dayes, 
when it might have been fuppofed he would have taken 
{ome eafe for his former paines, then alfo from the houre 
he arofe(his private Devotions finifhed)to the time he was 
called to Dinner, which (by his own order) was not till 
cwelveat noone at the fooneft, he kept clofe at his Booke, 
and would'not be interrupted by any that came to fpeake 
with him or upon any occafion(publick Prayer excepted:) 
Infomuch, that he would be fo difpleafed with Scholars 
that attempted to fpeake with him in a morning, that he 
would fay, He doubt ed they were no true Scholars, that 
came to fpeake with him before noon. 

After Dinner, for two or three houres fpace, he would 
willingly paffe the time,either in difcourfe with his guefts, 
or other friends, or in difpatch of his own temporall af- 

| faires, or of thofe, who (by reafon of his Epifcopall Jurif- 
di&ion) attended him : and being quit of thefe and the like 
occafions, he would returne to his Study, where he fpent 
the reft of the after- noone, - even till Bed-time,except tome 
friend tooke him off to Supper, and then did he eat but 
fparingly. 

Of the fruit of this his feed-time, the world (efpecially 
this Land) hath reaped a plentiful! harveft, in his Sermons 
and writings: Never went any beyond him in the firtt of 
thefe [his Preaching | wherein he had fuch'a dexterty, that 
fome would fay of him,that he was quicke againe,as loone 
as delivered: and in this faculty he hath left. a patterne 
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unimitable. So that he was truly ftiled Stella 
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ed )by enjoying whereof,this kingdome hath an ineftimable 


And for his acuteneffe and profundity in Writing a- 
gainft the Adverfary, he fo excelled all others of his time, | 
that neither Bellarmine ( champion to the the Romanifts) 
nor any other of them, wasever ableto anfwere what he 
wrote ; So, that as his Sermons were unimitable, his wri. 
tins were unanfwerable. 

To draw to anend of decip hering his vertues, and en- 
dowments : It may truly be faid of him, that he had thofe 
gifts and graces, both of Art and N ature, fo fixed in him, 
as that this age cannot paralell him; for his profandity, | 
and abiffe of learning, was accompanied with wit, memo- 
ry, judgment, Languages, gravity and hamility’: infomuch 
that if he had bin Contemporary with the Ancient Fathers 
ofthe Primitive Church,he would have bin(and that wor- 
thily) reputed, not inferior to the-chiefett among them, | 

He generally hated all vices, but three (which he ever re- | 
puted finnes) were moft efpecially odious unto him. Pir, 
Ufury, from which he was {0 farre himfelfe, that when 
his friends: had need of fuch money as he could fpare, he | 
lent it to them freely, without expe&ance'of ought backe, | 
but the Principal. Secondly, The fecond: was Simony | 
which was fo-deteftable to him, as that for refufing to ad- | 
mit diverfe men to livings whom he fufpected to be Simo- 
nically preferd,he fuffered much by fits of Law = ch oofing 
rather to. be compelled (againf his will) to admic them by 
Law, then voluntarily todoe that which his confcience 
made fcruple of. And forthe livings and other’ prefer- 
ments, which fell in his ownegift, he ever behtowed them 
| freely (as you have féene before) upon deferving men, 

without fait : Sothat we may fay of him-as was faid long 
fince, concerning: Robert W inchelfey, Archbifhop of Canter 
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bury. Beneficia Ecclefiaftica nunquam, mifi doctis contulit : Prect- 
bys ac gracia Nolitium fretos  @ ambientes, femper. repulite 
Thirdly, The laft was Sacriledge, which he did fo much 
abhorre, that when the Bifhopricke of Sarum, and that of 
Ely (before it was fo much deplumed) were offered to him, 
upon termes favoring that way, he utterly rejeCtedthem. 
Concerning that of Salisbury,give leave to adde aparticuler 
paflage of his, which happened many yeeres after his faid 
refufall of ic, which was chis ; At a Parliament under King 
James, when an A& was to pafle, concerning Sherburne 
Caftle, ic was obferved, that onely Bifhop Andrewes and 
another gave their Votes againft the fame. That the other 
fhould fo doe was not much merveiled at, but that Bifhop 
Andrewes {hould doe it, when none but that other Lord did 
fo,was fo remarkeable,as that he was demanded by a great 
Perfon,what his reafon was for it. To which he moft wore 
thily replyed, that it could not be well wondred, why he 
fhould now vote againft that which if he would have yeelds 
ed unto(many yeeres before, in the dayes of Queene Eliza- 
beth) he might have had this Bifhopricke of Sarum: which 
reafon of his, when his late Majefty (being then Prince, 
and prefent at the pafling of the A&) heard ; He befhrewed 
him, that when hedenyed his confent, he didnot declare 
the reafon of his denyall alfo : Profefling that had he bin 
made acquainted with the ftate of that Cafe, as now he 
was, (he would with the King his Fathers good leave) 
have labored againft the paffing of the faid A&. Toclofe 
up this point: This reverend Prelate went yet a degree fur- 
ther, in refufing(when he was Bifhop of Winchefter (diverfe 
large and confiderable fummes, to renew fome Leafes, be- 
caufe he conceived that the renewing of them might be 
prejudicial! to Succeflion. 

Now let us lay all thefe together : His Zcale and Piety : 
His Charity,and Compaflion : His Fidelity,and Integricy : 
His Gratitude, and Thankfulneffe : His Manificence and 
Bounty : Hofpitality, Humanity, Affability,and Medeity : 

and to thefe, His Indefatigability in fudy, and the truits 


of 
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of his labours in his Sermons and Writings,together with | 

hes profundity in all kinde of Learning ; his wit, memo- 
ry, judgement, gravity and humility. His deteftation of 
all vices and finne, but efpeot.ally of three. All wiiich(by couch- 
ing them onely in this Compend) we have feen in him, as 
ex ungue Leonem, or by Hercules foot, his whole bcdy : and 
confider, whether the Chuech of God in generall, and this 
in-particular, did not fuffer an irreparable loffe, by his 
death. 

Having taken a fhort furvey of his Life, let us now fee 
him Dying. He was not often ficke, and but once (till his 
laft fickneffe)in thirty yeers,before the time he dyed,which 
was at Downham in the Ifle of Ely, the ayreof that place 
not agreeing with the conftitution of his body. Buz there 
he feemed to be prepared for his.diffolution ; taying often- 
times in that fickneffe, Ic muft come once, and why not 
here? And at other times, before and fince, he would fay, |. 
The dayes muft come, when, whether we will or nill, we} 
fhall fay (wich the Preacher) I have no pleafure in them,Eccle(. 

12.1. Of his Death he feemedto prefage himfelfe.a yecre 
before he dyed, «and therefore prepared his oyle,’ that he 
might be admitted in due time into the Bride Chamber. 
That of qualis vitasérc. was truly verified in him ; for as he 
lived, fo dyed he. As his fidelity in his health.was great, 
fo encreafed'the ftrength of his Faith in his fickneffe. His 

| Gratitude to men, was now changed into: his Thankful- 
nefleco God. His Affability to inceflant and devout Pray- 
ers and {peech with his Creator, ‘Redeemer and San@ifier. 
His laborious Studies, to his reftleffe groanes,fighes, cryes 
and teares; his hands: labouring, his: eyes lifted up, and 
his heart beating and panting to fee the living God, even 
to the laft of his breath: And him (no dobut)he fees face 
to face, his workes preceding and following him, and he 
now following the Lambe, crowned with that immortali- 

| ty, which is referved for every one, that lives fucha life 
as he lived. 

He departed this life September 25.1 626. inthe feventy 
par 
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one yeer of his age, and lyeth buried in the upper Ifle o 
che Parith Church of Saint Saviours in Southworkes His Exe- 
cuitors have ereéted to hint a very faire Monument of Mar- 
ble and Alablafter. And one that formerly had beene his 
Houfhold Chaplaine (whom this honorable and reverend 
Prelate loved moft tenderly fromhis Childehood, rather 
like a Father then a Lord or Patron) but fince his death a 
Succeffour to him in fome of his Places in the Church ; for 
the duty and reverence which he ever bare to him while he 
lived, hath moft gratefully and cordially in his everlafting 
honorable memory, added to it a moft excellent, fignificant 


and {peaking Epitaph, which followeth.

ftant reading of the New Teftament. Funiws lighting on 
the ficit chapter ofthe: Gofpell of Saint Fobn, was,by Gods. 
{pirit moving his heart, fo highly affeted therewich, that 
he fell:on-a fudden both into an acknowledgement and ad- 
miration of God in his Word. I have heard that fuperfti- 
cious Exorciftes (who moft ferve the Divel, when they pre- 
tend moft.to command him).ule,or rather abufe this chap- 
ter to conjure out evill fpirits out of perfons poffeffed. 
What collufion or, confederacy may-pafle betwixt Sathan 
and his playmates, | neither doe nor defire to know. This 
fure 1 am, that that parcell of Scripture was fo fanctified by 
God to Funius, that it difpoflefled his foule, and ejected

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out (whofe Mother, when a Viddow, had beene relieved by 
the Parents of Fanius) tooke him home, and freely beftow- 
ed both lodging and dyet upon him. Ic. is good: fpirituall 
husbandry to fow good workes, if not our perfons our 
pofterity may reape them, as now did Funins. But he,good 
man, was perplext, for being as he conceivedyit)a burden 
to his friend; for there'isno greater racke to an Ingenu- 
ous nature,then to receive kindnefles in defpaire to requite 
them. Junius weighing in the ballance of his minde every 
morcell of meat, and for foure moneths together (preten= 
ding Study) dyned onely on Ayre, and fupped with two 
Egges, and a fmall draught of Wine, fearing he fhould be 
too chargable; thus he was a Lefian before Leffiue, yea he 
exceeded him in.his Abftinence, till nature as I may fay, |. 
was over prefled with too little weight of vittuals, which 
brought him intoa Coniumption : But afterwards rece- 
ving mony fromhis Father, he not only plentifally repaid 
his Hoft, but by compitent food, and corediall Phificke re- 
pared the detriments, and decayes in his body.

12. Leaving Geneva( where he had lived a Schoole- maft- 
er, teaching Hebrew for a time; he came into the Low: coun- 
tryes. to be Minifter to the French Church at Antwerp, then 
began the civill Warres there,wherin halfe of the feventeen 
Provinces oppofed the King of Spaine, whether willingly 
falling from him for lacke.ot Royalty, or violently caft.a- 
way by him, through his owne cruelty, the Chronicles of 
thole parts are beft able to informe.Here Funius hada fing- 
er, yeaa whole hand in writing fome publicke Remon- 
ftrances in behalfe of the People; which being knowne 
(difcovered by the fharpnefle of his owne Pen, fuch was 
the activenefle, quicknefle and vigor of his ftile) he was 
fought after, and four hundred Florens promifed to him

foundly felt ite Funius underftanding the matter, obtained

N the year of our Lord 1530. being the twenty and firft 
of King Henry the eight (a year very remarkable for the

At his accefle to Trinity Colledgeshe found divifions in the 
Houte, by occafion of fome that mifliked the folemn rites 
and government Ecclefiafticall then fetled and exercifed 
inthe Church, of whom Thomas Cartwright Profeffor for 
the Lady Margaret was a chiefe man,with whom he alfo en- 
tred the lifts in writing by occafion of his Anfwer to a 
Worke enticuled, 4n Admonition to the Parliament. But by his 
wife and difcreet carriage the matter was ‘fo mannaged, 
that all things were fetled in peace and quietneffe again. 
Ten years-he continued Governor there 5 being entruft- 

ed with the education of divers of ‘great birth, among 
whom were the Earles of Worcefter andCuinberland,the Lord 
Zouchsthe Lord Verulam, and Sir Nicolas Bacon his elder bro- 
ther 5 as alfo divers were trained up under him that were 
after advanced to Epifcopall ‘dignitie, among whom was. 
Door Babington fometime Bifhop of Worcefter , whofe 
Works teftifie his worth. And within thofe ten years he 
was twice chofen Vice-chancellour of the Univerfity. In 
which time he laboured, with the ailiftance of the right ho= 
nourable Sir Wiliam Cecil!

He had not fat there above a year,but he was madeVice- 
prefident of the Marches of Wales, under the right hono- 
rable Sir Henry Sidney, being then at the fame. time both 
Lord Deputy of Ireland and Lord Prefident alfo of thofe 
parts. In which employment. he carried himfelfe as» wich 
paines unweariable, fo, with exceeding great integrity 5 re-|/ 
forming many abules and corruptions, that he obferved to 
have creptin.and to be exercifed either by the Officers be: 
longing unto. that Coart, or by fome other that were joy- 
ned in-Commifion with him 5 and with no leffe modera- 
tion of Fines and Penalties; that which gained him much 
love and refpe& in thofe parts. 
Befides this, while he fat at Worcefter, upon complaint 
made to the Queens Majefty of many difcords and ditor- 
ders inthe.two Cathedrall-Churches of Lichfield and Here | 
ford, he. was by {peciall Commiflion from her Majefty ap- 
pointed to Vifite them ; which accordingly he did,reform- 
ing them both,and appointing themStatutes for che better 
and more peaceable government of either. 
Having fpent fix years at Worcefter, to the great content= 
ment, and with the generall good affection of all forts in 
thofe parts, he was now advanced tothe higheft pitch of 
dignity that our Charch affordeth, being called to fucceed 
that moft reverend Father in God, Grindall, in che Archbi- 
fhopricke of Canterbury. For the benefit of which feat alfo 
being many. wayes. aiuch, wronged, he travelled.as. much, |

The Life and Death of Whit gift, 
and with 4s good fucceffe, as for that of Worcefter he had 
before done: for which his fucceflors in either remaine 
beholden to him unto this day. In this height of honour 
togecher with his Soveraignes higheft favour, he continued 
during the whole remnant of Queen Ehizabeths raigne, and 
{ome {mall while after King Fames his entrance ; alwaves 
conftantly maintaining the prefent Ecclefiafticall Govern: 
ment again{t thofe that oppugned it ; and yet carrying 
himfelfe moderately, as toward all in generall, fo toward 
thofe alfo that therein ftood out, and holding a good cor- 
refpondency with thofe in foraine parts, as Mafter Beza a-° | 
mong the reft, that followed another courfe of diicipline; | 
that which appeareth by diverfe letters that pafled to and 
fro betweene them. 
He had the honour to be chiefe ‘mourner at the folemne 
exequies of that Heroicall Princefle Queen Elizabeth » (who 
| ufed alfoin familiar manner to falute him by the name of 
ber blacke husband) and of fetting the Royall Crown on the 
head of that moft learned and illuftrious Prince King Tames 
her fucceffor, and of Queene Axne his worthy confort.. A- 
bout feven months after which office performed, returning 
by barge from the Bifhop of Londons houfe at Fulham, with 
whom he had been to confult about Ecclefiafticall affaires, 
in an high wind and a fharp day,he tock cold on his head : 
and yet ftriving to attend his Majefty at Court on the next 
day being the Lords.day, after his accuftomed manner, he 
was taken there with a dead palfie, whereof he dyed fome 
few dayes after. 

He was a man of a middle ftature, black heired,of a grave

and brought up -by. his Aunt who was Abbeffe of a 
Nunnery : his firft: education. was.in the School at. Dowaie, 
where( being of an acute wit)he profited exceedingly in the 
knowledge of the humane. Arts: from thence he.went to 
Paris, and whil'ft he ftudyed there, he fell into acquain- 
tance. with.7obn.Mercer, the Hebrew Profeffor, and Peter 
Ramm and being exceedingly affeCted with the love of the 
reformed Religion, he forfook his Aunt, and was main- 
tained by the bounty of fome Merchants of Flanders.

Beza being as it were in an earthly Paradife;and abound- 
ing with thofe things which might feeme neceflary for the |. 
| profecution of vice wherewith indeed he.was for atime 
detained, but not captivated (as whois he that liveth and | 
finneth not, ay and falleth not fometimes: into grievous | 
finnes.) For the-Lord. had preparedhim for better things, | 
|and opening his eyes, gave him tounderftand, that thefe | 
| were but fo many {nares laid to intangle him, and to draw | 
(him into everlafting ruine and perdition: wherefore he

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formed, for his propounded honour and preferment, was 
Rifly rejeCted not’ without the great admiration and {harpe 
reprehenfion of niany'of his friends, who therefore ftiled 
him after aicornfull manner, Philofophum tovum, the new 
Philofopher. pete teenghe ieee 
Thefe checks and reprehenfions of his friends being fecon- 
ded wich the confiderations of the great riches wherewith 
he was endewed, and thefe two being ftrengthned with the 
temptation of of che Divell ; yeelded to many doubts and 
oppofitions unto Beza, notwithftanding his former refolu- 
tions, fometimes intending to embrace God and his truth, 
fomtimes cafting an eye of love on his prefent preferments 
being taken up with this various difpofition, it pleafed the 
Lord to fettle his inconftant minde by affli@ing him with 
fickneffe, which indeed was the caufe of his {piritual! wel- 
fare and health, for he well perceiving that it was the 
powerfull hand of the Lord Almighty, againtt which there 
was nocontending : after the fuffering of many torments 
both inward and outward, he fell into a deteftation and 
loathing hatred of his owne backwardneffe, and turning 
himfelfe unto the Lord with teares, he renewed that vow 
which he had formerly made concerning the embracing of 
the true worfhip of God, promifing unfainedly that he 
would never fart fromit, but confecrate himfelfe wholly 
unto him,and unto the furtherance of his glory,ifit would 
pleafe him to reftore him to his former health : daring the 
time of this fickneffe he was often heard to utter thofe 
Words of David in his 1423 Pfalme ve 7+ Educ de carcere ani- 
mam meam ut celebrem nomen tunm.

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which action of his is very remrarkable, if we confider but | 

the circumftance of time, which was prefently upon‘ his 

recovery, being fearfull that his remaining there fhould 

be offenfive unto God, or that his familiarity with his 

friends might draw him into the like inconveniences, who 

without doubt would labour with might and maine to're- 

duce him to his former profeflion, Wherefore taking the 

Woman unto whom he was betrothed with him,they went | 

unto Geneva in the year of Grace 1548. where openly in} 

the Church, after a fojemne manner, he was married unto | 

her, and there he remained for a feafon.Where he intended 

to make profeflion of the Art of Printing; but the Lord 

who knew well that he would be otherwife more advan- 

tagious anto his Church, hindered this proceeding,by cal- 

ling hinrto Laafanna, an Academy pertaining to the Lords 

of Berna, where he publickly profeffed the Greek tongue ; 

which Beza himfelfe acknowledged in his Confeffion of Chri= 

fltan Religion, Dedicated by him unto his Mafter Walma- 

tius. “ 

At that time in Lanfanna were famous for Learning and 
Piety Petrus Viretus Paftor of the Church, Fobannes Ribbilus 
Profeflor of Divinity, Josannes Racmandus Merlinus Profeflor | 
of the Hebrew tongue, with many other excellently well 
gifted; all of which feemed as ic were to beravifhed with} 
the fociety of this worthy member of Chrift. 

During his LeGarethip at Laufanna, a great company of 
godly minded perfons thirfting afcer Chrift and his truth, 
reforted unto the fame place. Here Beza perceiving a good 
occafion offered unto him by God, not onely-for his owne 
fatisfa&tion concerning Teaching, but alfo for the fatisfa- 
&ion of the defire of thefe people, concerning their inftru- 
&ion in the word of truth. He began publickly and in the f 
French tongue to expound the Epiitle of S. Pau! tothe Ro- |. 

|'‘mans, and both the Epiftles of S. Peter ; opening unto them |: 
‘the great myfteries of godlineffe,and informing their judg- | 
ments with fach Do&rines, wherby the fcales of ignorance

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them, whereby ( without doubt) many were drawn neerer 
| and neerer unto Chrift., Ee 

Amongf thefe his imployments in this places whenfoe- 

| ver any leafure was given unto him, he would fpend_ that 
| time with Mafter Calvin at Geneva, from whom: he received 
| great benefic both for Gods glory and the edification of 
| the Church 5 and by his perfwafion he was induced to fi- 
| nifh that excellent and Divine Commentary on the Pfalms, 
| firft begun by Marotu,which was alfo Printed and publith- 
| ed by authority in France, 15.61% 

About this time there happened a perf{ecution in Paris, 
wherein many Chriftians fuffered, fome death, fome im- 
prifonmert.: wherupon Farellus.Be2a and Calvin were cho 
fen Embaffadours unto the Proteftant Princes of Germany, | 
to intreat them that they would be pleafed to intercede for 
them unto Henry the fecond then King of France, that they 
might be more kindly deabt withall, But little or no peace 

| came unto the Church in refpe& of this act, becaufe of the 
implacable hatred which great men attending the perfon 
of the King, did bear unto the truth of Chrift. 

Yet in this journey it was Bezaes good: hap:to have a 
fight of that godly and learned Melanchton, who as they ex- 
ceeding joyfull of the prefence of each other, fo they were 
alfo exceeding forrowfull for the prefent affli&ed and di- 
ftrefled ftate of the Church, 

Beza having now remained ten years in Lau{anna, he left 
it, and not without the good leave and love of the Senate 
of Berne, and came to Geneva, where teaching a publicke. 
Schoole, he expounded the Orations of Demofthenes, toge- 
| ther with fome Bookes of 4riffotle, and had daily and. fa- 

| miliar:conference with Calvin, touching things pertaining 
‘unto 'BoGrine and Ecclefiafticall Difcipline; where in 
| {hort time he was appointed to fucceed Claudius Pontanus (a 
faichfull Minifter in theChurch of Geneva)tor the diicharg- 
ding of a Miniftertall.fon&ion,and.alfo to joyn with Calvin 
|in the reading of the Divinity Le&ure...Where-he was alfo 
|againe advanced te be head Mafter of a Free-fchoole,which 
Mee Sarirrepers: eas 
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was fet up by the perfwafion of Calvin, for the future bene. | 
fit of che fame City. | 

/ Notice being taken in. France'of his Confeflion’ of the | 
Chriftian Faith, which without queftion wrought deepe 
impreflion in the hearts of many 3 he was intreated by Let- 
ters fent from fome Peeres' of France, that he would be 
pleafed to vifit Anthony King of Navarre then refiding in A- 
quitainz, and toconfer with him concerning matters of im- | 
portarice, but efpecially concerning fuch things which 
might be of force to beget true Knowledge in’ the grounds 
of Chriftian: Religion ; for there was fome hopes that if | - 
he could be broughi thereunto, that the Church of God 
would not be fo cruelly & inhumanely deale withal! within 
the Kingdome'of France’ Which enterprize, ‘God giving a 
blefling thereunto, wanted not its fortunate and happy fuc- 
ceffe, though not in the dayes of Anthony, yet in the dayes 
of Charles the ninth ; for’he not onely entring into acon- 
fidevation of the truth of the Do&tine of the Church of: 

‘| Rome; but alfo'into the trach’‘of the’ Do&trine of the refor- 
med-Church, and wich ‘many of his Nobles adhéred unto 
the {ame} and forthwith fence both Embaffadours'and Let- 
tersto the Senate of Geneva, to intreat the prefence of re- 
verend Béza, concerning’ the defciding of thofe Contro-. 
verfies which Were at that’ time on foot betwixt the Papifts 
and the Reformed Churches. This requeft was with great | 
joy condifcended unto by the Senate of Geneva, who fent | 
Beza with many prayers forthe advancement of Gods glo- | 
ry'5 Peter Martyr was alfo called from Tigurum by the Mo-| 
ther Queen; who with all {peed came to Paris. : 3 

Great was the confli@ which Beza had at that time in: 
the preferice of the King, with Cardinal! Letharingws, con-, 
cerning the Reali Prefence 5 wherein he confited the er- 
ronious opinion of the Cardinal}, afirating that the vifl- 
ble fignes were touched with the hands,eaten and dranken | 
with the mouth ; but chac the thing fignified (viz.the Bo- 
dy and Blood of Chrift) was offered and received by Faith.

embraced by her felfe. Ch oes 

The conference. being ended with happy. fuceeffe to the 
glory of God, and furtherance of his truth, Martyr réturn= 
ed to Zigurum, and Bexa intended to goe’unto Geneva, but 
he was hindred by che. Authority of the Queen who plain- | 
ly told him, that feeing he was a French man;, he might be 
the Author of much good anto his own Nation. 

Bexa being thus detained contyary. to his expecation, 
{pent not the time unprofitably but betook himfelfe anto 
the preaching of the Word, fometimes in the Pallace of the 
King of Navarre, fometimes in the houfe of the Prince Cor. 
dew, and fometimes in che fuburbes of the City of Paris: 
for then it was by publick Proclamation decreed, that the 
ufeof the reformed Religion fhould be tolerated. in the 
fuburbes without any Moleftation’ybut they enjoyed not 
that benefit long, by reafon of aconfpiracy performed by 
Guiftus, and other wicked perfons for the utter extinguifh- 
ing of the truch ; who urging the King with the example 
of Balderinus that Religion was but a thing indifferene, and 
that he might condemne and renounce’ the day after that 
which he approved and allowed the day before ; they re- 
ceived this anfwer from him ; That he would never put his 
foct fo far into the Seabut that he would be ableto pluck 
it back againe_when he lifted ; and fo he departed and for- 
fooke the truth of Chrift, and never after fent-for Beza to 
have any conference with him, 

Whereupon a hot perfecution entred into the bowels of 
France, again{t the Proteftants, forty five of then being put 
ito thefword, in the fame place where they were gathered 
together to heare the Word of God preacht ; whereupon 
Beza was fent.to complaine unto the King of their inhu- 
mane cruelty, but found noredreffe ; whereupon preparae 
tion was made to defend themfelves by force of Armes = the 
Prince Condeus defired Beza to remaine with him in (o.dan- 
gerous and neceffary afeafon, who althougheit grieved 
him greatly to beabfent from his flock at Geneva, yet he

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confents unto the requeft of this religious Prince, and re- 
mained with him, preaching endexhorting Chriftians pri 
vately,.to a patient wayting-of the Lords Jeafure, | 
The) Proteftants betook: themfelves: unto Orléans... to 
which place the enemies marching,in the fields thereof was 


fought a terrible bactle,wherein Gondeus was taken prifoner 


| and the Proteftants loft the day,;who(notwithftanding.this | 


forrowfull accident). were much comforted by thofe divine 
letters which weredent unto them by Bexa, and they {till re- 
maining firme in that doétrine which they had received. 
Not long after a peace being concluded, and the prifon- 
ers reftored to their former liberty, Beza obtained leave of 
the fame Prince to, returne unto Geneva, after he had fpent 
twoand twenty monthes with great labour, and manifeft 
dangers of his life. ar 
Comming to Geneva, not without the great joy of the 
Inhabitants, he went forward in his ordinary courfe of 
‘teaching both in the Church and Schoole, continued with 
Mafter, Caluin.in reading the Divinity. Leture.untill. his 
death, then he performed it onely himfelfe,appointing Cal- 
ladonus Danaus. and Fayus, to be the Humanity Leéturers in 
the fame City. 
. And in this godly coufe he laborioufly continued, untill 
‘the time that he was called urito Rupella, by the generall in- 
treaty and requeft of the French Churches,and earneft defire 
of the Queen of Navarre, and of other Peeres. of France, 
where the confeflion of the faith of the French Churches 
} Was repeated and confirmed, and ftrenthned with the ap- 
probation of the Queen of Navarresand the Prince Condeus: 


and. fo he.returnedto Geneva againejand indefatigably con- | 


tinued his conftant courfe of teaching,and then he correéted 
his Annotatio ns onthe New Teftament. | 

. From thence he was cealld againe to Berna for the confu- 
tation of the error of Alberius concerning juftification, who 
taught that our righteoufneffe before God,was a meere paf 
five. quality. inhzrent.in our felves 4 weh Opnhion with other.

troubles to enfue 3 not onely in'Prance'in generall, but alfo 
in Geneva it felfe in particulars he caufed publick prayers to 
be fent up unto God twice every weeke extraordinary for 
the'turning away of his wrath, and for the peace and flou- 
rifhing {tate of the Church : and fo he continued preaching 
and praying for the advancement of the Gofpell of Chrift, 
untill fuch time as age made him unfit for the performance 
of thefe duties. 

Yet here by the way we'may obferve the great malice of 
the Romith Jefuires, who before'the payment of his debt to 

‘nature, {candalized him with a defetion to the dof&rine of 
the Church of Rome; not much unlike that which was of 
late caft on that reverend Bifhop of London, but this impu- 
dent untruth was refuted by the Paftors of Geneva, who by 

\their writings and fubfcriptions of their names; bothin 

Latine and French, teftified the contrary unto the world’; 
many of them being prefent at his death, who on'the thir- 

‘teenth of Ocfober, ia the year of our Lord 16052 being the

qt fingular man of infinite reading, this treafury of 
all learning, both divine and humane ({ummus ille vir 
immen{a@ le€tionis dottring & omre genus eruditionis gaxopbilati- 
um) Do&or Fobn Reinolds was borne in the fame County of 
Devox, and bred up in the fame Colledge of Corpus Chrifti in. 
Oxford, with Jewel his auncient & reverend Hooker his con. 
temporary. And what Tully {pake of Pompey his Noble 
exploits in War that they could not be matched by the va- 
liant A&s of all the Roman Com nanders in one year,, nor 
in all years by the proweffe of one Commander; fo it may 
truely be faid of thefe three that they cannot be parrallel- 
Ted by the ftudents of all Counties,brought up in one Col- 
| ledge, nor the ftudents of all Colledges born in one Coun- 
ty: the twoformer mainely oppofed che enemies of che 
: Oooo 3 do&rine 
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do&rine, the third of the difcipline of the Church of Eng-. 
land with like happy fucceffe, and they were all three in fe= 
verall kinds very eminent if notequall; and as Jewels fame 
firft grew from therhetoricke Le&ure, which he read with 
fingular applaufe = and Hookers from the Logicke, fo Rey- 
nolds grom the Greeke in the Lame-houfe. The Author that 
he read was -Ariftotie, whofe three incomparable bookes of 
Rhetoricke, he illuftrated wich fo.exquifite a commentary 
‘{o richly fraught wich all polite Tictracure, that as well in 
the commentary as in the text aman may finde that aure- 
lum flumen rerum ec verborium, that golden torrent. the 
Prince of Orateurs telleth us of. It was his manner every 
| Tearm to begin his Lectures with an exhortatory Oration 
| co his Audicors: of thefe his elegant paraneticks, two were 
| publifhed. in print by himfelfe, the other were fince his 
death put forth by Henry Fackelon Fellow of the fame Col- 
ledge ; of thefe Jater an intilligent reader will give a like

All this while this our Fobn Reinolds was well affected to 
| the Romifb Religion, and his Brother Wiliam Reinolds ear-, 
| neftfor Reformation;which difference in judgement proy- 
\ed a fireball of contention between them, and engaged them in 

at 
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‘a ftrange Duell, much like to’ that of Eteocles: and Poljnices, ie 


wherein bath conquered one the other,yet neither enjayed the vigory 
nor kept his prifoner.; jfor John Reinoldsy who before was 
a Papitt, by thefe bickerings became a zealous: Proteftant 
and William Reinelds who before had been a zealous Prote. 
ftant, became a Je/wited Papift, and wrote moft peftilent 
Bookes againft the Church and State; and as after the 
death of Eteocles and Polynices, when their corps were burn, 
the flames are faidto have parted: fo the contention. of 
thefe Brethren expired not with their death ; for the wri- |. 
tings which they have lefc behinde them, enflamed with 
contrary fires of zeale, hold the guarreil on foot to this day.

holy Orders, after which he wholly addi&ed himfelfe to 
the ftudy of the holy Scriptures, and’ becaufe an excellent 
textuary and very often exercifed his {weete gift in preach- 
ing, a taft whereof we have in his Le&ures upon Obadiab, 
publifhed after his death by Mafter Hinde. When the time 
drew neare that by the Founders Statutes he was upon ne. 
ceflity to take his degree in Divinity, he was chofén out by 
the Univerfity to anfwer the Bo&overs in the AG, Fuly the 
13.1579. and the fame year November the third he anfwered 
for his degree in the Divinity Schooles, the Thefes main- 
tained by him in the A& were thefe:

was tran(lated to a berter life. All the time of his fickneffe, fave 
when he conferred with the tranflators, was {pent in pray- 
erand hearing partly Treatifes of devotion, and partl 
bookes of controverfie read unto him. This courfe held 
till Affention day,wherhis ficknefle growing fore upon him 
he fell inatrance, of which when he was recovered, he 
{pake comfortably to us allthere prefent, faying, that He 
well hoped that be fhould have afcended that very day of our 
Lords afcention; but now, faith he, I (hall ftay a little longer with 
you, in which time Z intreat you to read nothing to me, but {uch chap- 
ters of holy Scripture as Ifball appoint. Among others defigned 
by. him when we read the firft chapter of Saint Paul to. the 
Philippians, and ftaid a little upon thofe words, God is my 
record how greatly I long after you all in the bowels of Fefus Chrift ; 
and this I pray, that your love may abound. yet more and more in 
knowledge and in all judgement, that you.may approve things that 
are excellent 5 that you may be fincere and witbout offence till the day. 
of Chrift, being filled with the fruits of righteoufneffe wbich are by 
Felus Chrift, unto the glory and praife of Ged. And proceeding 
| afterwards in that chapter to the twentieth verfe: As, al- 
wayes fo now aljo Chrift {ball be magnified in my body, whether it be 
by life or by death 5 for to me to live is Chrift, and to dye ws gaine 5 
byt if I live in the flefi, this as the fruit of my labour, yet what I 
foall choofe I wot not, for I am in a ftrait between two, having a de= 
fire to depart and to be with Chrift, which a farre better 5 nevere 
thele(fe to abide in the fle(h is more needfull for you.

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Gor Reynolds thanked him :. the day before he dyed; when, 
the Vicechancellour Dogtor Aery and Matter Bealion of Bra | 
zennofe, Matter Wilkinfon of Wad{downe, Mater Lindle Vices 
prefident: of che Coliedge and my felfe came to-take our |: 
laft. leave of him, atthe motion of Mafter Boulton DoGor | 
Ary acquainted Dottor Reynolds. what {candalous reports 
| the Papilts had caft out concerning the natureof his dif. 
eafe, and how they were confuted by Doftor Chennel! his) 
Phyfitian,& Matter White his Apothecary,and added wish- | 
all that ic was likely they might fpread fuch a brute of him | 
as they had of Beza, that he recanted upon his death bed: : 
and therefore that it was earneftly defired by many of his 
deare friends in the Univerfity, that he would give fome 
teftimony of his conftancy. inthe truth before his depar- 
ture: atthis he fhookee:his head .andfeemed much to be 
grieved, becaufe his {pe ch was taken from him; which the 
Vicechancellor perceiving with teares in his eyes, befought 
him that he would give him leave to fet downe a forme in| 
writing to which if he liked it, God might enable-him to 
fet his hand,and thereby give. {atisfa&tion to all his friends: 
which Do&or Reynolds exprefled by fighes, that he approv- 
ed of the Vicechancellors advifing, with the reft of us there 
prefent wrote a few lines to this effe&. 
 Thefe are to teftifie to all the world, that Idye in the profeffion of 
that faith which I bave taught all my: life, both in my Preaching and 
in my Writings, with an affured:bope of my falvationy onely by the 
merits of Chrift my [aviour : this forme being twife read unto 
him, he ferioufly pondered every Word, and after clapt his 
hand upon his nofe, whereby his fervant Fobn Duburft who 
attended him in his fickneffe,told us that he defired a paire 
of {pe&acles, which after they were reached unto him,and 
he had put them on, he tooke the pen out of Do&tor Aeries 
hand.and fubicribed his name not onely in legible, butin 
very faire cara@ers: at which we all admired the more, be- 
caufe hehad diverfe times that morning aflayed-to write 
but couidnot through.extreame weaknefle write one word 
or fyllable in alegible hand, whether the earneft intention 
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of his minde at this time ftrengthned his hand, or God ex. 
traordinarily.aflifted him ; I leave it to the judgement of all 
that are truely religious, and take fuch things'to heart : 
The morrow after ;death feazing upon all parts of his body 
he expreffed by-fignes that he ‘would have the paffing bell 
tole for him,and as his friends runing incompaffed his bed 
all about, and every one'caft in his fhot which was fome 
choyce and comfortable text of holy Scripture; he lifting 
up‘one of his hands (which prefently fell downe and ttir'd 
no more) and after his lifting up his eyes to heaven, and 
fixing them there tmmovable wichoutany trouble or figne 
of paine, without fo much as ‘any figh or groan, he breath- 
ed out his foule into the hands‘ of his redeemer the Thur{day 
after 4/cention day betweene eleven and twelve of the clock 
the twenty one of May 1607. on Munday following he was 
honorably interred, theVice.chancellor in clofe mourning, 
the Noblemens fons,;heads of Celledges-and Hals wich all 
their companies in Acadetiicall habits,and the Mayor and 
Aldermen imtheir Scarlet gownes attending the Funerall ; 
the corps brought'out ‘of Corpus Chriftt Colledge, was firft 
carried'to Saint Maries where a furterall Sermon was'made 
by Do&tor Avricthéen Vice-elraticelfour : after the Sermon 

| ended the body being removed ‘to'the Chancelf, Mr. T/acke 
-|\Wokesther the Univerfity Oratour, ‘after‘Lord Embaffador 
in Venice-and france Lacceflively honoured the dead with a 
thote but elezarie Patteg prick; which follé wes after thissthe

Ho: fraile and unconftant the'condition of our life is, 
and how ficly refembled to a dreame; ora tale, I could 
with(moft honoured Doétors, & the relt of the fad troope, 
all the children of our mother the Univerfity) had it fo 
pleafed che higheft, wee might have learned by any other 
experiment, rather,then this fad:{pe&acle; doubtleffe we 
have feene, but too many evidences of the decrepit age of 
_che warld,now, drooping to ruine 3 as the diftemper of the 


Heavens, the malignity of the Stars, the boyfterous gufts of 


‘the Windes, the deluges of water fronithe Clouds, the fo- 
ming billoes of the Sea, {welling with unheard: of ‘fury : 
which fad. prefages ternifie religious:minds wich a feare of 


t the Skye falling about our ears, andnature breathing‘ out 


her lat gafpe; yet we flittered our {elves into a vaine be- 
licfe chat. the Males were eternall, and though all other 
things fade like flowers, yetithaé the Arts were immiortall 
untill this great. Ailas of learning; wich whom facred ftu- 


} dies:fsenied to totter, if not lye on.the ground 5 taught us 


by his death the vanity of that our hope. “Whofe happy 
pafle, agreeable to his godly life, God forbid that any 
(hould deplore with:Heathenifh rikes.& lamentableElegies, 
fince our ferventelt'zéalecan: now with him'no other addi- 


| tion to his happineffe then that of Virginius’ Rufus to have 


another Tacitus to make his Funerall Panegyricke. As‘ for 
me, when'l behold this folemn and fad Affembly, not ufu- 
ally accuftomed to fuch dejeGted ‘lookes, me thinkes I fee:

Alaffe thethinkes ftill on nothing but Reynolds: fees 
nothing but Reynolds : and in the ftrength of her-difturbed 
fancy heares, talks with, catches at Reynolds. And truely 
though in this flourifhing age our mother be blefled wich 
fuch.a great and numerous iffue, that fhe hath more.reafon 
to rejoycéthat fheesbecome fo’ fruitfull then bewaile fo 
much her prefent loffe; and fhe might now if evertake up

Souldier indeed, and valiant, but Sparta hath many left

If any man fhall chinke leffe of Reynolds ithen of thofe 
great lights, eithenof Ghurch \or Univerfity 5/becaufe he 
thinéd not fo glorioufly, either at home or abroad in luftre 
ofeminent fortunes and-outward preferments,let him re-. 
ameniber the ‘téftimorny which the great Bifhop St..duftine 
gave of Saint Ferome; Though: Prieft beinferiour to aBi- 
thop, yet Hierome the Prictt isa betcer man then gasses the 
| ifhop. 
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Bifhop. And ‘howfoever others admired in Reynelds his 
knowledge, lowlinefie of minde,and incredible abftinence ; 
in all which he fo excelled, that he even <xceeded wonder : 
yet for my part I doe, and ever fhall admire at one thing 
in him chiefly, even that he could fo fleighe and negle& all 
wayes of preferment; of whom (alchough I will nor fay 
as Illyricus and Wigandus {pake of Luther, Thathe was the 
Germane Prophet : yet) fince neither Luther, nor Calvingnor 
Bexa, nor Whitaker can challenge any honour which Rey- 
nolds hath not merited, I cannot but exceedingly congratu- 
late our Countrey where he was borne, ‘our’ Mother the 
Univerfity where he was educated; and that moft pregnant 
Houfe of excellent wits, wherein he fucked the firft rudiz 
ments of exquifite Literature ; who (that. I may compare 
him with thofe of the fame Colledge) for vertue, piety, 
learning, in the judgement of many,is extolled above their 
Jewell, Wotton, Vines, Hooker, yea'and above their Pole. Let 
yet Weftone that lewd and fhameleffe Rabjbake belch out 
what reproaches he pleafeth againft him, and charge him 
not onely with ftupid dulneffe, but alfo that he counter- 
feited fickneffe, and pretended onely to. a difeafe; ‘to pre- 
ferve his credit.

| dt his demeanure, his integrity. If any object 2gainft him 
overmuch ftri&neffe, anda refolution not to be diverted | 
|from juft proceedings by any motives, though’ never fo | 
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powerfull ;. [fthis.or any thing ‘elfe of this nature might 
be difliked in him, I dare confidently affirme,as Seneca doth 
of Cato, thata man may.with much; more eafe: prove’ the 
fa& which he chargeth Reynolds with to be faire, then Rey- 
nolds to be any way foule. But-bleffed Saint, he’s already 
in the czleftiall Quire : As for us, who now honour’ the 
remaines of chis moft excellent and learned man, we fhall 
never confidently pronounce Cyxford bleffed, till fhe can 
boat of another Reynolds. -Forthough, we -may have men 
of fingular eloquence, infinite reading, rare wits, grave

of himfelfe, and impart of co others without damage and 
detriment to himfele. 

That which alfo accordingly he did. For not content 
to feli his owne ciftorns, and fatisfie out of it his owne 
thirft, he was defirous that. what he had there.drawn, 
fhould be derived :alfo unto others,,,and fhould flow out 
to the like benefit and behafe untothem, as he had thereby 
formerly received himfelfe, To this purpofe he betooke 
himfelfe now to the pulpit; and what light of cruth he had 
by his private ftudies, and Gods blefling upon them attain- 
ed, he madeknown in publike to thofe that heard him. 

And having now wholly fhooke of that yoake of his for- 
mer fuperftitions profeffion (as the Word of God warrent- 
eth, and the Apoftle in fuch cafe advifeth) he tooke him a 
wife one Dorothy by name, &that name well deferving;a wo- 
man pioufly affedted,Scone that aboad conftantly with him, 
an infeparable and individuall, companion and copartner 
with him in all his troubles and exilments, which began 
fhortly after to enfue. 

For through the malignity of thofe, who neither loved

Forthaving by fome elegant and pleafant Come- | 
dies, which he prefented unto him, infinuated himfelfe in- 
to the notice and favor of the Lord Cromwell, who was then | 
grown to fome greatnefle,being afavouror of the tru:h and 
the profeffors of it, he was by his meanes, as the Prophet 
Féremie fometimes by Abikams, refcaed ous of their clutches’ 
Cwho otherwife would in likelehood, have cruthed him 
and continued quiet, while he ftood. . : 
But after his unfortunate downfall and death; was un- 
der God his chiefe, yea alone protector, perceiving that 
though their former attempts againft him had for the pre- 
{ent been fruftrate, yet their {pite and malice towards him 
was enraged rather then abated, ready to break forth into’ 
ation againe, when opportunity fhould ferve ; that means 
of reftraint being now removed, and perfecution about the

rick of Offar in Ireland: whither being fent over freely at the. 
Kings owne charge, he was confecrated at Dublin by George 
Archbilhop of that See, ‘aflifted by Thomas Bifhop of Kildare, 
and Urbane of Doune. | : 

In this Seat he. fate quietly Preaching Chrift and falva- 
tion by him alone to his people,and laboring to withdraw 
them from Popifh fuperftitions, during the raigne of King 

Edward by whom he was there feated,expending moft of his 

Epifcopal revenew over&above the neceflary expence of his| 

family any reliefe of the poore, in furnifhing himfelfe with 

books of almanner of learning,fuch efpecielly as were ther: 
rare &not ordinarily to be had,as well manufcrips as prin- 
ted ones ; partly to preferve the perifhing Monuments of 
antiquity, and partly from them to receive further & fuller 
information ot the occurrents &carryages of former times : 
and what a.multicude of Authors he had in that thort time 
gathered togeter, may appeare by a Catalogue of them left 
upon record by him, in the clofe of chat laborious Work of 
his,his Centuries,to fhew what a treafure he was ftripped of 
at his expulfion from.his place. 

For after that halfe bours filence(as he flileth it, alluding 
to that of Saint John Apoc. 8. 1.) and. thofe few years of 
E that Gods people here enjoyed -under that bleffed fer- 


vant of Chrift King Edward.; his fucceeding filter raifing up 
new tumults and with fire andfogot making havock-of 
the faithfull ; chat feat grew too hot for him. And having 


therefore(as:his owne relation hath it his books and chat- 
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telsfeized on (as once before) his fervants fome of them | 
flain, others mifufed, and himfelfe laid for, he was enforc- 
ed with his wife, his ever undivided confort, to flye for. his 
life; and purpofed as himfelfe faith, to have-fhaped his 
courfe for Scotland, hoping thereto finde fome fuccour, as. 
diverie others. driven hence at chat time did. But man we 
fay purpofeth,and God difpofeth : that projec of his cook 
not ¢ ffe&,God it feemeth intended him another waysforb« ¢ 
ing put ouc to fea, he was intercepted & f{urprifed by wick- 
ed pirates fea-robbers, of whom though he were ftript a- 
gaine and abated in. moft,inhumane manner, (as little bet- 
ter could be expected at the hands of {uch ) yet was he by 
Gods good providence preferved among them,and deliver- 
ed againe from them, being ranfomed by certaine chari- 
table and well. minded Merchants. 

Having regained his liberty,he-gat fafe againe into Ger- 
many, his. torrmer place of retreat,.and the then Common 
fanGuary of Gods affli&ed and diftreffed Saints. -There he 
found entertainment with, and enjoyed the acquaintance 
of, moft of the prime men of note for learning and relegi- 
on of thofe parts in thofe times, who fome of them in 
their writings, efpecially for the notes of antiquity, and of 
authors both ours and others, doe profeffe to have received | 
no {mall light from his writings and obfervations. 

For during the time of his aboad in thofe parts, among 
other his labours (being never out of action) he compiled 
‘hat vaft Catalogue of Eugli(h Scottifo and Irifh writers, a work 
cf exceeding great paines and induftry, that many of them 
and others fince have made much ufe of: wherin alfo by the 
way he hath inferted the lives, A&s and carriages of the Ro- 
mane Popes $ that the world might fee and know, what 

‘manner of men, or monfters rather, many of them have 
been, and how far unlike unto Chrift, who yet have given 
themfelves out to be Chrifts Vicarsy. and the chiefe pillars of 

his Charch. . - |

4 The Life and Death of Andreas Gerardus 

FE the yeare of our Lordi 5.114. this Andrews Gerardus 

| was born at Hyperis, a ftrong and populous Town fituate | 
| | * within 
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within the Province of Flanders: his Father was a tnan of 
great eftimation amongt the inhabitanesofithe fame town 
by .reafon of his fingulat knowledge inthe Law 3 'his Mo. 
ther was difcended from one of the Nobleft families of that 
Province ; both of them béing'carefull of the education of 
th's Gerardus, they fent him anto Facobis Papa a famous and 
excellent Poet) to beinftruéted in the knowledge of the 
tongues, Which ‘he attained unto in {hort time; partly b 
the care of this Fatobis, and partly by the hélp of “Fobannes 
Sepanus, biting an ‘affttanc unto Fatobue Papa, “amar éxcel- 
lently learned, ‘anid very skilfall both in the Greek and in 
the Hebrew tongae, where he continued until! he €ame 
unto the age of 12. yeats, at Which time hédefired to be 
acquainted with the French tongue, and for that canfe he 
became an Auditor untofobannes Laéleus a man learned and 
eloquent who publickly taught the French tongue in thofe 
parts; here he remained for the {pace of one year,and after- 
wards by the advice of his father he was fent unto Tourney, 
where a publick School was newly ere&ted for the informa- 
tion of youth in the Latine,Greek & Hebrew tongus;but the 
difcipline of that School being not pleafing unto his father 
he took him from thence againe intending to have him in- 
ftrudted in manners afwell as in learningy-wherefore he in- 
tended to fend his unto Levan an Academy in Brabant, but 
hearing that too much liberty.was there given. and granted 
unto youth, whereby. they came to be corrupted with many 
vices, he altered his purpofe, and bethought himfelfe of 
fending him unto Per#,>where he himfelfe in his youth 
had ftudyed ; but that determination was alfo hindred by 
the continued warres betwixt Charles the fift Emperour of 
Germany, and Francis King of France’: wherefore he refolved 
tokeepe him athome fora fpace untill he could difpofe 


|ofhim according to his minde, employing him in the 


writing ot fuchthinks as pertaine tothe office of a Law- 
yers Clarke, in which adtion he continued fo Iong that he: 
had almoft forgotten whatfoever he had learned befores 
now in the yeare 1525't pleafed God to call for his fathér 
: not 
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out of this vale of mifery, who on his death bed ftreightly 
charged and.commanded his Mother to fend Gerardus unto 
Paris, that fo he might goe forward in his ftudyes; as foone 
asthe Wars were quieted in France betwixt the Emperour 
and the King, which fell out in the year 1528. then went 
Gerardus unto Paris, being furnifhed‘ with Commendatory 
letters unte Antenivs Helbucins, then Senator of the Parlia- 
ment, apd unto Fobannes Campis ‘Licenciate in Divinity, 
| who were alfo intreated to, furnith him with things necef> 
fary for his ftudyes,if his mother were hindred by the'cons 
tinuation of the Wars, from the performance of the fame ; 
this Fobannes de Campis fecing the hopefulneffe of che youth, 
kept him in his owne houfe the fpace of one year, where he 
attained unto great perfection im Logick, the year follow- 
i ing he went unto Paris; where he acquainted himfelfe with 
Foachimus Ringelbergus a Brabanter, a man excellently quali- 
fied,from whom Gerards received good inftru&ions touch- 
(ing a methodicall manner of proceeding in his ftudiessafter 
I that-he had:continued here for the fpace of three years, for 
the better. retayning of that learning which he had gotten, 
he privatly read both Logick and Rhetorick unto others, 
himfelfe remaining ftill an Auditor unto the publick ex- 
-| planation of Ariftotles Phificks in the Schools. 

In the year following he defired to fee Flanders, and to 
vifit his friends, and to know how much of that Portion 
was remaining which his Father-had left him for the pro- 
fecution of his ftudyes ; which being done, and finding a 
{ufficient competency toremaine, which would keep him 
along time atthe Univerfity, he returned unto Paris a- 
gaine, with and an intencto addi& himfelfe unto ftudyes 
of greater moment, and fo he forthwith entred upon the 
ftudy of Divinity, for which Paris at chat time was famous 
and taking agreat delight therein, hedaily frequented 
the Divinity Schooles, fo ashe cametobeof a Gigaitae 
judgement in matters of Controverfies,and at vacant times 
he would betake himfelfe unto the Phyfick Le&tures, unto 
which he had anaturall inclination, he would alfo be 
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familias with Cleonard, Sturmius,Latomus, then publick 
fellors of the Tongues in the fame Univerfity. 
Having now well furnifhed himfelfe with knowledge,he 
defired to take a view of other Countries and Provinces, 
lying within, the Kinodome of F rance, and that for two 
caufes, firft that hemight prrfe& himfelfe in the French 
Tongue, and fecondly that. he might have a fuller under.: 
ftanding of the cuftome and difpofition of thar N ation,and 
{o leaving of the Univerfity, he traveled through moft 
parts of Frauce, where having given fatisfa@ion unto 
himfelfe, he thaped his courfe towards Italie, taking a full 
view of that pare which lyech becweene the Alpes and Bono- 
nia : being now about the ageof twenty four years, he re- 
turned out of Italie into Flanders in the year 1535. From 
whence he went unto Lovan,becaufe he had fent his librar 
from Paris unto the fame place, and having fafely difpofed 
of the fame, he betook himfelfe againe to travell, viewin 
, almoft all Lower Germauy(viz)Gilderland, Brabant Cleveland, 
‘Utrechty Freezland, Holland and.Zealand, and from hence in’ 
_the year of our Lord 1.5 3 7. and‘ia the twenty fix year of 
his age he went into upperGermany,to take view of fuch fa. 
mous & learned men as were tc be found in thofe Parts,in 
which peregrination he faw Colen, Marpurge, Erford, Lipfich, 
and Wittenberge::' and. then returfhed againe into Flanders, 
where he was fet upon by fome of his friends; who advifed 
him to betake himfelfe unto fome ftaid courfe of lifey fee- 
ing that his patrimony was all {pent,che grateft part in the 
Univerfity, the remainder: in his travels : unto which juft 
demand and defire of his friends, he was foone perfwaded 
to fub{cribe and confent, and forthwith began feriou fly to ! 
confider with himfelfe, how he might obtaine a place, | 
wherein he might exercife. his gifts for the general! good 
of the Country; whilft-he was bufie about that matter, his 
‘friends had obtained by letcers. pattens from the Pope that | 
-a larg ttipend (hould be yearly given unto him, out of the 
revenews Of ‘an adjacent Abby for his maintenance, upon 
‘condition that Johannes Charondiletws(then Chancellor unto 
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the Emperour, and Arthbifhop of Panorma) would give his, 
free afient thereunto : but (the Providence of God fo dif- 
| pofingyhe was not onely denied the fame by the faid Arch- 
| bifhop, , but he was alfo threatned with the loffe of his life, | 
| becaufe is was declared unco.hims that Gerarduphad of late} 
| been in higher Germany,unto which place it was nonlawfull) 
for any ftudent to goe leaft he fhould -be infeé&ted with the | 
purity of the doGtrine taught in the reformed Churches. 
This expeétation of himfelf and alfo of his friends being: 
now made void,and having no hopes of getting preferment 
chereabouts, becaufe the Archbifhop appeared his profef- 
fed enemy 3 by the adviceof fome godly and learned men, 
and alfo becaufe he would notbe burdenfome unto his | 
friends, he was refolved to travell againe, and fo determi- 
ned to view that other part of Italie, which he had not | 
feene, but here he was againe hindred by the violence of | 
thofe Wars which at that time raged betwixt the Emperor 
and the King of Frances wherefore he being by this occafi- | 
on deprived of the fight of Italie, he thipped himfelfe for 
England(intending not to vifit France or Germany any more) | 
becaufe he might: eafily underftand in that. place by letters 
continually fent from his friends , how all things went in 
Flanders, and whether there were any hopes of obtaining 
preferment in thofe parts : after his arrivall in England, as 
he ufed in other forraine parts, fo he here alfo engured af- 
ter fuch as were efteemed the leanedeft Scholars, by which 
meanes he addreffed himfelfe unto Charles Montjoy the Son 
ot William Montjoy Knight Baron, a man much commended 
_and approved of by Era/mus Roterdamus in his writings,and 
‘of great learning in thofe dayes, who conferring after a 
friendly manner with Gerardw concerning many matters,: 
and thereby perceiving his more then ordinary parts, re- 
ceived him into his houfe,and withall conferred an annuall 
ftipend on him, and that after a bountifull manner; which 
was fo Well pleafing unto Gerardws, that he continued four 
years with this Montjoy, in which time he profited much in 
the knowledge of hamane and divine learning. 
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/commendatory letters unt 
| burge in that place, and efp 
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In. the yeare 15 40,with the confent of Charles Mintjoy, he 
went to take view of the Univertity of Cambridge, about 
which time there were great troubles in the Church of | 
England : the Lord’ Gromwell was beheaded, others were bur- 
ned for theirzealous profeffion of the truth,many alfo were 
put to death for denying the King to be fupreame head of 
the Church under Chrift. Proclamations were every where 
fetup againft exotics, and thofe fall of perill and danger ; 
which caufed Gerardysto enter into a confideration of re- 
turning againe into Germany, yet before his departure from 
England, he refolved to recreate himfelfe with the fight of 
that other fountaine of learning (viz, Oxford, from whence 
he returned to London, where (after that he had prepared 
and ficted himfelfe with things neceffary for his journy )he 
not without great forrow tooke his leave of his liberal] 
and loving Mafter,. who earnehly intreated him to conti- 
nue longer with him,but by no meanes he could be enduced 
and perfwaded thereunto, but forchwith he direéted his 
courfe towards Antwerp, a famous City in Brabant, from 
whence he went againe into Flanders, and for a feafon he 
there continued amongtt his friends - during his aboad in 
that place he heard of the fame of Bucer, and of the floue 
rifhing Schoole at Strasburge, both which but e{pecially the 
fame of Bucer allured him to take view of that part of high 
Germany 3 whereforé without any delay he fets forward to- 
ward Strasburge, taking Marpurge in his way, that he might 

take order for the conveying of his books and trunks unto 
Frankefurt, and fecondly becaule he knew that he could | 
maintaine himfelfe at a cheaper rate during his aboad there| 

then in any other place fituace on the banks of Rhine, and 
that he fhould eafily obraine 
o the learned Profeffors at Str[- 


ecially by the means of Gerardus 
Noviomagus, aman of good eftemation, who alfo had for- 


merly knowne this Gerardws, and had lived alfo himfelfe 
fometimes at Strasburge. 


Maviomagus having notice of the comming of Andreas 
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Gerardus unto. Mirpurge, he kindely invited him unto his 
lodging, where they met wich mutuall embracing, being 
exceeding joyfull of the prefence ef each other; notlong 
after Gerardus difcovering unto Naviomagus the caufes of his 
comming unto that place, together wich his intent for 
Strasburgeshe was defired to remaine at Marparge, and wich- 
all he was promifed faithfully by Naviomagus chat he would 
procure him not onely employment, but alfoa fufiicient 
ftipend for th: performance of the fame; Gerards well per- 
ceiving the entire love and fincere affe&tion of his old 
friend confented and remained, expecting preferment in 
the fame place; whereupon affooue as Fobannes Ficinys their 
Chancellor was returned home from an affembly appoint- 
ed at Rein{purgesNaviomagus entered into difcourfe with him 
concerning Gerardus, and wichall declared that by reafon 
of his fickneffe he was not able to performe that place 
whereunto he was called, defired that Gerardus might be 
approved and allowed to bean affiftant unto him in the 
| performance of the place: the motion was well liked of 
Ficinuss who forthwith called Gerardas unto him,and with- 
ed him to'remaine at Marpurge, andtomake triall of his 
| gifts in that place, which if they were approved of, he pros 
mifed him a fufficient penfion for his labours ; but Gerardus 
was fo well approved in that place by his Auditors, that 
after the death of Naviomagus, he was cliofen and appointed | 
to be his facceffoar in the performance of a pattoral! office, 
whichhefaithfally difcharged with {fo great labour and 
zeale, for the Propacating of the truth the {pace of twenty - 
two years, that defides his appointed times and feafons, he 
would make ufe of vacant houres for the performance of 
the fame. 

Here he commanded the publick exer-ile of Preaching 
in the Schools, appointed texts unto the young Divines 
ro treat of, he would view.and corredt their Sermons before 
they were delivered in the Pulpit, nay he would canfe them 
to deliver them privately in his ftudy, before he would pers | 
mit them to deliver them unto the publick Congregation 5 
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that if there were any defe& in voyee or gefture it might 
happily be amended, 

He much praifed thofe who performed their a@ions 
well, contrariwifehe feverely rebuked thofe which were 
negligent & fl>athfull, and asit were forceably compelled 
and contftrained them unto a greater diligence ; he would 
daily examine them in points of Divinity, defire their opi- 
nions concerning difficult queftions, explaine and open 
unto them hard texts of Scriptures;infomuch,that in fhore 
time he was the-Auchor of much good unto the young 
Students: thefe this he performed without the expeGation 
of any reward. 

He entred alfo into a ferious meditation of the reforma- 
tion of Religion in the Churches ; he defired to conforme 
the Citizens of Hafia,, unto the example of the Primitive 
Church; he defired to remove many reliques of fuperftition 
out of the Church; he defired to eftablifh that Ecclefiafti- 
call difcipline which was ready to fall,unto the great detri- 
ment of the Church. 

In the midft of thefe heavenly cogitations, it pleafed the 
Lord to fend his meffenger for him, which he well per. 
ceiving by the continuall increafing of his paines;he defir- 
ed to have the Communion adminiftred unto him, after- 
wards he told his wife what he would havedone after his 
death; after that he had inftruéted his children how they 
fhould carry themfelves towards God, and howtowards 
their mother, and how towards men: and his yongeft fon 
ftanding amongft them,he laid his hand on his head utter- 
ing thefe Words, di{cemi fili maxdata domini, & ipfe enatriet 
te: Keepe the commandaments of the Lord, my fon,and he 
will provide for thee ; then turning himlelfe to thofe who 
were prefent, he declared unto them that he dyed in that 
faith which he had conftantly profeffed fo many yeares in 
that City ; which words being fpokens he fell afleepe, and 
was buried at Marpurge in the year our Lord 15 64. andin 
the 53. year of his life. 

~All things which are to be required ina Teacher, areto

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be found in this Gerardus; firft he was learned, and his | 
learning was alfo joyned wich experience, fecondly,he had 
an excellent faculty and method of teaching 5 thirdly, he 
was laborious in his funtion; fourthly,he was grave;fifcly, 
of an unfpotted life and converfation; he was modeft pati- 
ent and conftant, all which fufficiently declare that he 
was fet apart by the Lord for the converting of many fouls 
unto Chrift. His Works which he left unto the world asa 
rich legacy are here fet downe.

rN the year of gracer 5 0 4. the nineteenth year of the 
i.raign of King Hee the feventh was this worthy Pralate

\ Mathew Parker borne at Norwich, on the fixe day of Augaft. 
His Father Wiliam Parker a Citizenof that City, though | 
of no great eminent note, yet of honeft repute and of a } 
competent eftatey! and dilcended froman ancient Family 
of that nane3 the dignity whereof inthe perfonof this 
Mathew was not revived onely,but much advanced. His Fa- 
ther being taken:fromhim in the time of his minority, he 
was by the carefulb’ provifion' of Alice Parker his mother 
now a widow trained up in good: literature, untill he at- 
tained to the age ofeighteei yeares: whothen asia dii- 
creet woman and: regardiull of her childs: good, that thofe 
rudiments of leaening which he had already received, 
might not be Toft; buc improved and further addition 
made thereunto, procured his entrance into Corpus Chrifti 
Colledge in Cambridge about the fourteenth year of King 
Henry the eighth, where fhe was refolved to make what 
fhife fhe couldto maintaine him, untill he had attained 
that for which (he defired toplace him there, to wit, abi- 
lity for employment in fome learned fan&tion. 

There being entered he fo carried himfelfe, and gave fo 
good proofes of his parts and pregnancy, that within a 
few months he was chofen Scholler of the houfe, having a 
Bible-Clearkes place conferred upon him, and fo his Mo- 
cher eafed of her chargee Having after that taken his firft 
degrees, and being made Fellow of the'houfe, he began to 
addi& himfelfe mainely unto the ftudy of Divinity, and 
therein made good progreffe. Nor was he either of the 
number of thofe that will be flying out of the neft before 

| they be well fledged, and teaching of others ere they have 
learned ought themfelves, or yet of thofe that are wont to 
wrap up their talent in a towell,and whelm their light un- 
der a bufhell,regardingsmore their own eafe then the bene- 
fit of others,& the end wherunto their ftudies fhould tend; 
but after fone four ox fiyeryears {pent:in furnifhing himfelf 
with’ fit matter for the Pulpit, he began nowto looke a- |

darketimes, wherein the lights were grown dim,and vifion 
was geafon, and becaufe fo rare,the more pretious; heem- 
ployed himfelfe diligently, .as.occafion and opportunity 
was offredin dilivering out the Wordof God unto them, 
and that’ in an other manner of way, thenwasufuall in 
thofe dayes. | 
By meanes hereof notice taken of his diligence and dex- 
terity therein, that he might the more freely make ufe of 
of his talent without oppofition or difturbance, he had 
Authority geanted him by the Kings letters patent and the 
Archbifhops- generalbibicence, co preach where he woald 
without controle: with this power backed, he lanched 
further out;and being not as yet tyed to.any fpeciall charge 
he beftowed his labors fometime in one place, fometime in. 
another;& that in che moft eminent Cities & other parts of 
the realm; where he deemed moft good might be don &was 
not long after called to be Chaptaine in ordinery toQueen | 
Anne,the pious Mother of that heroicall princeffe of bleffed | 
memory Queene Elizabeth; by whofe favor alfo he was 
made Deanetof Stoke in Suffolke, where he caufed a fchoole 
‘to be ere&ted for the education and training up of youth in 
goodliterature. 3 : 
After the unfortunate dearh of: Queen Aune; he was by 
the King taken into his fervice. And having now taken the 
| degree of Dof&or in Divinity, hewasby his: Majelties fpe-

affigned unto him out of the Kings exquecher : and being 
by him alfo entertained, as by his Father before him, he 
was further edvanced by him(fo well heefteemed of him)to 
the Deanry of Lincolne and the prebendary of Cobingbam in 
the fame Charch. 

Thus continued he in a plentifall and worfhipfall eftate, 
untill the untimely death of that mirrour of Princes, and 
the difaftrons fucccflion of his’ Sifter Queen Mary ; when 
true religion was {upprefled,fuperftition re- eftablifhedjand 
thofe godly Teachers that continued conftant in the pro- 
feffion of Chrilis truth were depofed, jeGed, fiript of their 
meanes and maintenance, and conftrained either to fly the 
land or lye hid, unleffe they would. expofe themfeleves to 
fireand fagot 3 thebeft and Jeaftthey -could look for, if 
they came into the hands of thofe, who had never learned 
what mercy ment. But thefe violent courfes now taking 
place, this reverend man among others; who ftuck ftill to 
the better, though now weaker fide, was conftrained. to 
leave all and to {hift’ for himfelfe : and-the rather for that 
he had married a wife, a woman of good note (by whom 
in proceffe of time he had three Sons, whereof two furvi- 
ved him) as a thing though allowable, not by Geds Word 
|alone,but by the Lawes of the Land alfo then in full forces 
| yet by their Popifh Canons inhibited and condemned as a 
foule and hainous crime: with his wife therefore (whom 
he would not difmiffe yet.all chat time)and fuch iffue as he 
had then by her, he kept clofe ina friends houfe ; though 
leading a poor and obfcure lifein very meaneeftate, with- 
out any aide or fuccour from abroad, yet in regard of his 
reft and freedome for ftudy, with fuch contentment,as that 
diverfe times he profeffed he fhould not have defired any o- 
ther condition, fave for the fear of danger both to him. 
felfe and his friend ; which could not but much diftra&. 

But the fury. and rage of thofe times being over (as.no- 
thing violent we fayJafteth long; it wes but a ftorme,

of grace1559. by William Barlee Bifhop of Bath and Wells, 
Miles Coverdale Bifhop of Excefter, Fobn Scory Bifhop of Chi- 
chefter, and Fobn Hodgekin Saffragane of Bedford, being the 
feventieth from Avouftine the firft of that See, and the ficft 
that without power or‘pall' from the Pope, and fuch fri-

Being'thus fodainely now, as Fofeph fometime in Ayipt, 
not freed onely from his‘ feares and confinement, bat ad- 
vanced tothe higheft pitch of Ecclefiafticall preferment.

infuch cate too'oft' ic falleth out) but demeaned himéelfe | 
fill like himfelfe.

To which purpofe alfo he vifited his whole 
Province, not by deputies or fubftitutes, but in perfon 
himfelfe. And, albeit his-meanes at prefent could be no o- 
cher then very fhort and meane, having been wholly ftript 
fome years paft of all his yearly revenewes,and conftrained 
to live with his charge on fuch fmall fteck as he had lying 
by him all the time of his concealement,; and the,place he 
was preferred to as yet rather enforced himto further and 
far greater expence then affording means,to difeharge the 
fame ; yet fuch was his free, libcrall,iingenuous and gene- 
rous difpofition,that(the like whereof fuppofe hath been 
feldom.or never don by any other;either before him or fince 
him) he freely an frankly remitted unto his whole Clergy 
thofe fees that dunder the title of Procurations are gene= 
rally and juftly at fuch times demanded. And forthe bet- 
ter encouragement of thofe of the Miniftery to the conftant:

The reafon why he defired to have his remaines these re- 
pofed, in a vault for the receipt thereof purpofely framed, 
‘was (as by fome is reported) for that a great Noble man. 
in higeft favour in thofe times, having laboured earneftly 
to get that houfe from the Seas this our Archbithop there- 
in ftiffely and ftoutly withftood him, and by earneft folie 
citation obtained fromthe Queens Majefty this promife, 
that he fhould never have it fo long as. the Archbifhop a- 
boad there: which he therefore (to adde the ftronger ob- 
ligation to that promife) took order it fhould be.as well 
after his-deceafe as before. . 

He was a man of a grave alpect, and of a ftaid and fetled 
carryage, of a mild difpofition, and courteous demeanure, 
afavourer. of learned men, and alover and promoter as 
well.of learning as of Religon: and asin other things, fo 
efpcially in ‘his difpofition , concerning thefe outward 
chings of a marveilous wile ard difcreet temper, as provi- 
dent and frugal! (without any taint of bafe courles,where- 
with many ufe co to fupply, and fupport their prodigality, 
rating in that be hook and crook with the one.hand, that 
wickedly.and waftfully chey fling as faft.away with the o- 
‘ther otherwife the revenewes-of his Sze, :being by fome 
“Gnifver-courtes formerly muchampaired, could never have 
enabled-him todoe.as tie did: fo yet withall. -verysbounti- 
fall, yea magnificent 5 much addicted tohofpitalicy, and 

very regardfull both of hisiowne credit, and of the honour 

and dignity. of his place, For firkt he was.carefullto repaire 

che Palace at Canterburys being -2lmoft wholly ruined. and

| no danger or damage might accrew unto thofe; who per- 
ceiving his difpofition this way and how much he abhor. 
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| red to run long behind hand with any, were right willing 


| and ready upon all occafions to fupply him with whatfo- 
ever he required. 

| Befides that, in his entertainments he was very free, yea 
magnificent upon {peciall occafions: as in that fumptuous 


| and well ordered Feaft made Gy him at the time of the Af-. 


fizes,upon the finifhing of that ftately Hall reedified at Can- 
terbury; and the like ac fome other folemn times ;to fay 
nothing of a liberal! table conftantly maintained with him 


for the ordinary entertainment of his owne Retinue and | 


fuch company as commonly repaired co him,and the reliefe 
of the poorer fore. 


Nor did his liberality andbounty dye with him, but | 


furvived him in many monuments and fruits of it remark- 
able: For he founded a free School at Rochdale in Lancafbire. 
In the diocefle of Norwich he took order for fix Sermons to 
be Preached yearly at certaine times in-five {everall parithes 
with confideration for the fame. To the City of Norwich 
where he was born,he gave a Bafon & Ewer of filver & gelt 
of 173. ounces, and fifty fhillings by the year,. to be cons 
ftantly diftributed among the poorchere. To Gorpus Chrifti 

Colledge in Cambridge, where he had been trained up, he 
gave lands for the maintainance of two Fellowes and thir-

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adjoyning to it; and furnifhed it with no {mali namber of

To Gonwell and Cajus Colledge he gave like- 
wife afilver and gelt cup of fifcy and fix ounces, befides 
three other of leffer fize,and diverfe books. To Trinity Hall 
a Schollerfhip, and the like quantity of Plate and bookes. 
And laftlyCover and befides many other fums and gifts for 
other the like pious ‘ufes) to the Univerfity Library, an 
hundred choyce books, fifty printed, fifty written, very 
precious and rare ones. 
His care and ftudy indeed was ({paring therein no ex- 
pence) to gather together and preferve fuch: monuments of 
antiquity as might give light to the ftories of former times> 
or be ufefull otherwife. “And here, becaufe the booke of 
God jaftly claimeth the chiefe refpe&, as for antiquity and 
authority,fo for ufe and neceflicy, as containing in it that 
one neceffary, thing,on which mans eternall welfare depen- 
deth; confidering the great want of Bibles in many plaees; 
and through negl @& the decay of chem in others, he took 
'much paines, with the aflttance of other godly learned, 
| in mending the Englifh Tranflition ; and caufed the fame 
| £9 amended to be in a large paper and faire CharaGer im- 
printed, and'difperfed abroad through the whole Realme. 
And for the Works of other writers, thofe of our owne 
| Nution efpecially,fuch as were hard co be gotten; & likely 
_to perith,ss remaining only ina few old Manufcripts, un- 
lefle fome courfe were taken for the prefervation of them; 
he gathered together fo many of them as he could light 
on 3 and difpofed them in fuch places, where they might 
both be in fafe keeping, & lye ready at hand for the learned

| overthrow as Jewell to Harding, Bilfon to Allen or Reynolds 
| to Heart. 
He was borne at Gilford in Surry of honeft and induftry- 
| ous Parents,who lived fifty years together in wedlock;and 
| becaufe they preferved that facred bond fo entire and kept the 
marriage bed Jo undefiled, God powred the dew of his blefling 
tipon itand made them very happy in the fruit of their bo- 
dy, efpeciallyin three of their children, whereof the firkt 
was Bifhop of Sarum, the fecond Archbifhop of Canterbury 
the third Lord Mayor of London. In the Catalogue of all the 
Bifhops of England, onely Seffred fometimes Bithop of Chi- 
oats was conjecrated. by bis brother Archbifhop of Canterbury. 
Abtet had this happineffe and more, for of two of his 
younger brethren one of them was advanced to the higheft 
place inthe Church, and the other to the highelt place in 
the City under his Majefty ; the youngeft of them Mcurice 
Abbot bad the honour tobe the firtt Knight who was du/d

He was another Hortenfius, his eminent parts were'feen and 
allowed, yea and rewarded to upon the ficlt glympfe of them : 
For upon an O-ation made by him the feventeenth of No- 
vember the day of Queen Elizabetos inauguration, he was 
chofen Schollar of Balie! Colledge; upon the firft Sermon 
he Preached at Worfler he was made Le&turer in that City, 
and foon after ReCtor of Al! Saints there ; upon a Sermon 
Preached at Pauls Crofle, Matter Foba Stannop oneiof his 
hearers having a benefice of great valew in his gift,Bingham 
by name in Nottinghamfbire, tooke arefolution upon the 
next voydance of it to conferré ic upon him 3 and the In- 
combent not long afcer dying, fent of his owne accord the 
Prefentation to him; upon aSermon Preached before his 
Majefty King James, in the month he waited at Court, In 
the year 1 612. newes being brought of Dottor Hollands 
death, the King moft gratioufly nominated him his faccef- 
four;and laftly upon the fame of his incomparable Le@ures 
read in the Univertity, de [uprema poteftate regia contra Bellar- 
minum & Suarezium, and the perufall of his: Antilogia advere 
jus apologiam Garnettiy the See of Sarum falling voyd, his

Firft I will {peake of him as he was ros: Ros fignifieth 
dew, which name very fitly agreed unto him whilft for 
twenty years he lived ob{curely in the Country; for as dew 
doth much good to the place where it fals, and yet makes 
nonoyfe; fo his paines were very profitable in his private 
Cures,. yet was not his fame cryed up nor made any noife 
in the world : fecondly, as dew dropping on mowen grafle 
refrefheth it and maketh it {pring anew;fo his labors in his 
Paftorall charge much refrefhed the coniciénces of tcue 
converts,which had felt the cythe of Gods judgements, and 

| made them fring upin bope and newneffe of life: thirdly, as 
dew diftilling in filver drops” mollifiech the parched 
ground, fo his heart melting into teares in many peniten- 
ciall‘exhortations mollified the ftony hearts. of thofe who 
had been before moft obdurate in their fins : laftly,' as dew 
that fals from heaven returnes not thither back againe, but 
inricheth the foyles and makes fraitfull che earth ; fo his 
pains wherefoever he beftowed'them were never ftirriil but 
brought much fruit of comfort both to himfclfe and of 
knowledge in the myfteries of falvation,to his hearers.’

tio, which was not onely highly commended by our learned 
Andrewes Bifhop of Winten, but fo efteemed by King James

His:firft and chiefe care was to plant the feare of Gad in 


the‘hearts of all the Students: in his Colledge, knowing

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well chat as Godis the father of all things, fo Religions 
isthe mother of all vertues; and little hope there is that 
they will take any care to obferve the ftatutes of thefe 
Founders, who regard not his ftacutes, who is the Feunder 
of all natureandgrace, and bedres up the pillar of the whole 
World. To-imprint his Lawes therefore in their mindes, 
befides the holy example of his ftri& and regular life and 
continuall admonitions and godly exhortations to ftudy 
the Scriptures, and exerci{e them/elves in them day and night, 
he cook {peciall care of publicke Prayers, from which him- 
felfe was never mifling, if he had his health (though the 
mornings were never fo darke, and the feafon bitter (and 
but finding fome inconvenience in the abfence of many of 
his company at evening Prayer,'pretending diverfe occafi- 
ons of bufineffe, he altered the time of thofe Prayers, put- 
ing them off from five of the clock in the afternoone untill 
eight of the clock at night, and immediatly after payers he | 
commanded the gates to be lockt, to prevent or at leaft 
difcover all Noctivagators. Next co piety,he moft defired 
to fetle peace in the Colledge, and exterpate all fa&ion 
which had been fora long time the baine of that Society ; 
for Do&or Lily his immediate predeceflour was in tome 
fenfe not free from, Jilliam inter [pinac, a Lilly among thoynes, 
and which was worfe, itisthough he cherifhed them, for 
private ends of his owne: but Abbot who had learned from 
his and our Mafter that bleffed are the peace makers, and that 4

ed Catholicke, but our Abbor fo. refuted his refutation, and 
fo learnedly, copioufly, folidly and perfpicuoufly handled 
all thofe maine heads of Controyerfie,which his adverfary 
touched upon, that many judicious. Proteftants heartily 
wifhed that }/illiam Bifbop had run through all the above 
mentioned RKefomed Catholicke, tor then we fhould have 
had in our Abdots encounter. with him a whole fyftem and 
body of controverties exa&ly difcuffed, and the truth of 
reformed Religion: in all points folidly and fubftantially 
confirmed by Scriptures; Fathers and Reafon. 
When Hanibal fet upon Minstiwat an advantage, and 
put him to fome diftrefle Fabius Maximns. brings out his 
forces againft Haniball, and puts him to flight, and Haniball 
himfelfe was enforced to confeffe, that if be gained any thing 
‘upon Minutius be loft it and a great.deale more by Fabius Maxi- 
mus. [his Wiliam Bifbops confcience told him,and therefore 
finding himfelfe unable todealewith Abbot at fbarpe, he 
challenged him to fight with, him at dull and rufty foyles, I. 
‘meane foule language & {currilous {arcafmes like the Ora- 
tors taxed by Oujintilian qui caufarum vacua convitiis explebant. 
At the end of that his M:. piece, he. added vice carenidis, 
a fingular treatife intituled the True.ancient Roman Catholick , 
which he dedicated to Prince Henry, who fo thankefully 
accepted this his prefenc, that he returned him many 
thankes in a letter. written with his Princely hand, and 
promifed his helping hand upon the next voydance to lifc 
; | Lzza | him 
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him up higher in the Church ; and though by the Princes 
untimely death this moft able Champion of the truth funk | 
‘much in his hopes 3 yet within a few yeares he was raifed 
up firft ad Cathedram Dotioralem, and then Epi{copalem, for 
Do&or Holland exchanging this life tor a better in the year 
of our Lord 1612. Abbot was thought the ficteft man to fuc- 
ceed him in that Chayre, in the judgement of all men fave 
his owne, who ever undervalued himfelfe, and after this 
place was conferred upon him refufed it till his brother 
procured a Mandate from the King to him to holdit, and 
then being put into the Chayreas it were by force, he fo 
well filled and furnifhed itthae all men gave him that E- 
‘| velogne which Saint Ferom giveth, Nepotian ideo magis erat 
| dignzs quod {e profitebatur indignum:he was by fo much the worthi- 
er the leffe be Rnew bis worth, for contempt of honour makes 
it more due,and humility in excellency excels excellency ic 
felfe. And here the third time he made good the fecond 
fillable of his name Ver, for partly by Sermons ad Cleram, 
partly by his learned Lectures, partly by his judicious mo- 
| derating Divinity difputations, partly by his’ exquifice 
Trattates printed a little before his death : he caufed {uch a 
pring among Divines as. was not feen in many years before. 
I will not revive his- contentions wich Do&or How(on 
concerning the Geneua notes and clearing Calvin from Aria~ 
nifme, ‘becaufe they are dead long fince, and were honour ably 
| buried by King Fames, by whofe command Dt How/on being 
foarpened, turned his edge from Geneva to Rome, and.in the next 
Sermon he Preached as Saint Maries, fell firce and foule upon

odorem vite ad vitam, through all the Bifhoprick of Sarum. 
| Ocher Bifhopricks were voyced upon him as of Lincoln and 
| Coventrie and Litchfield; but the bufineffe of the nullity, made 
| a nullity for atime in his Graces good intentions,and our 
Bifhops hopes,in fo much thatKing Fames of blefled memo- 
ry, when Dofor ‘Abbot newly confecrated Bifhop of Sarum 
came to doe his homage, his Majefty {pake pleafantly unto 
him after this manner, AbbotI have bad very much to do to make 
thee a Bifbop, but I know no reafon for it,unleffe it were becaufe thou 
writeft againft (viz. William Bifbep a Popith prieft) whofe 
refutation of Malter Perkins his reformed Catholicke, this 
our Abjot had not long. before folidly refuted. After his 
confecration at Lambeth, and his homage done at Court he 
tooke the Univerfity in his way to Sarum ; and there tak- 
ing his leave of his Mother, he was accompanyed with all 
his brethren,the heads of Colledges and Hals, and of other 
his Oxford friends of good-ranke and quality, till about the 
edge of his Dioceffe they left him, with teares in their eyes, 
ernmpentibus pre dolore,& the Clergy & Gentry of Sarum met 
him with teares alfo.in their eyes of another kind, emanan- 
tibus pre gaudio;as he came into the City he was entertained 
with cloquent {peeches, which he anfwered cxtempore in 
the fame language they were made unto him, ‘and with 
worthy prefence which were thankefully accepted, and 
che next Lords day following he offered bis firft fruits in the 
Temple, taking for his text the Word of the Plalmeft 26.'8;

After he had verified. the Words of his Fext in the 
perfon of Davidghis Sérmon ended,he verified itin himfelfe 
and made. aDemonftration that he loved that houfe of 
God, net in tongue onely and in word, but indeed and verity; for

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viewing exactly that beautifull Fabrick,and finding it very 
much in decay, partly through the negligence of his Pre- 
deceffors, and partly through the Covecoufneffe of the 
Deane and Prebends, who filled their purfes with that which 
fhould have ftop’d the chinks in the Wals, he {ent a peremptory 
fummons for all the Prebends ; and partly by a feafonable 
admonition,partly by increpations and threatnings,partly

glory. Laden he was more with learning, and the fame of 
his moft acurate Works then with years,and to be thought 
rather tohave lived long, then continued long among us. 
For our life(as Plinie defines it)is a Watch, which this our

For afrer that, in the renowned. Univerfity of Oxford he 


| had.furnifhed himfelf with che knowledg of the beft.Arts, 


| and, had exquifitely fafhioned both his tongue and pen, he 
| wholly devoted them both unto God, and dedicated the 
| _Aaaaa 2 reft 
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\reft of bis enfuing life, partly.to publick Preaching where- | 
with he honoured che Pulpit; partly’to the reading of pub- 
licke Le&tures , with which he ‘illuftrated the Do@ors. 
Chayre; and partly to the compofure of his owne learned 
writings, wherewith he wonderfully enriched the Prefle. 
Long was the fame and induftry ‘of this reverend Divine, 
locked up ia obicurity, and for which in the narrow limits 
of a private. Parifh, he nourifhed that of glory whereunto 

few of our times have arrived. Afterwards when for the 
{pace twenty years he had induftricufly executed the office 
of a Pattor and Preacher, by foveraigne command he was 
required to'encounter_ the chiefeft of the Roman Champi- 
onsinthe defence of the Reformed Reli 
the greateft controverfies which our times have produced. 
In which cumbeft he not onely over-came his adverfaries, 
Bifbop and Exdemon,but far furpaffed the opinion which the 
world had before conceived of him. 

Not long after,by the fame our moft gracious Soveraign 
King James, he was advanced to be Doétor of the Chayre 
in the famous Univerfity of Oxford ; which eminent place 

| ia the Univerficy he held with great reputation. At length 


Profeffor of Divinity, he was promoted to the Epifcopall 
See of Salisbury) which he governed but for the terme of 
two years and three months: For whilf he was not onely 
| wrapped in the publick affaires of his Epifcopall Govern- 
ment, but alfo continued moft fedulous and induftrions in 
| his private ftudyes of Divinicy ; that fedutary life of his 
| brought himto the terrible difeafe of the ftonein his kid- 
| nies, wherewich being grievoufly tortured for fome weeks; 
|and now having attained the fifty cight year of his age, 
| after good proofe of his unconquerable patience in the ex- 
‘tremity of his laft fit, he tweetly flept in the Lord, to 
the infinite forrow. both of the Clergy and Laity within 
his jurifdi&tion, and ]aments almoft incredible of the whol 
City of Sslisbury. When death approached he gavecom- 
mand that his family fhould be called together; before

D Avid Pareus was born in Silefi¢s Anno Chrifti 1548, His 
A Parents. were Citizens of good rank ; when he was a 
bout three years old, be fell fick of the {mall pox, whereof 
he was like todye, and though ic pleafed God that he re- 
covered, yet he had thereby a blemith in one of his eyes, 
which continued {0 long as he lived : about that time his 
Mother dyed; when he grew up to riper yearss his Father 
perceiving a naturall promptneffe in him to learning, fet | 
him to School in his owne City, where one of his Matters 
was very rigid and fevereinhis carriage unto him, and 
there he learned Grammer, Mufick and Arithmetick : But 
when he was fourteen years old (by the inftigation of his 
ftep-mother) his father placed him with an Apothecary at - 
Craliflavia: which courfe of life he could not well rélith, 
and therefore after a months ftay he returned home again, 
which his ftep mother was much offended with, yet his 
tender father refolved to keep him at School, and when he 
difliked the feverity of his former Matter, he {ent him to 
Hir{chberg, to one Chriftopher Schillingzs, who was much af- 
fected with his ingenuity and towardlineffe: the chiefe Ma- 
giftrate alfo of thatCity took agreat liking tohim,for fom 
Vertes which he made at his-fons Funerall, fo that he gave 
him his dyet in his Family : when he had been there about 
two years,the Paftor of that place who was a Lutheran, fell | 
,out with his Schoolmafter for that, in Catechifing of his 
Ddddd Schollers -

Schollars, he had taught them, that Chrifts body being ; 
afcended into heaven was there to remaine till his coming 
co judgement, and that in the Sacrament we feed upon ic.

Homas Erpenius was borne at Gorcome in the Lows 
Countries Anno Chrifli 1584. of honeft Parents : In his 
childhood he was bred in the School at Leiden, and admit- 
ted into that Univerfity at eighteen years old, and in the 
twenty-fifth year of his age,he commenced Mafter of Arts : 
then he fell to the fiudy of Divinity, and of the Orientall 
Languages under Fofeph Scaligers who obferving his inge- 
nuity and promptnefie, often foretold what an eminent 
man he would prove in time to come : From thence he tra- 
velled in England, France, Italy, and Germany, in which perc- 
erinations he profited exceedingly both in learning ana 

prudence. 
At Parishe became intimately acquainted with Ifaac 
Cafanbone ; and went with him to Samure, where he fell 
hard tothe ftudy of Arabick, and profited fo exceedingly 
therein that Ca{aubone had him in great admiration, and e- 
ftimation for the fame: From thence he went to Venice, 
where by the help offome learned Jews and Turks, he 
learned the Turkifh,Perfian,and Athiopick languages: where- 
by he gat fogreat efteem inTialy, thathe was -profered a 
Penfion of fivehundred Duckats by the year to imploy 
age sh himfelfe 
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himfelf in the verfion of fome Arabick books into Latine. 
He {pent four years in travell,and was famous every where | 
for his learning : at Paris, and fome other places he bought 
many Arabick books,& fo returned to Leiden An’Cb. 1612. 
About which time there was a purpofe to have called him 
into England, & to have allowed him an honorable ftipend, 
but the year after he was chofen Profeffor of che Oriental! 
languages in Leidex : and prefently after he fet up (though 
with extraordinary charges) a Prefle for thofe Languages, | 
whereby he publifhed many ancient monuments, both of 
his own & other mens: & 1616.he married awife,by whom 
he left three children furviving him: An. Chrifti 1619. he 
was made Profeffor of the Hebrew alfo, and though he had 
fo many and great imployments, yet he went through each 
of them with fo great exa&neffe, as if he had nothing elfe 
to attend upon. oe | 

In the year 1620. he was fent by the Prince of Orang and 
the States of Holland into France, to procure Peter Moulin, or 
Andrew Rivet to come to Leiden to be the Divihity Profeffor, 


and though he prevailed not at that journey, yet they tent 
him againe the year after to’ Andrew Rivet ‘and the French= | 
Church, to obtain of them their confents for his coming; |

which bofineffe he tranfacted with fogreatprudence, that |

he brought Andrew Rivet along with him to Leiden. His | 
fame was fo great, thatthe King of Spaine wrote to him, | 
‘making him exceeding great promifes if he would come. | 
into Spain to interpret fome ancient-writings, which never | 
man yet could doe: The King of Morocco alfo did fo exceed- | 
ingly admire the purity of his Arabick ftyle in fome of his | 
Epiftles, that he fhewed them to his Nobles and other | 
learned men as fome great Miracle: He was alfo highly e- 
fteemedgf, bythe Prince of Orang.and the States of Holland, 
who often made ufe of his labours in tranflating the letters 
whigh they received from Princesin Afiz, and Afrita out 
of Arabick or other Languages : But whilft he was thus 
bufily imployed: in Publick and- private,. it pleafed’God 
that he fell fick of che Plague, whereof he dyed’ Anno Chrifti

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Preaching before the EleGor Palatine,’ he fo howed with id 
eloquence and fweetrieffe,that the Prince and‘all his Cour~

ground.as he did Paxl, by laying before him the ugly vifage 
of his fins, which lay fo heavy Upon him that he roared! 
for anguifh of,hearts yea it fo affrighted him, that he rofe 
fometimes out.of his bed in the night, for very anguitfh of 
fpirit : and to augment: his‘fpirituall mifery, he was af- 
faulted with foul temptations, Horribilia de Deo, terribilia de 
fide, which Luther called colaphum Satene’: this continued for 
many months, but God at laft gave a blefled iffue, and 
| thefe grievous pangs in the. New Birth prodiiced two admi- 
| rable cffe&s in him 5:.an invincible courage in the canfe of 
God; and a fingular dexterity in comforting’ affli&ed fpi. 
rits. Hereupon he refolved to enter into the Miniftry, and 
was accordingly Ordained the thirty fifth year of his Age : 
and about. two yearsiafcer, che Parfonage of Broughton in 
Northamptonfhire falling void, Serjeant Nicol}: the Patron, 
preterred-him toit: “about'the fortieth ‘year of his’ age he 
marryed Miftris Ann Bois, of an-ancient family in Kent, and| | 
to her. carecommitted: the ordering of his outward eftate, 
and applycd himfelfe. wholly to his ftudyes, and the work 
of the Miniftry,&tor twenty years together Preached twite 
every Lords-day andCatechized ; and in every Holy-day 
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and Friday before the Sacrament he expounded a Chapter, , pare 
whereby he went over moft of the Hiftoricall books of the 
Old & New Teftament ; and therein preparing nothing for 
his People, but what might have ferveda very Jearned Aw- 
dicory. In all his Preaching, next after Gods glory, he 
aymed at the Converfion of fouls, and God crowned his 
labors by making him an inftrument to beget many fons 
and daughters unco righteoutneffe. 

He had an excellent Art in relieving affli&ed confciences, 
fo that he was fought co far and near; yea diverfe beyond 
Sea defired his refolution in diverfe cafes of Confcience. 
Though in his preaching he was a fon of Thunder, yet to 
thofe that mourned in {pirit, he was a {weet fon-of Confo- 
lation, with a tender heart powring thic oy! of mercy into 
their bleeding wounds. He had a fingular skill in difcover- 
ing Satans fleights, and in battering down his Kingdome. 
In all his Sermons he ufed @o difcover the filthineffe of fin, 
and to prefle hard upon the Confcience the daties, of San- 
tification: yea, he would {pare none, great or fmall in}, 


their fins ; yet in abate ta he never. perfonated any 


mantoputhimto fhame. His life was blameleffe that. he 
could not juftly be caxed by any,, of any {candalous fin. He 
conftantly prayed fix times.a day : ewice wich his family, 
twice wich his wife, and twicein fecret: He kept many 
dayes of private humiliation : alwayes before the Sacra- 
ment, and upon the cccafions of the miferies of the Church 
at home & abroad, which he performed with much ardency 
of Spirit: and being advifed by Phifitians for his healcths 
fake, to break offthe ftrong intention of his ftudy, he re; 
jetted their counféll; accounting it greater riches to enjoy 
Chrift by thofe fervent intentions of his minde, then,to re- 
mit them for his healchs fake. | 
He was of acomely prefence, his. countenance was fo 
mifx-d with gravity and aufterity that ic commanded re,, 
fpe& from others. He oft refufed preferment, that he might 
not be divorced from that Country where his Miniitry | 
found fuch entertainment and «ffe&. He was univerfaly 
Eeece-3-- bountifull 
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‘boun tifull : but efpecially he exceeded in thofe publick di- 
ftrefles of Germany,France, Bohemia, ec. He alwayes {pent all 
the revenews of his living(which was of good valew )in the 
maintenance of his Family, Hofpicality and Charity : He: 
fell fick of a Quartane Ague in September An. Chrifti 1631. 
whereupon finding his difeafe to get ftrength,and his vigor 
to grow weaker,he revifed his Will,and then wholly retir- 
ed himfelfe from the world, and folaced his foul with the 
Meditation of the joyes of heaven : and having compiled.a 
difcourfe De quatuor Novifimis, of Death, Judgement, Hell 
and Heaven ; having preached over the three former, he 
told his people that the next day he would preach of hea- 
ven, bucthe Saturday before he fell fo fick that he never 
preached after : though his ficknefle was long and fharpe, 
yet he bore it with admirable patience: often breathing 
forth chefe fpeeches, Ob when will this good hour com! When foall 
Ibe diffolved ! when (ball I be with Chrift? Being told that it 
was better for the Church (if God would) for himto ftay 
here: He anfwered, If I foall finde favor in the eyes of Gods hee 
will bring me againe, and {hew me both it and his habitation 3 and if 
otberwije, lohere Iam, let him doe what feemeth good in bis eyes, 

2»Sam. 15. 255.26. And being asked of another, ifhe 
could be content to live if God would grant it himshe faid, 
I grant that life is a great blefing of God: neither will Inegles?. any 
meanes that may preferve it, and doe heartily defire to {ubmit to 
Gods will ; but of the 1wos I infinitely more defire to be diffelved and 
to be with Chrifte | 
To thofe that came to vifit him In his ficknefle, he gave 
very godly and wife exhortations. He thanked God for 
his wonderfull mercy in pulltng him out of hell, in fealing 
his Miniftry by the Converfion of Souls; which he 
wholly afcribed to his glory: a week before his death he 
called for his wife, and defired her to bear his Diflolution 
with aChriftian Fortitude 3 and turning to his chrildren, 
hetold them that they fhould not ncw expe& thatin re- 
gard of his weakeneffe he fhould{ay any thing to them 3 
he had formerly cold them enough, and hoped they. would

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remember it,and he verily believed chat none of tiem duit !
